Note.— (a)  The  work  of  the  commission  has  multiplied  many  times  since  the  passage  of  the  civil-service  law.  both 
in  volume  and  complexity.  The  only  increases  attached  to  the  position  of  commissioner  were  from  $3,500  to  ?4,000 
in  1907,  and  from  S4,000  to  ?4,.500  for  the  position  of  president  of  the  commission  in  1900.  As  indicating  the  increase 
In  the  volume  of  the  commission's  worlc  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  in  ISS"!  the  nnmlier  of  positions  subject  to  com- 
petitive examination  under  the  civil-service  law  was  less  than  15.000  and  the  number  of  such  positions  is  now  about

(bj  The  salary  of  the  position  of  chief  examiner,  .?:?,000  per  annum,  was  specified  in  the  act  of  1883,  and  has  re- 
mained unchanged  to  the  present  time,  although  the  amount  and  variety  of  the  examining  work  have  increased  with 
the  growth  and  development  of  the  work  of  the  commission.  In  consequence  of  this  growth  the  nnml'er  of  different 
kinds  of  examinations  held  annually  has  increased  from  less  than  a  dozen  in  1 SS3  to  over  400,  and  the  number  of  per- 
sons examined  from  3,542  in  1883  to  nearly  125,000  for  the  last  year  for  which  figures  are  available  (1909-10).  A  reason- 
'  able  increase  in  the  compensation  of  this  position  is  necessary  in  order  to  make  it  at  all  commensurate  with  its 
greatly  enlarged  demands  and  duties. 

(c)  Proportionate  with  the  increase  in  the  extent  and  variety  of  the  commission's  work  as  outlined  above,  addi- 
tional requirements  and  duties  have  been  added  to  the  position  of  secretary.  This  is  the  administrative  position  in 
the  organization  of  the  commission,  and  as  such  the  salary  attached  to  it  should  be  commensurate  with  that  of  similar 
positions  throughout  the  service. 

(d)  In  the  organization  of  the  commission  the  position  of  assistant  chief  examiner  has  been  combined  with  that  of 
chief  of  the  examining  division,  a  large  and  responsible  division.  From  the  very  nature  of  this  position  an  increase 
in  its  compensation  should  be  made,  proportionate  to  that  submitted  for  the  position  of  chief  examiner. 

(e)  In  the  commis-sion's  organization  the  position  of  assistant  secretary  and  that  of  chief  of  the  appointment  divi- 
sion have  also  been  combined.  The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  this  joint  position  are  represented  by  its  designa- 
tion, and  a  larger  salary  should  be  provided,  commensurate  with  that  submitted  for  the  position  of  secretary. 

(/)  On  account  of  the  long  ser\ice  and  large  duties  of  the  chief  of  division  assigned  to  the  application  division,  an 
increase  of  $100  in  his  salary  is  recommended, 

(g)  In  the  crrent  appropriation  separate  provision  is  made  for  the  force  of  a  Ui'ral  Carrier  Kxamining  Board. 
The  work  assigned  to  the  employees  for  whom  appropriation  is  made  rnder  this  heading  is  no  different  in  character 
from  that  of  corresponding  employees  in  1,he  main  part  of  the  commission's  force.  For  the  Rrral  Carrier  Pervice 
examinations  are  reo'dreil  to  be  held,  with  the  attendant  annorncement  of  examinations,  distribrtion  of  applica- 
tions, sen  tiny  of  preliminary  qualifications  of  applicants,  con  J(iCt  of  the  examinations,  preparation  and  rating  of  the 
tests  in  the  examination,  preparation  of  eligible  registers  and  certification  in  response  to  the  reo rests  of  the  depart- 
ment, investigation  of  complaints  against  applicants  and  eligibles,  and  of  charges  of  political  activity,  etc,,  as  vsv&l 
and  customary  for  other  branches  of  the  service.  In  the  interests  of  good  administration  the  work  connected  with 
the  Rural  Carrier  Service  is  now  being  done  in  the  several  divisions  of  the  oflfice  of  the  commission,  to  which  the  work 
naturally  and  lodcally  falls  in  the  economy  of  the  office  organization.  There  is  no  more  reason  for  a  separate  appro- 
priation for  this  force  of  employees  than  for  any  other  division  of  the  commission's  office  force.  The  variors  kinds  of 
work  connected  with  the  administration  of  the  ci^dl-service  law  and  rules  in  relation  to  appointments  to  positions  of 
niral  carrier  nati'rally  and  properly  distribi'te  themselves  among  the  other  divisions  of  the  office.  For  these  rea- 
sons the  commission  in  the  estimates  herewith  submitted  recommends  that  this  appropriation  be  consolidated  with 
the  appropriation  for  its  office  force  at  Washington. 

(h)  A  net  Increase  of  4  (exclrsive  of  the  srperintendent  of  building,  appurtenances,  and  supplies)  in  the  clerical 
force  is  estimated  for:  1  clerk  of  class  4:  1  of  class  3:  1  of  class  2:  1  of  class  1:  two  at  si, 000:  and  1  at  $900  being  sub- 
mitted in  lien  of  1  clerk  at  $840  and  2  at  $720,  field  force,  dropped.  (Pee  note.;',  field  force.)  The  net  increase  of  4 
clerks  Is  absolrtely  necessary  for  the  prompt  and  efficient  performance  of  the  clerical  work  of  the  commission,  which 
In  general  has  Increased  drrinp  the  past  year.  To  retain  the  most  efficient  employees  there  shoi  Id  be  opporti  nlty 
for  promotion.  The  number  of  clerical  positions  in  the  higher  classes  is  relatively  small  when  compared  with  the

number  In  the  lower  classes.  On  account  of  the  dilTiculty  experienced  in  obtaining  and  retaining  efficient  clerks  at 
low  salaries  and  with  limited  opportiJiities  for  promotion,  it  is  proposed  to  drop  some  of  the  lower  salaried  positions 
and  add  a  fe.v  in  Itie  hi.^lier  classes,  so  us  to  iiurtMse  slif;litly  the  average  clerical  salary  aud  thereby  to  furnish  an 
incentive  for  the  most  competent  clerks  to  rciuaiii  in  the  service  of  the  commission. 

(i)  rhe  occ.pation  by  the  comuussion  of  a  modern  oflue  hi  ildint;,  ha\ inp  practically  doi  ble  the  amount  of  floor 
space  in  tlie  former  quarters,  will  necessitate  an  imrea.se  in  the  force  for  the  care  aud  protection  of  tlie  bi  ildinf;  and 
the  operation  of  machinery  and  appi.ncnaiu  ts.    The  follow  inj;  increase  in  force  is  reqi  ired  for  this  pi  rposc: 

One  s  .perintendcnt  of  bi.ilding.  app,  rlenaiuos.  s;  pi>lies,  etc.,  at  51,600  (in  lieu  of  estimating  for  an  additional 
clerk  at  the  same  salary).  The  new  b.  ildinE  is  cqi  ipjicd  \\  ilh  a  steam-heat  inj;  plant,  two  electric  elevators,  an  elec- 
tric refrigerating  plani  for  drinking  water,  and  an  ap))liancc  for  furnishing  hot  water,  all  of  which  will  necessitate  an 
increase  of  fone,  and  it  is  desired  to  have  a  proi)eiiy  iii  alified  and  designated  employee  to  place  in  charge  of  the  force 
required.  It  is  proposed  merely  to  change  the  (Icsigualion  of  tlic  employee  now  performing  the  work  from  clerk  to 
superintendent  of  b,.ildin^,  without  increase  in  compensation. 

One  electrician  and  engineer,  at  Sl,200,  whose  ser\  ices  will  he  necessary  in  connection  with  the  machinery  and  ap- 
pliances above  mentioned  and  in  caring  for  the  wiring  of  the  bi.ilding. 

One  general  mechanic,  at  $ytX>,  whose  services  will  be  necessary  in  repairing  furniture,  filing  cases,  and  other  appa- 
ratus, and  in  painting  and  other  mechanical  labor  necessary  to  expedite  the  work  and  to  keep  the  furniture  and  office 
appliances  in  good  order. 

One  additional  fireman  vsdll  be  needed,  making  3  in  all,  so  that  each  may  not  be  required  ordinarily  to  serve 
for  longer  than  8  hours  a  day.  When  the  heatuig  plant  is  not  in  operation,  the  firemen  will  be  used  to  relieve 
watchmen,  laborers,  and  messengers.  It  is  also  desired  to  promote  to  .?840  the  2  firemen  now  employed  at  $720, 
in  view  of  their  long  and  faithful  service. 

One  watchman  will  be  necessary,  in  addition  to  the  2  heretofore  provided,  that  the  building  may  be  fully 
protected  and  that  tours  of  duty  shall  not  e.vceed  8  hours  each. 

One  additional  elevator  conductor  is  needed,  there  being  2  elevators  in  the  building,  both  of  which  should  be 
in  operation  in  order  properly  to  carry  on  the  business.  At  present  but  1  elevator  conductor  is  allowed,  and  it 
will  be  absolutely  necessary  to  have  an  additional  one  to  assign  to  the  other  elevator. 

Two  additional  messenger  boys  will  he  required;  2  additional  skilled  laborers  are  needed  for  assembling  and 
preparing  mail  for  dispatch  and  delivering  incoming  mail,  to  caie  for  supply  stock  room  and  shipping,  and  to 
relieve  messengers,  watchmen,  and  similar  employees  in  emergencies. 

One  additional  unskilled  laborer  will  be  required,  on  account  of  the  increase  of  such  work  as  trucking  sup- 
plies, caring  for  walks,  steps,  and  parking,  gathering  waste  paper,  moving  furniture,  etc.  Three  charwomen 
for  morning  and  evenmg  work  aie  necessary  to  clean  tlie  olTices  properly.  Heretofore  the  laborers  have  been 
assigned  to  this  work;  but  on  acco'.;nt  of  the  larger  floor  space  to  be  kept  clean,  they  can  not  now  do  all  this  work. 

0)  There  are  at  present  on  the  rolls  of  the  commission  11  persons  who  act  as  district  secretaries,  2  of  whom 
are  clerks,  class  3.  Their  statutory  designations  and  pay  should  correspond  to  and  be  commensurate  with  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  positions  they  are  filling.  It  is  proposed  to  drop  2  clerks  of  class  3  from  the  office 
force,  so  that  the  increase  in  appropriation  requested  for  this  pi  rpose  is  actually  only  $600. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  drop  from  the  field  force  1  clerk,  at  $840,  and  2  clerks,  at  $720  each,  in  lieu  of  additional 
clerks  estimated  for  in  olhce  force.   (See  note  h.) 

(t)  Except  low-salaried  postmasterhips,  the  commission,  under  existing  regidations,  is  wholly  responsible  for 
the  selection  and  appointment  of  classified  fourth-class  postmasters  and  rural  carriers,  appointment  being 
required  of  the  highest  eligible  in  examination.  While  the  simple  examination  given  afi'ords  some  basis  of  com- 
petition, it  is  not  wholly  dependable  as  an  expression  of  capabilitv'  and  gives  little  information  as  to  the  impor- 
tant elements  of  character,  indi  stry,  and  reliability.  All  other  positions  in  the  classified  service  are  filled  by 
selection  from  the  highest  three  names  made  by  the  appointing  officer,  he  having  the  right  and  it  being  his  duty 
to  make  a  choice  with  due  regard  to  character,  reliability,  and  industry.  While  the  rr.les  contemplate  that  the 
actual  test  of  fitness  be  given  during  the  first  few  months  of  service  as  a  probationer,  the  cost  of  eq;  ipment  and 
expense  to  appointees  in  entering  i:pon  the  duties  of  postmaster  or  of  r':ral  carrier  make  it  highly  important  that 
a  properly  qualified  man  be  selected  at  the  outset  to  avoid  loss  and  emi)arrassment,  which  necessarily  follow 
if  the  appointee  is  required  to  return  to  private  avocation.  Under  the  present  system,  therefore,  the  commis- 
sion sho  Id  have  a  corps  of  examiners  or  inspectors  for  duty  constantly  in  the  field  and  available  to  visit  the 
community  where  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  position  of  fourth-class  postmaster  or  of  r^ral  carrier  to  secure  at  fu'st 
hand  reliable  and  accurate  information  of  the  character  and  personal  fitness  of  the  person  whose  name  is  high- 
est on  the  register  resulting  from  the  examination;  and  for  assignment  as  inspector  or  supervisor  of  all  investi- 
gations of  charges  of  whatever  character  ordered  by  the  commission.

Note.— The  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  .Tune  W,  U)12,  for  traveling  expenses  is  S12,000,  the  same  as 
the  regular  appropriation  for  the  preceding  voar.  near  the  end  of  which  it  was  necessary  to  ask  for  and  obtain  a  defi- 
ciency appropriation  of  <1,.500.  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  all  restrictions  and  limitations  on  the  use  of  the  appro- 
priation consistent  with  the  reciuirements  of  the  administration  of  the  law  and  rules  had  been  observed.

There  was  an  unexpected  increase  of  business  during  the  fiscal  year  1911,  and  the  increase  continues 
to  date,  the  ordinary  collections  amounting  to  approximately  $1,000,000  more  than  for  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  last  year. 

It  is  considered  necessary  and  in  the  interest  of  good  business  to  increase  the  force  to  the  extent,  at 
least,  of  one  deputy  collector  for  each  collection  district.  Collectors  have  found  it  necessary  to  deny 
requests  of  their  force,  payable  from  this  appropriation,  for  annual  leave,  and  in  addition  to  require 
overtime  work,  notwithstanding  which  there  is  universal  complaint  of  lack  of  help,  both  in  collectors' 
offices  and  in  the  field. 

The  increase  in  the  internal-revenue  business  has  been  pronounced  and  continuous.  Ordinary  col- 
lions  during  fiscal  year  1911  were  over  $289,000,000  as  compared  with  $246,000,000,  in  round  numbers, 
during  fiscal  year  1909,  being  an  increase  of  $43,000,000.  Such  increase  in  busmess  calls  for  additional 
activity  of  deputy  collectors  in  office  and  field.

On  account  of  the  exceptional  increase  of  the  storage  of  distilled  spirits  due  to  the  enormous  manufacture  in  1911, 
and  the  continued  activity  In  manufacture,  it  is  clear  that  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  for  191 2  is  insufficient,  and 
that  approximately  $7.5,ono  additional  will  be  needed  for  which  a  deficiency  appropriation  for  1912  will  bo  requested. 
The  total  appropriation  for  1912  will  thus  aggregate  $2,59-5,000,  and  it  is  estimated  that  this  same  sum  will  be  suffi- 
cient for  the  fiscal  year  1913.

Note  B  (by  the  Attorney  General). — It  is  exceedingly  desirable  to  avoid  having  a  single  appropriation  handled  in  part 

through  one  department  and  in  part  through  another  and  to  have  all  appropriations  for  the  payment  of  judicial 

salaries  placed  together. 

It  is  believed  to  be  a  generally  accepted  principle  that  a  single  appropriation  should  not  ordinarily  be  made  to  cover 
expenses  payable  through  two  or  more  different  departments.  The  separation  by  their  location  of  these  judicial 
salaries  from  the  Department  of  Justice  and  the  courts  of  the  United  States  causes  difficulty  and  tends  to  cause 
confusion  and  error  in  preparing;  and  comparing  estimates  and  in  making  reports  of  expenditures. 

With  reference  to  the  salaries  of  United  States  marshals  and  attorneys  in  Alaska,  it  is  recommended  that,  for  like 
reasons,  tliey  be  provided  for  in  the  general  appropriation  providing  for  the  salaries  of  all  other  like  officials.  Under 
the  present  "arrange :nent  the  salaries  of  United  States  marshals  and  attorneys  in  Alaska,  and  in  Alaska  alone,  are 
separatsly  located  and  separately  provided  for.  The  marshals  and  attorneys  for  Hawaii  and  the  other  Territories 
are,  however,  appropriated  for  in  the  usual  maimer.  It  appears  that  the  caption  entitled  "Government  in  the 
Territories"  covers,  in  fact,  only  a  small  portion  of  the  judicial  expenses  of  the  Territories,  which  portion  could  be 
advantageously  transferred  to  and  classified  with  the  regular  judicial  expenses. 

All  the  salaries  which  it  is  desired  to  have  transferred  are  paid  by  the  disbursing  clerk  of  the  Department  of  Justice, 
while  the  other  items  at  present  imder  tlie  caption  "  Government  in  the  Territories"  are  not  so  paid. 

It  is  th  refore  recommended  that  the  "  Salaries  of  Jud  es,  etc.,  District  of  Alaska"  (except  marshals  and  attorneys), 
and  the  "  Salaries  of  Judges,  Arizona,  Hawaii,  and  New  Mexico."  be  transferred  from  under  "  Government  in  the 
Territories"  to  the  Judicial  Chapter  following  the  Department  of  Justice,  and  that  the  four  marshals  andfmr 
attorneys  for  the  Districi  of  Alaska  be  provided  for  in  the  general  appropriations  for  marshals  and  attorneys  under 
the  MiscelianeooS  Chapter— Expenses  of  United  States  Courts,  post.

The  increase  of  .$1,800  is  to  meet  the  absolute  necessity  of  addi- 
tional clerk  hire,  the  sum  mentioned  being  for  the  employment  of  a  clerk  who  shall  also  be  a  stenographer,  in  addition 
to  the  private  secretary,  who  is  now  constantly  performing  double  duty,  without  vacation  or  extra  compensation.

— (1)  A  change  in  designation  from  clerk  to  the  assistant  and  chief  clerk  to  assistant  chief  clerk  is  submitted 
in  order  that  the  designation  may  properly  describe  the  duties  of  the  position,  which  is  filled  by  an  employee  who 
has  been  in  the  service  for  many  years  aiid  whose  knowledge  of  the  laws,  regulations,  and  precodents  governing 
the  conduct  of  the  department  is  extensive  and  very  valuable.  The  increase  of  S-TO  asked  for  is  thought  to  be  no 
more  than  adequate  in  view  of  this  and  the  further  "fact  that  he  is  called  upon  to  assume  the  responsibilities  and 
duties  of  the  office  of  the  assistant  and  chief  clerk  during  his  temporary  absence. 

(2)  The  estimated  increase  of  $250  in  the  salary  of  the  disbursing  clerk  of  the  War  Department  is  submitted  in 
view  of  the  large  and  varied  amount  of  work  assigned  to  this  oflficial  in  addition  to  the  regular  duties  of  that  ofBce, 
which  duties  have  also  been  materially  increased  in  the  past  few  years  by  Treasury  Department  regulations  deemed 
necessary  to  safeguard  the  Government  business.  In  connection  with  the  increase  it  may  be  proper  to  remark  that 
the  disbursing  clerk  of  the  Treasury  Department  receives  a  salary  of  S.3,000  per  annum,  and  his  deputy  a  salary  of 
$2,750.  The  Departments  of  Interior  and  Agriculture  pay  $3,250  and  $3,750,  respectively,  to  their  disbursing  clerks, 
and  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor  $3,000.  In  view  of  the  salaries  paid  tlie  disbursing  clerks  named, 
it  is  thought  to  be  no  more  than  equitable  that  the  increase  herein  asked  for  should  be  allowed,  as  the  duties  per- 
formed by  these  ofTioials  are  similar  in  character  and  the  responsibilities  no  greater. 

(3)  An  increase  of  $.'i20  is  asked  for  in  the  salary  of  the  foreman  carpenter  and  of  $180  each  in  the  salary  of  the  other 
two  carpenters  whose  positions  are  designated  respectively  "carpenter"  and  "skilled  laborer."  The  carpenter  force 
is  barely  sufficient  for  the  service  required  of  it.  In  addition  to  the  general  work  to  be  done  in  the  main  building 
occupied  by  the  War  Department,  repair  work  is  done  on  several  of  the  outside  buildings  occupied  by  the  War 
Department.  These  men  are  all  skilled  cabinet  makers,  and  a  large  portion  of  their  work  is  cabinet  work.  The

carpenters  and  cabinet  makers  in  outside  business  in  this  locality  receive  from  S5  to  $5.50  a  day  for  foremen,  and 
from  i4  to  $4.4S  a  day  for  ioumcymen.  Deducting  the  52  Sundays  and  7  holidays,  also  30  days  annual  and  10  days 
siek  leave,  leaves  266  workine  days  in  each  calendar  year.  On  this  basis  if  the  foreman  carpenter  were  paid  the 
lowest  rate  for  such  work  in  this  vicinity,  which  is  So  a  day,  his  annual  pay  would  amount  to  81,330,  and  the  annual 
pay  of  the  journeymen  at  the  lowest  outside  rate,  namely,  J4  a  day,  would  be  S1,0G1)  each. 

(4)  An  additional  watchman  at  S660  per  annum  is  asked  for  in  lieu  of  one  at  .'5540  dropped ,  because  it  is  with  great 
dilticulty  that  an  acceptable  man  can  be  retained  at  the  $540  salary.  The  compensation  paid  for  similar  service  in 
other  biireavis  of  the  department,  as  well  as  in  other  departments,  is  usually  .S060  to  $720  per  annum. 

(5)  Two  messengers  at  $660  per  annum  each  are  submitlcd  in  lieu  of  two  messenger  boys  at  $300  per  annum  each. 
Under  a  restriction  of  the  civil-service  rules  messenger  boys  can  not  be  promoted  to  the  higher  salary  messenger 
positions  in  the  department.  This  condition,  with  the  present  low  rate  of  pay,  renders  it  dilficult  to  secure  desir- 
able messenger  boys  and  impos-sible  to  retain  them.  It  is  desired  therefore  to  have  the  two  messenger-boy  positions 
abolished,  replacing  them  with  positions  with  the  "messenger"  designation,  in  order  to  have  the  status  of  the  pres- 
ent incumbents  of  these  two  places  changed  to  '•messenger,"  which,  it  is  understood,  will  remove  the  civil-service 
restriction  with  regard  to  their  future  promotion.

Note.— (1)  Increases  of  -5520  for  tlio  chief  clerk  and  $400  for  the  law  clerk  are  reconimeudcd,  conforming  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  Keep  Commission  some  years  ago  (H.  Doc.  No.  018,  60th  Cong.,  1st  sess.,  p.  47). 

Thechiefclerkisnot  only  the  principal  administrative  official  of  the  office,  and  largely  responsible  for  the  discipline 
and  efficiency  of  its  personnel,  but  is  also  in  immediate  charge  of  one  of  its  divisions  and  accordingly  performs  the 
duties  of  a  chief  of  division  as  well.  The  present  incumbcntjs  an  olHcer  of  long  and  wide  experience,  whose  famili- 
arity with  past  and  present  conditions  of  the  service  makes  him  an  invaluable  advi-ier  and  executive  In  the  conduct 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Medical  Department.  The  proposed  compensation  is  considered  no  more  than  commensurate 
with  the  arduous  and  important  duties  of  his  position,  and  with  the  merits  of  the  incumbent  as  a  reward  for  long, 
indefatigable,  and  efficient  service. 

(2)  The  law  clerk,  besides  preparing  such  professional  papers  as  the  Surgeon  General  requires,  is  in  immediate 
charge  of  the  financial  branch  of  the  office,  including  the  adjudication  of  claims,  and  the  settlement  of  returns  of  public 

Sroperty  from  the  several  hundred  officers  of  the  Medical  Department  accountable  therefor.  The  efficiency  of  the 
[edic-al  Department  in  respect  to  these  matters  depends  in  no  small  degree  upon  the  capacity,  zeal,  and  fidelity 
which  he  brings  to  the  discharge  of  his  trust.  In  addition  to  the  routine  duties  of  his  position  he  is  required  to  give 
up  a  large  part  of  his  time  both  in  and  out  of  office  hours  to  the  study  and  codification  of  regulations  and  to  measures 
for  their  enforcement.  The  proposed  compensation  corresponds  to  that  allowed  for  positions  of  like  responsibility 
in  other  departments,  and  is  believed  to  be  no  more  than  commensurate  with  the  length  and  character  of  his  service. 

(3)  The  addition  of  two  clerks  of  class  one  to  the  clerical  force  of  this  office  is  included  in  the  foregoing  estimate. 
The  amount  of  office  work  imperatively  necessary  to  be  done  has  been  materially  increased  by  the  recent  large 
additions  to  the  personnel  of  the  Medical  Department,  which  not  only  entail  much  new  correspondence  in  connec- 
tion with  the  appointment,  assignment,  and  subsequent  transfers  of  the  additional  officers,  but  also  make  a  very 
considerable  increase  in  the  record  and  audit  of  their  property  accounts.  The  late  increases  of  the  military  establish- 
ment have  been  accompanied  by  a  proportional  increase  in  the  administrative  labors  of  this  office,  but  no  corre- 
sponding increase  of  clerical  force  to  perform  these  increased  labors  has  been  pro\  ided.  While  the  accumulation 
of  work  in  arrears  has  so  far  been  averted  by  the  cheerfulness  and  readiness  of  clerks  in  working  over  hours,  it  does 
not  seem  fair  to  expect  them  as  a  settled  policy  to  make  such  sacrifices  without  extra  compensation.  The  two 
additional  clerks  asked  for  will  be  adequate  to  perform  the  new  work  above  alluded  to  and  avoid  the  imposition  of 
unjust  burdens  on  the  present  force.— Oeo.  H.  Torney,  Surgeon  General,  United  States  Army.

shall  not  exceed  forty-two  thousand  dollars;  and  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  each  year,  in  the 
annual  estimates,  report  to  ('ongress  the  number  of  persons  so  employed,  their  duties,  and  the 
amount  paid  to  each  (acts  June  17,  1910,  vol.  36,  p.  503,  sec.  1;  Mar.  4,  1911,  vol.  36,  p.  1205, 
sec.  1^. 

Note.-  I  have  rccoiimipiidoj  an  increase  of  $^00  in  the  salary  of  the  chief  clerl;,  as,  in  my  judgment,  his  present 
c-ompensation,  measured  by  the  important  and  exacting  duties  of  the  position,  is  decidedly  inadequate.  The  work 
of  this  bureau  has  been  rapidly  and  steadily  growuiR,  both  in  volume  and  variety,  and  the  clerical  force  required 
for  its  prompt  and  economical  execution  is  more  than  75  per  cent  larger  than  it  was  20  years  ago.  It  is  needless 
to  say  that  this  has  added,  in  a  corresponding  degree,  to  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  chief  clerk,  upon  whom 
the  Chief  of  Engineers  must  rely,  in  large  measure,  for  the  administration  of  his  olhce.  The  present  occupant  of 
the  position  has  been  continuously  employed  in  this  otTice  since  early  manhood  and  at  all  times  has  been  an  efficient 
and  faithful  public  servsmt.  The  slight  "increase  in  salary  recommended  is  well  deserved  and  would,  if  granted, 
l)e  but  a  partial  recognition  of  the  value  of  his  serWces. —  11'.  H.  Bixbtj,  Chief  of  Engineers,  United  States  Army. 

XoTE.— It  has  been  foimd  by  actual  experience  that  the  clerical  force  employed  in  this  ofTice  is  too  small  to  perform 
the  duties  required  in  the  manner  and  with  the  promptitude  tliat  it  should  be  done.  The  additional  six  clerks  asked 
for  is  certainly  not  greater  than  required  and  provision  for  their  employment  is  earnestly  recommended.—

Note  1. — An  increase  of  6  clerks  is  requested,  to  be  divided  among  tlie  clas'^es  as  follow.s:  1  clerk  of  class  4,  1  of 
class  3,  2  of  class  2,  1  of  class  1,  and  1  clerk  at  $1,00":  request  is  also  made  for  1  addilional  -assistaiit  messenger  and  1 
charwoman.  The  increase  in  the  numlier  of  clerks  and  the  1  assistant  messenger  is  made  necessary  by  the  con- 
stantly increasing  volume  of  work  of  the  Di\-ision  of  Militia  Affau's.  This  increase  will  piechide  the  necessity  of 
assigning  other  clerks  to  this  oflice  from  the  ollice  of  the  Chief  of  Stall  and  the  temporary  employment  of  clerks  fvom 
the  eligible  list  of  the  (  ivil  Service  Commission.  There  are  at  present  employed  in  the  ollice  4  temiiorary  clerks, 
but  even  with  this  additional  force  the  number  of  clerks  is  insufficient  to  satisfactorily  and  expeditiously  dispose  of 
the  current  work  of  the  division. 

During  the  past  year  tliere  have  been  assigned  to  the  division  5  officers  in  addition  to  those  previously  on  duty, 
making  a  total  of  8  oiliccrs,  including  the  cliief  of  the  division.  In  carrying  on  the  instruction  of  the 'Organized 
Militia,  it  is  necessary  that  each  of  these  olUcers  should  have  at  his  disposal  a  clerk  (stenographer  and  tyi)ewriter). 
but  with  the  present  force  it  is  impossible  to  do  this  and  only  3  clerks  arc  available  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  8 
officers.   In  addition  the  current  work  can  not  lie  kept  up  to  date  with  the  nnmlicr  of  clerks  available  for  the  purpose. 

Note  2. — The  additional  assistant  messenger  is  necessary  for  the  prompt  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  division. 
One  of  the  laborers  now  employed  is  constantly  engaged  in  preparing  literature  for  Tiiailing  t  o  the  Orgaiuzed  .Militia, 
and  is  not  available  tor  messen!.'er  duty.  This  leaves  only  2  messengers  and  1  lalionn'  for  messenger  duty  connected 
with  the  8  ollicers  of  the  division  and  the  carrying  of  mail  to  and  from  the  W:u'  Department. 

Note  3. — The  additional  eharwonian  is  requested  because  after  the  removal  of  the  division  to  its  new  quarters, 
1701  Pennsylvania  ;Vvenue,  there  will  be  3  floors,  comprising  15  rooms,  to  be  looked  after  in  adiition  to  the  halls 
and  stairways.    It  is  absolutely  impossible  for  2  women  to  keep  the  rooms  in  a  proper  and  sanilary  condition. 

Note  4.— The  increase  in  personnel  will  involve  an  additional  alloimeut  from  the  appropri  ition  for  anning  and 
equipping  the  militia  of  $11,460,  making  th"  total  appropriation  for  salaries  for  the  division  SJ.'i.iisO. 

Note  5. — The  increase  in  the  amount  required  for  the  miscellaneous  expenses  of  the  division  is  ma<!e  to  provide 
an  adequate  sun:  to  properly  coiKluct  the  public  business  and  to  furnish  sullici°nt  sui)plies  for  the  transaction  thereof. 

The  amount  of  .^3,500,  appropriated  by  act  of  Mar.  4,  1911,  is  absolutely  insufficient  for  tlie  needs  of  t  he  ollice: 
in  fact,  this  amount,  as  stated  to  the  Committee  on  .Appropriations  in  .lanuary,  ltd  I,  was  an  error.  '1  he  sum  of

Tlio  problems  involved  in  laying  out  tlie  large  areas  in  Potomac  I'arlc  and 
In  designing  the  improvoraonts  for  Montrose  and  .Meridian  lliil  I'arks,  just  added  to  the  system,  call  for  a  higher 
degree  of  skill  than  lias  heretofore  been  nucessary  in  the  landscape  ar<^hitcct.  It  is  absoluU-ly  essential  that  he 
should  be  a  trained  and  o.\perionccd  expert  if  the  parks  of  Wasliinglon  are  to  l)e,  as  they  should,  a  model  for  the 
rest  of  the  country.

These  consist 
of  the  land  records  letters,  account  books,  and  other  records  of  tlie  commissioners  who  were  a[ipoint<id  by  President 
Washington  to  layout  and  create  tlio  Federal  city  These  records  are  exceedingly  valuable,  as  the  titles  to  all 
land  in  the  city  of  Washington  start  with  them;  tliey  are  now  kept  in  ordinary  wooden  cases  in  a  building  which 
is  only  partially  flroprool.  The  records  are  being  constantly  examined  by  lawyers,  title  insurance  companies, 
and  others.  Their  destruction  would  cause  endless  embarrassment  and  be  irre[)arable.  Means  for  their  better 
protection  should  be  provided  without  further  delay,  and  an  appropriation  for  tlie  purpose  is  urgently  recom- 
mended.—W.  H.  Biiby,  ChUf  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  Army.

"The  bureau  in  submitting  the  estimate  for  the  clerical  force  has  made  recommendation  for  certain  reratings  and 
increases.  This  was  considered  imperative  in  view  of  the  number  of  resignations  and  transfers  which  are  constantl  v 
occurring,  due  to  the  lack  of  any  reasonable  prospect  of  advancement." 

The  bureau's  losses  in  its  clerical  force  through  resignations  and  transfers  during  the  past  three  years  were  more 
than  42  per  cent  of  the  force  employed.  .Administrative  work  conducted  under  such  conditions  of  frequent  change 
is  necessarily  less  efficient  and  less  economical  than  when  greater  permanence  of  emplovment  is  assured. 

From  the  estimates  it  will  be  noted  that  the  total  number  of  clerks  will  remain  the  same.  The  changes  desired 
are  increasing  the  number  of  higher-priced  clerks,  as  the  bureau's  losses,  due  to  resignation  and  transfer,  are  directly 
attributable  to  the  insufficient  number  of  higher  ratings  as  compared  with  those  in  other  branches  of  the  public 
service  and  in  civil  life  for  men  of  equal  merit.  As  the  work  of  this  branch  of  the  Navy  Department  is  largely  of  a 
technical  nature,  it  is  especially  important  that  experienced  clerks  should  be  encouraged  to  remain  in  its  employ, 
and  it  is  believed  that  this  result  can  only  be  obtained  by  providing  reasonable  proniotion  in  general  conformity 
with  the  recommendations  contained  herein. 

The  net  total  increase  in  the  clerical  force  as  proposed  is  only  $3,040,  or  approximately  5  per  cent  of  the  present 
pay  roll.  It  is  strongly  recommended  that  it  be  approved,  in  view  of  the  greater  increased  cost  of  living,  if  for  no 
other  reason.  The  increase  of  $500  submitted  for  the  chief  clerk  over  the  pay  of  that  employee  is  considered  by  the 
bureau  to  be  especially  merited  in  view  of  the  importance  of  the  position,  the  exacting  duties  of  the  chief  clerk",  and 
the  general  qualifications  of  the  present  incumbent.  With  reference  to  the  increase  in  pay  for  the  technical  em- 
ployees of  the  bureau,  as  distinguished  from  the  clerical  employees,  special  provision  is  necessary,  due  to  increased 
volume  of  work,  requiring  more  force  and  necessity  for  promotion.

Note  (by  the  Secretary).— The  act  of  Mar.  4,i909  (35  Stats.,  887),  making  appropriations  for  the  legislative,  exec- 
utive, and  judicial  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  3(J,  1910, provided:  "Additional  to  one 
member  ol  Board  of  Tension  Appeals,  acting  as  chief  of  the  board,  SoOO;  12  members  ol  a  Board  ol  Pension  Appeals, 
at  S2,0UU  each." 

This  board  was  created  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June  7,  1884  (  23  Stats.,  185),  and  consisted  of  three  mem- 
bers. The  board  was  thereafter  increased  Irom  time  to  time, until  at  one  time  there  were  42  members.  In  recent 
years  the  membership  of  the  board  was  reduced  from  time  to  time  until  the  last  appropriation  therefor,  act  of  June 
17,1910(3(1  Stats.,  511),  provided  for  but  8  members.  This  appropriation  was  in  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  department  contained  in  the  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1911,  and  made  by  said 
act,  and  the  membership  of  the  board  was  reduced  as  recommended  from  12  members  to  S  members— a  reduction 
of  4  persons,   said  act  contains  the  following  inhibition: 

"  That  no  vacancy  hereafter  occurring  upon  the  Board  of  Pension  Appeals,  as  now  constituted,  shall  be  filled  by 
original  appointment,  transfer,  or  otherwise." 

in  the  estimates  submitted  Oct.  7, 1910,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1912,  which  were  enacted  into  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  Mar.  4,  1911  (3S  stats.,  1214),  making  appropriations  for  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial 
expenses  ol  the  Government,  it  was  recommended: 

"It  is  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Pension  Appeals  be  abolished  from  and  after  July  1,  1911,  and  that  from 
and  after  said  date  the  duties  theretofore  performed  by  said  board  shall  be  transferred  to  the  oflice  of  the  Assistant 
Attorney  General  for  the  Department  of  the  Interior;  that  two  members  of  said  board,  who  are  admitted  to  the  bar, 
shall  be  transferred  to  said  Assistant  Attorney  General's  ollice  as  assistant  attorneys,  at  a  compensaton  of  S2,500 
and  S2,250  per  annum,  respectively,  and  one  member  of  said  board  shall  be  transferred  to  said  ollice  for  services  as 
medical  expert,  at  a  compensation  of  ?2,0U(l  per  aimum,  for  the  e.xamination  of  appeals  involving  medical  questions. 
That  each  person  (other  than  the  three  who  shall  be  transferred  to  the  ollice  of  the  Assistant  Attorney  General,  as 
above  provided)  whoisamember  of  said  board  at  the  date  of  its  abolition  shall  be  transferred  to  and  assigned  to  duty 
in  the  Bureau  of  Pensions.  No  vacancy  hereafter  occurring  in  either  of  the  positions  so  transferred  to  the  Bureau  of 
Pensions  shall  be  filled  by  original  appointment,  transfer,  or  otherwise." 

This  act  contains  the  following  provision: 

"On  and  after  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  the  duties  theretofore  performed  by  the  Board  of  Pension 
Appeals  shall  be  transferred  to,  and  be  performed  by,  the  ottice  of  the  Assistant  Attorney  General  for  the  Department 
of  the  Interior." 

When  it  was  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Pension  Appeals  be  abolished  and  the  duties  theretofore  performed 
by  it  be  transferred  to  the  office  of  the  Assistant  Attorney  General  for  this  department,  it  was  believed  that  all 
questions  of  law  and  practice,  under  existing  pension  legislation,  had  been  well  settled  and  determined,  and,  that 
in  view  of  the  rapid  diminution  in  the  number  of  appealed  cases  presented  to  said  board,  the  then  numerical 
strength  of  the  same— eight  members— would  be  more  than  sufficient  to  dispose  properly  of  the  work  after  July  1, 

1911.  This  supposition  has  not  been  realised.  New  questions  of  law  and  practice  have  continued  to  arise  in  the 
administration  of  the  pension  laws,  and  the  number  of  appeals  filed  has  not  diminshed  as  expected;  furthermore,  by 
far  the  larger  number  of  cases  coming  before  the  board  involve  questions  of  fact,  medicine,  and  surgery,  for  which  no 
particular  precedent  can  be  established,  and  such  cases  must  be  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  facts  in  each  case. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1910,  there  were  filed  4,598  appeals  and  motions,  an  average  of  3S3,\  cases  per 
month.  During  the  sL\  months  from  July  1,  1910,  to  Jan.  1,  1911,  there  were  filed  1,575  appeals  and  motions,  an 
average  of  202J  cases  per  month.  From  Jan.  1,  1911,  to  Apr.  1,  1911,  there  were  filed  772  appeals  and  motions,  an 
average  of  273  cases  per  month.  This  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  appeals  and  motions  filed  since  Jan.  1, 1911, 
of  about  11  eases  per  month  over  the  previous  si.x  months,  and  for  the  month  of  March,  1911,  the  number  of  appeals 
and  motions  filed  was  310.  From  the  foregoing  it  will  readily  be  seen  that  the  work  has  not  decreased,  but,  in  fact, 
has  increased,  and  it  is  now  clear  to  the  department  that  this  work  can  not  be  kept  up  to  date  by  three  persons. 

On  Jan.  2(3,  1911,  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Pension  Appeals,  Col.  H.  L.  Bruce,  resigned  to  take  effect  Mar.  1, 
1911,  and  the  numerical  strength  of  the  board  at  the  date  of^its  abolition  was  seven  members,  at  S2,000  per  annum 
each,  with  $.500  additional  to  the  member  acting  as  chief. 

I  have  to  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  language  of  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  act  of  Mar.  4, 1911,  pro- 
viding for  the  transfer  of  the  duties  of  the  board  to  the  office  of  the  Assistant  Attorney  General  be  repealed  and  that 
provision  be  made  for  a  total  membership  of  seven  members  for  the  fiscal  vear  ending  June  30,  1913,  and  that  the 
inhibition  contained  in  the  act  approved  June  17, 1910,  providing  that  no  vacancy  shall  be  filled,  be  reenacted.

DEP.iRTMENT  OF  THE  INTERIOR,

Sir:  The  laundry  for  the  department  and  its  several  bureaus,  according  to  the  practice  for  many  years  past, 
has  been  done  under  annual  contract  awarded  after  receiving  competitive  bids  for  the  service,  and,  generallv  speak- 
ing, the  award  of  the  contract  has  been  made  to  the  lowest  bidder. 

While  some  of  the  contractors  have  done  fairly  satisfactorv  work,  the  department  has  been  put  to  a  great  deal  of 
inconvenience  and  annoyance  at  times  by  the  contractors  failing  to  perform  the  service  in  a  satisfactorv  manner. 
Frequently  the  towels  have  not  been  thoroughlv  washed  nor  ironed:  material  has  been  used  for  whitening  them 
which  has  destroyed  the  fabric:  towels  not  belonging  to  the  department  have  been  delivered  in  place  of  those  sent: 
there  has  been  annoyance  from  the  failure  of  the  contractors  to  deliver  towels  promptlv:  and  serious  objection  has 
always  existed  to  the  practice  followed  by  these  laundries,  despite  the  watchfulness  on 'the  part  of  the  department, 
of  washing  towels  with  general  and  miscellaneous  laundrv  received  from  private  sources.  In  some  cases  it  has 
become  apparent,  beyond  any  fiuestion  of  doubt,  that  this  work  has  been  done  under  verv  insanitary  conditions. 
Under  the  circumstances  it  is  believed  that  it  would  be  both  economical  and  far  more  satisfactory  for  the  depart- 
ment to  provide  a  plant  in  which  all  its  own  work  could  be  performed 

During  the  fiscal  year  1911,  the  department  had  227,413  towels  washed,  or  about  18,951  per  month,  at  a  cost  of 
?8(i4  07. 

By  the  expenditure  of  about  $1,500,  it  is  believed  that  a  satisfactorv  and  thoroughlv  equipped  plant  could  be 
provided  for  doing  this  work,  and  the  running  expenses  of  such  plant  would  not  average'  over  ?40n  per  annum.  All 
the  labor  incident  thereto  could  be  performed  by  regular  emplovees  of  this  department,  and  the  department  will 
guarantee  not  to  ask  for  additional  laborers  to  do  this  work. 

It  is  figured  that  the  original  cost  of  this  plant  would  be  saved  within  three  years  and  that  thereafter  the  depart- 
ment would  be  at  no  extra  expense  in  performing  this  service. 

By  the  sundry  civil  act,  approved  June  25,  1910  (36  Stat. ,  737),  providing  for  the  extension  of  the  central  heating 
plant  of  the  department,  located  in  the  old  Post  Office  Building,  to  the  Pension  Office  Building  and  the  elimination 
of  a  separate  heating  plant  in  the  Pension  Office  Building,  in  ttie  construction  of  such  extension,  provision  has  been

made  for  InstalliuR  a  high-pressure  steam  line,  which  will  act  as  a  "booster"  for  the  heating  system  and  provide 
steam  (or  the  laundry  and  other  purposes,  and  the  necessary  provision  has  been  made  for  water  supply  direct  from 
the  central  bjilers.  This  line  will  be  in  service  both  summer  and  winter,  and  has  been  made  to  act  with  or  inde- 
pendent of  the  heating  system;  or,  in  other  words,  is  always  available,  and  was  installed  with  a  view  to  securing 
the  legislation  necessary  to  install  the  laundry  plant  now  asked  for. 

It  is  suggested  that  if  provision  is  given  to  install  a  laundry  plant,  the  necessary  authority  be  conferred  upon  the 
department  to  extend  its  facilities  to  other  departments  and  ollices  of  the  Ciovernnient  at  actual  cost,  if  there  be 
facilities  over  and  above  that  necessary  to  take  care  of  the  laundry  work  of  this  department  and  its  bureaus.

$5.03J  for  stationery:  and  Si.iO  for  the  purchase  of  textbooks  and  books  of  reference  The  reasons  for  requesting  the 
additional  amounts  above  indicated  and  also  for  asking  that  the  appropriation  for  printing  and  binding  be  made 
separate  from  that  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  appear  in  the  estimates  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasurv.  .Vs  these  appropriations,  except  that  for  wagon  service  and  electric  conduit  and  connections,  which  are

Mr.  Ben  B.  Bradford,  owmer  of  the  building  now  occupied  by  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  offers  to  construct  an  addi- 
tion upon  the  two  lots  to  the  north  of  the  building,  such  newly  erected  building  to  be  constructed  as  per  plans  pre- 
pared Dy  the  bureau.  The  two  lots  referred  to  have  the  same  area  as  the  ground  on  which  this  building  is  located, 
namely,  40  by  70  feet,  or  2,800  square  feet.  Mr  Bradford  proposes  to  rent  the  new  building,  together  with  the 
present  building  now  occupied,  at  an  annual  rental  of  S14.(X)0, 

The  bureau  is  paving  an  annual  rent  of  87, ,500  for  the  building  now  occupied.  This  building  has  five  floors, 
including  the  ba.seraent.  and  has  a  total  floor  area  of  14.000  square  feet.  \t  S7,,500,  the  rental  per  square  foot  is  53.6 
cents.

The  increase  from  S2,500  to  S3, 000  in  the  salaiy  of  the  chief  clerk  is  submitted  m  view  of  the  increased  respon- 
sibilities of  that  position  on  account  of  the  large  increase  in  the  worli  of  this  ofTioe. 

That  which  has  been  stated  with  reference  to  the  requirements  as  to  legal  a'bility  of  the  assistant  commissioner 
is  also  applicable  to  the  chief  law  clerk.  Thus  the  increase  in  his  salary  from  S2,500  to  $3,500  is  recommended.  The 
increase  in  the  salaries  of  two  law  clerks  from  S2,200  to  $2,500  is  recommended  for  the  same  reason. 

The  recommendation  for  the  increase  of  the  salary  of  one  chief  of  division  from  S2,400  to  S2,500  is  made  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  this  chief  of  division  is  usually  given  administrative  duties  of  a  high  character. 

The  recommended  increase  in  the  salary  of  the  cliief  of  -Vccounts  Division  from  $2,000  to  $2,500  is  made  in  view 
of  the  fact  that,  with  the  installation  of  approved  modern  business  methods,  the  position  calls  for  high  adminis- 
trative ability.  In  addition,  the  chief  of  -Vccounts  Division  is  also  in  charge  of  the  statistics  of  this  office,  and  it 
may  be  mentioned  in  this  connection  that  a  new  statistical  system  and  a  new  accounting  system  with  reference 
to  the  accounts  of  recei  vers  of  public  moneys  is  to  be  installed.  The  usual  salaries  of  statisticians  and  expert  account- 
ants is  far  above  tlie  amount  submitted. 

The  increase  submitted  for  the  chief  of  Mineral  Division  from  S2,000  to  $2,500  is  recommended  because  of  the 
intricate  character  of  the  mineral  laws  and  the  decisions  and  regulations  with  reference  thereto  and  the  consequent 
high  character  of  requirements  of  the  chief  of  that  division.

As  to  tlie  increase  of  the  eight  chiefs  of  division  and  the  recorder  from  $2,000  to  $2,250  each,  the  same  is  made 
for  the  same  reason  as  stated  with  reference  to  the  chief  clerk  of  this  office. 

These  increases  are  necessary  in  order  that  the  Government  may  retain  the  services  of  its  most  valuable  men. 
In  the  past  this  oiBce  has  lost  several  of  such  employees  by  reason  of  the  inadequate  salaries  paid. 

The  estimate  for  10  messenger  boys  at  StiOO  e;ioh  and  6  messenger  boys  at  $480  each  is  submitted  for  the  reason 
that  approximately  this  number  should  be  maintained,  or  rather  retained,  in  order  to  keep  the  office  running 
smoothly,  as  approximately  this  number  is  being  cairied  under  the  appropriation  for  "Protecting  public  lands, 
timber,  etc.,"  under  the  provision  of  that  appropriation  for  bringing  the  work  of  this  office  up  to  date.

My  Dear  Mr.  Secretary:  Ihave  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  estimates  for  clerk  hire  for  the  Pension  Bureau 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30.  1913. 

In  forwarding  these  estimates  it  seems  proper  for  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  are  carried  on  the 
rolls  of  this  bureau  a  large  number  of  employees  whose  duties"  are  the  care  of  buildings  under  the  chief  clerk  of  the 
Interior  Department.  It  would  be  impossible  for  me  to  explain  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Appropriation  Committee 
why  the  money  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  the  pension  system  should  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.  For 
the  care  of  this  building  alone  it  would  be  hard  to  defend  an  appropriation  for  two  engineers  and  three  firemen,  who, 
as  I  understand,  are  not  needed  here  under  the  present  arrangements  for  heating.

My  Dear  Mr.  Secretary:  I  respectfully  submit  herewith  my  explanation  of  the  different  items  included  in 
the  estimates  for  the  Patent  Office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1913. 

The  first  item  of  increase  which  I  have  submitted  in  the  estimates  for  the  office  is  that  of  $1,000  additional  for  the 
salary  of  the  Assistant  Commissioner  of  Patents,  Frederick  A.  Tennant.  This  same  increase  I  have  recommended 
heretofore,  and  although  it  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  owing  to  the  deficit  then  existing  in  the 
Treasury  it  was  disallowed  by  the  Committee  on  Appropriations.  I  now  wish  to  renew  my  recommendation  and 
urge  your  approval  of  the  same  for  the  following  reasons: 

Of  course  you  are  aware  that  the  assistant  commissioners  in  the  other  bureaus  of  the  department  receive  the  same 
salaries,  and  I  thinli  the  same  reason  therefor  applies  to  the  Patent  Office.  Both  the  first  assistant  commissioner 
and  the  assistant  commissioner  perform  precisely  the  same  duties;  that  is,  such  duties  as  are  assigned  them  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Patents.  As  you  are  doubtless  aware,  the  heaviest  part  of  the  work  of  the  Patent  Office  is  the 
legal  or  judicial  questions  which  arise  and  which  comprise  a  large  part  of  the  duties  of  the  commissioner  and  the 
assistant  commissioners.  Appeals  lie  from  45  examining  divisions  to  the  board  of  examiners  in  chief,  a  tribunal 
composed  of  three  men  who  are  presidential  appointees  and  whose  sole  duty  is  to  liear  such  appeals.  From  them 
appeal  lies  to  the  Commissioner  of  Patents  and  from  him  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  Appeals 
from  the  examiner  of  trade-marks  do  not  go  to  the  board,  but  all  appeals  from  all  sources,  including  petitions  of 
a  judicial  character  during  the  past  fiscal  year  amounted  to  about  4,000.  This  great  mass  of  judicial  business  is 
handled  by  the  commissioner  and  the  assistant  commissioners,  who  hear  such  cases  as  are  assigned  to  them  by  the 
commissioner.  I  simply  recite  this  to  show  the  great  injustice  of  having  one  assistant  commissioner's  salary  at 
$4,500  and  one  at  $3,500  when  both  perform  the  same  duties. 

Mr.  Tennant  was  graduated  from  Cornell  University  with  the  degree  of  Electrical  Engineer  in  1893  and  grad- 
uated from  the  National  University  of  Law  with  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1901  and  the  degree  of  LL.  M.  in  1902.  He 
was  graduated  from  George  Washington  University  with  the  degree  of  Master  of  Patent  Law  in  1903.  He  entered 
the  Patent  Office  in  1S95  as  the  result  of  a  severe  competitive  examination  in  technical  subjects  and  was  promoted 
through  the  various  grades  of  examiners  to  law  examiner,  and  finally,  upon  my  recommendation  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  and  to  the  President,  was  appointed  Assistant  Commissioner  of  Patents  on  July  1, 1909.  strictly  upon 
merit,  there  being  no  political  influence  exerted  in  his  behalf.  In  (act,  no  member  of  the  New  York  delegation 
knew  of  his  appointment  until  it  was  announced.  Due  to  his  brilliant  record  in  the  office,  I  trust  you  will  approve 
my  recommendation  to  the  Congress  as  set  forth  in  the  estimates. 

1  have  asked  that  the  salaries  of  the  examiners  in  chief  be  increased  $500.  This  tribunal,  whose  duties  are  wholly 
judicial,  gives  its  time  strictly  to  the  consideration  of  cases  on  appeal.  Permit  me  to  say  in  coimection  with  this 
particular  item  that  the  personnel  of  the  board  has  changed  three  times  since  my  appointment  as  commissioner, 
due  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  salaries  paid.  Frequent  changes  of  this  character  in  a  tribunal  are  very  embarrassing 
to  the  office  and,  if  possible  the  tendency  to  leave  the  office  should  be  prevented. 

I  have  recommended  an  increase  In  the  salary  of  the  examiner  of  interferences  of  S5300.  This  official  is  the  court 
of  first  instance  in  Interference  cases  and  is  a  veiy  necessary  tribunal  in  determining  the  rights  of  two  or  more 
inventors  claiming  the  same  invention.  Testimony  is  taken  in  any  part  of  this  coi'ntry  or  Europe  where  witnesses 
may  be  fo  ind,  and  cases  argued  and  judgments  rendered.   Appeal  lies  from  this  tribunal  as  above  recited. 

I  have  asked  for  an  increase  of  five  third  assistant  examiners  for  duty  in  the  Division  of  Classification.  This 
force  is  req'  ired  to  classify  and  digest  the  works  In  the  Scientific  Library,  which  contains  from  fifty  to  sixty  thousand 
volumes  of  scientific  works  and  books  of  reference,  through  which  the  examiners  have  to  search  almost  daily.  The 
increase  of  force  granted  the  Classification  Di^Tsion  to  classify  and  digest  the  more  than  one  million  United  States 
and  three  million  foreign  patents  has  enabled  the  commissioner  to  complete  about  one-half  of  that  work.  When  it 
is  fully  completed,  as  I  have  stated  in  my  various  reports  and  to  the  committees  of  Congress,  it  will  save  an  enormous 
amount  of  money  in  the  consideration  and  granting  of  patents.  The  field  of  search  at  the  present  time  is  so  great 
that  it  is  alniost  impossible  to  accomplish  It  without  a  very  large  force  with  any  degree  of  satisfaction.  I  trust  that 
this  item  will  receive  your  hearty  approval,  as  I  am  q-dte  sure  It  will  result  in  the  issuance  of  patents  which  will 
have  a  greater  degree  of  validity  attached  to  them  and  will  shorten  the  period  of  time  required  for  examination 
fully  one-half  and  greatly  reduce  the  expense  of  the  issre  of  patents. 

There  has  been  also  asked  an  increase  of  the  salary  of  financial  clerk  for  the  bureau  from  $2,250  to  S2,500.  There 
passes  through  the  hands  of  this  official  during  the  fiscal  year  between  two  and  three  millions  of  dollars,  and  it  is 
believed  that  in  the  entire  period  of  his  service  not  a  penny  has  been  lost,  although  most  of  the  money  conies  loosely 
thro\igh  the  mails  in  the  fonn  of  actual  cash.  His  responsibilities  are  not  only  very  great  but  it  is  necessary  to  rely 
entirely  upon  his  honesty,  since  his  accounts,  unlike  those  of  the  ordinary  disbursing  officer,  are  not  immediately 
checked  by  the  Treasury  Department.  In  the  present  instance  the  integrity  of  the  official  has  been  satisfactorily 
proved  by  his  long  service.    He  also  gives  a  large  bond,  the  premium  on  which  is  paid  out  of  his  very  small  salary. 

I  have  asked  for  the  appointment  of  a  librarian  for  the  Patent  Office,  to  be  qualified  to  act  as  principal  examiner; 
that  is  to  say,  he  must  possess  technical  knowledge.  This  library  is  a  scientilic  one  and  is  used  by  the  examining 
corps  and  the  inventors  and  their  attorneys  almost  exclusively,  and  it  has  grown  to  such  proportions  that  it  is 
extremely  desirable  that  a  librarian  should  be  created. 

I  have  also  asked  for  an  increase  of  salary  for  the  chiefs  of  division  $250  each,  making  their  salaries  $2,250,  the 
same  as  provided  in  most  of  the  bureaus  of  this  department  for  similar  officials. 

Another  item  of  very  great  importance  is  translator  of  languages.  By  reason  of  the  international  correspond- 
ence and  exchange  of  patents  with  the  whole  world  and  especially  with  the  Far  East  and  countries  where  here- 
tofore no  patent  laws  have  existed  it  is  quite  necessary  to  have  patent  translators  to  translate  into  English  the 
many  languages  in  the  foreign  patents  now  reaching  us.  It  will  doubtless  be  remembered  that  the  present  trans- 
lator of  the  Patent  Office  does  all  the  translating  for  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  its  several  bureaus,  and 
the  volume  of  work  is  really  manv  times  greater  than  one  person  can  handle.   I  have  requested,  therefore,  that

the  head  translator,  who  is  now  receiving  $1,800.  be  increased  to  $2,000.   Ttds  employee  is  versed  in  some  10  dillei- 
ent  languages.   1  have  also  asked  for  an  assistant  translator  at  $1,800 

I  have  recommended  that  25  copyists  at  S720  each  be  omitted,  and  in  lieu  thereof  have  asked  for  5  clerks  of  class 
4,  Jl.SOO;  o  clerks  of  chiss  3,  $l,(i00,  and  10  clerks  of  class  2,  $1,400,  and  10  clerks  at  $1,000  to  be  provided. 

The  office  is  suffering  somewhat  from  an  inellicient  clerical  force  for  the  reason  that  we  can  not  get  competent 
clerks  to  enter  at  $720  and  $900  per  year  I  staled  I  hat  to  the  committees  last  year  and  they  reduced  the  class  of 
$720  by  35  clerks  and  gave  me  34  at  $1,200,  \vhich  change  has  resulted  in  a  great  deal  of  good  to  the  service.  Owing 
to  the  technical  knowledge  required  it  is  practically  impossible  to  get  desirable  employees  at  the  lower  salaries 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  increase  of  salaries  in  the  foregoing  estimates,  I  will  state  that  during  the  period 
from  June  1,  1910,  to  September  30,  1911,  the  following  number  of  resignations  have  occurred  in  tins  bureau:

Permit  me  to  say  in  conclusion  that  the  Patent  Office  is  in  all  respects  in  far  better  condition  than  ever  before 
In  its  history,  but  when  it  is  considered  that  until  recently  nothing  whatever  has  been  done  for  the  office  looking 
to  its  betterment  for  over  117  years,  it  requires  some  time  to  put  it  in  the  condition  in  which  it  should  be  to  accom- 
plish the  proper  and  effective  granting  of  patents  to  inventors. 

It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  the  Patent  Office  is  more  than  self  supporting  over  and  above  every  conceivable  charge, 
wliich  money  is  paid  by  the  inventors  of  the  country.    When  it  is  considered  that  there  are  now  in  the  Treasury 
about  $7,000,000  net  surplus,  it  is  thought  that  Congress  should  appropriate  sufficient  money  to  provide  an  ample  . 
working  force  to  enable  the  Patent  Office  to  transact  the  great  volume  of  business  of  inventors,  which  has  increased 
every  year  since  its  establishment,  especially  as  the  inventors  have  more  than  paid  the  total  cost  of  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  bureau.    Fuller  reasons  are  given  for  these  changes  in  my  fiscal  year  report  for  1911. 
I  trust,  Mr.  Secretary,  that  you  will  approve  my  recommendations  as  submitted.

Sir:  .\s  requested  in  your  letter  of  .\ugust  1.5,  1911,  I  desire  to  transmit  to  you,  for  sul)nii.ssion  to  Congress,  the 
following  estimate  of  expenses  of  the  United  States  Commerce  Court  for  the  fiscal  year  1913:

In  the  interest  of  econoiny,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  largest  part  of  the  court's  permanent  equipment  will 
be  paid  for  out  of  the  1911  and  1912  appropriations,  I  am  recommending  a  reduction  of  .120,000  in  the  1913  appro- 
priation, for  I  lielieve  that,  by  the  further  exercise  of  due  care  in  the  matter  of  expenditures,  the  court  can  be  suffi- 
ciently and  properly  maintained  on  the  amount  set  forth. 

I  note  separately  for  the  information  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  as  requested,  that  the  quarters  occupied 
by  the  court  are  in  the  Southern  lJuilding,  Fifteenth  and  H  Streets  N\V.,  and  consist  of  rooms  Nos.  900.  901,  914 
to  932,  inclusive,  and  one  large  storeroom,  for  which  an  annual  rental  of  $11,772  is  paid.  As  this  amount,  for  the 
present,  does  not  include  janitor  service  and  may  vary  at  any  time,  for  that  or  some  other  reason,  I  would  consider 
making  it  a  separate  item  in  the  estimate  when  it  goes  to  Congress  unwise,  as  it  might  prove  an  embarrassment 
in  the  future.  Of  course,  this  may  not  be  the  intention  of  the  Treasury  Department,  and  I  trust  that  this  infor- 
mation will  answer  its  purpose  in  the  premises.

Note  1. — An  increase  of  $10,850  is  submitted,  as  follows:  The  salary  of  the  chief  clerk  has  been  increased  from 
$3,000  to  $3,500.  \\'ith  the  growth  of  the  department  the  work  of  the  chief  clerk  has  increased  materially  in  volume 
and  importance,  and  the  salary  has  remained  at  .?3,0l)0  for  several  years;  that  is,  $2,.500,  and  $500  additional  as  cus- 
todian of  buildings.  This  salary  is  far  below  that  paid  the  chief  clerks  of  the  other  departments;  the  chief  clerks  of 
the  War  Department.  Treasury  Department.  Interior  Department,  and  Post  Office  Department  all  receive  $4,000 
per  annum,  the  salaries  of  the  chief  clerks  of  the  three  latter  departments  having  been  increased  from  $3,000  to  $4,000 
in  the  appropriation  acts  of  last  year.  The  salary  of  one  inspector  has  been  increased  from  S2,500  to  S2,750.  This 
otlicial  represents  the  Secretary  personally  in  securing  information  desired  from  individuals  and  organizations  out- 
side of  the  department,  a  position  requiring  a  broad  knowledge  of  department  activities,  as  well  as  rare  tact  and 
executive  ability  of  a  high  order;  the  employee  occupying  the  position  has  fdled  it  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner 
and  merits  the  proposedf  recognition.  One  law  clerk  at  -$2,500  has  been  added  in  lieu  of  one  law  clerk  at  $2,000 
dropped,  an  increase  of  $,500.  The  employee  whose  salary  is  thus  provided  for  is  a  member  of  the  bar,  who  renders 
very  valuable  assistance  in  the  transaction  of  the  legal  biisiness  of  the  department  and  has  assisted  the  Department 
of  Justice  in  the  preparation  of  briefs  and  the  prosecution  of  cases;  the  increase  of  .$500  is  merited.  The  salary  of 
one  construction  inspector  has  also  been  increased  from  $1,200  to  $1,400,  the  salaries  of  two  mechanics  from  $1,100  to 
$1,200  each,  and  the  salaries  of  two  carpenters  from  ,$S40  to  $900  each,  aggregating  $520.  One  painter  at  $1,000  has 
been  added.  One  law  clerk  at  $2,200  has  been  added  by  transfer  from  the  lump-fund  roll  of  the  Forest  Service,  one 
law  clerk  at  $2,000  by  transfer  from  the  lump-fund  roll  of  Enforcement  of  the  Insecticide  ,\ct,  and  one  law  clerk  at 
$1,SOO  by  transfer  from  the  statutory  roll  of  Forest  Service,  aggregating  $0,000,  but  the  appropriations  named  have 
not  been  correspondingly  reduced."

Note. — There  is  no  increase  in  the  above  appropriation.  A  slight  change  in  the  phraseology  of  this  appropriation 
is  recommended,  by  the  insertion  of  the  word  "improvement"  in  application  to  the  public  buildings  and  grounds 
of  the  Weather  Bureau  in  the  city  of  Washington.  This  change  is  essentia!  in  view  of  a  decision  that,  under  the 
present  act,  the  Weather  Bureau  is  without  authority  to  make  any  change  in  its  buildings  that  is  not  strictly  in 
the  line  of  repairs.  It  was  desired  to  cut  a  doorway  and  erect  a  flight  of  stairs  in  one  of  the  buildings  so  as  to  provide 
an  easy  and  safe  means  of  access  and  egress  of  employees,  the  present  arrangement  being  inadequate  and  dangerous 
in  case  of  fire.  Similar  conditions,  such  as  the  builiiing  of  partitions,  changing  of  doorways,  etc.,  will  continually 
arise  and  it  is  essential  that  the  word  "improvement"  be  inserted  in  order  to  legalize  such  expenditures.  The 
authority  requested  is  similar  to  that  which  ts  now  contained  in  the  appropriation  "Contingent  expenses,  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture."

Note  1. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  of  $6,250  in  the  above  appropriation,  but  adding  the  saving  in  salary 
of  one  compositor  at  $1,250  transferred  to  the  statutory  roll  from  the  lump  fund  for  printing  ofhce,  and  the 
omission  of  the  provision  for  a  building  at  Key  West,  Fla.,  $15,000,  the  actual  increase  is  $22,500,  as  follows: 
Under  station  salaries  an  Increase  of  $17,500  is  submitted.   Of  this  amount  $15,000  is  for  the  pay  of  additional 
employees  required  for  new  stations  and  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  for  the  extension  of  the  benefits  of  the 
weather  service  to  the  rapidly  developing  fruit  and  horticultural  interests  of  the  country,  and  $2,500  for  the 
pay  of  the  official  who  will  take  the  place  of  the  librarian  that  is  dropped  from  the  statutory  roll. 
Undermiscellaneous  expenses  an  increase  of  $2,000  is  submitted  to  purchase  furnishings  for  addition!  stations. 
Under  instruments  an  mcrease  of  $1,000  is  submitted  for  the  purchase  of  instruments  required  in  the  equip- 
ment of  additional  stations. 

Under  rents  and  repairs  a  change  of  phraseology  Is  submitted,  so  as  to  authorize  the  improvement  of  Weather 
Bureau  buildings.  The  same  reasons  apply  as  tliose  given  for  a  similar  change  in  the  appropriation  for  con- 
tingent expenses.  The  Weather  Bureau  o\vns  about  60  buildings  located  outside  of  Washington,  and  it  occas- 
ionally happens  that,  in  order  to  meet  conditions  that  could  not  have  been  foreseen  at  the  time  the  buildings 
were  erected,  slight  improvements  are  necessary.  These  improvements  will  rarely  exceed  $500  in  any  one  case, 
but,  under  existing  decisions,  an  expenditure  can  not  legally  be  made  from  Weather  Bureau  appropriations 
for  the  extension  of  a  porch,  the  building  of  a  partition,  the  changing  of  a  window  into  a  doorway,  or  anything 
that  is  not  strictly  in  the  nature  of  repairs.  In  a  number  of  instances  the  work  of  the  bureau  has  been  seriously 
han»licapped  because  of  the  lack  of  the  desired  authority.   No  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  subappropriation. 

Under  telephoning  and  telegraphing  an  increase  of  $2,000  is  recommended  to  cover  the  cost  of  telegraphing 
additional  reports  required  in  connection  with  new  stations  and  for  the  dissemination  of  warnings  and  reports 
to  horticultural  and  agricultural  interests. 

Under  investigations  and  substations  a  change  in  the  phraseology  is  suggested,  so  as  to  authorize  seismologi- 
cal  investigations.  This  recommendation  was  made  last  year,  but  the  committee  omitted  action  thereon 
because  It  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  Weather  Bureau  had  ample  authority  to  carry  on  this  work,  which  it  has 
been  doing  continuously  since  the  Weather  Bureau  was  organized  and  previously  by  the  Signal  Service,  whose 
civilian  duties  were  transferred  to  the  Weather  Bureau.  A  decision,  however,  has  been  rendered  by  the  Comp- 
troller to  the  effect  that  the  Weather  Bureau's  authority  is  not  ample  to  authorize  expenditures  from  its  appro- 
priations for  seismologlcal  work,  and  it  is  now  necessary  that  the  appropriation  be  changed  so  as  to  specifically 
cover  the  case.  No  change  In  the  amount  of  this  subappropriation.

said  tests  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  best;  to  purchase  and  destroy  diseased  or  exposed 
animals  or  quarantine  the  same  whenever  in  his  judgment  essential  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  pleuro-pneumonia,  tuberculosis,  or  other  diseases  of  animals  from  one  State  to  another, 
as  follows: 

For  inspection  and  quarantine  work,  including  all  necessary  expenses  for  the  eradication 
of  scabies  in  sheep  and  cattle,  the  inspection  of  southern  cattle,  the  supervision  of  the

Note  1. — There  is  an  apparent  decrease  in  the  above  appropriation  of  S27,634,  but  taking  into  consideration 
the  transfer  of  four  employees  to  the  statutory  roll,  S.'S.SOO,  the  transfer  of  the  amount  paid  for  rent  of  buildings 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  to  a  special  appropriation  for  rent  of  buildings  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  S3,084, 
the  transfer  of  the  amount  paid  for  gas,  electric  current,  ice,  and  washing  towels  to  the  contingent  fund,  $1,250, 
and  the  omission  of  the  subappropriation  for  purchase  of  land  for  animal  quarantine  stations  for  the  ports  of 
Baltimore  and  Boston,  .S6o,0(X),  there  is  an  actual  increase  of  $45,000.  In  addition  the  subappropriation  for  the 
Beltsville  farm  has  been  amalgamated  with  the  subappropriations  for  dairy  industry  and  animal  husbandry, 
making  the  apparent  increase  $55,000.  Of  this  sum  $20,000  has  been  added  "to  the  subappropriation  for  inspec- 
tion and  quarantine,  S5,000  of  which  will  be  used  for  the  expenses  of  running  the  new  animal  quarantine  stations 
at  the  ports  of  Baltimore  and  Boston,  and  $15,000  for  the  further  extension  of  the  work  of  the  eradication  of 
tuberculosis  from  domestic  animals;  $28,500  has  been  added  to  the  subappropriation  for  dairy  industry,  $8,500 
of  which  is  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  that  part  of  the  Beltsville  farm  devoted  to  experiments  in 
dairying.  As  to  the  remaining  $20,000,  it  is  thought  that  the  educational  work  in  dairying  should  be  extended, 
which  will  require  $15,000  of  that  amount.  There  are  far  more  demands  in  coimection  with  market  milk  work 
and  dairy  farming  than  can  be  met.  A  desire  is  shown  by  the  people  to  correct  the  evils  that  often  accompany 
the  milk-market  business.  This  increased  assistance  should  be  given  if  possible.  Many  comparatively  new 
dairy  .States  are  seeking  assistance  in  putting  dairying  on  a  successful  basis,  and  it  is  hoped  to  give  them  help 
until  they  get  to  the  point  when  help  from  the  department  is  no  longer  needed.  Again,  in  order  to  provide  for 
the  growth  of  research  work  now  in  progress  and  to  further  study  the  problems  of  the  very  large  amount  of 
human  food  wasted  at  the  creameries  in  tiie  form  of  skimmed  railk  and  buttermilk  $5,000  will  be  needed  above 
what  is  now  available.  It  is  extremely  important  that  this  food  be  conserved  and  put  into  marketable  condi- 
tion, and  investigations  should  be  made  looking  to  this  end.  The  increase  of  .$6,500  in  the  subappropriation  for 
animal  husbandry  is  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  that  part  of  the  Beltsville  farm  devoted  to  experi- 
ments in  animal  liusbandry.  The  provision  admitting  tick-infested  cattle  from  Mexico  into  that  part  of  Texas 
below  the  southern  cattle  quarantine  line  has  been  omitted ,  as  it  is  permanent  legislation.  A  provision  has  been 
added  requiring  proper  sanitation  in  renovated  butter  factories. 

And  hereafter  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  sell  in  the  open  market  or  to  exchange 
for  other  breeding  animals  or  animal  products  to  the  best  advantage,  without  the  usu/il  con- 
demnation proceedings  and  public  auction,  such  animals  or  animal  products  produced  or  pur- 
chased under  the  appropriations  made  by  Congress  for  the  use  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry 
as  may  not  be  needed  in  the  work  of  that  bureau:  Provided,  That  all  moneys  received  from  the 
sale  of  such  animals  or  animal  products  or  as  a  bonu^  in  the  exchange  of  the  same  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts. 

Note  2. — Experience  has  shown  that  "it  is  impossible  to  get  a  fair  price  for  animals  sold  under  condemnation 
proceedings  and  by  auction.  Under  the  system  proposed  not  only  will  the  Government  receive  market  prices 
for  animals  sold,  but  in  the  case  of  breeding  experiments  exchanges  can  often  be  made  to  great  advantage.

— Tliere  is  an  apparent  decrease  of  $2,946,  but  talcing  into  consideration  the  transfer  of  40  employees 
to  the  statutory  roll,  $34,840;  the  transfer  of  the  subappropriation  for  the  South  Texas  Garden  to  the  lump 
fund  for  foreign  seeds,  $11,200;  the  transfer  of  the  amounts  paid  for  rent  iu  the  District  of  Columbia  to  a  special 
appropriation  for  rent  of  buildings  in  the  District  of  Columbia  as  requested  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
$10,170,  and  the  transfer  of  the  amount  now  paid  for  fuel,  gas,  electric  current,  ice.  and  washing  towels  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  to  the  contingent  fund,  82.745,  there  is  an  actual  increase  of  -502,070.

The  following  clause  has  been  added  to  the  introductory  para- 
graph under  general  expenses:  "for  the  erection  of  necessary  farm  buildings:  Provided,  That  the  cost  of  any 
building  erected  shall  not  exceed  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  for  field  and  station  expenses,  including 
fences,  drains,  and  other  farm  improvements.  '  The  bureau  has  no  definite  authority  at  the  present  time  to 
make  such  improvements  in  connection  with  its  various  field  stations  and  experiment  farms,  which  is  seriously 
interfering  with  the  proper  carrying  out  of  the  investigations  being  conducted  at  such  places.  The  transfer 
of  fimds  appropriated  for  the  South  Texas  Garden,  $U,2G0,  to  the  lump  fiuid  for  foreign  seeds  is  recommended 
for  the  reason  that  the  South  Texas  Garden  is  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  office  of  foreign  seed  and 
plant  introduction  and  stands  on  the  same  basis  as  the  other  introduction  gardens  conducted  ijy  that  office. 
The  proposed  change  is  in  the  interest  of  good  administration.  Several  small  transfers  of  funds  from  one  clause 
to  another  have  also  be<'n  recommended.  These  changes  are  necessary,  owing  to  modifications  made  in  the 
administration  of  the  various  lines  of  investigation  since  the  passage  of  the  last  appropriation  act.

For  purchase,  propagation,  testing,  and  distribution  of  valuable  seeds,  bulbs,  trees,  shrubs, 
A'ines,  cuttings,  and  plants;  all  necessiiry  office  fixtures  and  supplies,  fuel,  transportation, 
paper,  twine,  gum,  postal  cards,  gas,  electric  current,  rent  outside  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
official  traveling  expenses,  and  all  necessary  material  and  repairs  for  putting  up  and  dis- 
tributing the  same;  for  [rent  and]  repairs  and  the  employment  of  local  and  special  agents, 
clerks,  assistants,  and  other  labor  required,  in  the  city  of  Washington  and  elsewhere,  [two 
hundred  and  eighty-nine  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty  dollars,]  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  thoumnd  six  hundred  and  eighty  dollars,  of  which  amount  not  less  than  [two  hundred  and 
thirty-seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty  dollars]  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  thousand 
niru  hundred  and  forty  dollars  shall  be  allotted  for  congressional  distribution.  And  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  is  hereby  directed  to  expend  the  said  sum,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  in  the 
purchase,  testing,  and  distribution  of  such  valuable  seeds,  bulbs,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings, 
and  plants,  the  best  he  can  obtain  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  such  as  shall  be  suitable  for 
the  respective  localities  to  which  the  same  are  to  be  apportioned,  and  in  which  same  are  to 
be  distributed  as  hereinafter  stated,  and  such  seeds  so  purchased  shall  include  a  variety  of 
vegetable  and  flower  seeds  suitable  for  planting  and  culture  in  the  various  sections  of  the 
United  States.  An  equal  proportion  of  five-sixths  of  all  seeds,  bulbs,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings, 
and  plants,  shall,  upon  their  request,  after  due  notification  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
that  the  allotment  to  their  respective  districts  is  ready  for  distribution,  be  supplied  to  Sena- 
tors, Representatives,  and  Delegates  to  Congress  for  distribution  among  their  constituents,  or 
mailed  by  the  department  upon  the  receipt  of  their  addressed  franks,  in  packages  of  such 
weight  as'  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the  Postmaster  General  may  jointly  determine: 
Provided,  however.  That  upon  each  envelope  or  wrapper  containing  packages  of  seeds  the 
contents  thereof  shall  be  plainly  indicated,  and  the  Secretary  shall  not  distribute  to  any 
Senator,  Representative,  or  Delegate  seeds  entirely  unfit  for  the  climate  and  locality  he  repre- 
sents, but  shall  distribute  the  same  so  that  each  Member  may  have  seeds  of  equal  value,  as 
near  as  may  be,  and  the  best  adapted  to  the  locality  he  represents:  Provided  also.  That  the 
seeds  allotted  to  Senators  and  Representatives  for  distribution  in  the  disti-icts  embraced 
^\'ithin  the  twenty-fifth  and  thirty-fourth  parallels  of  latitude  shall  be  ready  for  delivery  not 
later  than  the  tenth  day  of  January:  Provided  also.  That  any  portion  of  the  allotments  to 
Senators,  Representatives,  and  Delegates  in  Congress  remaining  uncalled  for  on  the  first  day 
of  April  shall  be  distributed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  giving  preference  to  those  persons 
whose  names  and  addresses  have  been  furnished  by  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress, 
and  who  have  not  before  during  the  same  season  been  supplied  by  the  department:  And 
provided  also.  That  the  iSecretary  shall  report,  as  provided  in  this  act,  the  place,  quantity, 
and  price  of  seeds  purchased,  and  the  date  of  purchase;  but  nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  from  sending  seeds  to  those  who  apply 
for  the  same.  And  the  amount  herein  appropriated  shall  not  be  diverted  or  used  for  any  other 
purpose  but  for  the  purchase,  testing,  propagation,  and  distribution  of  valuable  seeds,  bulbs, 
mulberry  and  other  rare  and  valuable  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  and  plants:  Provided 
further.  That  [fifty-two  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty  dollars]  fifty-eight  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  forty  dollars  of  which  sum,  or  so  much  thereof  as  the  Secretary  oi"  Agi-iculture  shall 
direct,  may  be  used  to  collect,  purchase,  test,  propagate,  and  distribute  rare  and  valuable 
seeds,  bulbs,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  and  plants  from  foreign  countries  or  from  our 
possessions  for  experiments  with  reference  to  their  introduction  into  and  cultivation  in  this 
country,  and  same  shall  not  be  distributed  generally,  but  shall  be  used  for  experimental  tests, 
to  be  carried  on  with  the  cooperation  of  the  agricultural  experiment  stations  (act  Mar.  4,  1911, 
vol.  36,  pp.  1243-1244,  sec.  1)  

Note  1. — There  is  an  apparent  decrease  of  $4,000,  but  talcing  into  consideration  the  transfer  of  13  employees  to 
the  statutory  roll,  $9,480;  the  transfer  of  the  amount  paid  for  rent  in  the  District  of  Columbia  to  a  special  "appro- 
priation for  rent  of  building?  in  the  District  of  Columbia  as  requested  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  $5,1C0, 
and  the  transfer  of  the  amount  now  paid  for  fuel,  gas,  electric  current,  ice,  and  washing  towels  to  the  contingent 
fund,  $620.  there  is  an  actual  increase  of  $11,200,  being  the  amount  for  the  South  Texas  Garden  transferred  from 
the  lump  fund  for  general  expenses.

the  cost  of  any  building  erected  shall  not  exceed  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  to  pay  all 
expenses  necessary  to  protect,  administer,  and  improve  the  national  forests;  to  ascertain  the 
natural  conditions  upon  and  utilize  the  national  forests;  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
may,  in  his  discretion,  permit  timber  and  other  forest  products  cut  or  removed  from  the 
national  forests,  except  the  Black  Hills  National  Forest  in  South  Dakota,  to  be  exported 
from  the  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Alaska  in  which  said  forests  are  respectively  situ- 
ated: Provided,  That  the  exportation  of  dead  and  insect-infested  timber  only  from  said  Black  , 
Hills  National  Forest  shall  be  allowed  until  such  time  as  the  forester  shall  certify  that  the 
ravages  of  the  destructive  insects  in  said  forests  are  practically  checked,  but  in  no  case  after 
July  first,  nineteen  hundred  andftwelvel/ourteen;  to  transport  and  care  for  fish  and  game 
supplied  to  stock  the  national  forests  or  the  waters  therein;  to  employ  agents,  clerks,  assist- 
ants, and  other  labor  required  in  practical  forestry  and  in  the  administration  of  national 
forests,  in  the  city  of  Washington  and  elsewhere;  to  collate,  digest,  report,  and  illustrate  the 
results  of  experiments  and  investigations  made  by  the  Forest  Service;  to  purchase  law  books 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  necessary  supplies,  apparatus,  and  ofiice 
fixtiu'es,  and  technical  books  and  technical  journals  for  officers  of  the  Forest  Service  stationed 
outside  of  Washington;  to  pay  freight,  express,  telephone,  and  telegraph  charges;  for  electric 
light  and  power,  fuel,  gas,  ice,  washing  towels,  and  official  traveling  and  other  necessary 
expenses,  including  traveling  expenses  for  legal  and  fiscal  officers  while  performing  Forest 
Service  work;  and  for  rent  [in  the  city  of  Washington  and  elsewhere]  outside  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  as  follows:

The  increase  of  86,700  under  range  investigations  is  for  additional  salaries  and  expenses  in  currying  on 
experiments  and  investigations  of  range  conditions  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  range  and  increas- 
ing its  carrying  capacity.  The  increase  of  $2U.OOO  under  planting  is  (or  extending  the  work  of  tree  plant- 
ing on  the  national  forests.  The  decrease  of  S  1-},.")I)0  under  supplies  is  made  for  the  reason  that  less  equip- 
ment will  be  rc<iuired  during  the  liscal  year  lyl3  than  daring  the  current  liscal  year  1912.  The  decrease 
ofSJOJ  under  products  is  a  net  decrease  resulting  from  a  numlx-r  of  increases  and  decreases  in  the  detailed 
estimates  for  carrying  on  the  various  investig.itions  to  be  undertal<en  during  the  fiscal  year  1913.  The 
decrease  of  .$S()0  under  silvicultural  investigations  is  a  net  decrease  resulting  from  a  number  of  increases 
and  deore.vscs  in  the  detailed  estimates  of  tne  cost  of  carrying  on  the  various  investigations  to  be  under- 
taken during  the  liscal  year  1913.  The  decrease  of  S2,400  under  market  and  miscellaneous  investigations 
is  a  net  decrease  in  the  cost  of  the  investigations  to  be  imdertakcn  during  the  fiscal  year  1913.  The 
decrease  of  S14,.575  under  luiscellaneous  expenses  of  national  forests  is  due  to  changes  in  the  conditions 
of  local  administration.  Ttic  new  appropriation  for  the  Ruby  National  Forest,  formerly  a  part  of  the 
Humboldt  National  Forest,  is  olTset  by  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  appropriation  for  the  Hum- 
boldt National  Forest.  The  Santa  Rosa  National  Forest  was  created  after  the  appropriations  for  the 
fiscal  year  1912  were  made,  and  the  increase  for  tiiis  forest  for  the  fiscal  year  1913  is  otfsot  by  a  correspond- 
ing decrease  in  the  approiiriatioiis  for  the  other  forests.  The  provision  made  for  the  additional  national 
forests  to  be  created  under  sec  lion  11,  of  the  act  of  Mar.  1,  1911,  is  al.so  offset,  in  part,  by  decreases  in  the 
specific  aiipropriations  for  the  other  forests. 

The  provision  which  appeared  in  the  1912  acl  in  regard  to  the  refund  of  money  paid  in  on  account 
of  trespass  has  been  omitted,  as  it  is  permanent  legislation. 

The  phr.weology  of  the  subappropriatiou  for  tree  planting  and  the  reproduction  of  existing  forests 
has  been  modified' slightly,  the  new  form  broadening,  to  some  extent,  the  scope  of  the  experiments  and 
investigations  which  may  be  prosecuted  thereunder. 

The  time  for  e.xportation  of  dead  and  insect-infested  timber  from  the  Hlack  Hills  National  Forest  has 
been  changed  from  July  1,  1912,  to  July  1,  1914.

of  \\'ashington  and  elsewlunv,  including  chemical  apparatus,  chemicals  and  supplies,  repairs 
to  apparatus  (rentj,  gas,  electric  current,  ollicial  traveling  expenses,  telegraph  and  telephone 
service,  express  and  freight  charges,  and'  all  other  expenses,  eni{)loying  such  assistants,  clerks, 
and  other  persons  as  may  be  considered  necessary  for  the  purposes  named,  and  rent  outside  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  [six  hundred  and  ten  thou.sand  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars.]  six  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  aollars:  Provided,  That  of  this  sum  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby

Of  Ihis  sum  310,UU0  has  been  transferred  to 
the  Division  of  Accounts  and  i>isijurse'iicnts  for  the  miscellaneous  expenses  of  that  division  and  is  the  exact  amount 
that  has  been  heretofore  paid  from  this  apjiropriation  for  that  purpose,  the  transfer  beuig  made  to  attach  thesa 
expenses  to  the  division  to  which  Uiey  |)roperly  belong,  and  39,980  is  to  cover  the  an:ount  now  paid  for  rent  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  out  of  this  appropriation  and  which  has  been  transferred  to  a  special  appropriation  for  rent  of 
buildings  in  the  District  of  Columuia  as  requested  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  A  provision  has  atso  been 
added  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  purchase  stationery,  supplies,  and  other  miscellaneous  materials 
from  this  appropriation  and  transfer  the  same  at  actual  cost  to  the  various  bureaus  and  offices  of  the  department, 
reimburs2ineiit  therefor  to  be  made  to  this  approuriaiion  by  tlie  said  bureaus  and  ollices  from  tlieir  lumji-fund  appro- 
priations by  transfer  settlement  through  the  Treasury  Department.  The  practice  of  purchasing  supjilies  in  this  way 
and  transferring  tliem  to  the  various  bureaus  and  oliices  was  in  vogue  in  lliis  department  for  a  uumJjer  of  years,  but 
recently  tlie  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  decided  that  in  the  absence  of  si)ecilic  law  such  procedure  was  improper 
and  suggested  that  it  be  disconlinuc^d.  The  provision  in  question  will  give  the  department  the  necessary  authority 
to  continue  the  practice,  which  was  found  exceedingly  expeditious  and  econon.ical,  saving  time  and  labor  and 
obviating  the  necessity  of  handling  countless  small  requisitions  for  supplies  and  auditing  an  equally  large  number  of 
accounts  covering  such  transactions.  (  ertaiuly  a  private  corporation  woula  purchase  its  supplies  in  large  quantity 
and  have  one  general  storeroom  from  which  to  distribute  them  to  its  various  ollices  and  branches.  A  provision  has 
also  been  added  authorizuig  the  deijartiiient  to  exchange  tji'^writers  and  duplicating  machines,  and  is  submitted  in 
the  interest  of  economy.  A  similar  provision  will  now  be  found  in  most  of  the  contingent  appropriations  of  the 
executive  depiartments  of  the  Government.

The 
above  amounts  also  cover  the  rental  of  a  modern  ofTiee  building  for  use  of  the  Oihce  of  Experiment  Stations  and 
part  of  the  force  of  the  Bureau  of  riant  Industry,  at  an  apparent  annual  rental  of  .S20,000.  The  rental  of  such 
a  building  was  absolutely  necessary  to  provide  for  the  working  force  of  the  two  bureaus  named  and  has  enabled 
the  department  to  vacate  9  small  buildings  which  were  a  menace  to  life  by  possible  danger  from  fire,  the 
rental  of  which  amounted  to  S(i,040,  so  that  the  net  annual  rental  of  the  offiee  building  referred  to  is  S13,960. 
The  rental  for  the  present  fiscal  year  is  being  paid  from  the  lnmi)-fund  appropriations  of  the  two  bureaus  named. 
Additional  space  occupied  elsewhere  by  the  department  was  also  thus  made  available  for  expansion  of  other 
portions  of  its  work  and  has  obviated  the  necessity  of  rental  of  additional  buildings  to  provide  for  tlie  same.

sistence and  all  other  traveling  expenses  they  may  receive  a  per  diem  allowance,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Secretary,  in  addition  to  their  regular  .lalaries,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  may  prescribe. 

Note. — The  preparation  of  travel  accounts  by  employees  of  the  Department  of  .Vgriculture  involves  considerable 
time  and  labor,  as  the  regulations  of  the  Treasury  Department  require  that  the  various  items  of  expense  be  arranged 
in  chronological  order  and  fully  itemized.  The  work  of  auditing  these  accounts  is  also  very  great,  as  there  are  more 
technicalities  surrounding  the  statement  of  travel  accounts  than  any  other  class.  It  is  thought  that  when  per  diem 
allowance  is  made  in  lieu  of  subsistence  and  other  traveling  expenses,  except  transportation,  it  will  result  in  economy 
to  the  Government  in  the  matter  of  labor  saved  in  the  preparation  and  audit  of  such  accounts,  and  the  actual  cost  to 
the  Government  for  traveling  expenses  will  be  no  gieater  than  at  present,  provided  the  authority  to  fLx  the  amount 
to  be  allowed  in  each  case  is  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  .Vgriculture. 

And  hereafter  officials  and  employees  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  either  on  lump  fund  or  statu- 
tory rolls,  may,  when  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  receive  reimbursement  for  moneys 
expended  for  street  car  fares  at  their  official  headquarters  when  expended  in  the  transaction  of  official 
business. 

Note. — It  is  frequently  necessary  for  officials  and  employees  of  the  department,  serving  mider  an  appointment  or 
employment  at  a  fl.xed  compensation,  to  use  street  cars  at  their  official  headquarters  in  the  performance  of  official 
duties  requiring  expedition  and  personal  attendance.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  without  authority  to  reim- 
burse such  officials  and  employees  for  actual  expenses  incurred  in  such  tra\  el,  which  in  some  instances  are  from  50 
cents  to  Jl  per  day,  and  the  distance  covered  being  too  great  to  admit  of  walking.  The  above  provision  is  submitted, 
therefore,  as  it  is  deemed  proper  that  reimbursement  should  be  made  for  such  expenditures.

Note.— Section  5  of  the  act  of  June  30, 180G  (34  Stat.,  703),  has  been  construed  to  apply  to  the  Subsistence  Depart- 
ment, but  it  is  thought  that  it  was  not  so  intended,  for  imder  section  3018  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  the  proceeds 
of  sales  of  sul)sisteuce  stores  arc  exempt  from  being  covered  into  the  Treasury;  and  imder  the  act  of  March  3,  1875 
(18  Stats.  L.,  410;,  authority  of  law  is  given  for  the  use  of  fimds  appropriated  for  the  sul)sistence  of  the  Army  for 
the  purchase  of  stores  for  sales  to  officers  and  enlisted  men,  and  under  the  same  act  it  is  provided  that  the  proceeds 
of  subsistence  supplies  shall  hereafter  be  e.xenipt  from  being  covered  into  the  Treasuri'  and  shall  be  immediately 
available  for  the  purchase  of  fresh  supplies,  so  that  under  existing  law  a  dollar  collected  on  account  of  an  authorized 
sale  of  subsistence  supplies  may  be  used  immediately  for  the  purcliase  of  other  supplies,  the  latter  sold  again  at 
cost  price,  as  provided  by  law,  and  this  process  repeated  indefinitely,  the  same  amount  being  turned  over  again 
and  again,  and  finally  used  for  the  subsistence  of  the  .Vrniy.  Thus  all  the  clerical  work  involved  in  following  these 
processes  yields  no  information  other  than  as  to  the  number  of  limes  the  same  dollar  has  been  turned  over,  and 
whether  this  number  is  one  or  ten  it  contains  no  information  upon  which  to  base  any  check  or  form  any  conclusion 
beyond  what  is  already  known;  and  imder  no  circumstances  can  these  fimds  be  used  in  making  any  payments 
not  authorized  by  law,  and  no  abuse,  improper  diversion,  or  juggling  with  fimds  is  possible. 

In  complying  with  this  requirement  two  reports  are  necessary — one  to  be  made  in  July,  so  as  to  come  within  the 
specified  time  limit  of  30  days;  this  is,  however,  without  value,  as  it  does  not  embody  a  complete  statement  even 
of  receipts  and  expenditures  in  the  United  States  proper,  and  another  and  complete  report  has  to  be  rendered  in 
November,  when  the  "Cost  statement"  is  made  up,  and  tlie  data  can  be  derived  from  it  to  make  a  complete  report. 

It  is  therefore  submitted  that  Congress  could  not  reasonably  have  intended  to  apply  this  section  to  the  transac- 
tions of  the  Subsistence  Department,  which  department,  from  the  nature  of  these  transactions  involving  the  turn- 
ing over  and  over  again  of  proceeds  of  sales  has  been  made,  as  stated  above,  the  subject  of  special  provision  in  the 
Revised  Statutes  and  the  Statutes  at  Large. 

By  letter  of  May  15,  1911,  the  Secretary  of  War  ordered  that  a  provision  be  included  in  the  next  estimate  of 
appropriation  for  such  modification  of  section  5  of  the  above  act  as  will  prevent  its  being  construed  to  apply  to 
the  Subsistence  Department.

The  words/or  remounts  is  added  to  enable  the  department  to  purchase  forage  in  kind  for  remounts  (young  horses), 
the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  having  rendered  a  decision  to  the  effect  that  the  procurement  of  forage  for  young 
animals  under  this  appropriation  is  not  authorized  by  law. 

The  clause  for  seeds  and  implements  required  for  the  raising  of  forage  at  remount  depots  and  expenditures  incident 
thereto  is  inserted  to  enable  the  Quartermaster's  Department  to  purchase  seed,  grain,  and  farm  machinery  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  forage  at  remount  depots,  where  it  has  been  foimd  not  onlv  advantageous  but  more  economical 
to  raise  forage  than  to  purchase  same.

Note. — The  changes  in  the  wording  of  this  appropriation  are  made  because  of  decisions  of  the  Auditor  for  the 
War  Department  and  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  to  the  effect  that  there  is  no  authority  for  the  purchase  of 
young  horses  below  the  size  prescribed  for  matured  Cavalry  and  Artillery  horses. 

Notwithstanding  the  provision  in  the  law  for  the  purchase  of  remounts,  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  has 
approved  the  decision  of  the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department  that  "it  is  evident  that  Congress  intended  to  prohibit 
the  purchase  of  horses  which  were  not  (because  of  age  and  size)  available  for  immediate  use  as  Cavalry  and  Artillery 
horses." 

Accounts  for  the  purchase  of  mares  have  been  disallowed  by  the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department  for  the  reason 
that  "there  are  no  'Army  Regulations'  issued  by  the  'Quartermaster  General'  and  known  to  this  office  that  pro- 
vides for  the  purchase  of  other  than  'geldings.'" 

The  clause  directing  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  to  remove  ccrlain  suspensions  and  disallowances  in 
the  accounts  of  quartermasters,  is  inserted  for  the  purpose  of  clearing  olTicers'  accounts  because  of  suspensions  and 
disallowances  made  for  the  purpose  stated,  and  to  obviate  which,  in  the  future,  changes  in  the  wording  of  the  bill, 
as  shown  above,  have  been  made.— y.  B.  Alethire,  Quartermaster  General,  United  States  Army.

places  of  delivery  under  contract  to  such  places  as  the  circumstances  of  the  service  may 
require  them  to  be  sent;  of  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores,  and  small  arms  from  the  foundries 
and  armories  to  the  arsenals,  fortifications,  frontier  posts,  and  Army  depots;  for  payment  of 
wharfage  tolls,  and  ferriage;  for  transportation  of  funds  of  the  Army;  for  the  hire  of  employees; 
for  the  payment  of  Army  transportation  lawfully  due  such  land-grant  railroads  as  have  not 
received  aid  in  Government  bonds  (to  be  adjusted  in  accordance  with  the  decisions  of  the 
Supreme  Court  in  cases  decided  under  such  land -grant  acts),  but  in  no  case  shall  more  than 
50  per  centum  of  full  amount  of  service  be  paid :  Provided,  That  such  compensation  shall  be 
computed  upon  the  basis  of  the  tariff  or  lower  special  rates  for  like  transportation  performed 
for  the  public  at  large,  and  shall  be  accepted  as  in  full  for  all  demands  for  such  service:  Pro-

for  the  transportation  of  troops  and  supplies,  and  for  official,  military,  and  garrison  purposes; 
for  drayage  and  cartage  at  the  several  def)ots;  for  the  hire  of  teamsters  and  other  employees; 
and  for  extra-duty  pay  of  enlisted  men  driving  teams,  repairing  means  of  transportation,  and

Included  in  the  amount  now  called  for  is  the  sum  of  S2, 202.42  for  payment  of  similar  claims  incident  to  the  train- 
ing, practice,  and  operations  of  the  Army  that  may  accrue  from  tim.e  to  lime,  settlement  of  the  same  to  be  made  by 
the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department  upon  the  approval  and  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of  ^Var,  after  investi- 
gation by  proper  board  of  oil  cers  appointed  for  the  purpose.  The  appropriation  of  the  amount  now  estimated  for 
IS  urgently  recommended  in  order  that  settlement  may  he  made  of  the  numerous  claims  long  outstanding  and  that 
funds  may  be  available  for  the  prompt  reimbursement  of  the  damages  to  private  jjroperty  that  niay  occur  in  the 
ensuing  year  and  before  the  submission  of  the  next  annual  estimates.

of  any  lands  now  actually  in  their  use  or  occupation,  *  *  *."

In  n<'iv'mbor.  1910.  there  was  submitted  to  Congress  an  estimate  amounting  to  3S,8.S4  for  the  purchase  of  certain 
tracts  of  land  and  of  the  biiil  lings  thereon  lying  within  the  boundary  of  the  military  reservation  of  Fort  William  H. 
Seward,  AUiska.  whieh  includes  the  ehiiins  mentioned  in  this  communication.  This  estimate  did  not  receive  the 
favorabl '  consideration  of  ('onu'n'ss  and  th>  funds  estimated  for  were  not  appropriated,  and  the  present  estimate 
is  submitted  and  favorable  action  urged  in  order  that  claimants  who  have  been  dispossessed  by  the  Government 
of  what  they  were  legally  or  equitably  entitled  to  enjoy  may  be  justly  dealt  with.

For  tlie  purpose  of  procuring  held  artillery  material  lor  the  Organized  Militia  of  the  several 
States,  iY>rritories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  without  cost  to  the  said  Slates,  Territories, 
or  the  District  of  Columbia,  but  to  remain  the  property  of  the  I'nited  States  and  to 
be  accounted  for  in  the  manner  now  prescribed  by  law,  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby 
authorized,  under  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe,  on  the  requisition.'!  of  the  governors 
of  the  several  States  and  Territories  or  the  commanding  general  of  the  Militia  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  to  issue  said  artillery  material  to  the  Organized  Militia;  and  the  sum  of  $1,600,000 
is  hereby  appropriated  and  made  immediately  available  and  to  remain  available  until  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  1914,  for  the  procurement  and  issue  of  the  articles  constituting  the 
same  (act  Mar.  3,  1911,  vol.  36,  p.  1068,  sec.  1)  


Note. — Estimated  to  procure  ten  4.7-inch  howitzer  batteries,  complete,  v  ith  tools,  accessories,  spare  parts, 
fire-control  instruments,  horse  equipments,  personal  equipments,  etc.— William  Crazier,  Brigadier  General,  Chief 
of  Ordnance. 

Ammunition  for  Field  Artillery  for  Organized  Militia — 

For  procuring  reserve  ammunition  for  field  artillery  for  the  Organized  Militia  of  the  several

Note.— The  estimated  cost  of  the  ammunition  required  to  provide  the  prescribed  allowance  of  reserve  ammuni- 
tion for  the  Field  Artillery  on  hand  or  under  manufacture  for  the  Organized  Militia  is  $4,422,000.  The  estimated 
value  of  the  ammunition  in  the  hands  of  the  Organized  Militia  is  .$70,000.  The  amomit  of  this  estimate  would  pro- 
vide 34  per  cent  of  the  required  allowance.

For  the  reimbursement  of  the  Ordnance  Department  on  account  of  the  loss  of  arms,  arm  chests, 
and  screw  drivers,  issued  to  the  Post  Office  Department  (submitted)  


Note.— During  the  years  18S7  and  ISSS  the  Ordnance  Department,  in  accordance  with  the  law,  issued  upon  the 
request  of  the  Postmaster  General  a  number  of  Colt's  revolvers,  with  accessories,  for  the  purpose  of  arming  rail- 
way postal  clerks  on  lines  passing  through  the  West,  as  a  safeguard  against  train  robbers.  When,  after  a  number 
of  years,  the  property  was  returned  jjart  of  it,  to  the  value  of  $11S..'J0,  was  found  missing.  It  had  probably  been 
missing  for  a  long  time,  but  return  for  it,  representing  it  as  on  liand,  had  continued  to  be  made.  No  explanation 
of  its  loss  which  would  enable  the  War  Department  to  relieve  the  Post  Ofhce  Department  from  responsibility 
has  been  made,  and  the  correspondence  fails  to  show  that  receipts  were  obtained  from  the  employees  to  whom  the 
arms  had  been  directed  issued.  Upon  request  for  reimbursement  the  Postmaster  General  states  that  his  depart- 
ment has  no  appropriation  available  for  the  pvnpose,  and  suggests  that  relief  be  obtained  from  Congress  by  the 
War  Department. —  William  Crazier,  Brigadier  General,  Chief  of  Ordruince. 

Provided,  That  hereafter  when  authorized  transfers  or  sales  of  ordnance  or  ordnance  stores  are 
made  to  another  bureau  of  the  War  Department,  or  to  another  executive  department  of  the 
Government,  payment  therefor  shall  be  made  by  the  proper  disbiusing  officer  of  the  bureau, 
office,  or  department  concerned.  When  the  transaction  is  between  two  bureaus  of  the  War 
Department,  the  price  to  be  charged  shall  be  the  cost  price  of  the  stores,  including  the  cost  of 
inspection.  When  the  transaction  is  between  the  Ordnance  Department  and  another  exec- 
utive department  of  the  Government,  the  price  to  be  charged  shall  include  the  cost  price  of 
the  stores  and  the  costs  of  inspection  and  transportation  (submitted) . 

Note. — Settlement  for  property  transferred  to  other  bureaus  and  departments  of  the  Government  is  now  made 
by  charging  and  crediting  upon  the  books  of  the  Treasury  Department  the  appropriations  involved.  This  process 
entails  considerable  clerical  labor,  and  usually  a  delay  varying  from  two  to  six  months,  depending  upon  the  distance 
from  Washington  to  the  point  where  the  transfer  is  made.  In  the  case  of  transfers  made  within  two  Or  three  months 
from  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  involving  appropriations  applicable  only  to  that  year,  the  appropriation  to  be 
credited  sometimes  does  not  receive  the  credit  in  time  to  permit  the  use  of  the  funds  before  the  rigfit  to  use  them  has 
expired. 

Transfers  of  property  between  bureaus  and  departments  of  the  Government  are  essentially  sales  so  far  as  the  re- 
sults to  the  appropriations  involved  are  concerned,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  the  method  ol  settle- 
ment should  not  be  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  purchases  from  civilians. 

The  proposed  legislation  simply  extends  to  the  Ordnance  Department  the  authority  granted  to  the  Subsistence 
Department  of  the  Anny  by  a  provision  in  the  act  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army,  approved 
Mar.  3, 1911,  which  legislation  is  believed  to  be  in  the  interest  of  simplicity  and  economy  in  clerical  labor.—  William

The  number  of  noncommissioned  ollicers  is  placed,  as  above,  because  all  details  going  out  with  cadet 
horses  must  be  under  the  charge  of  a  noncommissioned  olficer  to  insure  proper  discipline,  ecjuipment, 
etc.    The  duties  of  the  detachment  are  such  that  a  large  number  of  noncommissioned  ofTicers  are  needed. 

The  additional  horseshoers  are  required  as  tills  detachment  has  about  two  and  one-half  times  the 
number  of  horses  allowed  a  troop  of  cavalry  and  considerably  more  than  that  allowed  a  battery  of  ar- 
tillery where  5  mechanics,  most  of  whom  are  capable  of  horseshoeing,  are  authorized.  The  cook  is 
necessary  with  the  increase  aslced  for.

In  view  of  the' fact  that  the  strength  of  this  detachment  is  but  13<i  enlisted  men  (the  number  authorized 
by  Congress  to  man  and  care  for  only  one  3-inch  gun  battery),  it  seems  umiecessary  to  state  further  reasons 
for  the  imperative  need  of  the  increase  of  the  34  men  asked  for.  Every  gun  and  every  article  of  the  above 
equipment  is  absolutely  neces.sary  for  the  proper  instruction  of  cadets.  Nothing  can  be  dispensed  with, 
but  to  properly  care  for  the  equipment  and  derive  a  fair  degree  of  interest  on  the  investment  more  men  are 
necessary  m  the  detachment.  The  increase  asked  for  is  the  lowest  number  consistent  with  economy  and 
efficiency.

The 
others  are  new  and  are  recommended  for  the  following  reasons:  The  extra  pay  asked  for  the  clerk  is 
required  to  pay  an  enlisted  man  of  the  artillery  detachment  who,  in  addition  to  having  charge  of  all 
property  papers,  records,  signal  corps  and  ordnance  property  returns,  and  correspondence  of  the  detach- 
ment, makes  out  lessons  for  the  different  classes  of  cadets  in  artillery  drill  regulations  and  performs  the 
duties  of  stenographer  and  typewriter  to  the  senior  instructor  of  artillery  tactics.  He  is  employed  all 
the  year  round,  Sundays  included.  The  amount  of  clerical  labor  required  to  procure  and  account  for  the 
property  used  by  cadets  for  coast  and  field  artillery  instruction  and  to  keep  the  records  and  prepare  the 
correspondence  with  the  administration  of  the  detachment  and  the  course  of  instruction  of  cadets  in 
artillery  is  so  great  that  only  a  man  of  skill  and  education  can  perform  the  duties  of  a  stenographer 
and  clerk.  Men  possessing  the  necessary  qualifications  command  good  salaries  in  civil  life,  and  they  can 
not  be  kept  in  the  service  without  extra  pay.  The  correspondence  and  paper  work  incident  to  the  care 
and  maintenance  of  four  field  batteries  and  accessories  to  the  seacoast  batteries,  for  use  of  cadets,  approxi- 
mate that  of  a  regiment.  The  detachment  commander  has  no  officer  to  assist  in  the  duties,  as  is  the 
case  with  a  regimental  commander,  and  he  is  specially  dependent  on  a  clerk  for  office  details  of  adminis- 
tration. In  this  manner  the  clerk  is  a  material  factor  in  raising  the  standard  of  instruction  given  the 
cadets. 

The  stable  sergeant  is  responsible  for  the  details  of  feeding  and  watering  121  horses  and  8  mules,  and  for 
the  treatment  of  these  animals  when  they  are  sick  or  injured.  During  a  large  part  of  the  year  the  hours  for 
stable  duties  are  very  long,  because  of  cadet  drills,  and  an  unusual  demand  is  made  upon  the  skill  and  the 
time  of  this  noncommissioned  officer.  Only  a  man  of  high  intelligence,  experience,  and  training  can  per- 
form the  duties,  and  to  obtain  and  keep  such  a  man  requires  more  pay  than  that  of  a  sergeant.  The  present 
incumbent  was  receiving  $5  a  day  from  a  militia  battery  when  he  came  to  the  detachment,  and  his  pred- 
ecessor, who  was  most  efficient,  would  not  reenlist  at  the  expiration  of  his  service.  The  value  to  the 
Government  of  a  competent  man  who  will  stay  is  far  more  than  the  small  extra  pay  requested. 

A  4-gun  battery  is  allowed  1  chief  mechanic  and  4  mechanics.  This  detachment  has  four  4-gun  bat- 
teries. It  has  mechanics,  however,  for  only  one  battery.  The  additional  pay  requested  will  permit 
detailing  1  man  to  each  of  the  three  batteries  not  fully  manned  and  the  paying  of  such  men  at  the  same 
rate  as  mechanics  in  other  batteries.  As  is  well  known,  a  modern  gun  is  an  exceedingly  valuable  and 
complicated  piece  of  mechanism.  It  must  be  operated  and  all  parts  must  be  kept  clean  and  in  repair  by 
an  expert  in  such  work.  A  high  order  of  intelligence  and  long  experience  are  required  for  a  competent 
mechanic.  It  requires  the  time  of  one  man  to  keep  the  guns,  carriages,  and  accessories  of  a  battery  in 
thorough  condition.  These  batteries  are  used  for  teaching  cadets,  and  should  be  kept  in  model  order. 
The  excessive  handling  for  purpose  of  instruction  requires  constant  watchfulness  and  necessitates  numer- 
ous repairs.  Privates  have  been  detailed  for  this  duty,  but  men  are  unwilling  to  do  the  extra  work 
without  compensation,  and  as  a  result  frequent  changes  nave  been  necessary,  and  the  work  has  not  been 
well  done.  To  secure  a  permanent  state  of  efficiency  the  men  must  and  should  receive  extra  pay  appro- 
priate to  their  duties. —  Thomas  H.  Barry,  Major  General,  United  States  Army,  Superintendent  United 
States  Military  Academy.

For  the  same  duties,  e.xtra  pay  is 
allowed  at  all  posts.  These  men  must  be  sober,  steady,  and  good  horsemen  in  order  to  accomplish  the 
daily  demands  made  on  them  and  to  keep  their  hor.ses  in  good  condition.  Men  are  unwilling  to  nave  the 
detail  without  extra  pay  for  extra  labor  and  frequent  changes  are  necessary  in  the  detail,  with  correspond- 
ingly poor  service.

Note. — This  item  is  new  and  is  intended  for  the  compensation  of  one  enlisted  man  who  has  charge  of 
the  range  and  all  repairs  thereto  during  the  period  of  cadet  target  practice.  During  the  summer  the  range 
is  used  by  cadets  during  the  mornings  and  afternoons  until  3  p.  m.  In  order  to  provide  targets,  make 
repairs,  etc.,  the  man  in  charge  must  work  frequently  until  after  dark.  The  hours  are  very  long  and  the 
duty  very  exacting,  involving  a  knowledge  of  and  skill  in  repairing  the  signal  communication  between 
firing  points  and  target  butts.— rAomo*  H.  Barry,  Major  General,  United  Stales  Army,  Superintendent 
United  States  Military  Academy.

The  incumbent  has  qualified  himself  as  a  stenographer,  and  has  thus  greatly  increased  the  value  of  his  serv- 
ices to  the  department.  Furthermore,  he  is  required  to  copy  on  the  typewriter  French  and  Spanish  at  a  good 
speed.  This  is  an  accomplishment  somewhat  difficult  for  the  average  stenographer  and  requires  a  special 
training.  The  duties  of  this  position  will  also  be  greatly  increased  by  the  increased  size  of  the  class  already 
mentioned.— rAomas  H.  Barry,  Mijor  General,  United  States  Army,  Superintendent  United  States  Military 
Academy.

This  appropriation  if  granted  would  still  require  the  cadets  to  pay  far  all  foodstuffs,  china,  linen,  silverware, 
cleaning  material,  etc..  and  their  commutation  of  rations  at  so  cents  a  day  would  pay  but  little  more  than  half 
of  the  total  remaining  expenses.  In  other  words,  after  deducting  the  amount  of  this  appropriation  plus  the  30 
cents  per  day  for  commutation  of  rations  the  cadets  would  still  be  required  to  pay  about  2.5  cents  per  day  for 
\  their  board . 

The  increased  cost  of  all  supplies  furnished  the  cadets  is  being  felt  by  them,  and  unless  some  relief  can  be 
Tgiven  m  the  matter  of  their  expenses  it  will  be  almost  impossible  for  them  to  keep  out  of  debt.  The  fact  that 
[[this  appropriation  is  given  to  the  midshipmen's  mess  and  not  to  thecadets'  messoperates  to  give  the  midshipmen

Lacking,  too,  are  certain  great 
works  of  reference.  By  spending  a  small  amount  each  year  the  deficiencies  of  the  library  can  be  gradually 
overcome. 

(c)  The  class  entering  this  year  (1911)  being  the  largest  ever  admitted,  so  in  1912  the  third  class  French  will 
be  the  largest  ever  under  instruction  in  the  department.  Its  size  will  require  an  increase  of  the  amount  avail- 
able for  stationery,  etc.,  needed  in  the  conduct  of  instruction.

That  this  appropriation  shall  be  immediately  available:  And  provided  further, 
That  when  any  instrument,  apparatus,  implements,  or  materials  which  have  been  here- 
tofore or  may  hereafter  be  purchased  or  acquired  for  the  use  of  any  department  of  instruc- 
tion or  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  waterworks  are  no  longer  needed  or  are 
no  longer  serviceable  they  may  be  sold  in  such  manner  as  the  superintendent  may  direct 
and  the  proceeds  credited  to  the  appropriation  for  the  department  or  the  waterworks  for 
which  they  were  purchased  or  acquired. 

Note. — This  item  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  the  act  of  last  year,  approved  Mar.  3, 1911,  under  the  expec- 
tation that  the  number  of  cadets  receiving  instruction  in  surveying  would  be  increased  by  25  per  cent,  the 
number  at  that  time  being  113  cadets. 

The  present  fourth  class  numbers  130  receiving  instruction  in  surveying.  Already  243  candidates  have 
qualified  for  admission  in  the  next  fourth  class.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  not  less  than  210  cadets  will  be 
under  instruction  in  surveving  next  year  and  that  the  classes  thereafter  will  be  about  the  same  size,  or  instead 
of  an  Increase  of  25  per  cent  the  increase  will  be  about  90  per  cent. 

The  cost  of  surveving  instruments  is  very  high  and  for  $1,000  It  Is  possible  to  buy  about  5  transits  or  8  levels. 
Plane  tables,  level  rods,  protractors,  and  other  liVe  instruments  are  also  very  expensive  and  the  SI  ,000  now 
asked  for  in  addition  to  the  SI  .000  granted  at  last  session  will  be  renulred  to  suppiv  the  needs  of  the  department. 
Even  under  those  circumstances  it  will  be  necessarv  to  reverse  the  logical  order  of  instruction  for  part  of  the  class 
because  of  the  lack  of  sufficient  instruments  of  the  same  kind. 

The  proviso  is  new  and  follows  the  language  of  section  5  of  an  act  making  appropriation  for  the  construction, 
repair,  and  preservation  of  certain  public  works  on  rivers  and  harbors  approved  June  13,  1902  (chap.  1079,  32 
Stat.  L..P.  331.) 

The  purpose  of  the  proviso  is  primarily  to  permit  this  and  other  departments  to  sell  or  to  turn  in  to  the 
makers  unserviceable  surveying  and  recorinoissance  Instruments  and  other  apparatus  in  part  payment  for  new 
Instruments  and  apparatus. 

The  department  of  practical  military  engineering  has  on  hand  a  number  of  obsolete  and  utterly  unserviceable 
surveving  instruments  not  worthy  of  repairs.  When  condemned  and  sold  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law 
they  bring  verv  little  and  anv  sums  so  realized  must  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  United  States.  Bv  reason 
of  competition  between  instrument  makers  It  is  possible,  however,  to  turn  in  such  instruments  to  the  makers 
in  part  payment  for  new  Instruments,  under  which  circumstances  the  old  instruments  represent  a  verv  fair  part 
of  the  purchase  price.  This  is  a  very  common  practice  on  the  part  of  individuals  but  is  not  permitted  to  the 
department  bv  existing  law.  If  enacted  into  law  this  proviso  would  effect  verv  great  economies  In  all  depart- 
ments and  especially  in  this  department.  -  Thos.  B.  Barry,  Major  General,  U.  S.  Army,  Superintendent. 

For  the  purchase  of  bargee  and  small  boatsforthe  instruction  of  cadets  in  rowing  (submitted).        650. 00 

Note.— The  two  barges  and  three  boats  now  on  hand  for  the  use  of  the  cadets  were  purchased  about  10  years 
ago.  Owing  to  the  hard  usage  these  are  no  longer  safe  and  cadets  are  not  permitted  to  use  them,  but  use  other 
boats  which  are  rapidly  wearing  out.   It  is  not  practicable  to  repair  the  cadet  boats  and  make  them  safe. 

There  is  a  great  derriand  for  these  boats  on  the  part  of  cadets  and  the  Increasing  size  of  classes  augments  the 
demand. —  Thos.  B.  Barry,  Major  General,  U.  S.  Army,  Sujierintendent.

Note.— This  item  is  a  consolidation  of  two  former  appropriations  for  $450  and  $1,200,  respectively,  with  an 
increase  of  $150  over  the  sum  previously  allowed.  It  is  necessary  to  obtain  the  requisite  instruments,  machin- 
ery, models,  apparatus,  books,  etc.,  required  for  instruction,  for  the  repair  of  models,  machinery,  and  appa- 
ratus on  hand  and  to  replace  those  broken  or  worn  out.  The  skilled  mechanic  referred  to  has  been  employed 
in  the  department  of  ordnance  and  gunnery  for  15  years  manufacturing  and  repairing  models,  apparatus,  and 
machinery,  and  has  been  paid  out  of  appropriations  applicable  to  tlie  purpose.  He  is  now  also  very  largely 
employed  in  the  instruction  of  cadets  in  wood  and  metal  working,  and  on  tliis  account  it  is  desired  to  include 
the  cost  of  his  services  specifically  under  the  above  item.  The  two  appropriations  here  consolidated  have  of 
late  years  been  hardly  suflicient  and  it  is  considered  that  the  increase  of  .?150  is  very  important.  By  consoli- 
dating the  appropriations  more  freedom  of  expenditure  is  gained,  it  having  been  found  in  the  past  that  some 
expenditures  of  great  importance  under  one  or  the  other  of  the  items  for  S450  and  81,200,  respectively,  had  to  be 
omitted  because  there  was  not  suITicienl  balance  available  for  the  purpose  under  the  item  applicable,  while 
funds  might  have  been  spared  for  the  purpose  under  the  other  item  had  it  been  applicable.  Since  both  items 
are  made  for  the  purpose  of  cadet  instruction  it  seems  proper  as  well  as  economical  to  consolidate  them. 
Without  consolidation  each  item  should  be  further  increased.—  Thos.  H.  Barry,  Major  General,  U.  S.  Army,

Note.— The  department  has  on  hand  a  number  of  models  of  guns  and  gun  carriages  purchased  for  cadet 
instruction  under  former  appropriations.  These  models  have  proved  very  valuable.  None  has  been  obtained 
since  May  24,  1904.  In  the  meantime  the  Ordnance  Department,  U.  S.  Army,  has  begun  the  manufacture 
and  issue  of  guns  and  gun  carriages  of  later  design  both  for  the  seacoast  and  "mobile  artillery.  This  appro- 
priation is  desired  in  order  to  obtain  models  of  latest  design  in  order  that  the  instruction  of  cadets  in  ordnance 
may  keep  abreast  of  the  latest  improvements.  If  this  appropriation  is  made  it  is  proposed  that  the  models 
be  manufactured  at  the  ordnance  establishments  producing  the  guns  and  carriages  to  be  represented  by  the 
models.  It  is  estimated  that  about  $16,000  will  eventually  be  required  for  the  purchase  from  the  Ordnance 
Department  of  models  now  required.

Note.— The  increased  amount  is  needed  for  two  purposes  especially: 
First.  To  equip  properly  the  instructors'  office. 

Until  the  middle  of  this  academic  year  the  instructors  m  English  and  history  were  assigned  from  other 
departments,  and  had  their  desks,  chairs,  and  desk  supplies  in  the  offices  of  the  other  departments.  Arrange- 
ments now  have  to  be  made  to  accommodate  12  instructors  (4  more  than  previously  because  of  the  increased 
size  of  the  class)  in  a  new  office.  During  the  year,  in  preparation  for  these,  the  department  has  been  able  to 
purchase  1  double  desk,  2  swivel  chairs,  and  the  necessary  furnishings.  Out  of  the  funds  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1912,  the  department  has  already  arranged  to  purchase  4  single  desks  and  to  require  the 
instructors,  at  considerable  inconvenience  to  themselves,  to  use  these  single  desks  as  double  desks.  Thus 
with  4  single  desks  used  as  double  and  1  double  desk,  we  have  poor  accommodations  for  10  instructors. 
No  office  chairs  have  been  furnished  for  8  of  these  instructors,  as  the  department  felt  that  it  could  not 
afford  them.  The  Instructors  are  using  the  hard-bottomed  cadet  chairs.  For  the  accommodation  of  the 
remaining  instructors  in  the  department  the  professor  of  Engli.sh  and  history  has  loaned  his  personal  desk 
and  chair  from  his  own  quarters  and  has  borrowed  a  single  desk.  Double  desks  cost  $38.70  each;  swivel 
chairs  cost  112  each.  Three  double  desks  are  needed  and  10  office  chairs,  making  a  total  of  $236.  Sup- 
plies for  these  desks  would  bring  the  total,  at  a  low  estimate,  up  to  $250.  It  should  be  taken  into  account 
that  this  extra  amount  will  be  needed  for  only  a  single  year,  as  after  these  office  fiu-nishings  are  once  supplied, 
they  will  not  be  needed  again  while  the  force  of  instructors  continues  the  same. 

Second.  To  obtain  books  for  the  instructors  and  an  adequate  working  reference  library  for  the  depart- 
ment. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  instructors  necessarily  assigned  to  this  department  on  account  of  the  larger 
classes  requires  more  textbooks  to  be  supplied  by  the  department.  Two  complete  sets  of  the  books  used  in 
the  history  course  cost  approximately  $14;  2  sets  of  English  books  cost  approximately  $11.  Thus 
$25  will  be  needed  to  furnish  textbooks  to  the  extra  instructors.  The  library  of  the  department  is  for  the 
most  part  composed  of  books  transferred  from  the  departments  of  law  and  of  modem  languages.  There 
are  very  notabfe  deficiencies  in  it  which  should  be  made  up  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible.  For  example,  an 
important  part  of  the  study  of  English  is  the  English  drama,  yet  the  department  does  not  possess  in  its  library 
a  smgle  history  of  English  dramatic  literature  to  which  the  instructors  can  refer  on  occasion.  Again,  we  bring 
the  history  course  up  to  include  the  Russo-Japanese  war,  but  the  department  has  not  had  sufficient  fimds 
to  afford  to  purchase  books  of  reference  on  that  war.  The  department  therefore  estimates  that  $125  could 
be  most  wisely  spent  in  obtaining  books  of  reference  for  the  department  library.— y/ios.  H.  Barry,  Major 
General,  U.  S.  Army,  Superintendent.

Under  the  new  system  of  appointing  cadets,  the  Corps  of  Cadets  has  been  permanently  increased  about  150  cadets. 
Formerly  only  13  whole  and  2  half  divisions  of  barracks,  with  sinks  and  bathrooms  pertaining  to  each,  were  used. 
It  will  require  17  whole  and  2  half  divisions  of  barracks,  with  sinks  and  bathrooms  pertaining  thereto,  to  house  the 
corps  at  its  increased  strength,  which  will  probably  be  about  680  cadets  for  the  coming  year. 

These  men  are  required  to  scrub  all  floors,  halls,  stairways,  etc.,  used  by  cadets;  to  dust  and  sweep  down  halls 
and  stahways  of  the  19  divisions  of  cadet  barracks  (which  are  four  stories  in  height);  to  dust,  scrub,  mop  out, and 
keep  the  sinks  of  the  19  divisions  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition;  to  clean  2  guardhouses,  visitors'  rooms,  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
halls,  reading  rooms,  and  to  keep  the  area  of  barracks  and  walks  in  front  of  barracks  properly  cleaned  and  policed, 
swept  in  dry  weather,  and  snow  shoveled  off  in  winter;  to  shine  all  shoes  placed  in  the  shoe-blacking  room:  to  open 
and  close  front  doors  of  cadet  barracks  before  and  after  drills-  and  to  act  as  watchmen  in  barracks  during  absence 
of  cadets  at  meals,  etc.  One  of  them  is  used  as  night  watchman  and  to  look  after  the  electric-lighting  system  of 
the  barracks. 

The  additional  amoimt  for  purchase  of  materials  ($517.50)  is  necessary  due  to  the  'our  new  divsions  and  sinks 
that  will  have  to  be  used.  The  1800  now  available  for  this  piuT)ose  is  barely  sufl3cient  to  meet  our  needs,  and  with 
the  increase  in  the  corps  it  is  certain  that  the  81,317.50  asked  for  will  be  no  more  than  required.-—  Thos.  H.  Barry, 
Major  General,  V.  S.  Army,  Superintendent.

The  lower  grades  are  badly  overcrowded;  this  will  continue,  and  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  will  become  over- 
crowded next  year.  The  number  of  children  on  the  post  of  grammar-school  age  this  year  is  195;  for  next  session  it 
will  be  201  or  more,  and  for  the  fiscal  year  1912-13  it  will  be  211  or  more.  These  children  must  be  educated  here  or 
the  burden  of  their  education  must  fall  on  other  communities.  This  obtains  now  to  some  extent,  several  soldiers' 
children  being  sent  away  to  live  with  relatives  in  cities,  and  several  officers'  children  being  sent  off  to  boarding 
school  For  the  fiscal  year  1912-13  the  overcrowding  will  be  so  serious  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  give  up  the 
instruction  in  one  grade  imless  an  additional  teacher  can  be  provided,  or  unless  the  overcrowding  can  be  relieveed 
in  some  other  way  (as  by  employing  a  teacher  by  voluntary  subscription).—  Thos.

— The  museum  at  the  Military  Academy  is  deficient  in  weapons  pertaining  to  the  Philippine  Archipelago, 
and  it  is  desired  to  remedy  this  deficiency  at  an  early  date,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  some  types  of 
weapons  desired  are  already  becoming  hard  to  obtain.  The  director  of  Philippine  constabulary  has  reported  that 
he  can  make  a  fair  collection  of  the  weapons  wanted  for  the  sum  of  about  $750.

Note. — The  extension  and  repair  of  walks  and  the  renewal  and  repair  of  roads,  drains,  and  gutters  at  the  ord- 
nance laboratory,  to  put  them  in  first-class  condition,  will  cost  about  $1,350. 

The  12stationery  washstands  are  for  use  of  cadets  working  in  the  shops  at  the  ordnance  laboratory.  There  are -at 
present  but  12  washstands  provided  for  cadets  in  the  shops,  whereas  the  number  of  cadets  working  therein  will 
often  exceed  25.  The  character  of  the  work  at  the  shops  is  such  that  washing  facilities  must  be  provided  for  cadets 
before  they  leave  the  laboratory.  In  the  past  it  has  been  necessary  for  some  of  the  cadets  to  use  ordinary  buckets 
for  washing  purposes. 

The  new  skylights  for  east  storehouse,  repair  of  entrance  to  barracks,  and  construction  of  a  new  gate  to  the  labo- 
ratorv'  grounds  and  repairs  to  sbeds,  it  is  estimated,  will,  altogether,  cost  S500. 
y  Tlie  cost  of  supplying  the  barracks  at  the  ordnance  laboratory  with  steam  heat  and  electric  lights  will  be  about 
f 1,500.  The  barracks  for  the  enlisted  men  are  at  present  heated  by  stoves  which  are  not  satisfactory  from  a  con- 
sideration of  either  comfort  or  safety.  The  barracks  are  at  present  lighted  by  gas,  which  is  also  imsatisfactory  when 
compared  with  electric  lights.—  Thos.  77.  Barry,  Major  General,  United  Slates  Army,  Superintendent.

Buildings  and  Grounds,  Military  Academy — Continued. 
For  materials  and  labor  for  repairs,  etc. — Continued. 

For  repair  of  porch  banisters  around  entire  building;  stair  banisters  inside  of  building, 
recasing  three  windows  in  furnace  room;  building  cellar  doors;  flooring  and  ceiling  attic 
overhead;  and  for  waterproofing  cellar  walls  of  furnace  room  (submitted)   $645.  00 

Note.— The  porch  and  tiie  Inside  banisters  of  this  building  are  in  bad  condition;  some  of  the  uprights  are 
missing  and  some  are  rotten,  and  the  banisters  are  hisecure.  It  is  estimated  that  to  repair  them  properly  will 
cost 

Cases  of  3  windows  in  the  furnace  room  are  rotten  and  need  to  l)e  replaced,  and  some  of  the  brick  are 
loose  and  others  missing  in  the  lia.sement  windows.   To  repair  them  will  cost  about  $2.5. 

Two  outside  cellar  doois  are  falling  to  pieces.  Thej-  are  of  light  and  poor  material.  It  is  estimated  that 
putting  in  good  strong  doors  and  repairing  brickworli  m  steps  will  cost  $45. 

It  is  estimated  that  flooring  and  ceiling  attic  will  cost  $175.  There  is  a  large  steel  cage  in  the  attic  used  as  a 
prison  ward.  The  improvements  are  liadiy  needed.  As  the  place  is  very  cold  in  winter  and  very  hot  in 
summer,  the  ceiling  will  improve  these  conditions. 

It  is  estimated  that  waterproofing  the  cellar  will  cost  $350. 

Water  seeps  through  cellar  walls  and  keeps  the  place  very  damp  during  wet  weather,  frequently  causing 
standing  water.  These  walls  should  lie  properly  waterproofed.  In  the  bottom  of  this  cellar  there  is  a  spring 
of  water  which  fills  very  rapidly  and  is  now  emptied  l^y  an  automatic  siphon.  This  arrangement,  however, 
has  never  been  very  satisfactory,  as  in  the  very  wet  seasons  the  capacity  of  the  siphon  is  not  sufficient,  and 
ashes  from  the  furnace  and  dirt  from  the  floor  are  constantly  collecting  in"the  spring  and  obstructing  the  intake 
of  the  siphon,  causing  water  to  rise  in  ash  pit  of  furnace  nearly  to  fire  box.  This  spring  should  be  dug  up 
from  outside  of  cellar  and  effectively  walled  off  and  drained  into  near-by  sewer. —  Thos.  II.  Barry,  Major  General, 
U.  S.  Army,  Superintendent. 

For  constructing  a  2-story  brick  addition  to  hospital,  24  by  48  feet,  to  be  used  as  a  squad 
room,  lecture  hall,  and  recreation  room;  for  partitioning  off  one  end  of  upper  story  and 
fitting  up  as  a  lavatory,  with  2  washstands,  a  slop  sink,  a  urinal,  2  water-closets,  a 
shower  bath,  and  a  bathtub;  other  portion  of  upper  story  to  be  fitted  with  10  steel  wall 
lockers  (squad  room);  lower  story  to  be  partitioned  off  at  one  end  to  contain  staircase  and 
to  make  a  small  storeroom:  and  for  plumbing,  wiring,  and  installing  neces.sary  electric 
chandeliers,  and  for  installation  of  necessary  steam-heating  radiators  and  connections 
(submitted)   9, 000. 00 

Note. — There  is  not  sufficient  squad  room  accommodation  for  the  20  members  of  the  detachment  of  tha 
Hospital  Corps  on  duty  at  this  hospital.  There  is  no  room  available  for  a  lecture  and  recitation  room  for  the 
proper  schooling  of  the  detachment. 

There  are  two  old  squad  rooms,  one  IS  by  22.5  feet,  the  other  IS  by  13.75  feet,  both  having  10.3  feet  walls. 
The  larger  of  these  rooms  contains  4,171.5  cubic  feet  of  air  space,  into  which  it  has  been  necessary  to  crowd  7 
men  (an  air  space  of  only  595.9  cubic  feet  per  man).  The  small  room  has  an  air  space  of  2,549  cubic  feet,  and 
3  men  are  quartered  in  it  (an  air  space  of  849  cubic  feet  per  man).  This  provides  for  one-half  of  the 
detachment;  the  other  10  men  have  been  quartered  as  follows:  Four  in  tents,  2  in  officers'  ward  (when  that 
has  not  been  occupied),  2  in  the  main  wards  among  patients,  and  2  in  the  loft  of  stable. 

The  present  lavatory  of  the  squad  rooms  does  not  furnish  suitable  accommodations  for  20  men.  There  is 
but  one  washbowl,  one"  water-closet  (no  urinal),  one  bathtub  (no  shower  bath).  This  is  contained  in  a  room 
only  6.5  by  12  feet. 

The  proposed  addition  will  relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  the  squad  room,  afford  proper  lavatory  accom- 
modations, and  supply  a  large  room  for  schooling  the  detachment.  Tlie  latter  room  is  also  intended  to  be 
used,  in  addition  to  school  purposes,  as  a  library  and  recreation  room. —  Tlios.  H.  Barry,  Major  Genera!,  U.  S. 
Army,  Su-perintejident. 

For  the  repair  and  upkeep  of  quarters  of  the  sergeant,  firsf  class.  Hospital  Corps,  at  soldiers' 
hospital:

Note. — For  miscellaneous  repairs  as  needed  from  time  to  time,  such  as  patching  roof,  mending  gutters, 
screens,  plaster,  and  painting,  and  for  general  upkeep  of  the  quarters. —  Thos.  H.  Barry,  Major  General,  U.  S. 
Army,  Superintendent. 

For  waterworks:  For  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  filter  beds,  reservoirs,  and  pipe  lines, 
including  the  tools,  implements,  and  materials  required  therefor;  and  for  policing  the  grounds 
and  repairing  the  roads  in  the  vicinity  of  the  reservoirs,  filters,  and  intake  dam  (act  Mar.  3, 

1911,  vol.  36,  p.  1026,  sec.  1)   2,  000.  00 

For  repairs  and  necessary  alterations  and  additions  to  the  cadet  hospital,  as  follows: 

For  materials  for  rebronzing  radiators  and  piping;  material  for  waxing  and  polishing  floors; 
suitable  incandescent  lights,  droplights,  mantles,  tubes;  for  carpets,  furniture,  and 
appliances;  for  repairs  of  damaged  articles,  and  for  miscellaneous  expenses  (same  act).. .        120.  00 

For  purchase  of  flowers  and  shrubs  for  hospital  grounds  (same  act)   100. 00 

For  reputtying  windows,  for  two  new  sinks,  for  ventilating  lockers,  concreting  basement 
floor,  painting  basement  storerooms,  repairing  leaders  and  downspouts,  installing  wire 
screenings  in  condemnation  room,  for  additional  shutters,  storm  windows  and  radiators, 
painting  woodwork  of  contagion  hospital,  for  building  figure  of  a  caduceus  in  center  of 
floor  of  main  lobby,  for  placing  large  skylight  in  roof  over  main  stairway,  for  installing 
hydrotherapeutic  appliance,  for  flooring  and  wainscoting  the  dispensary  and  painting 
woodwork  of  same,  and  for  concrete  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  building  (submitted)   3,  643.  00 

Note. — It  is  estimated  that  reputtying  the  windows  in  hospital  and  contagion  ward  where  required  will 
cost  $150. 

The  old  sinks  in  the  cadet  kitchen  and  hospital  corps  kitchen  are  of  unsightly  appearance  and  much  worn. 
It  is  estimated  that  two  new  ones  will  cost  $265. 

The  present  wooden  panels  in  doors  of  lockers  do  not  allow  ventilation,  consequently  damp  clothing 
placed  therein  becomes  sour  and  moldy.  To  convert  these  into  ventilating  lockers  bv  replacing  the  wooden 
panels  with  heavy  wire  will  cost  about  $30. 

The  present  concrete  floor  in  basement  is  almost  completely  worn  away,  leaving  rough  surface  which  can 
not  be  properly  cleansed.  It  is  estimated  that  a  new  concrete  floor  in  basement,  excepting  under  kitchen  ex- 
tension, about  2,000  square  feet,  will  cost  about  $400. 

Five  storerooms  of  the  basement  are  very  dark  and  dingy.  To  properly  paint  these  with  white  paint  will 
cost  about  $150. 
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Buildings  and  Grounds,  Military  Academy — Continued. 

The  leaders  and  down  spouts  of  contagion  ward  are  broken  and  rusted  in  places  and  need  repairing.  The 
down  spouts  in  front  of  hospital  should  be  connected  with  tile  drains,  as  at  present  storm  waters  flow  over 
the  lawn,  tearing  up  the  grass.   The  cost  of  this  work  is  estimated  at  $85. 

The  present  partition  in  condemnation  room  of  bsisement  is  of  rough  boards  and  cuts  off  much  light,  making 
the  room  dark.    To  replace  this  wooden  partition  by  the  installation  of  wire  screenings  would  cost  about  $144. 

The  additional  shutters  are  required  for  windows  of  contagion  ward.  None  have  previously  been  pro- 
vided for  this  ward,  and  it  is  essential  that  they  should  be.   Their  cost  would  be  about  $95. 

The  examination  and  eye  rooms  are  very  cold  in  winter,  having  neither  storm  windows  nor  heating  appli- 
ances.  To  properly  equip  them  with  stomi  windows  would  cost  about  $84. 

The  additional  radiators  (4)  are  required  for  the  examination  room  and  lobby  of  basement,  both  of  which 
are  verv  cold  in  winter,  lacking  both  heating  appliances  and  storm  windows.  The  cost  of  these  radiators 
and  installation  of  same  is  estimated  at  $115. 

The  contagion  hospital  has  never  been  painted,  and  the  woodwork  is  rusty  looking  and  already  shows  signs 
of  decay,  which  painting  will  prevent.   The  cost  of  this  work  is  estimated  at  $200. 

The  present  conventional  figure  in  center  of  tiled  iloor  of  main  lobby  should  be  replaced  by  a  figtu-e  of  a 
caduceus  (the  official  insignia  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army)  about  3  feet  long,  other  dimensions 
symmetrical,  to  be  of  maroon-colored  tiling.   The  cost  is  estimated  at  $75. 

The  stairway  is  located  in  the  center  of  the  main  building,  and  is  so  inadequately  lighted  as  to  be  danger- 
ous. Artificial  lights  are  required  on  most  days.  The  cost  of  placing  large  skylight  fitted  with  "Luxfor" 
prism  glass  in  the  roof  over  this  stairway,  which  would  essentially  improve  conditions,  is  estimated  at  $650. 

The  cost  of  installing  a  hydrotherapeutic  appliance  in  the  annex  of  the  lower  south  ward  is  estimated  at 
$350.  The  installation  of  appliances  for  treatment  of  nervous  cases  among  cadets  by  douches  and  special 
baths  has  long  been  desirable.    Such  cases  frequently  occur  toward  the  close  of  the  academic  year. 

The  dispensary  of  the  cadet  hospital  has  a  wood  floor,  now  covered  with  linoleum,  while  the  walls, counters, 
and  shelving  are  of  dark  woods.  As  this  room  is  a  "show"  place,  visited  by  many  strangers,  it  should  con- 
fonn  to  the  rest  of  the  hospital  and  to  the  best  types  in  similar  institutions.  The  cost  of  flooring  and  wain- 
scoting the  dispensary  and  painting  the  woodwork  of  same  is  estimated  at  $700. 

The  present  walk  in  front  of  the  building  is  of  crumbling  gravel  and  on  a  steep  grade.  To  replace  same 
with  a  concrete  sidewalk,  partly  incline  and  partly  steps,  as  best  grades  indicate,  would  cost  about  $150.— 
TTios.  H.  Barry,  Major  General,  United  States  Army,  Su-perintenient. 

For  terazzo  flooring  and  5-foot  tile  wainscoting  for  cadet  kitchen  and  dining  room  (sub- 
mitted)   12, 500. 00 

Note.— These  rooms  are  at  present  floored  and  wainscoted  with  wood.  It  is  desired  to  bring  them  up  to 
the  standard  of  the  cadet  mess  and  the  hospital  wards  in  appearance  and  design.—  Thomas  H.  Barry,  Major 
General,  V.  S.  Army,  Superintendent. 

For  an  additional  set  of  quarters  for  a  sergeant,  first  class,  Hospital  Corps  (submitted)   6, 000. 00 

Note. — Two  sergeants,  first  class,  Hospital  Corps,  are  on  permanent  duty  at  this  hospital  and  each  Is  en- 
titled to  public  quarters;  owing  to  lack  of  a  second  set  of  quarters,  one  of  these  noncommissioned  officers  is 
obliged  to  live  in  Highland  Falls,  2  milp.s  from  the  hospital,  where  he  can  not  be  reached  in  emergency.— 
Thomai  H.  Barry,  Major  General,  U.  S.  Army,  Superintendent. 

For  construction  of  a  conservatory  near  south  wing  of  hospital  (submitted)   700. 00 


Note. — The  hospital  has  large  lawns,  which  it  is  obliged  to  maintain  In  an  attractive  state.  For  this  pur- 
pose an  armual  allotment  of  funds  is  regularly  appropriated.  No  place  now  exists  for  the  care  of  flowers, 
.shrubs,  etc.,  and  for  furnishing  flowers  to  wards,  dining  rooms,  etc..  of  the  institution  during  the  long  win- 
ters; it  is  believed  that  this  small  greenhouse  will  conduce  greatly  to  the  cheerfulness  and  contentment  of 
the  sick.

For  grading  and  granolithic  paving  in  area  of  the  south  cadet  barracks,  to  be  immediately 
available  (submitted)   10,  527. 00

This  paving  is  necessary  to  provide  proper  space  for  section  and  other  cadet  formations  In  the  south  area 
similar  to  that  in  the  area  of  the  new  north  cadet  barracks. 

The  present  paving  for  the  south  cadet  barracks,  which  should  be  replaced,  is  insufficient  in  extent  to 
accommodate  the  increased  number  of  cadets  and  the  concrete  has  cracked  and  sunk  so  that  water  collects 
upon  a  large  portion  of  the  surface  of  the  paving  and  interferes  with  cadet  formations  during  unfavorable 
weather. 

Grading  is  necessary  in  connection  with  this  paving  In  order  to  conform  to  the  si^rlace  levels  fixed  for  the 
remainder  of  the  area.—  Thomm  B.  Barry,  Major  General,  U.  S.  Army,  Superintendent. 

For  removing  the  present  porches  of  the  south  cadet  barracks  and  constructing  new  porches 
of  stone  and  concrete  or  other  durable  material  (submitted)   35,000.00 

Note. — The  jjorches  upon  the  area  side  of  the  south  cadet  barracks  have  wooden  floors,  rafters,  and  roof 
hoarding,  with  tin  roof  covering.  The  wooden  flooring  wears  away  quickly,  requiring  frequent  repairs  and 
renewal,  and  much  noise  and  disturbance  is  caused  during  study  hours  by  walking  upon  the  porches  as  now 
constructed. 

The  present  porch  roofs  cover  the  windows  and  prevent  proper  lighting  of  the  first  story  cadet  rooms  upon 
this  side  of  the  barracks. 

The  proposed  new  porches  are  intended  to  be  of  construction  corresponding  as  nearly  as  practicable  with 
those  01  the  north  cadet  barracks  with  walls  of  masonry  and  floors  and  roof  of  reenforced  concrete;  to  have 
granolithic  floor  surfacing  and  copper  roof  covering.  Skylights  to  be  provided  opposite  the  windows  for  proper 
hghtlng  of  the  cadet  rooms. 

The  amount  of  the  estimate  of  $35,000  is  based  on  the  cost  of  the  porches  of  the  north  cadet  barracks  with 
due  allowance  for  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  construction  at  the  present  time.  An  allowance  Is  also  Included 
for  the  removal  of  the  present  porches  and  rebuilding  the  stone  foundation  walls  where  required,  together  with 
the  necessary  cutting  for  support  and  anchorage  of  the  proposed  new  porches  to  the  walls  of  the  building. —

Note. — An  adequate  water  supply  is  necessary  tor  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  cemetery.  The  present  system 
was  put  in  many  years  ago,  and,  being  chiefly  of  J-inch  pipe,  is  inadequate  to  provide  a  sutticient  supply  of  water. 
Many  of  the  pipes  have  become  plugged  with  rust,  due  to  time,  and  should  be  replaced.  The  water  system  has 
never  been  fully  extended  to  the  new  portion  of  the  cemetery.  Water  is  necessary  for  the  grass,  flowers,  shnibbery, 
and  for  other  purposes  incidental  to  the  upkeep  of  a  cemetery.  The  few  street  washers  or  hydrants  now  in  place 
are  improperly  located  to  provide  convenient  source  of  supply.  The  appropriation  will  cover  the  cost  of  laying  a 
sufficient  amount  of  mains  with  branches  to  street  washers  of  proper  size  to  meet  present  and  future  requirements. —

The  $20,000  is  asked  for  with  a  view  to  maintaining  the  good  roads  and  keeping  them  in  good  condition  and  to 
reconstruct  and  resurface  in  a  permanent  manner  some  portions  of  the  other  roads  where  most  needed. —  Thomas

Note. — The  present  water  pipe  supplying  the  quarters  concerned  is  more  or  less  plugged  up  with  rust,  so  much 
so  that  a  very  poor  flow  or  head  of  water  is  obtained.  To  enable  the  occupants  of  the  quarters  to  get  water,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  shut  off  the  branch  pipe  supplying  sewer-flush  tank  in  the  neighborhood  of  these  buildings. 
The  sewer  should  be  flushed  for  sanitary  reasons;  out  to  do  so  and  supply  the  quarters,  the  larger  pipe  is  required. —

— In  the  fiscal  year  1911  an  appropriation  of  $6,800  was  made  for  construction  of  a  skeleton  mortar  battery 
for  two  giins,  required  for  use  in  instruction  of  cadets.  The  battery  was  located  in  an  old  depression  at  north  end 
of  the  main  parade,  locally  known  as  "E.xecution"  or  "Gallows  Hollow."  To  enlarge  the  area  of  the  parade,  which  is 
too  small  for  instruction  in  infantry  drill,  it  is  desired  to  fill  in  this  hollow  with  excavated  material  from  new  build- 
ings and  make  it  level  with  the  main  parade.  This  will  not  only  enlarge  the  parade  and  greatly  add  to  its  capacity 
for  drill  purposes,  but  make  a  saving  in  hauling  this  excavated  material  a  farther  distance.  A  retaining  wall  about 
200  feet  long  by  8  feet  high  is  needed  in  rear  of  the  battery  to  hold  the  fill.  The  improvement  is  very  much  needed 
for  proper  instruction  of  the  enlarged  corps  of  cadets  in  infantry  drill.

For  addition  to  officers'  quarters  No.  33,  including  plumbing,  heating  and  lighting,  material 
and  labor,  to  be  immediately  available  (submitted)   4,  800.

Note. — This  appropriation  is  requested  for  the  purpose  of  providing  these  quarters  with  a  first-floor  basement 
kitchen  and  a  back  stairway  to  the  second  floor,  together  with  other  changes  to  accommodate  the  above  additions 
and  to  make  the  quarters  more  convenient.  They  are  now  occupied  by  a  colonel  and  professor,  and  the  accom- 
modations of  the  quarters  should  be  similar  to  those  of  others.  The  present  arrangement  is  antiquated  and  very 
inconvenient,  and  leads  to  many  difficulties  in  housekeeping.  Other  quarters  on  the  post  were  changed  several 
years  ago;  but  this  one  had  never  been  so  altered.  The  purpose  is  to  alter  these  quarters  to  correspond  to  those 
adjacent,  occupied  by  other  professors.— TAoTnas  H.  Barry,  Major  General,  United  States  Army,  Superintendent.

Note. — The  time  has  come  when,  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  development  of  military  science,  the  Military 
Academy  must  improve  its  equipment  and  its  course  of  instruction  in  the  art  of  coast  defense.  If  this  institution 
fails  to  prepare  its  graduates  for  the  duties  that  will  immediately  devolve  upon  them  as  officers,  it  fails  to  that  extent 
in  fulfilling  its  mission.  Progress  in  all  directions  miLst  be  recognized  and  methods  must  be  instituted  to  meet  new 
demands  as  they  arise.  The  developments  of  submarine  mining  have  placed  this  department  of  the  coast  artillery 
on  as  systematic  a  basis  as  any  other  feature  of  military  training,  and  because  of  the  great  importance  it  has  assumed 
in  warfare  it  can  not  be  neglected.  No  kind  of  elementary  instruction  can  be  confined  to  the  post-graduate  schools, 
to  the  exclusion  of  West  Point.  The  training  of  the  cadet  must  cover  all  lines  in  order  that  he  may  efficiently  under- 
take his  duties  with  troops  or  possess  the  foundation  for  a  course  of  higher  training  in  a  post-graduate  school.  Besides 
post-graduate  schools  are  institutions  of  peace.  At  the  first  sign  of  war  they  cease  automatically,  while  the  Military 
Academy  must  continue,  in  peace  and  in  war  of  whatever  duration,  to  impart  that  training  necessary  to  efficiency

aa  an  ofTicer.  That  it  is  not  doing  so  in  this  regard  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  at  least  one  graduate  of  the  class  of  1909 
was  assigned  upon  joining  his  station  to  the  command  of  a  mine  company.  The  best  it  has  been  possible  to  do  for  his 
class,  as  cadets,  was  to  have  Ihem  go  once  each  to  a  mine  planter  and  a  mining  casemate  at  a  fortihcation  for  a  few 
hours'  instruction.  Even  this  oi)|)orlunily  was  denied  the  class  which  graduated  in  191U,  because  on  account  of  the 
Massachusetts  maneuvers  no  mine  planter  could  be  sent  to  the  fortifications  during  the  period  of  target  practice, 
and  the  slomiy  weather  prevented  utilizing  the  appliances  at  the  post. 

Time  for  this  instruction  can  be  found  without  undue  claims  upon  the  amount  available,  and  it  is  clearly  the 
duty  of  all  concerned  to  provide  the  equipment  and  the  facilities  necessary  for  teaching  a  highly  scientific  and  vastly 
important  part  of  an  officers'  professional  duties.  It  is  only  necessary  to  recall  the  cllects  of  torpedoes  in  late  wars 
and  the  efforts  put  forth  in  1S!)S  to  mine  our  harbors,  when  officers  of  any  arm  with  knowledge  of  the  work  were 
detailed  to  fortifications,  to  realize  the  value  to  the  Government  of  such  knowledge  on  the  part  of  all  the  graduates 
of  the  Military  Academy.  There  are  now  42  mine  companies  with  4,5'iH  men,  the  equivalent  of  nearly  G  regiments 
of  infantry.  Graduates  will  be  assigned  to  these  companies  every  year  and  it  is  just  as  incumbent  upon  the  Military 
Academy  to  prepare  these  men  for  their  duties  as  it  is  to  prepare  them  for  service  in  any  other  arm.  Besides,  a 
great  number  of  graduates,  not  in  the  artillery,  sooner  or  later  receive  staff  details  and  appointments  where  such 
knowledge  is  indispensable.  Unless  they  acquire  it  at  West  Point,  there  is  no  opportunity  for  them  to  do  so  after 
graduation.

In  order  to  secm-e  men  of  the  requisite  character,  skill,  and  intelligence  for  these  duties,  the  War  Department  has 
wisely  provided  higher  pay  and  allowances.  Unless  these  allowances  can  be  furnished  such  men  can  not  be  obtained 
for  the  work  at  the  Military  Academy,  where  their  duties  are  even  more  important  than  at  a  post.  The  inability 
to  provide  quarters  has  already  militated  against  the  interest  of  the  Academy  by  the  refusal  of  one  tmusually  com- 
petent man  to  come  here  on  this  accoimt.

— There  are  no  adequate  means  at  hand  for  the  care,  preservation,  and  storage  of  the  large  number  of  original 
tracings  of  plans  of  buildings  completed  or  yet  to  be  constructed  at  the  Military  Academy;  for  storage  of  records  of 
completed  water,  sewer,  and  gas  mains;  electric  conduits  and  cables,  etc.;  for  tiling  contracts,  record  books,  and  the 
large  quantity  of  oilicial  papers  pertaining  to  the  administration  of  the  quartermaster's  ollice  at  West  l^int.  The 
temporary  open  wooden  shelving  used  for  storing  nearly  all  these  valuable  tracings,  books,  and  papers  is  unsatis- 
factory on  account  of  dust,  general  appearance,  and  danger  from  fire.  What  few  wooden  cabinets  and  filing  devices 
we  have  are  old  and  unsuitable  for  our  needs,  and  many  of  the  desks,  owing  to  long  service,  are  much  worn  and 
unsightly.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  this  appropriation  be  allowed  without  fail,  as  it  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  proride  some  means  for  properly  filing  and  caring  for  building  construction  plans,  etc.,  ofEcial  books,  papers, 
etc.,  which  must  be  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  quartermaster  for  reference  from  time  to  time. 

The  items  included  in  this  estimate  are  as  follows: 

One  map  and  plan  case  with  drawers,  pigeonholes,  and  plan  and  map  tubes. 
Three  cases  with  48  docimient  files  each. 

Two  sectional  catalogue  cases  (7  sections)  with  drawers  for  catalogue  and  letter-file  indices  and  vertical  files. 

Four  open  cases  with  adjustable  shelves  and  pigeonholes. 

One  open  case  with  shelves,  drawers,  letter,  and  document  files. 

Three  closed  cases  with  adjustable  shelves,  pigeonholes,  and  filing  devices. 

One  open  case  with  shelves  and  drawers  and  flat  and  vertical  letter  files. 

Two  stands  containing  shelves,  drawers,  and  pigeonholes. 

One  record  table  with  top  having  bookstalls  and  plain  openings. 

One  standing  desk. 

Four  flat-top  desks  for  clerks.

Note. — The  cellars  in  question  have  been  examined  by  the  post  surgeon,  who  reports  that  all  are  damp  and  dark; 
some  of  them  have  no  flooring  in  places  and  the  damp  earth  is  exposed,  others  with  standing  water  in  them.  The 
elimination  of  malaria-transmitting  mosquitoes  here  is  so  important  that  tliis  appropriation  is  urgently  needed  to 
remedy  existing  conditions. —  TAo.?.  H.  Barry,  Major  General,  U.  S.  Army,  Superintendent. 

For  filling  and  grading  for  new  roads,  sidewalks,  and  paths,  and  for  construction  of  walls  and 
new  entrance  to  the  cemetery  in  the  vicinity  of  the  mortuary  chapel  (submitted)   10, 000.  00 


Note. — The  grounds  surrounding  the  recently  erected  mortuary  chapel  should  be  filled  in,  graded,  and  com- 
pleted to  correspond  with  other  portions  of  the  cemetery  grounds  and  approaches  formed  in  order  to  make  the  build- 
ing accessible  for  attendance  upon  funeral  services,  for  which  it  was  constructed. 

The  stone  walls  inclosing  this  portion  of  the  cemetery  should  be  rebuilt  and  the  present  gates  be  removed  and 
reset  to  form  new  entrance,  to  conform  with  general  plan  for  improvements  to  roads  and  grotmds  on  the  military 
reservation  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

An  estimate  was  prepared  of  the  cost  of  the  work  necessary  to  accomplish  this.  At  the  time  of  preparing  the 
estimate  the  cost  of  the  work,  if  done  by  contract,  would  be  about  as  follows:

Note.— This  is  a  low  piece  of  ground,  about  9}  acres,  adjacent  to  railroad  tracks  at  north  end  of  the  post,  used  for 
target  practice  and  in.struction  m  equitation.  It  was  originally  a  swamp  until  partially  filled  in  when  the  West 
Shore  tracks  were  carried  across  it.  In  1903  it  was  filled  in  and  graded  from  an  appropriation  made  for  the  purpose, 
but  not  sufficiently  to  secure  proper  drainage.  It  has  settled  considerably  since  then,  and  in  places  water  stands 
for  some  time  after  rains,  interfering  with  target  practice  and  other  instruction.  It  is  now  too  flat  to  drain  properly. 
In  addition,  the  standing  water  and  wet  condition  of  the  ground  forms  a  good  breeding  place  for  mosquitoes  m 
warm  weather.  In  order  to  secure  and  maintain  a  good  growth  of  grass,  water  is  required,  particularly  in  long 
dry  spells  of  weather.  The  largest  part  of  the  estimate— about  $12,700— is  for  filling  and  grading,  and  about  $1,700 
for  extending  water  pipe  to  and  along  the  field.—  Thos.

Note.— Owing  to  increajse  in  cost  of  building  construction,  the  amount  appropriated  t>y  Congress  for  improve- 
ments at  the  Military  .Academy  was  insullicient  to  coini)lete  all  the  work  contemplated  by  the  general  plan  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  War  in  January,  1S)04.    The  new  academic  building,  which  is  one  of  the  most  important 
and  most  necessary  conlcinj)lated,  could  not  be  undertaken  until  those  on  the  site  selected  for  it  (and  the  only  site 
available  and  suitable)  could  be  cleared  of  the  old  Imildings  occupying.    This  necessarily  postponed  starting  it 
until  June  of  Hill.   The  size  of  tlie  building  was  kept  witliin  what  were  regarded  as  minimum  requirements,  and 
economy  ()l)scrved  in  its  design  and  materials  selecte<l  for  its  construction  consistent  with  good  work  and  architec- 
tural appearance.    Though  bids  were  invited  at  a  time  when  prices  were  favoral)le,  it  was  found  that  only  the  main 
portion  couUl  be  undertaken  with  the  l)alance  of  the  appropriation  available.    The  erection  of  the  two  wings  con- 
taining the  cluMuical  laboratory  and  so-called  map  gallery  had  to  be  omitted.    As  the  building  is  required  to 
accoinmoilate  the  department  of  clieniistry.  mineralogy  and  geology,  as  well  as  others,  and  as  the  instruction  by 
this  imporlant  department  will  suffer  if  its  chemical  laboratory  must  l)e  kept  where  it  is  now  in  the  present  building, 
the  appropriation  is  very  much  needed  and  is  urgently  requested.    Furthermore,  the  present  laboratory  is  not 
well  arranged  for  present  requirements,  is  not  up  to  date,  and  is  not  large  enough.    The  map  gallery  connects  the 
new  building  with  the  library,  is  needed  for  the  display  of  maps  used  in  the  instruction  of  cadets,  and  is  an  important 
feature. 

The  estimated  cost  for  the  construction  of  the  two  wings  made  by  James  Stewart  &  Co.  at  the  time  the  proposals 
were  opened  in  June  was  $fi7,000.    This  amount  did  not  include  the  quarrying  of  the  stone,  the  construction  of 
sidewalks,  purchase  of  lighting  fixtures,  and  other  small  incidental  items  needed  to  properly  complete  the  two 
wings.    The  indications  are  that  by  the  time  this  appropriation  can  be  obtained  there  will  be  an  advance  in  the 
cost  of  construction.

Hereafter  the  Superintendent  of  the  United  States  Military  Academy  is  authorized  to  avail 
himself  of  leaves  of  absence  without  deduction  from  pay  or  allowances  for  the  same  period 
that  he  may  grant  leave  of  absence  to  other  ofScers  of  the  academy  under  the  provisions  of 
section  1330  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Note,— Section  1330  of  the  Revised  Statutes  provides  as  follows:  "Leave  of  absence  may  be  granted  by  the 
superintendent,  under  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  the  professors,  assistant  professors, 
instructors,  and  other  ofTicers  of  the  academy,  for  the  entire  period  of  the  suspension  of  the  ordinary  academic 
studios,  without  deduction  from  pay  or  allowances." 

Under  this  authority  of  law  the  superintendent  grants  leaves  of  absence  to  the  various  officers  of  the  Military 
Academy,  but  owing  to  an  opinion  of  the  Judge  Advocate  General  of  July  18,  1890,  the  Secretary  of  War  decided 
that  the  superintendent  was  not  authorized  under  this  statute  to  grant  himself  a  leave  of  absence.   The  object  of 
the  legislation  recommended  above  is  to  put  the  superintendent  on  the  same  basis  of  right  in  regard  to  leave  of 
absence  as  other  officers  on  duty  at  the  academy. —  Thos.  H.  Barry,  Major  General,  U.  S.  Army,  Superintendent. 

No  pay  shall  be  withheld  from  Lieut.  Col.  J.  M.  Carson,  jr..  Deputy  Quartermaster  General, 
United  States  Army,  because  of  the  payment  by  him  in  May,  1909,  when  major  and  quartermas- 
ter.

J.  M.  Carson,  jr..  Deputy  Quartermaster  General,  U.  S.  Army,  from  disallowance  by  the  comptroller  of  the  amount 
stated,  for  the  purchase  of  8  small  horses,  or  polo  ponies,  which  he  made  pursuant  to  instructions  from  the  Secretary 
of  War.   Similar  purchases  had  been  made  in  previous  years  and  there  was  nothing  in  the  law  or  regulations  to 
indicate  there  was  any  impropriety  or  illegality  about  the  transaction.   Its  legality,  however,  was  questioned  by 
the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department,  and  in  spite  of  representations  made,  payment  was  disallowed  and  the  comp- 
troller sustained  the  auditor  after  an  appeal  was  presented.   The  ponies  are  ased  for  the  instruction  of  cadets  in 
equitation— th-nr  use  for  playing  polo  is  only  incidental  to  and  a  part  of  the  instruction  in  riding.   The  accom- 
panying papers  explain  the  case  fully.   The  animals  are  still  in  service  and  are  used  by  the  cadets  in  riding  liall, 
for  practice  marches,  and  also  for  the  instruction  of  detachment  of  Cavalry  itself.   Col.  Carson  was  merely  carrying 
out  hU  orders  from  higher  authority  in  makmg  this  purchase,  and  it  is  believed  that  decision  of  the  comptroller 
is  based  upon  a  technicality.

For  completing  the  necessary  improvements  at  the  United  States  Military  Academy  at  West 
Point,  N.  Y.,  in  accordance  with  the  general  plan  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War  January 
27,  1904,  the  limit  for  the  total  expenditure  for  this  work  fixed  in  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
June  2S,  ]906,  is  extended  $3,000,000,  and  the  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  to  proceed  with 
the  work  under  the  conditions  already  prescribed  for  it  by  law:  Provided,  That  all  limita- 
tions and  restrictions  in  the  acts  approved  June  28, 1902,  and  Mar.  3, 1905,  shall  apply  to  this 
increased  authorization.  Of  the  above  amount,  $500,000  to  be  immediately  available  and 
to  remain  available  until  expended  (submitted)  $500, 000.  00 


Note. — It  i'  estimated  that  to  complete  the  plan  of  improvements  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War  in  January, 
1904.  it  would  require  an  increase  in  the  authorized  limit  of  cost  of  the  amount  stated  above.'  An  item  was  sub- 
mitted in  the  1912  estimate  for  this  purpose,  it  not  being  practicable  at  an  earlier  date  to  do  so,  the  plans  not  having 
been  sufficiently  developed  and  completed  to  enable  an  estimate  to  be  made  up  of  what  would  be  the  ultimate  cost 
for  the  completed  work.  This  has  now  been  done  and  it  is  believed  that  the  increase  herein  requested  wiU  finally 
complete  the  work  without  further  increase. 

Since  the  limit  of  cost  was  increased  to  $7,500,000,  in  the  spring  of  1906,  the  cost  for  construction  has  increased  at 
least  20  per  cent,  and  there  is  no  assiu-ance  that  there  may  not  be  a  further  increase  before  the  improvements  can  be 
completed. 

In  the  original  estimates  an  insufficient  amount  was  calculated  under  contingencies  for  the  expenses  of  supervi- 
sion and  administration,  extending  and  building  sewers,  water  and  gas  mains,  roads,  sidewalks,  grading,  etc.  For 
such  extensive  improvements  as  those  undertaken  at  the  Military  Academy  and  for  the  location  provided,  in  which 
there  are  natural  difficulties,  found  in  few  other  places,  at  least  10  per  cent  .should  have  been  set  aside  for  these  pur- 
poses. Practically  that  proportion  of  the  limit  of  cost  has  necessarily  been  expended  in  grading  and  providing 
means  of  communication  to  the  various  new  buildings  and  with  sewer,  water,  and  gas  service.  As  the  working 
plans  were  developed,  it  was  found  necessary  to  enlarge  certain  buildings  beyond  what  was  originally  deemed 
requisite.  These  enlargements  have  necessarily  added  to  the  price  originally  estimated  before  these  plans  could  be 
prepared. 

It  is  urgently  recommended  that  this  increase  in  the  limit  of  cost,  which  will  be  spread  over  a  period  of  five  or  six 
years,  be  granted  at  this  session  of  Congress  in  order  that  an  economic  and  systematic  plan  of  buildings  may  be  laid 
out  and  followed.  As  it  is.  with  the  completion  of  the  buildings  now  being  erected,  frnther  work  will  have  to  be 
stopped  and  the  completion  of  the  plan  postponed  unless  it  is  shown  definitely  that  additional  appropriations  will 
be  granted  from  year  to  year  as  required  within  the  limit  herein  indicated.  If  it  is  the  intention  or  desire  of  Con- 
gress that  the  plan  should  be  completed  as  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War  in  January,  1904,  such  should  be  indi- 
cated this  winter,  so  that  plans  may  be  made  for  continuing  the  work.  If  the  increase  in  the  limit  of  cost  is  not 
authorized  this  winter  it  will  be  necessary  to  disband  the  construction  office  organization  at  once,  retaining  only 
such  as  are  necessary  to  complete  the  work  now  in  progress.  It  will  be  difficult  and  expensive  to  reorganize  should 
the  increased  limit  of  cost  be  authorized  later  on. —  Thos.  H.  Barry,  Major  General,  U.  S.  Army,  Superintendent.

for  subsistence  of  female  nurses,  and  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  general  courts-martial  prisoners 
undergoing  imprisonment  with  sentences  of  dishonorable  discharge  from  the  service  at  the 
expiration  of  such  confinement:  Provided,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  to 
commute  rations  for  such  general  courts-martial  prisoners  in  such  amounts  as  seem  to  him 
proper,  which  may  vary  in  accordance  with  the  location  of  the  naval  prison,  but  which  shall 
in  no  case  exceed  30  cents  per  diem  for  each  ration  so  commuted ;  labor  in  general  storehouses 
and  paymasters'  offices  in  navy  yards,  including  naval  stations  maintained  in  island  possessions 
under  the  control  of  the  United  States,  and  expenses  in  handling  stores  purchased  and  manu- 
factured under  the  general  account  of  advances;  and  for  the  purchase  of  United  States  Army 
emergency  rations,  as  required:  Provided  further,  That  the  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appro- 
priation, under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for  chemists,  and  for  clerical, 
inspection,  and  messenger  service  in  the  general  storehouses  and  paymasters'  offices  of  the 
navy  yards  and  naval  stations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1913,  shall  not  exceed 
,299.36  (act  Mar.  4,  1911,  vol.  36,  p.  1278,  sec.  1)

Note  1.— It  is  proposed  to  combine  the  departments  of  electrical  engiueeriug  and  physics;  this  to  carry 
out  the  recommendations  of  the  report  of  the  board  dated  Aug.  30, 1007,  of  which  Capt.  Richard  Wainwright, 
United  States  Navy,  was  senior  member,  and  as  approved  Ijy  the  department  in  its  seco!id  indorsement, 
No.  24S12,  of  July  li,  1907,  and  by  the  President  in  his  letter  of  July  30,  1907. 

Note  2.— The  first  of  the  instructors  in  physical  training  acts  as  the  director  of  physical  training  in  the 
absence  of  the  ollicer  in  charge  of  the  direction  of  athletics.  He  is  a  capable  all-aroimd  gymnasium  instructor, 
who  has  repeatedly  won  the  distinction  of  all-around  gymnastic  champion  ol  the  tJnite^l  States.  A  man  of 
this  caliber  is  a  necessity  in  the  Naval  Academy  athletic" work,  and  to  retain  such  a  man  will  require  at  least 
the  $1,800  asked  for  the  pay  of  this  position.  The  other  three  instructors  are  intended  for  the  following  special 
purposes: 

(a)  (jvmnasium  exercises  of  various  kinds. 
(6)  Track,  field,  and  other  outdoor  exercises. 
(c)  Boxing  and  wrestling. 

The  total  salaries  required  for  this  purpose  would  be  $6,300  per  annum,  and  represents  a  small  outlay  when 
th?  ultimate  benefits  that  will  accrue  to  the  naval  service  from  the  superior  all-around  physical  development 
of  the  graduates  sent  into  the  service  from  the  Naval  .Vcademy.  The  present  salaries  are  so  low  that  it  can 
not  be  hoped  to  obtain  and  hold  the  class  of  instructors  required  in  this  work,  and  it  will  be  impossible  in 
the  near  future  for  the  Naval  Acidemy  to  maintain  even  its  present  standard. 

Note  3.— The  position  is  filled  by  the  Civil  Ser\nce  Commission  and  no  person  on  their  rolls  who  is  an  appli- 
cant for  a  position  in  a  library  will  take  a  posit  ion  for  less  than  $1,000  per  annum.  This  recommendation  is  made 
because  the  work  that  the  shelf  assistants  are  called  upon  to  perform  is  of  a  class  that  should  be  paid  $1,000  a 
year  as  a  minimum.  There  is  no  provision  for  an  increase  of  pay,  and  thoroughly  good  men  can  not  be  expected 
to  accept  or  retain  a  place  where  they  do  not  receive  at  least  the  minimum  wage  for  their  work.

United  States  and  available  by  law  for  such  reimbursable  purpose  and  to  remain  available 
until  expended:  Provided,  That  $35,000  of  this  appropriation  shall  be  made  immediately

GENERAL  IRRIGATION  APPROPRIATION.

cost  of  new  projects,  for  investigations  and  surveys  for  power  and  reservoir  sites  on  Indian 
reservations  m  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  13  of  the  act  of  June  25,  1910,  or  to 
prevent  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  from  having  the  benefit  of  consultation  with  engineers 
in  other  branches  of  the  public  service  or  carrying  out  existing  agreements  with  the  Reclama- 
tion Service;  for  pay  of  1  chief  inspector  of  irrigation,  who  shall  be  a  skilled  irrigation  engi- 
neer, $4,000;  1  assistant  inspector  of  irrigation,  who  shall  be  a  skilled  irrigation  engineer, 
$2,500;  for  traveling  expenses  of  2  inspectors  of  irrigation,  at  $3  per  diem  when  actually 
employed  on  duty  in  the  field,  exclusive  of  transportation  and  sleeping-car  fare,  in  lieu  of 
all  other  expenses  authorized  by  law,  and  for  incidental  expenses  of  negotiation,  inspec- 
tion, and  investigation,  including  telegraphing  and  expense  of  going  to  and  from  the  seat 
of  government  and  while  remaining  there  under  orders,  $4,200;  in  all,  $325,000:  Provided 
also.  That  not  to  exceed  7  superintendents  of  irrigation,  who  shall  be  skilled  irrigation  engi- 
neers, may  be  employed:  Provided  also.  That  there  shall  be  covered  into  each  fund,  from 
whatever  source  derived,  for  construction  or  maintenance  and  operation  of  any  irrigation 
project,  or  system  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Indian  Service,  or  preliminary  surveys  and 
mvestigations  for  determining  the  feasibility  or  cost  of  new  projects,  in  the  Indian  Service, 
the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  material  utilized  for  temporary  work  and  structures,  as  well  as  of 
the  sales  of  any  other  property  which  had  been  purchased  from  such  fund,  and  also  any 
moneys  refunded  in  connection  with  operations  necessary  for  and  incidental  to  such  work; 
and  for  lands  under  any  such  project  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  fix  annual  mainte- 
nance charges,  which  shall  be  paid  as  he  may  direct,  such  charges,  when  collected,  not  to  be 
covered  into  the  Treasury,  but  to  be  immediately  available  for  use  for  the  maintenance  and 
operation  of  the  project  or  system  for  which  collected  (acts  July  4,  1884,  vol.  23,  p.  94,  sec.  1;

further.  That  not  to  exceed  $5,000  of  the  amount  herein  appropriated  may  be  used  to  conduct 
experiments  on  Indian  school  or  agency  farms  to  test  the  possibilities  of  soil  and  climate  in  the 
cultivation  of  trees,  grains,  vegetables,  and  fruits:  Provided,  also,  That  the  amounts  paid  to 
matrons^  farmers,  and  stockmen  herein  provided  for  shall  not  be  included  within  the  limitation 
on  salaries  and  compensation  of  employees  contained  in  the  act  of  June  7,  1897  (30  Stat.  L., 
p.  90)  (act  Mar.  3,  1911,  vol.  36,  p.  1060,  sec.  1)

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  estimates  (in  duplicate)  for  the  appropriations  for  the  payment  of  invalid 
and  other  pensions  of  the  United  States  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1913,  and  for  other  purposes. 

The  appropriation  for  the  payment  uf  Army  and  Navy  pensions  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1912,  is 
$153,000,000.  The  amount  disbursed  for  pensions  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1911,  was  $157,325,100.35.  This 
was  a  decrease  of  $2,648,895.23  as  compared  with  the  fiscal  year  1910.  The  annual  value  of  the  pension  roll  June  30, 
1911,  was  $154,834,237.80,  It  is  therefore  believed  that  the  amount  required  for  the  payment  of  pensions  for  the  pres- 
ent fiscal  year  will  be  about  $155,000,000.  which  will  make  a  deficiency  of  about  $2,000,000  in  the  appropriation.  In 
view  of  the  decrease  in  the  disbursements  for  1911  as  compared  with  1910,  it  is  estimated  that  $152,000,000  will  be 
sufficient  to  meet  the  payment  of  Army  and  Navy  pensions  for  the  fiscal  year  1913. 

The  estimates  submitted  for  the  appropriations  for  1911  contain  an  item  of  $1,500  for  the  inspection  of  pension 
agencies,  an  amovmt  which  has  been  appropriated  in  the  several  bills  for  many  years.  The  bill  as  it  passed  the 
House  of  Representatives  omitted  this  item,  inasmuch  as  said  bill  provided  for  but  one  agency  and  such  agency 
would  have  been  located  in  this  city,  thus  rendering  an  appropriation  for  inspection  of  agencies  unnecessary.  How- 
over,  the  appropriation  for  18  agencies  was  restored  by  the  Senate,  but  the  item  for  the  inspection  of  agencies  was 
inadvertently  omitted.  It  is  desired  that  this  appropriation  shall  be  renewed,  inasmuch  as  an  annual  inspection 
of  the  agencies  is  believed  to  result  in  greatly  improved  service.  Questions  arise  each  year  in  regard  to  the  agency 
service  which  it  is  very  diflTicult  to  handle  by  correspondence,  and  it  is  found  of  great  benefit  in  such  cases  to  send 
an  ofTicer  of  the  bureau  to  straighten  out  the  complications  which  arise. 

A  reduction  of  $2.50  has  been  secured  in  the  rental  of  the  quarters  occupied  by  the  pension  agency  at  New  York 
City,  and  the  estimate  for  such  appropriation  has  therefore  been  reduced  to  $4,250. 

it  has  been  the  practice  for  many  years  to  supply  the  pension  agencies  with  the  necessary  stationery  and  other 
office  equipment,  so  far  as  possible,  out  of  the  supplies  carried  in  stock  by  the  Interior  Department.  The  proper 
appropriation  for  the  use  of  the  department — out  of  which  the  stock  was  purchased— has  been  reimbursed  for  the 
supplies  furnished,  out  of  the  appropriation  for  "Stationery  and  other  necessary  expenses  of  pension  agencies." 
The  cost  of  the  supplies  thus  furnished,  including  about  8^000,000  envelopes,  is  about  $18,000  per  annum.  The 
Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  however,  in  a  recent  opinion,  holds  that  supplies  intended  for  a  particular  service 
must  be  paid  for  originally  out  of  the  appropriation  provided  for  that  particular  service,  and  that  the  purchase 
of  supplies  for  the  field  service,  where  there  is  an  appropriation  available,  out  of  the  appropriation  of  the  depart- 
ment is  unlawful  and  must  be  discontinued.  A  great  saving  has  been  effected  by  purchasing  practically  all  sup- 
plies required  for  the  field  service  by  the  department,  as  by  this  means  the  department  has  been  enabled  to  obtain 
supplies  in  large  quantities  and  to  take  advantage  of  the  lowest  possible  prices  Supplies  intended  for  one  agency, 
which  would  possibly  be  obtained  from  a  dozen  or  more  contractors,  would  be  forwarded  together  in  one  freight 
sMpment,  instead  of  being  forwarded  separately  by  each  contractor.  This  lias  resulted  in  a  great  saving  in 
freightage. 

It  is  recommended  that  an  attempt  be  made  to  secure  proper  legislation  authorizing  the  department  to  use 
some  $18,000  of  this  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  stationery  and  other  office  supplies  tor  the  use  of  the  pen- 
sion agencies.  This  would  leave  $7,000  to  be  expended  by  the  difierent  pension  agencies  in  the  purchase  and  re- 
pair of  numbering  machines,  adding  machines,  typewriters,  equipment  for  addressing  machines,  telephone  serv- 
ice, freight  charges,  and  binding  orders  to  inscribe.

annum;  for  compensation  of  computers,  and  estimators,  at  rates  of  pay  from  one  thousand  six 
hundred  dollars  to  two  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  to  be  employed  only 
in  the  Office  of  the  Supervising  Architect  exclusively  to  carry  into  effect  public-building 
legislation,  including  the  technical  work  in  connection  with  the  annual  appropriations  under 
the  control  of  the  Supervising  Architect's  Office :  Provided,  That  the  expenditures  for  compensa- 
tion under  all  the  foregoing  classes  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirteen,  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars;  for  compensation 
of  supervising  superin  tendents, superintendents, and  juniorsuperintendents,  of  construction,  at

The  following  explanations  are  offered  for  all  increases  of  skilled  and  unskilled  laborers  submitted  by  all  divisions 
of  the  department  of  construction  and  engineering: 

Atlantic  division.— To  provide  for  additional  crews  for  floating  equipment,  for  consolidation  of  subdivisions 
by  transfer  of  men  from  work  nearing  completion  to  other  work  in  this  division. 

Central  division.— On  account  of  transferring  men  from  jobs  nearing  completion  to  other  work  in  this  division, 
for  proposed  concrete  retaining  walls,  for  additional  dry  excavation  at  Pedro  Miguel,  for  substitution  of  men  at  a 
lower  rate  for  those  at  a  higher  rate,  and  for  the  reopening  and  completion  of  excavation  in  the  Chagres  district. 

Pacific  division. — On  account  of  transferring  men  from  jobs  nearing  completion  to  other  work  in  this  division; 
for  new  work  on  dams,  spillway,  and  permanent  buildings;  for  increased  excavation  above  and  below  Pedro  Miguel 
and  above  Miraflores;  crew  for  seagoing  dredge  "Corozal"  to  be  put  in  commission  about  November,  19U;  for 
increased  maintenance  of  pipe  line  furnishing  water  for  the  city  of  Panama  and  for  new  dam  at  reservoir;  for  increased 
rock  work,  excavation,  back  filling,  and  laying  out  of  railway  yards  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  Balboa 
terminals  and  dry  dock;  and  for  installation  of  machinery  in  the  permanent  shops. 

Mechanical  division.— This  division  shmvs  a  decrease  in  skilled  and  unskilled  laborers,  principally  on  account  of 
transferring  a  number  of  leading  men  heretofore  carried  as  skilled  and  unskilled  laborers  to  officers  and  employees 
as  shop  foremen. 

Quartermaster's  department. — On  account  of  changing  designations,  such  as  planing-mill  hands  and  pressmen  to 
artisans  at  the  same  rate  of  pay,  for  additional  crane  service,  additional  wreckers  for  assembling  of  scrap.  Tliis 
division  shows  a  material  decrease  in  the  current  estimate  on  account  of  dropping  men  on  work  completed  or  nearing 
completion,  such  as  carpenters,  painters,  laborers,  janitors  for  buildings  in  towns  to  be  flooded  by  Gatun  Lake,  etc. 
■  Subsistence  department.— 'So  change  in  1913  estimate  from  approved  organization  as  of  June,  1911. 

Office  of  assistant  chief  engineer.— This  organization  was  not  in  effect  in  June,  1911,  and  force  is  required  in  the 
operation  of  setting  in  tne  machinery  of  the  locks  and  spillway,  the  mechanical  and  electrical  equipment,  installing 
fender  chains,  and  for  construction  work  in  connection  with  lighting  and  buoying  of  the  canal.

Note.— .\t  the  present  time  the  commission  has  no  autliority  to  comjiromise  and  settle  claims  for  damages  to 
property  caused  by  the  operations  of  the  commission,  except  through  a  joint  commission  or  by  purchasing  the 
property  from  the  claimant.  Many  of  the  claims  for  damages  are  small  and  could  be  compromised  immediately 
after  the  damage  is  caused  by  a  very  small  expenditure,  which  if  left  for  settlement  by  joint  commission  would 
probably  require  tlie  expenditure  of  a  much  larmier  sura.  The  claimants  are  usually  poor  and  settlement  should 
be  made  immediately,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  provision  inserted  herein,  which  follows  the  wording  of  the  treaty 
referred  to,  would  result  in  a  benefit  to  the  Government  in  reducing  the  amounts  to  be  paid,  and  w-ould  also  benefit 
claimants  in  that  payments  could  lie  made  promptly.  The  pnrpose  of  the  words  "  and  for  the  preservation  of  plans, 
drawings,  and  other  records,"  inserted  at  the  end,  is  explained  in  section  2  (p.  326).

— It  is  again  submitted  that  this  item  should  be  amended  as  sho^ra  by  including  the  words  "premiums  of 
employees  on  schedule  bonds."  Under  the  law  of  Aug.  5,  1909,  prohibiting  the  payment  of  premiums  on  bonds 
of  officers  and  employees  of  the  United  States  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  decided  that  the  commission  conld 
not  pay  such  premiums,  notwithstanding  the  language,  "and  such  other  expenses  not  in  the  United  States  as  the 
commission  deems  necessary  to  best  promote  the  construction  of  the  Isthmian  Canal."  contained  in  the  fifth  item 
of  the  appropriation  act.

Note.— Each  office  of  the  commission  on  the  Isthmus  necessarily  has  its  separate  files  and  records.  With  changes 
in  organization  and  the  abolishment  of  various  divisions  many  files  of  the  commission  have  been  left  in  an  incom- 
plete condition.  The  work  of  other  offices  will  soon  terminate,  and  it  will  bo  necessary  to  consolidate  all  the  files 
and  records  at  some  central  point.

to  the  maintenance  of  the  public-school  system  in  the  zone;  to  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  public  improvements  within  the  zone;  to  the  maintenance  of  the  administrative 
districts;  to  the  maintenance  of  Canal  Zone  charity  patients  in  the  hospitals  of  the  Isthmian 
Canal  Commission,  and  to  the  maintenance  of  administrative  district  prisoners.  A  detailed 
and  classified  statement  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  without  the  duplication  of  items 
under  this  paragraph  shall  be  submitted  to  Congress  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  1913 
(act  Mar.  4,  1911,  vol.  36,  p.  1451,  sec.  3). 

Sec.  4.  All  funds  realized  during  the  fiscal  year  1913  by  the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission  from 
the  performance  of  services  by  the  commission,  or  from  rentals,  or  from  the  sale  of  materials 
and  supplies  under  the  custody  or  control  of  the  commission  are  appropriated  for  expendi- 
ture under  any  of  the  foregoing  classified  appropriations  for  the  department  of  construction 
and  engineering,  except  that  all  funds  realized  from  the  performance  of  services  by  the 
department  of  sanitation,  or  from  the  sale  of  materials  and  supplies  paid  for  out  of  appro- 
priations for  said  department,  are  appropriated  for  expenditure  under  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions for  the  department  of  sanitation;  and  a  full  and  separate  report  in  detail  of  all  trans- 
actions under  this  section  shall  be  made  to  Congress  (same  act;  submitted). 

That  until  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  1913,  when  any  material,  supplies,  and  equipment  here- 
tofore or  hereafter  purchased  or  acquired  for  the  construction  of  the  Isthmian  Canal  is  no 
longer  needed,  or  is  no  longer  serviceable,  it  may  be  sold  in  such  manner  a«  the  President 
may  direct,  and  without  advertising  in  such  classes  of  cases  as  may  be  authorized  by  him; 
and  the  President  is  authorized  in  his  discretion  to  sell  and  convey  to  the  Republic  of  Panama 
the  building  situated  in  the  city  of  Panama  known  as  the  Administration  Building,  together 
with  the  ground  on  which  the  same  is  located,  for  a  sum  of  not  less  than  $80,000,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sale,  if  made,  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  (same 
act;  submitted). 

Note.— Section  0  of  the  act  of  May  27,  190S,  and  section  4  of  the  acts  of  Mar.  4,  1909,  June  25,  1910,  and  Mar.  4, 
1911,  with  slight  modification,  appropriated  the  proceeds  received  from  the  rendition  of  service  and  the  sales  of 
materials  and  supplies  to  other  than  emplovees,  for  expenditure  under  appropriations  for  the  department  of  con- 
stnietion  and  engineering  for  the  fiscal  years  1909,  1910,  1911,  and  1912.  During  the  fiscal  year  1911  over  8100.000 
received  from  worl<  done  by  the  sanitary  department  and  from  the  sale  of  materials  and  supplies  purchased  from 
sanitary  department  appropriations  was  credited  to  appropriations  for  the  department  of  constniction  and  engi- 
neering. The  chief  sanitary  officer  desires  that  receipts  of  this  character  be  credited  to  appropriations  for  his  de- 
partment, and  the  exception  contained  in  the  first  paragraph  of  the  above  .section  is  submitted. 

Authority  was  asked  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  for  the  sale  of  the  Administration  Building  in  Panama  for 
■which  the  Government  has  no  further  use.  A  bill  in  ail  essentials  similar  to  the  wording  of  this  section  (H.  R. 
19714,  covered  by  H.  Rept.  No.  372,  filst  Cong.,  2d  sess.)  passed  the  House  but  failed  of  passage  in  the  Senate.  The 
bill  as  drafted  authorized  the  Secretary  of  War  to  make  the  sale.  The  bill  as  reported  authorized  the  President 
to  make  it.  "The  reason  for  authorizing  the  President  instead  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  make  the  sale,"  as  stated 
in  the  report,  "is  that  in  its  previous  legislation  Congress  has  given  to  the  President  authority  in  regard  to  the  con- 
stniction of  the  canal  and  has  not  conferred  such  authoritv  upon  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  it  has  been  thought 
best  to  continue  to  place  the  responsibility  upon  the  President."  For  the  reason  given  and  to  make  the  section 
uniform  the  authority  to  determine  the  maimer  of  making  sales  under  the  first  part  of  the  paragraph  is  conferred 
on  the  President.

This  work  is 
regarded  as  urgent,as  the  wharf  is  essential  for  submarine-mine  work,  and  also  for  the  economical  handling  of  freight 
by  water.— Tf'.  //.

Preservation  and  Repair  of  Torpedo  Structures —

— The  above  amount  contemplates  the  foUovring  additional  work  at  Fort  Mason  Supply  Depot,  in  order 
that  the  department  may  be  able  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  work  already  done:  Breakwater  on  west  side  of  Wharf 
No.  1,  $30,000. 

Congress  appropriated  $1,500,000  in  the  Army  appropriation  act  approved  June  12,  1906,  for  the  construction  of 
an  Army  supply  depot  at  Black  Point,  Fort  Mason,  Cal.,  and  the  act  specifically  required  that  permanent  accom- 
modation should  be  provided  for  not  less  than  4  transports. 

Contracts  have  been  awarded  for  seawall,  crib  wall,  3  transport  wharves,  and  shed  on  Wharf  No.  2,  including 
dredfin ;  and  filling,  also  for  construction  of  2  storehouses,  including  plumbing,  wiring,  and  elevators  for  same, 
amomting  to  a  total  of  $1,290,350.  In  addition  to  this  amount  there  has  been  expended  for  the  purchase  of  sub- 
merged land,  payment  of  architects'  fees,  etc.,  $190,650,  leaving  a  small  balance  which  will  be  required  for  payment 
of  traveling  expenses,  architects'  fees,  etc. 

All  the  work  thus  far  contracted  for  contains  the  begt  quality  of  material  and  workmanship,  in  order  that  the 
structures  may  be  maintained  with  as  small  an  expenditure  as  is  possible,  and  owing  (a)  to  the  requirement  of  the 
act  of  Congress  that  not  less  than  4  ships  should  be  provided  for,  (6)  the  decision  to  construct  only  structures  of  the 
most  permanent  character,  and  (c)  the  unusually  liigh  prices  prevailing  in  San  Francisco  after  the  fire  and  earth- 
quake it  was  not  possible  to  complete  the  entire  project  within  the  limit  of  funds  available. 

It  is  highly  desirable  that  the  important  work  so  well  under  way  should  be  continued  without  interruption,  and 
that  the  supply  depot  at  Fort  Mason  be  made  complete  in  every  detail.  This  is  particularly  desirable  at  this  time 
on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  War  Department  contemplates  concentration  of  supplies.

and  indicated  on  maps  accompanying  its  report  has,  after  careful  consideration  by  the  Coimnissary  General  of  Sub- 
sistence, the  Surgeon  General  of  "the  Army,  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  and  the  Chief  Signal 
Oilicer  of  Uie  Army,  been  approved  and  is  also  reconmiended  by  this  office.  It  contemplates  the  construction  of 
buildinss  ;Vi  follows,: 

.Medical  Department:  1  building,  2  stories,  100  by  240  feet;  1  covered  shed  (open),  120  by  25  feet;  1  building,  2 
stories,  SO  by  50  feet. 
Engineer:'  1  building,  3  story,  95  by  50  feet;  1  covered  shed  (open),  95  by  25  feet. 
Signal:  1  building,  2  stories,  S5  by  CO  feet. 

Commissary:  1  building,  1  story  (4  sections),  308  by  225  feet;  1  olTice,  second  floor,  vest  section;  1  covered  shed 
■  (open),  324  by  9  feet. 

Quartermaster's  Department:  4  buildings,  1  story,  each  215  by  130  feet;  1  covered  shed  (open),  520  by  9  feet;  4 
buildings,  1  story,  each  220  by  120  feet;  1  covered  shed  (open),  4S0  by  9  feet;  two  ofTices,  second  floor,  each  120  by 
eo  feet;  1  building,  1  story,  30  by  24  feel;  boathouse. 

An  estimate  for  this  purpose  was  submitted  to  Congress  on  July  27, 1907,  and  also  on  estimate  for  fiscal  year  1910, 
but  the  funds  were  not  appropriated.—/.  B.  Alcshire,  Quartermaster  General,  United  States  Army. 

Additional  Land  for  Target  Range,  Fort  Bliss,  Tex. — 

For  the  purchase  of  the  south  half  of  the  southeast  quarter  and  the  south  half  of  the  southwest 
quarter  of  section  13,  also  the  south  half  of  section  14  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Bliss,  in  the  State 
of  Texas,  for  use  as  a  target  range  for  the  garrison  of  that  post  (submitted)  


Note.— The  target  range  heretofore  used  by  the  garrison  of  Fort  Bliss  is  located  in  the  northerly  portion  of  sec- 
tion 21,  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  that  pest,  and  contains  about  210  acres.  Because  of  its  nearness  to  the  homes 
of  settlers  measures  were  taken  to  secure  injunctions  against  firing  on  said  range,  and  the  department  was  forced 
to  lease  another  range  for  field  firing  for  last  year.  Congress  in  the  act  of  Mar.  3,  1910,  making  appropriations  for  the 
support  of  the  -Vrmy  for  the  fiscal  year  1911,  authorized  the  exchange  of  the  old  target  range  for  approximately 
427  acres  of  land  adjacent  to  the  military  reservation  of  Fort  Bliss,  Te.x.  But  while  tliat  exchange  will  help  con- 
ditions to  some  extent  it  is  found  that  some  of  the  land  adjoining  that  thus  secured  by  exchange  is  likely  to  be 
taken  up  and  improved,  so  that  in  time  Injimctions  may  also  be  secured  against  the  use  as  a  target  range  of  the 
newly-acquired  land.  To  avoid  such  a  contingency  and  an  additional  iirecaution  against  Injunctions  it  is  proposed 
to  piirchase  4S0  acres  adjoining  upon  the  nortli.  tlie  land  authorized  to  be  taken  in  exchange  for  the  old  range. 
This  land  is  now  proctirable  at  a  low  figure  and  will  so  increase  the  acreage  and  locate  the  boundaries  as  to  secure 
the  Government  against  annoyance  in  the  future. 

This  estimate  is  submitted  in  accordance  with  instructions  of  the  Secretary  of  War  contained  in  indorsement 
of  Dec.  27,  1910.—/.  B.  AlesTiire,  Quartermaster  General,  U.  S.  Army. 

Bridge  at  Fort  Riley,  Kans.~ 

For  the  construction  of  a  steel  bridge  across  the  Kansas  River,  at  Fort  Riley,  Kans.,  to  render 
accessible  the  drill  ground  for  the  cavalry  at  Smoky  Hill  Flats  (submitted)  


Note. — The  bridge  across  the  Kansas  River  at  Fort  Riley,  Kans.,  was  partially  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  night 
of  June  24-25,  1911.  That  bridge  coimected  the  post  proper  with  Smoky  Hill  Flats,  which  have  been  used  for  the 
cavalry  drill  ground,  also  for  polo  field,  golf  links,  tennis  courts,  etc., where  the  oflicers  of  the  post  take  their  pre- 
scribed daily  exercise.  There  is  no  other  place  on  the  reservation  where  a  mounted  com.mand  of  the  size  of  the 
garrison  of  Fort  Riley  can  be  so  conveniently  reviewed  and  inspected.  It  is  believed  to  be  in  the  interest  of 
economy  that  instead  of  repairing  the  old  bridge  at  an  estimated  cost  of  about  $15,000  and  expending  later  on  an 
equal  or"  greater  amount  to  replace  the  portion  of  the  old  structure  still  standing,  which  it  is  reported  will  not  last 
three  years,  a  steel  bridge  should  be  constructed,  utili/.ing  such  of  the  present  caisson  piers  as  are  in  good  condition, 
which"  it  is  believed  can  be  accomplished  for  the  $50,000  now  estimated  for. 

This  estimate  is  submitted  in  compliance  with  instructions  conveyed  in  indorsement  of  September  8,  from  the 
office  of  the  .\djutant  General  of  the  Army. — J.  B.Aleshire,  Quartermaster  General,  V.  S.  Army. 

Adjustment  Boundary  Lines  on  Island  of  Key  West,  Fla. — 

The  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  exchange  conveyances  with  the 
Florida  East  Coast  Railway  Co.  for  the  adj"ustment  of  a  boundary  line  between  the  military 
reservation  of  Key  West  Barracks,  on  the  Island  of  Key  West,  Fla.,  and  the  land  in  front  of 
said  reservation  filled  in  by  said  railway  company  under  the  permission  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  as  authorized  by  law,  in  accordance  with  the  memorandum  of  agreement  between  said 
railway  company  and  Maj.  G.  Q.  Bailey,  quartermaster.  United  States  Army,  dated  Dec.  5, 
1910,  which  agreement  is  hereby  ratified  (submitted). 

Note. — The  fill  referred  to  was  authorized  imder  act  of  Congress  (34  Stat.  L.,  1169),  and  the  line  of  low  water 
which  separates  the  land  filled  or  to  be  filled  by  the  Florida  East  Coast  Railway  Co.  from  the  upland  of  the  military 
reservation  is  a  very  irregular  line,  wliich  makes  it  desirable  to  establish  a  dividing  line  whicli  will  include  and  ex- 
clude approximately  equal  areas,  this  being  to  the  mutual  interests  of  both  parties  to  the  agreement.—/.  B.  Aleshire, 
Quartermaster  Central,  United  States  Army. 

Grant  of  Land  by  the  State  of  Wyoming  for  Enlargement  Military  Reservation,  Fort  Mackenzie,  Wyo. — 
The  grant  by  the  State  of  Wyoming  by  act  of  its  legislature  approved  Feb.  21,  1905,  of  title  to 
and  jurisdiction  over  the  northeast  quarter  and  northwest  quarter  of  southeast  quarter  of 
section  18,  township  56  range  84  W.,  of  the  sixth  principal  meridian,  in  the  county  of 
Sheridan  and  State  of  Wyoming,  for  the  enlargement  of  the  military  reservation  of  Fort  Mac- 
kenzie, in  said  State,  is  hereby  accepted;  and  the  State  is  hereby  permitted  to  select  and 
have  patented  to  it,  in  compensation  for  said  grant,  an  equal  area  of  any  of  the  unoccupied, 
nonmineral,  untimbered  public  lands  subject  to  entry  within  tbe  State  of  Wyoming  (sub- 
mitted). 

XoTE. — It  is  believed  that  the  tracts  ceded  by  the  State  of  Wyoming,  referred  to,  which  extends  into  the  Fort 
Mackenzie  Military  Reservation,  will  make  the  reservation  much  better  adapted  for  military  uses.  In  letter  of  the 
secretary  of  state  of  Wyoming,  dated  May  5,  1911,  he  stated  that,  "while  the  act  does  not  specifically  so  state,  the 
State  of  Wyoming  will  undoubtedly  follow  its  usual  custom  and  select  new  lands  as  compensation  for  the  land 
referred  to." — /.  B.  Aleshire,  Quartermaster  General,  United  States  Army.

Roadway  Conveyed  to  City  of  Seattle,  Wash. — 

The  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  convey  to  the  city  of  Seattle,  Wash., 
all  the  riglit  and  title  of  the  United  States  in  and  io  the  Gorermnent  roadway  leading  from 
the  east  boundary  of  the  military  reser\  alion  of  l<"ort  I.aw  ton,  at  Jlagnolia  ]{lull,  adjoining  said 
city,  to  a  wharf  site  in  said  city,  upon  the  condition  that  the  roadway  so  conveyed  Hhall  be 
kept  open  and  maintained  without  cost  to  the  United  States  as  a  ])ublic  street  (;f  the  city  of 
Seattle  (submitted).. 

NOTK.— Uy  several  di'cds  the  tliiitcd  Stales  acquired  a  fee  simple  liUe  to  the  roadway  from  the  east  boundary  of 
Ihe  Korl  l.awtoii  MiliCary  Reservaliou  to  a  wharf  site  in  the  city  of  Seattle,  Wash.  The  deeds  called  for  a  nominal 
consideration,  and  set  forth  that  llie  premises  were  conveyed  "for  the  purpose  of  a  road  or  highway  to  be  constructed 
and  maintained  thereon  by  the  said  party  of  Ihe  second  part,"  and  reserved  to  the  grantors  to  lay  sewer  and  water 
pipes,  jjas  mains,  conduits  for  electrical  transmission,  etc.,  within  the  limits  of  the  strip  conveyed  to  the  t'nited 
States."  It  now  appears  that  city  lots  have  lieen  laid  out  on  both  sides  of  this  roadway  for  its  entire  length,  so  that 
it  has  become,  substanlially.a  city  street;  and  it  is  proposed  to  turn  il  over  to  the  city  of  Seattle  to  be  maintained 
by  the  city.  This  will  require  congressional  authority.  The  city  government  is  favorable  to  having  this  action 
taken.— y.  B.  AUsMre,  Quarlcrmaslcr  General,  United  Slates  Army. 

The  Exfension  of  St.  Claude  Street,  New  Orleans,  La. — 

The  extension  of  St.  ('laude  Street,  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  along 
and  through  the  property  of  the  United  States  known  as  the  military  reservation  of  Jackson 
Barracks  is  hereby  authorized,  said  extension  to  be  of  the  same  width  and  a  continuation  of 
the  same  lines  as  said  street  has  to  the  west  side  of  said  military  reservation,  ujjon  condition 
that  the  said  street  shall  be  improved  and  maintained  without  cost  to  the  United  States  as  a 
l)ablic  street  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  (submitted). 

Note.— Nothing  has  been  found  in  the  records  of  the  War  Department  to  indicate  that  the  e.xtension  of  St.  Claude 
Street  across  the  Jaclcson  Barracks  Military  Reservation  was  ever  authorized  by  Congress;  neither  does  it  appear 
that  a  right  of  way  was  ever  granted  to  the  I^ouisiana  Southern  Ry.  within  the  "part  of  this  street  within  tlie  reser- 
vation. This  road  or  street  appears  to  have  been  on  the  reservation  for  over  60  years.  The  Secretary  of  War  has 
approved  recommendation  of  the  Judge  .\dvocate  (ieneral  of  the  Army,  Sept.  19, 1!)10.  that  this  matter  be  submitted 
to  Congress  with  the  recommendation  that  the  extension  of  St.  Claude  Street  along  and  through  the  property  of  the 
United  States  be  authorized  of  the  same  width  as  the  said  street  is  to  the  west  of  the  reservation.  Owing  to  the 
length  of  this  reservation  a  street  at  this  point  has  been  a  necessity,  and  this  street  appears  to  have  been  actually 
extended  across  the  reservation  subsequent  to  the  purchaseof  same. — J.  B.  Akshire,  Quartermaster  General,  United 
States  Army.

Note. — The  appropriations  of  the  past  seven  years  have  proven  inadequate  to  maintain  the  liighway  and 
brldses  of  the  siiiu'le-track  road  system  with  which  the  park  is  provided,  as  described  in  the  .Vnnual  Report  of  the 
Chief  of  Engineers  for  laoG,  page  S27,  and  conditions  are  such  that  a  total  interruption  of  traffic  is  liable  to  occur  at 
any  time.  \  number  of  bridges  on  the  belt  line  are  wooden  structures  built  19  and  20  years  ago,  some  of  which 
are  now  repjrted  as  menaces  to  life.  These  should  at  once  be  replaced  by  steel  or  concrete  structures.  There 
is  alsj  urgent  necessity  for  substituting  in  dangerous  places  walls  of  concrete,  or  of  stone  laid  in  mortar,  for 
certain  old,  dry  stone  retaining  walls  which  liave  deteriorated  so  far  as  to  be  unsafe.  Rock-crashing  machinery 
and  other  plant  and  appliances  should  also  be  jpurchased,  and  the  sum  of  $150,000  is  considered  as  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  the  work  required  during  the  fiscal  j'eai'. 

Under  the  constantly  increasing  traiTic  the  system  of  roads  in  the  park  is  deteriorating  year  by  year,  and  it 
becomes  each  year  increasingly  ditHcult  to  keep  the  system  open  to  traffic  with  the  insufficient  funds  available, 
and  much  really  necessary  work  is  perforce  deferred. 

The  deterioration  of  the  road  bed  becomes  more  rapid  if  repairs  are  delayed,  and  the  ultimate  result  of  an  insuffi- 
cient proxisioii  of  funds  will  be  that  portions  of  the  road  system  must  be  closed  to  the  public,  or  appropriations 
for  restoration  will  be  required  far  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  would  have  sufficed  if  the  work  could  have  been 
undertaken  in  time.

Dear  Sir:  Referring  to  your  request  for  an  inspection  and  report  relative  to  fire  protection  and  watch  patrol 
of  the  Pension  Office  Building,  I  am  sending  you  herewith  a  report  of  the  fire  marshal  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
in  the  premises.

Sir:  Relative  to  the  request  of  Mr.  Clement  Ucker,  chief  clerk,  Department  of  the  Interior,  that  an  examination 
be  made  of  the  building  occupied  by  the  United  States  l-'ension  Otlice,  located  at  Fourth,  Fifth,  F,  and  Q  Streets 
NW.,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  if  proper  protection  is  afforded  to  guard  against  fire. 


I  have  the  lionor  to  state  that,  accompanied  by  a  committee  appointed  by  Mr.  Ucker,  consistmg  of  Capt.  Osborn 
and  Engineer  Hill,  from  Interior  Department  proper,  and  Supt.  J  ones  and  Electrician  Gibson,  from  tlie  Tension  Otlice, 
an  e.xamination  was  maile  of  the  building,  as  follows; 


The  building  is  four  stories  in  height  and  what  is  termed  fireproof  construction. 
The  rooms  occupied  bv  the  different  ljureaus  are  located  around  the  four  sides  of  the  building,  leaving  the  center 
an  open  court;  from  the  first  to  thirrl  doors  inclusive  is  occupied  for  office  purposes,  and  contains  the  usual  amount 
of  combustible  material  found  in  such  buildings,  consisting  of  wood  office  furniture  and  file  cases. 

The  fourth  fioor  is  where  the  worst  conditions  exist.  I  found  wood  shelving  filled  v»ith  official  documents,  and 
this  shelving  and  documents  take  up  the  space  from  floor  to  ceiling,  with  narrow  aisles  between  the  different  rows 
of  shelving.  This  condition  I  consider  very  congested,  tor  the  reason  that  in  the  event  of  a  fire  on  the  fourth  floor, 
where  these  files  or  records  are  kept,  the  fire  department  would  encounter  considerable  difficulty  in  the  extinguish- 
ment of  the  fire,  due  to  the  time  required  to  reach  the  fire  and  its  congested  condition,  not  to  speak  of  the  damage 
that  would  sureiv  be  the  result  to  the  building  and  contents  bv  fire  and  water. 

There  are  :il  fire  extinguishers  distributed  through  the  building  on  the  different  floors  to  the  best  possible  advan- 
tage. Tliere  is  only  1  fire  extinguisher  in  the  basement,  which  I  do  not  deem  sufficient.  These  fire  extinguishers 
are  very  good  for  small  fires,  but  not  to  cope  with  a  fire  of  any  magnitude.  There  are  standpijjes  on  each  floor,  but 
are  not  equipped  with  hose  and  are  inadequate  for  the  reason  that  the  water  pressure  is  not  sufficient  to  reach  tlie 
top  floor. 

From  an  investigation  made  of  the  working  and  drilling,  the  watcli  force,  togetlier  with  the  assignment  and 
registry  system,  is  all  that  could  be  desired  if  the  present  code  of  signals  are  enforced,  for  the  better  protection  of  the 
occupants  and  building. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  storage  of  all  the  wood  shelvuig  and  file  cases,  together  with  the  official  docu- 
ments on  the  fourth  floor,  be  discontinued  and  tliat  more  suitable  rooms  be  provided;  either  provide  an  absolute 
fireproof  compartment  or  provifle  metal  cabinets,  and  the  selection  of  suitable  rooms  should  be  as  near  the  ground 
as  possible.  If  the  basement  is  selected  for  the  storage  of  the  official  records,  suitable  provisions  shoul<l  be  made  that 
would  enable  the  fire  department  to  obtain  easy  access  to  the  rooms,  and  properly  ventilated.  As  a  matter  uf  further 
precaution  all  the  wood  file  cases  aiid  office  fviViiiture  shoidd  be  replaced  with  metal  cabinets  and  metal  furniture. 

I  turtlier  recommend  that  two  additional  fire  extinguishers  be  provided  for  basement,  one  to  be  located  near  the 
center  and  one  to  be  located  near  the  west  end  of  basement. 

Owing  to  the  abandonment  of  the  present  standpipe,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  pressure  of  water  is  inadequate  to 
cope  with  a  fire  above  the  second  floor,  I  recommend  that  this  system  be  replaced  with  a  chemical  storage  system, 
for  the  reason  that  the  chemical  system  is  almost  instantaneous  it  properly  installed  and  the  handling  of  tlie  hose 
would  be  easier  and  lighter  for  the  watch  force.  If  the  standpipes  were  equipped  witli  hose,  owing  to  the  size  and 
weight  when  filled  witli  water,  I  doubt  very  much  if  the  watchmen  would  be  physically  able  to  handle  the  fire  hose. 
The  hose  should  be  rnbber  lined  and  in  .5(l-foot  lengths. 

I  further  recommend  that  three  fire  hydrants  be  installed  on  reservation  on  outside  of  building,  one  on  the  east, 
one  on  the  west,  and  one  on  the  south  side  of  the  building  near  driveway,  easily  accessible  for  the  use  of  the  fire 
department,  for  the  reason  that  in  case  of  a  fire  in  the  building  more  elfieient  service  can  be  rendered;  under  present 
conditions  the  nearest  fire  hydrants  are  located  on  the  outside  of  the  reservation  and  require  longer  leads  and  more 
hose  to  reach  the  building. 

I  further  recommend  that  all  the  gas  tubing  in  use  in  the  lunch  room  in  basement  be  removed  and  replaced  with 
gas  pipe.  Also  remove  the  wood  partitions  in  east  end  of  basement  and  provide  a  metal  or  a  metal-lined  box  with 
self-closing  door  for  the  storage  of  sawdust  in  lieu  of  the  present  wooden  box. 

I  further  recommend  that  a  megaphone  be  provided  for  the  use  of  the  watchmen  on  each  floor  to  be  used  in  case 
of  a  fire.   Should  the  bell  system  fail  to  work  satisfactory  the  megaphone  could  be  used  to  attract  attention. 

I  further  reconunend  that  a  system  of  signal  gongs  be  installed  on  the  different  floors  where  there  are  a  number  of 
people  employed,  in  connection  with  a  system  of  tire  drills  which  should  be  inaugurated  in  order  to  thoroughly 
familiarize  each  and  every  one  employe<l  in  the  building  as  to  the  proper  means  of  escape,  to  be  used  in  case  of  fife 
or  other  emergency.

Sir:  I  respectfully  recommend  for  your  consideration  the  following  items  in  vour  estimates  for  tlie  fiscal  year 
1912-13: 

hirst,  for  new  roof  on  Pension  Office  Building.  "fThe  present  roof  is  of  copjier  and  in  very  bad  repair  owing  to 
original  construction.  The  roof  was  formerly  what  is  known  as  a  llat-seam  roof,  laid  on  three-fourtlis  inch  sheeting 
and  nailed  down  the  center  of  each  sheet,  without  any  expiuision  joints,  and  during  hot  weather  the  expansion 
caused  from  the  heat  of  the  sun  buckles  the  copper  and  draw  s  the  nails.  It  also  causes  the  sheets  of  cojjper  to  break 
clear  acro.'is.  rausing  large  leaks  in  the  roof  it  takes  the  lime  of  one  man  almost  continually  to  keep  tlie  roof  in 
repair.  .\lso  the  skylights,  L'O  in  number,  were  construi  ted  in  wood,  with  .side  windows  The  woodwork  rotted 
away,  until  it  is  alniost  impossible  to  keep  them  in  repair.  tJn  two  occasions  this  summer,  during  heavy  storms, 
two  skylights  were  blown  entirely  olT,  one  of  them  landing  soracw  here  in  the  street,  I  do  not  know  where,  as  we 
never  found  it  1  would  ret-onnncnd  that  a  new  roof  be  jiut  on  the  entire  building,  the  roof  to  be  of  best  charcoal 
iron  There  are  10J.2-'0  scptare  feet  of  rooi  on  this  building  The  estimated  cost  of  this  roof,  skylights,  and  necessary 
gutters  complete  would  not  exceed  .?2d,l)0()  This  estimate  would  be  sullicient  to  replace  all  skylights  with  iron 
where  wood  is  now  used.  '1  he  skylights  alone  are  estimated  at  $2,000  This  estimate  would  also  cover  the  expense 
of  carefully  taking  otf  the  j)rescnl  copper  and  trimming  it  and  saving  the  best  of  it  at  a  loss  of  about  one-third  of  the 
present  copper,  and  the  purchase  ol  the  additional  copper  and  jiutting  it  on  in  what  is  Imown  as  a  strip  roof,  which 
would  make  a  first-class  copper  roof 

Second,  also  the  plumbing  and  toilets  are  in  a  deplorable  condition,  and  if  not  rc]jlaced  by  new  ones  in  the  near 
future  some  of  the  toilet  rooms  will  have  to  be  closed.  There  arc  eight  toilet  rooms  in  this  building,  each  containing 
eight  stools  IWoof  tliem  are  for  the  use  of  ladies  and  six  lor  men.  and  as  there  are  a)  on  I  l.:;(liii.cople  employed  in  the 
building,  you  can  readily  .see  there  are  none  to  spare  We  have  to  use  large  quantities  of  disinfei  tants  lo  keep  down 
the  odors,  but  this  is  oiily  using  one  disagiecable  odor  to  kill  the  other.  As  the  waste  jjipes  will  all  have  to  be  re- 
newed, there  is  only  one  thing  to  be  done,  and  that  is  to  replace  the  entire  system  by  a  new  one.  The  estimated  cost 
of  the  entire  plumbing  is  ?20,000  This  sum  includes  new  tile  floors  or  approved  lloor  to  replace  the  yjrcsentcon- 
crete  floor,  new  waste  pipes,  lavatories,  and  everyttiing  complete 

Third,  1  also  rec  ommend  that  the  windows  in  the  entire  building  lie  changed  fron!  the  jirescnt  French  window  to 
a  four-bar  sash  window,  including  windows,  window  frames,  sills,  and  weights  '1  lie  pre^enl  w  indows  are  rotting 
away,  and  frequently  in  w  indy  weather  the  entire  window  blows  out,  which  might  c  aii.^e  ( unsiiierable  damage  to 
valuable  records  from  rain  or  snow,  to  say  nothing  of  lurnitiire,  lloors.  and  walls  By  i  lianging  I  hese  windows  as  above 
mentioned  it  would  make  this  the  besi-ventilatcd  building  in  (he  department.  By  taking  the  gla.ss  in  the  present 
windows  and  using  it  lor  wind  shields  at  the  bottom  of  the  window  si  he  lower  sash  could  be  left  up  a  couple  of  inihes, 
keeping  a  good  cimilation  at  all  times,  without  the  clerks  having  to  leave  their  desks,  as  they  do  at  the  present  time 
four  or  five  times  a  day,  while  the  rooms  are  ventilated.  The  estimated  cost  for  windows,  frames,  sills,  installed 
complete,  is  S8,000 

Fourth,  also  the  rewiring  ol  the  entire  building  The  present  wiring  is  now  in  wooden  molding,  the  main  running 
along  the  corridors.  Branching  in  the  rooms,  the  wires  are  incased  in  a  wooden  molding,  wliich  is  not  in  accord 
with  the  fire  regulation,  and  is  a  menace  to  the  building  at  all  times  I  find  the  insulation  of  the  mains  and  many 
of  the  feeders  has  become  vulcanized,  hard  and  brittle,  which  might  cause  a  fire  at  any  time.  'J'he  estimated  cost  of 
rewiring  the  building  is  510,000. 

Fifth,  also  for  extending  the  8-inch  water  main  from  Fourth  to  Fifth  Street  through  the  park  on  south  side  of  build- 
ing, and  placing  a  fire  plug  at  east  end  of  building,  75  feet  from  building,  and  another  fire  plugat  south  entrance, 
7.5  feet  from  the  building,  for  better  fire  protection,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  city  fire  marshal 
and  also  the  department  fire  committee  The  estimated  cost  is  $1,500  The  nearest  fire  plug  at  present  is  located 
at  Fourth  and  F  Streets,  about  -100  feet  from  the  nearest  entrance  to  the  building 

^xth,  also  the  paint  ing  of  the  entire  inside  of  the  iiuilding  from  the  roof  down,  lialconies,  and  the  columns  in  the 
court  (not  the  rooms):  the  walls  and  columns  around  the  court  have  not  been  j)ainted  for  many  years  and  are  in  a  very 
bad  condition.    Tlie  estimated  cost  of  the  work,  including  labor  and  material,  would  be  $10,000.

Sir:  Replying  to  your  verbal  order  of  some  time  since,  I  .submit  herewith  an  estimate  of  $3,500  to  cover  the  instal- 
lation of  a  concrete  or  brick  tunnel  to  connect  the  Patent  and  old  Post  Office  buildings  by  passing  beneath  F  Street 
parallel  with  the  present  tunnel,  which  was  authorized  by  the  deficiency  act  of  June  1,  1902  (32  Stat.,  569).  The 
following  reasons  are  given  why  this  installation  should  be  made: 

The  present  tunnel  contains  all  the  heating  and  water  pipes  for  the  Patent  and  Pension  Office  buildings,  and 
also  electric  light,  power,  and  telephone  cables  These  pipes  and  wires  have  obstructed  this  tunnel  in  .such  a  man- 
ner that  it  is  not  available  for  persons  to  pass  through,  and  should  trouble  occur  on  the  heating  lines  or  electric  cables 
it  would  be  extremely  hard  to  make  repairs  without  a  great  expense 

The  new  tunnel  asked  for  is  to  contain  only  the  electric  lighting,  power,  and  telephone  wires  and  water  pipes, 
and  in  the  future  the  refrigerating  pipes  of  tlie  ammonia  compressors  for  the  ice  plant,  which  will  eventually  be 
located  in  the  engine  room  of  the  old  Post-Office  building.  This  tunnel  is  to  be  made  large  enough  for  employees 
to  pa.ss  through  with  comfort  from  one  building  to  the  other,  which  will  be  a  great  saving  of  time  for  the  mechanical 
forces,  especially  in  inclement  weather. 

I  trust  that  this  will  meet  with  your  approval,  as  it  is  very  necessary  and  will  add,  from  an  economical  stand- 
point, largely  to  the  present  plant,  from  the  fact  that  it  would  not  only  be  a  great  expense  to  repair  the  cables,  should 
a  short  circuit  octoir,  but  might  cause  a  serious  shutdown  of  the  plant.

Note.— This  item  is  in  lieu  of  a  previously  requested  appropriation  of  ?1(jO,000  for  a  new  building  for  the  crimmal 
insane,  and  is  based  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  special  committee  which  has  spent  considerable  time  in  study- 
ing the  accommodations  for  the  criminal  insane  and  the  problem  of  their  future  care  at  the  hospital.  The  present 
building  has  never  been  altogether  safe  for  such  a  dangerous  class  of  patients,  and  although  its  safety  has  recently 
been  increased  by  remodeling  the  window  guards,  still  it  is  considered  that  further  safeguard  should  be  taken.  It 
seems  most  feasible  to  construct  a  cement  wall  24  feet  in  height  about  the  building  at  a  considerable  distance.  This 
will  not  only  render  escape  from  the  building  practically  impossible,  but  will  give  a  much  needed  outside  court- 
yard for  exercise.  The  construction  of  a  shop  and  storehouse  building  is  made  necessary  in  connection  with  this 
proposed  wall  for  the  reason  that  the  basement  of  Howard  Hall  is  at  present  used  as  a  shop  and  storehouse,  and 
if  a  wall  were  constructed  about  the  building  the  use  of  the  ba.sement  for  these  purposes  would  have  to  be  aban- 
doned, and,  as  there  is  no  other  available  place  to  which  to  move,  the  construction  of  a  separate  building  is  ren- 
dered necessary. 

Note.— This  estimate  has  been  presented  in  accordance  with  the  special  report  made  by  the  special  committee 
appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  inquiry  into  the  needs  of  the  Government 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  and  for  outlining  the  future  policy  of  its  growth.  It  is  believed  to  be  essential  as  a  matter 
of  public  safety  so  long  as  the  criminal  insane  are  maintained  at  the  institution. 

For  the  construction  and  equipment  of  an  epileptic  group  to  accommodate  140  patients,  $160,000 
is  needed  (submitted)   160, 000.  00 

Note.— The  hospital  ha«  b3;n  increasing  rapidly  in  size  lately,  and  the  1,000  beds  for  which  the  hospital  extension 
was  constructed  are  already  filled.  In  certain  portions  of  the  hospital  wo  are  beginning  now  to  see  evidences  of 
crowding.  It  is  therefore  the  part  of  wisdom  to  provide  for  further  growth,  and  in  making  this  provision  it  is  deemed 
desirable  to  build  such  extensions  as  will  enable  a  hotter  classirxcation  of  the  hospit'il  population.  Whereas  the  epi- 
leptics are  at  present  fairly  well  segregated,  thsy  are  in  wards  that  were  built  for  a  different  class  of  patients.  The 
buildings  of  an  epileptic  group  can  be  so  constructed  as  to  admit  of  indefinite  extension,  and  will  give  this  cla,ss  of 
patients  a  character  of  surroundings  much  better  suited  to  them  than  they  now  have,  while  the  wards  they  now 
occupy  can  be  nsed  for  the  genoral  purpose  of  the  hospital  population.  The  estimated  cost  on  a  basis  of  .Sl.dOO  per 
capita  is  considored,  under  all  conditions,  to  be  reasonable,  while  SlOO  per  capita  has  been  allowed  for  equipment. 
The  additional  $f,.000  is  intended  to  include  the  cost  of  the  plans,  thr-  architect's  fees,  advertising,  etc. 

Note.— The  estimate  for  this  group  of  buildings  is  along  the  lines  recommended  in  the  report  of  the  special  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Secretary  to  report  upon  the  needs  of  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  and  its 
future  policy.

Note. — The  need  of  additional  land  is  recognized  by  tfie  special  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  needs 
and  future  policy  of  the  hospital,  and  its  purchase  has  been  recommende;!  in  the  committee's  report. 

For  new  barns  and  piggeries,  $65,000  (submitted)   65, 000.  00 

Note.— The  present  buildings  comprising  tlie  l)ams  and  pi.ggeries  are  located  on  the  east  side  of  Nichols  Avenue 
and  immediately  fronting  on  it. 

All  of  these  buildings  are  very  old,  and  many  of  them  in  extremely  dilapidated  and  disgraceful  condition.  It  is 
desired  to  constnict  entirely  new  buildings  to  take  their  i^laco.  The  buildings  are  not  only  old  and  dilapidated,  l)ut 
it  is  impossible  because  of  tlie.se  conditions  to  Iceep  then;  i!i  proper  sanitary  condition,  while  one  of  the  barns  is  posi- 
tively unsafe.    It  is  desired  to  construct  a  daii-j-  )>am  consisting  of  four  units,  each  to  accommodate  oO  cows,  and 

Biggeries  to  acconuiiodate  (  CO  pigs.  A  recent  in\estigation  of  the  dairy  conditions  by  ane  <pci  t  from  the  .\gricultural 
leparlment  showed  them  in  a  very  unfavoralile  light,  and  tndicatecl  very  clearly  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  im- 
prove them.  Milk  is  one  of  the  most  important  and  staple  articles  of  diet  in  the  hospital  and  should  be  produced 
m  a  way  to  insure  its  freedom  from  oven  tlie  suspicion  of  disease. 

The  Agricultural  Department  has  cooperated  with  tlio  hospital  and  has  prepared  plans  for  a  dairy  barn  which 
are  in  accordance  with  the  latest  ideas  of  what  such  a  structure  should  be. 

Note.  —This  item  is  also  approved  by  the  special  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  needs  and  future  policy 
of  the  hospital. 

For  a  fence  to  be  placed  along  the  frontage  of  the  hospital  grounds  on  the  east  side  of  Nichols

Light  Vesseh,  General  Service — 

No.  1.  For  constructing  and  equipping  light  vessels  for  general  service  (act  June  17,  1910,  vol. 
36,  p.  534,  sec.  1;  submitted)  


Note. — The  Lighthouse  Service  has  65  light  vessels.  Some  of  these  are  now  in  bad  condition  and  others  are 
unseaworthy;  a  number  of  them  are  more  than  50  years  old.  One  vessel  has  been  condemned  during  the  past  fiscal 
year,  and  two  more  must  soon  be  c  ndemned  as  i  ot  worth  repairing.  To  raliovo  this  number  of  vessels  for  neces- 
sary annual  overhauling  and  lepairs  and  replace  those  worn  out  in  si'rvice.  it  is  essential  that  on  an  average  several 
be  built  each  year.  It  is  djsirabln  to  leave  Ih;  inattei  of  which  vo.ssjIs  should  1)3  replaced  until  the  time  of  pre- 
paring the  plans  for  the  new  vessels.  One  light  vcissel  for  general  SuTvice,  at  5130,000,  was  authorized  by  the  act 
of  June  17,  1910  (36  Stat.,  p.  534),  but  has  never  been  appropriated  for. 

Lighthouse  Tender,  General  Service — 

No.  2.  The  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labor  is  hereby  authorized  to  use  the  appropriation  of 
$60,000  for  a  tender  for  the  fifteenth  (now  the  thirteenth)  lighthouse  district,  made  by  the 
act  of  Mar.  4,  1907  (34  Stat.,  p.  1319),  for  constructing  a  tender  for  general  service  (acts 
Feb.  26,  1907,  vol.  34,  p.  996,  sec.  1 ;  Mar.  4,  1907,  vol.  34,  p.  1319,  sec.  1 ;  submitted). 

Note.— Under  the  reorganization  and  the  plan  of  cooperation  with  the  olTicers  in  charge  of  the  river  improve- 
ments, it  is  not  necessary  now  to  build  a  new  tender  for  this  district,  but  it  is  important  that  new  tenders  be  con- 
structed to  replace  lighthouse  tenders  in  other  districts,  worn  out  in  service.  The  Lighthouse  Service  has  48  tenders: 
some  of  these  are  now  in  poor  condition,  and  a  number  of  them  are  quite  old.  Five  tenders  have  been  condemned 
during  the  past  year  ancf  two  more  must  be  condemned  In  the  early  future.  To  maintain  this  number  of  vessels 
it  will  be  necessary  to  build  on  an  average  one  or  more  new  tenders  each  year.

No.  4.  For  establishing  aids  to  navisjation  in  Pearl  Harbor,  Hawaii  (submitted)  


NoTK.  In  view  of  the  faci  that  the  <  '.o  verninent  has  authorized  the  establishment  of  a  naval  station  at  this  point, 
it  is  essential  that  the  channels  and  entrance  be  properly  marked;  this  is  rendered  more  important  by  the  set  of 
the  current,  wliich  is  usually  across  tlie  channel  in  the  approach,  and  also  on  account  of  the  prevailing  northeasterly 
winds.  It  is  reported  that  the  dredging  of  the  channel  will  bo  conipleted  in  1912,  and  the  necessary  aids  to  navi- 
gation should  then  be  available. 

Aids  to  Navigation,  St.  Marys  River,  Mich. — 

No.  5.  For  making;  repairs  and  improvements  to  aids  to  navigation  in  the  St.  Marys  River, 
Mich,  (sabmitted)  


Note. — Many  of  the  beacons  have  been  seriously  damaged  by  ice  and  decay  and  require  immediate  rei)air.  These 
aids  are  of  great  importance  to  a  large  amount  of  shipping  and  should  be  put  in  an  efficient  condition. 

Cape  St.  Elias  Light  Station,  Alaska — 

No.  6.  For  establishing  a  light  and  fog  signal  at  or  near  Cape  St.  Elias,  Alaska  (submitted)  


Note.— This  point  is  one  of  the  most  important  to  navigation  in  southern  \laska,  being  a  landfall  for  nearly  all 
vessels  between  southeastern  and  western  Alaska  and  for  vessels  bound  to  Prince  W  illiam  Sound.  This  is  a  coast 
frequented  by  fog  and  stor.ns  and  many  requests  have  been  received  for  this  aid  to  navigation,  and  it  is  believed 
to  be  the  most  urgently  needed  in  Alaska. 

Ashtabula  Harbor  Range  Lights,  Ohio — 

No.  7.  For  rearranging,  rebuilding,  and  improving  the  aids  to  navigation  at  Ashtabula  Harbor, 
Ohio  (submitted)  


Note.— Extensive  iuprovenent  work  is  in  progress  for  the  enlargeineat  of  Ashtabula  Harbor,  involving  the 
construction  of  new  breakwaters  and  the  extension  of  the  west  breakwater  on  which  the  present  light  and  fog  signal 
are  locate  1.  This  work  will  necessitate  a  rearrange  nent  of  the  aids  to  navigation  and  the  rebuilding  of  the  main 
light  and  fog  signal  in  a  new  position.  This  appropriation  should  bo  available  so  that  there  will  be  no  delay  when 
the  new  breakwater  is  completed. 

Cleveland  Harbor  Breakwater  Light  Station,  Ohio — 

No.  8.  For  removing,  reconstructing,  and  improving  the  fog-signal  station  at  Cleveland,  Ohio 
(sabmitted)  


Note.  —The  present  steam-whistle  fog  signal  is  situated  at  the  Cleveland  West  Breakwater  East  End  Light. 
The  completion  of  the  rubble-mound  breakwater  arms  and  the  recent  establishment  of  the  main  light  on  the  west 
breakwater  pierhead  necessitates  the  re  noval  of  the  present  fog  signal  to  the  new  main  light  in  order  to  obtain  the 
highest  elficieney  of  the  fog  signal  and  concentrate  the  duties  of  the  keepers.  In  view  of  the  prevailing  thick 
weather  at  Clevelp.nd,  principally  caused  by  smoke  from  the  city,  this  station  should  be  equipped  with  the  most 
modem  fog-signal  apparatus. 

Son  .Tuan  Lighthouse  Depot,  P.  R. — 

No.  9.  Authority  is  hereby  granted  for  the  transfer  from  the  Navy  Department  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Labor,  for  use  as  a  lighthouse  depot,  of  such  part  of  the  naval  res- 
ervation at  San  Juan,  P.  R.,  as  may  be  useful  for  such  purpose. 

Note.— The  present  lighthouse  depot  at  San  Juan  is  inadequate  for  the  district  of  Porto  Rico.  Considerable 
additional  appropriations  would  be  necessary  to  proviile  the  station  with  suiticient  dock, storasre, and  office  accom- 
modations. On  account  of  insu  Jicient  facilities  at  the  present  depot  some  parts  of  the  navy  yard  have  been  used 
heretofore.  With  the  discontinuance  of  the  active  use  of  the  navy  yard  by  the  Navy  Department,  excellent  facili- 
ties could  be  afforded  for  a  lighthouse  depot  at  less  expense  than  at  the  present  depot,  and  the  latter  could  be  trans- 
ferred for  other  use. 

Cape  Fear  River  Lights,  N.  C. — 

No.  10.  For  completing  the  lighting  and  marking  with  aids  to  navigation  of  Cape  Fear  River, 
N.  C.  (acts  June  17,  1910,  vol.  36,  p.  536,  sec.  'l;  Mar.  4,  1911,  vol.  36,  p.  1431,  sec.  1;  sub- 
mitted)  


Note.— The  act  of  June  17,  1910  (3<^  Stat.,  p.  536),  authorized  the  construction  of  suitable  lights  and  signals  in 
Cape  Fear  River,  below  Wilmington,  N.  C,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $21,000,  which  amount  was  appropriated  by 
the  act  of  "''ar.  4,  1911  (.36  Stat.,  p.  1431).  It  is  now  foULd  that  to  complete  the  nroper  lighting,  etc.,  of  this  river 
and  to  purchase  the  necessary  apparatus,  material,  etc.,  will  require  ?30,000  additional.  The  poor  condition  of 
the  existing  aids  and  the  changes  in  the  channel  resulting  from  improvement  work  make  the  reconstruction  of 
the  aids  important.

Ko.  11.  The  Secretary  of  Coniiiierce  and  Labor  is  authorized  to  station  the  light  vessel,  for 
which  appropriation  was  made  in  the  act  of  May  27,  1908,  or  any  other  light  vessel,  at  such 
position  in  the  vicinity  of  Frying  Pan  Shoals  as  he  may  determine  to  be  most  advantageous 
to  navigation  (acts  May  27,  1908,  vol.  35,  p.  331,  sec.  1;  June  17,  1910,  vol.  36,  p.  637,  sec.  3). 

Note.-  The  act  of  May  27,  190K,  nial<ing  appropriation  for  a  light  vessel  specified  a  definite  location  for  the 
vessel  and  also  prohibited  the  removal  of  a  lightship  "from  the  place  designated  for  its  station  in  the  act  author- 
izing its  construction."  The  latter  restriction  was  repealed  by  the  act  of  June  17,  1910.  Because  of  the  definite 
wording  of  the  act  making  ai)proiiriation  for  the  vessel,  it  has  not  been  felt  that  there  is  discretion  as  to  the  first 
placing  of  this  vessel,  and  it  has  l>een  located  accordingly.  The  effect  of  this  is  either  to  require  the  maintenance 
of  2  lignt  vessels  oiT  the  Frying  Pan  Shoals  at  a  distance  apart  of  only  12  miles  or  else  to  require  the  discontinuance 
of  a  light  ves.^el  ii.  the  outer  i)osition,  wliere  it  has  been  for  the  past  four  years.  The  maintenance  of  2  light  vessels 
in  this  vicinity  is  an  unnecessary  e.xpense;  2  vessels  are  not  considered  essential  to  the  interests  of  navigation 
under  existing  conditions,  and  none  of  the  maritinie  interests  have  contended  that  there  should  he  2  vessels:  the 
limited  number  of  light  vessels  available  for  service  does  not  warrant  the  placing  of  2  light  vessels  here.  With  the 
exception  of  local  interests  in  the  vicinity  of  Wilmington,  i)r:ictically  all  those  consulted,  including  maritime  bodies, 
steamship  companies,  and  officers  of  Government  marine  services,  agree  that  it  is  preferable  to  maintain  the  light- 
ship in  the  position  outside  of  all  dangers,  where  it  has  been  for  the  past  four  years. 

GROUP  NO.  2. 

Works  considered  essential  for  the  immediate  needs  of  navigation  and  for  the  efficient  equip- 
ment of  the  Lighthouse  Service: 

Aids  to  A^avigation,  Puget  Sound,  Washington — 

No.  1.  For  the  establishment  of  aids  to  navigation  and  for  the  improvement  of  existing  aids 
in  Puget  Sound",  Wash,  (submitted)  


Note. — Owing  to  the  lack  of  sufficient  aids  to  navigation,  the  navigation  of  the  waters  of  Puget  Sound  is  danger- 
ous in  bad  weather.   This  amotmt  is  required  for  the  establishment  or  improvement  of  aids  at  a  number  of  points. 

Guantanamo,  Cuba,  Keepers'  Dwelling — 

No.  2.  For  a  dwelling  for  keepers  of  the  lights  in  Guantanamo  Bay,  Cuba,  and  "for  improve- 
ing  the  lighting  (submitted)  


Note. — The  dwelling  at  this  station  was  d.:'Stroyed  during  tlie  late  insurrection,  and  since  the  occupation  of 
Guantanamo  by  the  United  States  the  keepers  have  been  compelled  to  live  in  a  wooden  shack  with  only  three  rooms 
to  house  three  keepers.  The  lights  in  charge  of  these  tliree  keepers  are  widely  separated.  With  the  installation  of 
acetylene  lights  as  proposed,  the  services  of  one  keeper  may  be  dispensed  with. 

Anacapa  Island  Light  Station,  California — 

No.  3.  For  establishing  a  light  and  fog  signal  station  on  or  in  the  vicinity  of  Anacapa  Island, 
Cal.  (act  June  17,  1910,  vol.  36,  p.  536,  sec.  1)  


Note. — This  island  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  points  on  the  southern  coast  of  California  to  pass  in  bad  weather, 
and  it  is  important  that  a  light  and  fog  signal  station  be  established  in  the  vicinity.  It  will  mark  the  southerly  side 
of  the  eastern  entrance  to  Santa  Barbara  Channel.  The  act  of  Jime  17,  1910  (36  Stat.,  p.  .Mfi),  authorized  a  light  and 
fog  signal  station  at  this  island,  but  no  appropriation  has  been  made  therefor. 

Lorain  Harbor  Light-Station,  Ohio — 

No.  4.  For  constructing  a  light  and  fog  signal  station  and  improving  the  aids  to  navigation  at 
Lorain  Harbor,  Ohio  (act  June  17,  1910,  vol.  36,  p.  536,  sec.  1;  submitted)  


NoTK.-  -To carry  out  the  plan  for  the  p  Tinam'nt  lighting  of  this  harbor  it  will  be  necessary  to  establish  these  addi- 
tional aids  to  navigation.  The  lights  shown  from  tlie  east  and  west  breakwater  pierheads  since  their  completion 
in  1908  have  been  of  a  temporary  character,  and  there  is  at  present  no  fog  signal.  The  act  of  Jime  17, 1910  (3C  Stat., 
p.  .53fi),  authorized  the  construction  of  range  lights  in  l.orain  Harbor,  at  .?19,800,  but  a  more  extensive  system  of 
aids  to  navigation  at  this  point  is  now  deemed  advisable.   No  appropriation  for  this  object  has  yet  been  made. 

Great  Salt  Pond  Light-Station,  Rhode  Island — 

No.  5.  For  improving  the  light-station  at  Great  Salt  Pond,  moving  the  fog  signal  and  building 
a  keeper's  dwelling  (submitted)  


Note.— The  fog  signal  is  at  present  not  prop.Tly  located  to  bo  an  eflicient  aid,  and  should  be  moved  to  the  outer 
end  of  the  breakwater.  The  building  in  which  the  signal  is  located  and  in  which  the  keeper  lives  is  little  more  than 
a  shack,  and  is  a  disreputable  looking  place. 

Point  Loma  Light  Station,  California — 

No.  6.  For  establishing  a  fog  signal  and  additional  quarters  at  Point  Loma  Light  Station,  San 
Diego,  Cal.  (act  June  17,  1910,  vol.  36,  p.  537,  sec.  1)  


Note.— The  ac  t  of  June  17,  1910  (.30  Stat.,  p  537),  authorized  the  constmction  of  a  fog  signal  and  keepers'  quar- 
ters at  this  station  To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  an  appropriation  of  $17,.500  is  required  San  Diego  is  a 
harbor  of  importance  and  there  is  no  efficient  fog  signal  at  the  entrant  e.  and  fogs  are  prevalent  on  this  coast.  No 
appropriation  for  this  object  has  yet  been  made. 

Point  Pinos  Light  Station,  California — 

No.  7.  For  making  necessary  improvements  at  Point  Pinos  Light  Station,  Cal.  (submitted)  


Note. — This  is  one  of  the  several  fixed  lights  on  the  coast  of  California  that  have  proved  misleading  and  ineffi- 
cient. A  flashing  li^ht  and  a  fog  signal  are  highly  desirable  for  the  safety  of  navigation.  Quarters  for  additional 
keepers  will  be  required.

Note.— This  island  lies  between  Haiti  and  Jamaica  in  the  direct  route  through  the  Windward  Passage  to  the 
Isthmus  of  Panama  and  to  Caribbean  ports  For  ships  bound  north  this  island  is  the  first  landfall  after  leaving 
the  Isthmus  The  currents  in  this  region  are  irregular  and  strong,  and  steamers  sometimes  have  to  stop  until  the 
weather  clears  sufTiciently  for  them  to  pick  up  the  coast  of  Haiti  The  island  has  been  occupied  by  .\merican  citi- 
zens The  increased  traffic  makes  the  establishment  of  an  efTicient  aid  at  this  point  desirable  This  traffic  will  be 
still  further  increased  on  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  and  provision  should  be  made  prior  to  that  time. 

Santa  Barbara  Light  Station,  California — 

No.  2.  For  improving  Santa  Barbara  Light  Station,  Cal.,  including  a  fog  signal  and  a  keeper's 
dwelling  (submitted)   23, 000.  00 

Note.-  There  is  no  fog  signal  at  this  station  and  it  is  considered  a  necessity.  Quarters  will  have  to  be  constnicted 
for  the  additional  keepers  required  An  improvement  in  the  light  has  been  already  provided  for  and  these  addi- 
tional improvements  are  required  to  place  this  station  in  an  efficient  condition. 

Point  Borinquen  Light  Station,  Porto  Rico — 

No.  3.  For  the  removal  and  rebuilding  on  another  site  of  the  light  station  and  dwelling  at  or 
near  Point  Borinquen  (submitted)   75, 000.  00 

Note. — The  present  Point  Borinquen  lighthouse  is  improperly  located  at  the  foot  of  a  bluff  70  meters  high,  which 
obscures  the  light  in  the  northeasterly  direction  To  the  southward  plantations  of  high  trees  obscure  the  light  in 
its  most  desirable  direction— the  harbor  of  .\.guadilla.  The  present  tower  is  in  bad  state  of  repair,  the  top  part  being 
considered  unsafe  and  the  foundation  insecure.  At  the  present  time  the  light  is  inadequate,  and  with  tlie  opening 
of  the  Panama  Canal  it  will  be  quite  insufficient.  This  will  be  the  landfall  and  most  important  aid  to  navigation 
on  the  route  from  Europe  to  Panama. 

Santa  Cruz  Light  Station,  Cal. — 

No.  4.  For  improvements  at  the  Santa  Cruz  Light  Station,  Cal.  (act  June  17,  1910,  voL  36,  p. 
537,  sec.  1)   35,000.00 

Note. — This  station,  established  in  1869,  should  be  equipped  with  modern  lighthouse  appliances.  The  act  of 
June  17,  1910  (36  Stat.,  p.  537),  authorized  a  flashing  light,  fog  signal,  and  keeper's  quarters  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed 
$29,000.  This  is  increased  in  this  estimate  to  S35,000,  wliich  amount  is  necessary  to  accomplish  the  work  required. 
No  appropriation  for  this  object  has  yet  been  made. 

Aids  to  Navigation,  Mississippi  River,  La. — 

No.  5.  For  improving  the  aids  to  navigation  on  the  Mississippi  River  below  New  Orleans  and 
establishing  new  aids  (submitted)   60, 000. 00 

Note.— The  safety  of  navigation  and  the  large  and  important  commerce  of  the  Mississippi  River  between  its 
mouth  and  New  Orleans  requires  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  more  efficient  aids  than  those  existing. 

Governors  Island  Light  Station,  N.  Y. — 

No.  6.  For  establishing  a  light  and  fog  signal  station  on  Governors  Island,  N.  Y.,  and  author- 
izing the  location  of  said  station  on  the  filled  land  of  the  military  reservation  (submitted). . .    60, 000. 00 

Note. — With  the  approaching  completion  of  the  addition  to  Governors  Island,  New  York  Harbor,  which  forms 
a  long  point  to  the  southwest  between  two  important  channels,  it  is  essential  that  the  necessary  permanent  aids  to 
navigation  be  established  at  or  near  this  point.  Authority  is  requested  to  locate  it  on  filled  land,  which  will  greatly 
reduce  the  cost. 
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General  object  (litlo  of  appropriation),  date  of  acts,  references  to  Statutes  at  Large,  or  to  Kevised  Statu  les,  and  estimated  amount 

required  for  each  detailed  object. 


Pointe  Aux  Barques  Light  Station,  Mich. — 

No.  7.  For  the  establishment  of  a  light  and  fog  signal  station  on  or  near  Pointe  Aux  Barques, 
Mich,  (submitted)   $60,000.00 

Note.— Pointe  Aux  Barques  is  a  prominent  headland  24  miles  from  Poverty  Island  and  23  miles  west  from  Seul 
ChoLx  Pointe  Light.  Poverty  Island  Light  is  visible  IP.J  miles  and  Seul  ChoLx  Pointe  is  visible  15  miles.  There  is, 
therefore,  a  space  of  13}  miles  oil  Pointe  Aux  Basques  not  covered  by  any  light.  Owing  to  the  unusual  dangers  to 
navigation  in  winter  it  is  believed  that  every  facility  should  be  afTorded  for  the  safe  navigation  of  these  waters. 
Navigation  is  maintained  throughout  the  year  to  Manistique,  and  the  proposed  station  will  be  of  great  assistance  to 
this  trafiic. 

Richardsons  Rock  Light  Station,  Cal. — 

No.  8.  For  estabHshinsr  a  light  and  fog  signal  on  Richardsons  Rock,  in  the  Santa  Barbara  Islands, 
Cal.  (submitted)....   140,000.00 

.Vote.— Richardsons  Hock  is  considered  a  great  menace  to  navigation  on  account  of  the  deep  water  on  all  sides, 
so  that  it  can  not  be  picked  up  by  soundings.  The  position  of  the  rock  makes  it  an  important  site  for  a  signal  for  all 
shipping  along  or  approacliing  this  coast.  It  has  been  reported  by  the  Board  of  Marine  Underwriters  that  the  need 
for  a  light  and  fog  signal  at  this  point  is  more  urgent  than  at  any  other  point  on  the  Santa  Barbara  Islands.  This 
station  should  be  constructed  before  the  completion  of  the  Panama  Canal,  when  an  increase  of  commerce  is  antici- 
pated. 

Michigan  Island  Light  Station,  Lake  Superior — 

No.  9.  For  establishing  a  light  and  fog-signal  station  on  Michigan  Island,  Lake  Superior,  Wis. 
(act  June  17,  1910,  vol.  36,  p.  636,  sec.  1 ;  submitted)   100, 000.  00 

XoTK.  The  act  approved  May  27,  190S  (35  Stat  ,  p  332)  appropriated  $2,000  to  make  survey  and  estimate  the 
cost  and  report  upon  the  fea-sibility  and  need  of  establishing  a  light  and  fog  signal  upon  (UiU  Island  or  the  easterly 
end  of  Michigan  Island,  .\postle  Group.  The  survey  has  been  completed,  and  upon  consideration  of  the  data  fur- 
nished the  conclusion  has  been  reached  that  the  easterly  end  of  Michigan  Island  is  the  better  site  The  act  of  .lune 
17,  1910  (3t)  Stat.,  p  531),  authorized  a  light  and  fog-signal  station  at  Michigan  and  Gull  Islands  at  $140,000,  but  no 
appropriation  has  Deen  made  therefor.  The  project  now  contemplated  will  not  cost  so  much  as  the  amount  author- 
ized. 

Lighting  at  Hilo,  Hawaii — 

No.  10.  For  improving  the  lighting  and  other  aids  to  navigation  at  Hilo,  Hawaii  (submitted).    20,  000.  00 

Note.— Hilo  is  the  second  port  of  importance  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  has  a  large  and  increasing  commerce. 
The  present  lighting  is  inadequate  for  the  requirements. 

Orford  Reef  Light  Vessel,  Oregoyi— 

No.  11.  For  the  construction  and  equipment  of  a  light  vessel  to  mark  Orford  Reef,  Oreg.  (sub- 
mitted)  150,000.00 

Note.— By  act  approved  May  27,  1908  (35  Stat  ,  p.  3.32),  Congress  made  an  appropriation  of  ?2,000  to  enable  the 
Lighthouse  Board  to  survey  and  estimate  the  cost  and  report  upon  the  feasibility  and  need  of  establishing  a  light 
vessel  or  light  station  at  or  near  Orford  Reef,  oil  Cape  Blanco,  Oreg.  A  survey  of  the  locality  named  was  accord- 
ingly made  by  the  district  officers,  who  reported  that  the  only  satisfactory  aid  at  this  locality  would  be  a  first-class 
full-powered  light  vessel  moored  off  Orford  Reef,  about  three-fourths  mile  west  of  Fox  Rock. 

Light  Keepers^  Duellings — 

No.  12.  For  light  keepers'  dwellings  and  appurtenant  structures,  including  sites  therefor,  within 
the  limit  of  cost  fixed  bv  act  approved  Feb.  26,  1907  (acts  Feb.  26,  1907,  vol.  34,  p.  996,  sec.  3 ; 
Mar.  4,  1907,  vol.  34,  p."l319,  sec.  1;  May  27,  1908,  vol.  35,  p.  334,  sec.  1;  submitted)   75,000.  00 

Note  —The  appropriations  made  Mar.  4,  1907  (34  Stat.,  p.  1319),  and  May  27,  1908  (35  Stat ,  p.  334),  of  $75,000 
each,  are  now  practically  exhausted,  but  dwellings  at  a  number  of  stations  are  yet  needed. 

Honolulu  Lighthouse  Depot,  Hawaii — 

No.  13.  For  the  preparation,  construction,  and  equipment  of  a  lighthouse  and  buoy  depot  at 
Honolulu,  Hawaii  (submitted)   100,000.00 

.N'OTE  — .\n  adequate  lighthouse  depot,  with  suKablo  workshops  for  making  repairs  to  illuminating  apparatus 
and  minor  repairs  to  the  machinery  of  the  lighthouse  tender  and  with  adequate  storage  facilities  for  lighthouse  and 
buoy  supplies,  is  an  important  need  of  the  Hawaiian  Lighthouse  Service  The  present  facilities  consist  of  three 
leak'y  and  overcrowded  rooms,  which  are  likely  to  be  taken  over  by  the  War  Department,  a  portion  of  a  dock 
occupied  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Navy  Department,  and  a  small  rented  storehouse  It  is  believed  that  a 
suitable  site  can  be  obtained  from  the  Navy  Department  upon  which  the  erection  of  ample  quarters  and  wharfage 
for  the  Lighthouse  Service  can  be  accomplished. 

Portage  Lake  Ship  Canals  Light  Station,  Mich. — 

No.  14.  For  establishing  a  light  and  fog-signal  station  upon  a  new  site  and  for  making  necessary 
changes  in  the  pre.«ent  aids  and  structures  at  Portage  Lake  Ship  Canals,  Mich,  (submitted).  100, 000. 00 

Note.— In  connection  with  the  harbor  improvements,  the  portions  of  the  piers  extending  beyond  the  shore  line 
of  the  harbor  formed  by  the  breakwater  wUl  be  removed,  and  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  rebuild  the  light  and  fog 
signal  upon  new  site  and  to  rearrange  the  other  lights  and  make  other  changes. 

Otter  Island  Light  Station,  Me. — 

No.  15.  For  establishing  a  light  and  fog-signal  station  on  Otter  Island,  Muscle  Ridge  Channel, 
Me.  (act  June  17,  1910,  vol.  36,  p.  634,  sec.  1)   17, 000. 00 

Note.— The  act  of  June  17,  1910  (36  Stat.,  p.  534),  authorized  $14,000  for  this  work,  but  the  amount  is  not  believed 
to  be  sufficient,  and  an  appropriation  of  $17,000  is  asked.  The  importance  of  this  channel  and  the  difficulties  of  nav- 
igation render  the  estabhsnment  of  this  aid  advisable.  No  appropriation  for  this  object  has  yet  been  made.

-Vineyard  Sound,  which  is  perhaps  the  most  used  waterway  i:i  the  United  States,  has  a  well-marJvCd  east- 
terly  entrance,  but  the  westerly  entrance,  equally  important,  is  not  so  well  marlced,  obliging  vessels,  on  account  of 
the  shoals,  to  hug  the  northerly  side,  where  there  are  only  buoys  to  guide.  A  light  and  fog  signal  on  Naushon  Island, 
which  will  safeguard  the  western  entrance,  are  regarded  as  very  necessary. 

White  Stone  Point  Light  Station,  Potomac  River — 

No.  17.  For  establi.shing  a  light  and  fog  signal  at  or  near  White  Stone  Point,  Potomac  River,  Md. 
(submitted).  ^  -    20, 000.  GO 

Note.— The  turn  in  the  bend  of  the  river  at  this  point  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  to  make  in  the  navigation  of  the 
Potomac  River.   A  light  and  fog  signal  are  much  needed.   The  estimate  includes  the  cost  of  a  suitable  site. 

Aids  to  Navigation,  Manistique  Harbor,  Mich. — 

No.  18.  For  establishing  aids  to  navigation  in  the  harbor  of  Manistique,  Mich,  (submitted)   4,  000.  00 

Note.— The  harbor  of  Manistique  is  now  under  improvement  by  the  Government,  and  an  extension  of  the  outer 
breakwater  has  been  authorized.  It  is  considered  necessary  for  the  Lighthouse  Service  to  establish  the  necessary 
aids  to  navigation  in  this  harbor. 

Boon  Island  Fog  Signal,  Me. —

therefor. 

Conneaut  Harbor  Light  Station,  Ohio — 

No.  20.  For  establishing  a  light  and  fog  signal  and  improving  the  existing  aids  to  navigation, 
Conneaut  Harbor,  Ohio  (submitted)   63,  500. 00 

Note.— Extensive  improvements  to  enlarge  this  harbor,  involving  the  construction  of  new  breakwaters  and 
pierheads  and  the  removal  of  the  breakwater  pierhead  upon  whiela  the  present  Conneaut  Harbor  front  range 
light  and  fog  signal  is  situated,  have  been  authorized  and  it  is  expected  that  this  work  will  be  started  this  season. 
The  harbor  improvements  will  necessitate  a  rearrangement  of  the  aids  to  navigation.  The  commerce  of  this  harbor 
is  extensive  and  increasing.

During  winter 
the  channel  through  York  Narrows,  although  narrow  and  intricate,  is  much  used  when  the  reaches  and  thorough- 
fares are  closed  by  ice.

The  fog  signal  at  f  araUon  is  inaudible  on  the  northerly  side  of  that 
island,  and  the  light  is  so  high  that  it  is  frequently  obscured  by  high  fog  when  the  atmosphere  is  clear  for  many 
miles  at  a  lower  level. 

Ram  Island  Light,  Me.— 

No.  23.  For  the  establishment  of  a  light  on  or  near  the  easterly  side  of  Ram  Island,  Lower  Ken- 
nebec River,  Me.  (submitted)   2,  500. 00 

Note. — Ram  Island  is  about  51  miles  below  Bath,  Me.,  and  is  a  low  island  in  the  middle  of  the  river,  with  a  string 
of  half-tide  ledges  making  ott  from  the  easterly  side.  Mariners  state  that  it  is  very  diflicult,  at  times,  to  make  out 
the  island  so  as  to  avoid  the  ledges  mentioned,  and  that  a  light  would  not  only  make  navigation  safer  but  would 
save  them  much  time.    A  considerable  part  of  the  navigation  is  carried  on  at  night. 

Cape  Kumukahi  Light  Station,  Hawaii — 

No.  24.  For  establishing  a  light  at  or  near  Cape  Kumukahi,  Hawaii  (submitted)   25, 000.  00 


Note.— This  cape  is  the  easternmost  cape  of  the  island  of  Hawaii, 
bound  to  Hilo  from  the  eastward  or  from  Panama  Canal.

Sir:  I  herewith  submit  request  for  appropriations  to  be  made  by  Congress  for  the  use  of  the  immigrant  station 
at  Ellis  Island: 

Ferryboat   $125,000 

The  average  number  of  passengers  carried  annually  by  the  Ellis  Island  ferryboat  is  over  2,000.000. 
She  is  over  7  years  old,  and  during  this  period  has  been  in  constant  service,  including  much  night  work, 
except  during  the  short  intervals  when  hauled  out  for  repairs.  It  is  extremely  difTieult  to  seciu'e  a 
substitute  boat  even  when  there  is  ample  time  to  advertise  therefor.  Recently  it  toolc  five  weeks 
to  find  such  a  lioat  while  our  ferryboat  went  into  dry  dock.  It  is  becoming  more  and  more  diiTicnlt  to 
find  boats  that  will  meet  our  requirements.  A  second  ferryboat  is  required,  not  only  because  the  present 
boat  is  overv.'orked  but  beca;!se  connrion  prudence  reqiiires  that  tl  ere  should  be  a  substitute  in  the 
event  of  breakdown  or  accident  to  which  the  ferry  service  at  Ellis  Island  is  always  exposed,  the  route 
being  a  very  dangerous  one,  crossing  heavy  traffic  at  all  seasons,  with  much  ice  and  fog  in  winter  and 
the  entrance  to  the  Ellis  Island  slip  being  via  a  channel  having  rocky  shoals  on  the  north.  Nearly 
IS  months  will  elapse  after  the  appropriation  has  been  made  before  a  new  boat  can  be  constructed. 
Additional  story  to  building  known  as  Baggage  and  Dormitory  Building,  northerly  side  No.  1  Island; 

also  metal  and  masonry  projection  to' said  buildine  on  its  northerly  side   .TO, 000 

The  lower  floor  of  this  building  serves  as  a  railroad  waiting  room  and  baggage  room;  the  upper  floor 
for  dormitories  for  detained  immigrants.  Each  dormitory  has  three-tier  beds.  Nevertheless  the 
number  of  immigrants  detained  over  night  is  often  greater  than  the  number  of  beds.  This  is  a  condi- 
tion which  should  be  remedied  at  once.  Furthermore,  it  is  necessary  to  use  most  of  the  dormitories  as 
detention  rooms  during  the  daytime.  They  are  inappropriate  for  this  purpose,  and  the  congestion  in 
them  is  great.  There  should  be  separate  day  and  night  room.s,  and  at  least  a  majority  of  the  latter 
should  have  only  two-tier  beds.  The  proposed  new  story  will  materially  improve  the  conditions  sur- 
rounding the  detention  of  immigrants. 

As  to  the  projection.  This  wil!  serve  three  purposes:  (a)  The  lower  portion  will  furnish  urgently 
required  additional  space  for  immigrants'  baggage;  (b)  also  space  for  what  is  known  as  "Customhouse 
baggage,"  now  stored  at  great  risk  from  fire  and  at  great  inconvenience  in  the  cellar  of  main  building; 
(c>  the  upper  floors  of  the  projection  will  constitute  large  verandas  to  which  in  fair  weather  detained 
immigrants  can  be  readily  conducted  for  fre.sh  air. 

for  additional  story  to  restaurant  building   80,000 

This  will  be  largely  used  a.s  quarters  for  cabin  aliens.  There  are  still  none  such  though  we  have 
to  detain  a  great  many  caljin  passengers.  Most  of  them  must  sleep  in  rooms  attached  to  the  immi- 
grant quarters  with  three-tier  beds.  As  a  result  the  Government  receives  from  tune  to  time  serious 
complaints,-  some  of  them  well  founded.  We  are  treating  such  pas.sengers  as  best  we  can.  It  will 
continue  to  be  necessary  to  detain  considerable  numbers  of  them,  and  they  should  have  quarters  cor- 
responding to  those  which  they  have  enjoyed  on  board  ship.  I  made  In  substance  the  same  comment 
last  year. 

A  portion  of  the  new  space  will  also  be  used  as  a  dormitory  for  the  employees  of  the  commissary  con- 
tractor when  they  are  obliged  to  spend  the  night  here,  as  often  they  are.  They  now  sleep  on  such  occa- 
sions in  the  cellar,  an  unsanitary  and  entirely  Inappropriate  place. 
A  building  at  westerly  side  of  No.  t  Island   60,000 

This  building  wiil  be  subdivided  and  used  principally  as  a  carpenter  shop,  general  storeroom,  and  a 
bakery.  The  present  carpenter  shop  is  in  a  portion  of  the  wooden  covered  way  and  occupies  space 
that  really  is  required  for  other  purpo.scs,  notably  an  extension  of  the  outside  waiting  room  for  immi- 
grants' friends.  Moreover,  the  presence  of  the  carpenter  shop  in  .said  wooden-covered  way  consti- 
tutes a  fire  hazard.  We  have  no  general  storeroom,  and  the  result  is  our  stores,  including  match  lumber 
and  other  inflammable  materials,  are  placed  in  the  cellar  of  the  main  building  at  great  inconvenience 
and  Are  risk.  W'e  have  been  forced  to  use  the  cellar  of  the  main  building  for  storage.  The  steady 
increase  of  public  business  at  Ellis  Island  makes  it  es.sential  that  we  have  fit  storage  facilities  outside 
of  the  cellar  which  has  a  head  room  in  most  places  of  less  than  7  feet  and  is  much  encumbered  by 
piping,  drains,  etc.   The  present  bakery  is  also  a  wooden  structure  and  constitutes  a  fire  hazard.

What  was  said  last  year  about  the  madcquaey  of  the  medical  and  statistical  quarters  in  the  main 
building  remains  sulistantially  true  except  that  new  electrical  devices  recently  installed  in  the  statis- 
tical division  will  lessen  its  requirements  so  that  the  statistical  division  could  be  accommodated  in  the 
proposed  new  story.  The  space  vacated  on  lower  floor  can  be  advantageously  added  to  the  recently 
installed  quarters  of  the  medical  division  on  that  floor  and  give  this  division  much  needed  additional 
space  in  wliich  to  detain  for  observation  certain  cla.sses  of  immigrants  whom  it  is  not  desirable  to  send 
to  the  hospital.

Both  these  islands  are  occupied  by  hospitals.  They  are  connected  by  a  pile  gangway.  It  will  be 
necessary  frequently  to  carry  sick  people  from  one  to  the  other  and  in  winter  time  this  can  not  be  done 
without  danger  to  life.  It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  proposed  covered  way  be  of  fireproof  con- 
struction, including  its  piles  and  foundations.  The  present  covered  way  connecting  the  various  l^uild- 
ings  on  No.  I  Island  and  No.  2  Island  is  of  wood  with  slate  roof.  It  is  more  or  less  of  a  fire  risk  and  in 
time  should  be  replaced.  Moreover,  the  piles  constituting  foimdation  are  beginning  to  deteriorate  near 
the  heads  thereof  and  probably  within  five  years  at  least  the  flooring  system  of  said  wooden  covered 
way  will  have  to  be  replaced.  It  would  seem  undesirable  to  use  wood  in  the  now  construction. 
For  inclosing  in  glass  the  2-story  corridor  of  contagious  disease  hospital  on  No.  3  Island,  together  with 
incidental  work   28,000 

The  present  corridor  connects  the  entire  group  of  buildings  on  No.  3  Island,  except  the  isolation  wards 
and  the  o!Tice  building.   In  a  rain  storm  and  in  winter  weather  it  will  obviously  be  diliicult  to  afford 
patients,  nurses,  and  attendants  proceeding  from  one  building  to  another  proper  protection  and  to 
Iceep  food  warm;  hence  the  recommendation  for  this  inclosure.

The  conditions  prevailing  in  New  York  Harbor,  where  the  bottom  is  largely  soft  mud  and  silt,  coupled 
Vv'ith  the  great  quantities  of  solid  matter  deposited  by  the  sewers  and  by  the  flow  of  the  Hudson  River, 
necessitate  our  dredging  with  growing  frequency  in  order  to  insure  proper  access  to  the  three  Islands 
and  maintain  our  channels  and  slips.

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

.Sir:  Tlie  act  concerning  carriers  engaged  in  interstate  commerce  and  their  employees  approved  June  1,  1898, 
commonly  known  as  the  "Erdman  Act,"  provides  that  the  chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
and  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  shall  act  as  mediators,  and  section  11,  chapter  371,  30  United  States  Statutes,  pro- 
vides that  one  of  the  duties  of  the  chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  shall  be  to  approve  the  neces- 
sary and  proper  expenses  of  any  conciliation  or  arbitration  had  under  the  act  of  June  1,  1898. 

.Since  that  date  the  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  e.xpen.ses  incurred  in  connection  with  conciliation  and 
arbitration  proceedings  hiis  Ijcen  carried  under  the  heading  "Interstate  Commerce  Commission,"  but  as  a  separate 
appropriation,  and  the  commi.ssion  has,  from  year  to  year,  in  connection  with  its  regular  estimates,  submitted  an 
estimate  to  cover  expenses  incurred  under  the  arbitration  act. 

Suiuiry  civil  act  approved  Mar.  4,  1911  (30  U.  S.  Stits.,  1.397),  provides  as  follows: 

"The  President  of  the  United  States  from  and  after  the  pa.ssage  of  this  act  is  authorized  to  designate  from  time 
to  time  any  member  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  or  of  the  Court  of  Commerce  to  exercise  the  powers 
conferred  and  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  by  the  provisions  of 
the  'Act  concerning  carriers  engaged  in  interstate  commerce  and  their  employees,'  approved  June  1,  1898:  and  the 
member  so  designated  shall  have  the  powers  now  conferred  by  said  act  on  the  chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commi.s.sion." 

The  President,  in  conformity  with  this  provision,  on  Mar.  4,  1911,  issued  Executive  order  No.  1313  designating 
the  undersigned  to  exercise  the  powers  conferred  and  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  chairman  of  the  Inter- 
state Cx)mmerce  Commission  by  the  provisions  of  the  "Act  concerning  carriers  engaged  in  interstate  commerce  and 
their  employees,'"  approved  June  1,  1*98,  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  Mar.  4,  1911. 

The  Comptroller  decided  on  Mar.  23,  1911,  that  I  should  approve  the  vouchers  for  expenses  incurred  subsequent 
to  Mar.  4,  1911,  and  as  I  understand  that  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  filed  no  estimate  for  an  aiDpro- 
priation  to  pay  the  expenses  arising  under  this  act,  I  am  inclosing  herewith  an  estimate  for  the  fl.scal  year  ending 
June  .30,  1913.  amounting  to  S1.5,0fX),  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  to  be  included  in 
the  Book  of  Estimates  prepared  by  law  under  your  direction  for  the  consideration  of  the  Congress,  as  provided  by 
Section  5  of  the  legislative  act  of  Mar.  3,  1901  (31  Stat.,  p.  1009).  I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  this  estimate 
be  included  in  the  Book  of  Estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  mentioned.

The  investiKalions  of  xhe  varying  levels  of  the  Great  flakes, 
due  to  natural  and  artificial  agencies,  should  also  be  continued  with  vigor.  'I  he  inclusion  in  the  estimate  of  "the 
lakes  and  other  natural  navigable  waters  eml)raced  in  the  navigation  system  of  the  New  York  canals''  is  in 
accordance  with  the  action  of  Congress  in  adding  that  item  to  the  appropriation  made  May  4,  11111  Ciii  Stat.,  p.  U07, 
sec.  1).  The  increase  of  appropriation  is  asked  for  in  port  on  account  of  the  additional  expense  occasioned  by  the 
large  extension  thus  made  of  the  field  of  opeiations,  and  in  part  on  account  of  the  desirability,  from  an  econoinical 
standpoint,  ol  operating  the  entire  plant  and  equipment  of  the  survey  to  its  fullest  capacity  for  a  few  years,  until 
the  most  tirgent  and  important  portion  of  the  field  work  is  completed,  and  of  then  disposing  of  some  yf  the  Survey 
steamers.  The  greater  part  of  the  outfit  has  reached  an  age  when  rapid  depreciation  may  soon  be  expected,  and  the 
cost  of  maintenance  of  the  floating  plant,  which  is  a  large  percentage  of  the  cost  of  field  operations,  is  not  propor- 
tional to  the  length  of  the  field  season  nor  to  the  size  of  parties.  The  greatest  clficiency  therefore,  with  the  least  cost, 
requires  that  the  plant  shall  now  be  used  to  its  full  capacity.

"I  earnestly  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  my  predecessor.  Commander  Hosley,  that  an  appropriation 
may  be  allowed  for  the  purchase  or  construction  of  a  vessel  to  replace  the  Nimrod.  Such  a  boat,  if  appro- 
priated for,  would  not  be  available  for  at  least  18  months.  By  that  time  the  retiring  of  the  Ninu-od  from 
sea  service  will  have  become  imperative.  She  could  then,  however,  be  utilized  as  a  patrol  vessel  on  the 
Sound,  which  will  be  a  necessity  in  the  near  future,  owing  to  the  great  improvements  now  under  operation 
or  in  contemplation  along  the  north  shore  of  Long  Island.  Since  the  New  York  State  laws  prohibit  the  deposit 
of  any  material  in  the  waters  of  the  Sound  west  of  Eatons  Neck,  the  final  disposition  of  dredging  spoils  from 
points  along  that  shore  must  necessarily  take  place  to  the  eastward  of  that  point.  It  would  prove  prohibitive 
of  all  development  or  improvement  to  require  the  constantly  increasing  quantities  of  waste  materia!  from  these 
points  to  b?  deposited  at  the  established  dumping  ground  outside  Scotland  lightship:  and  although  permits 
are  granted  by  this  office  at  present  for  the  final  disposition  of  dredging  spoils  from  small  operations  at  the 
point  named,  the  supervision  is  only  spasmodic  and  ineffective  owing  to  the  litnited  force  at  the  dispos.al  of 
the  superrisor.  As  the  operations  in  dredging  and  channel  making  increase,  the  necessity  for  a  more  rigid 
supervision  in  that  locality  is  yearly  becoming  more  apparent." 
Also  page  22S8,  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  of  Itngineers  for  1909,  as  follows: 

"In  my  previous  report  attention  was  invited  to  the  increasing  necessity  of  some  patrol  of  Long  Island  Sound. 
*  *  *  Perrruts  are  issued  by  this  otfice  for  deposits  to  be  made  in  the  Sound  ofl  Eatons  Neck  light,  but  the 
.supervision  with  the  limited  force  at  the  disposal  of  the  supervisor  can  only  be  spasmodic  and  accordingly 
ineffective;  and  as  the  operations  of  dredging  and  channel  making  in  this  locality  are  yearly  increasing,  the 
necessity  for  a  more  rigid  supervision  is  yearly  becoming  more  urgent.  Had  it  not  been  for  Jhe  department's 
communication  urging  that  the  utmost  economy  be  exercised  in  submitting  estimates  of  funds  required  for 
this  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1911,  I  would  have  included  in  that  estimate  an  item  for  the 
purchase  or  construction  of  a  new  vessel,  so  strongly  recommended  by  my  predecessors.  They  clearly  foresaw 
that  the  Nimrod  was  fast  reaching  the  limit  of  availability  for  sea  service  and  must  soon  be  replaced  by  a  more 
seaworthy  vessel,  but  might  still  be  utilized  for  some  years  for  service  on  the  Soimd."

I  concur  in  the  recommendations  of  my  predecessors  and  empliasize  the  urgent  necessity  for  an  additional 
boat,  particularly  directin;;  allcatioii  lo"the  fact  of  the  necessity  for  maintaining  a  permanent  and  ellicient 
p.itrol  at  the  nioiith  of  the  harbor.  'I'he  boats  employed  on  this  <iuty  ought  in  every  respect  to  l>e  seaworthy 
and  able  to  pi'rform  sen  duty  outside  '.he  lightship  in  all  conditions  of  weather  when  a  tow  is  lil<cly  to  venture 
out,  as  it  is  mai  Uy  unf;ivoral)lc  conditions  of  wcatlier  that  the  temptation  to  dump  short  is  greatest. 

From  observation  hare  1  am  thyiouglily  satished  that  temporary  s\Jspe]i.sion  of  the  patrol  is  followed  by 
violations  of  law.  I'ndfr  such  conditions,  no  matter  how  irresistible  the  inference  may  be,  it  is  impossible  to 
obtain  evidence  sutlii'iontly  conclusive  to  warrant  legal  proceedings. 

Owing  to  the  extension  seaward  of  the  limits  within  which  the  deposit  of  material  is  prohibited,  contractors 
and  tugb;)al  owners  have  gradually  changed  the  type  of  vessels  engaged  in  this  \vork  to  meet  this  condition. 

Th','  Nimrod  has  yearly  been  patched  to  the  e.xient  that  the  allotment  for  the  general  maintenance  of  the 
patrol  floel  would  permit;  and  .as  this  vessel  is  over  20  years  old,  constructed  of  wood,  has  been  continuously 
employed  in  the  service  under  severe  conditions,  and  is  far  below  the  standard  type  of  tug  generally  used  for 
sea  duty,  she  is  not  now  a  suitable  vessel  for  patrol  duty  outside  the  lightship.  But  she  would  be  thoroughly 
serviceable  for  duty  on  the  Sound,  as  suggested  by  my  predecessors. 

While  only  one  vessel  is  asked  for  at  the  present  time.  I  am  of  tlie  opinion  that  more  vessels  will  be  required 
in  the  not  distant  future.  Owing  to  the  ever  increasing  commerce,  I  do  not  think  that  the  large  area  which 
is  supervised  by  tliisollice  is  adequately  patrolled.  Whenever  the  present  patrol  slacks  up, an  undesirable 
result  is  immediately  apparent.  The  Nimrod  at  her  best  is  not  tit  for  rough  outside  work,  and  the  Argus  is 
of  very  little  value  for  any  kind  of  work. 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  provision  for  the  new  vessel  be  made  in  the  next  appropriation.

PUBLIC  LAND  SERVICE. 

Salaries  and  Commissions  of  Registers  and  Receivers — 

For  salaries  and  commissions  of  registers  of  district  laud  otiices  and  receivers  of  public  moneys 
at  district  laud  offices,  at  not  exceeding  $3,000  per  annum  each  (R.  S.,  p.  392,  sees.  2237, 2238 ; 
E.  S.,  p.  393,  sec.  2240;  act  Mar.  4,  1911,  vol.  36,  p.  1414,  sec.  1)  


Note. — It  is  recommended  that  the  phraseology  of  the  present  appropriation  for  salaries  and  commissions  of 
registers  and  receivers  of  district  land  oflices  be  changed  by  eliminating  the  words  "receivers  of  public  moneys  at 
district  land  olUcos,"  thereby  coufming  the  appropriation  to  the  payment  of  salaries  and  commissions  of  registers; 
also,  provitled  the  proposed  change  is  made  in  the  phraseology  of  this  appropriation,  that  the  amount  of  this  estimate 
of  $500,000  be  reduced  to  $.'85,000. 

There  is  no  need  of  two  ofticers  of  coordinate  rank  and  authority  in  a  United  States  land  ofEce,  and  it  was  not 
contemplated  when  the  office  of  receiver  of  public  moneys  was  created  that  that  position  should  be  anything  more 
than  that  of  a  fiscal  officer.  Ali  of  the  functions  strictly  pertaining  to  the  ofTice  of  receiver  could  be  better  performed 
by  a  bonded  cashier  or  financial  clerk  under  the  supervision  of  one  officer  as  the  administrative  head  of  a  United 
.States  land  office.  The  performance  of  judicial  and  quasi  judicial  functions  by  receivers  has  resulted  in  the  unsatis- 
factory administration  of  many  of  the  land  oltices.  The  joint  exercise  of  judicial  duties  by  both  the  register  and 
receiver  results  in  many  cases  iu  conflicting  decisions  by  them,  and  the  fact  that  all  of  the  decisions  of  local  land 
officers  are  subject  to  review  on  appeal  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  I^and  Office  and  the  Secretary  of  \hr 
Interior  would  safeguard  all  (he  rights  of  any  party  interested.  Quite  often  tiiere  is  a  lack  of  harmony,  amounting 
to  friction,  between  the  regist<!r  and  receiver,  which  has  restilted  in  a  demoralization  of  the  office  in  which  such  con- 
dition obtains.  The  existence  of  a  dual  responsibility  as  to  the  conduct  of  an  office  between  the  register  and  receiver 
tends  to  prejudice  of  the  conduct  of  the  oltice,  inasmuch  as  in  cases  of  irregularities  or  errors  in  the  running  of  the 
office  (!ach  olheer  attempts  to  relieve  himself  of  the  responsibility  therefor  and  shift  the  same  to  the  other  otFicer. 
In  addition  to  this,  it  is  a  fact  long  patent  to  the  General  Land  Office  that  appro.ximately  75  per  cent  of  receivers 
personally  perform  the  duties  of  their  office,  the  remainder  leaving  the  work  thereof  to  a  subordinate,  thus  entailing 
an  unnecessary  expense  in  the  conduct  of  their  offices.  Further,  on  account  of  the  limited  tenure  in  office,  the 
receiver  does  not  familiarize  himself  as  fully  as  he  should  with  the  laws  and  regulations  pertaining  to  his  work,  with 
the  result  that  in  a  great  many  cases  the  accounts  of  receivers  of  public  moneys  are  so  inetticieutly  handled  that  the 
result  is  an  immense  burden  upon  the  General  Land  Office  and  upon  the  field  service  in  attempting  to  correct  the 
numerous  errors  made.  It  frequently  happens  that  tht)  change  in  personnel  of  receivers  causes  much  confusion  in 
their  accounts  for  a  eonsiderabli?  period  until  a  new  officer  is  acquainted  to  a  certain  extent  with  the  duties  of  his 
office 

It  is  proposed  to  designate  in  Ciich  local  land  office  a  financial  clerk,  who  shall  be  sufficiently  bonded,  to  receive 
and  account  for  all  moneys,  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  .?2,000  at  an  office  in  which  the  earnings  of  the  receiver  would 
at  present  amount  to  S-3,()(X),  and  a  less  sum  to  be  paid,  graduated  according  to  the  amount  of  moneys  received  and 
work  performed,  at  offices  where  the  compensation  of  the  receiver  at  present  would  not  equal  H'i.OOO.  This  proposed 
financial  clerk  would,  of  course,  be  an  employee  under  the  civil  service,  whose  tenure  of  office  would  not  terminate 
except  liecause  of  inefficiency,  by  resignation,  or  by  the  abolition  of  the  ollice  in  which  he  was  employed. 

Financial  clerks  would  therefore  be  enabled  to  become  expert, in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  15y  this  method 
a  net  saving  of  approximately  Sl.iO.OOO  per  annum  would  result  to  the  Government. 

Contingent  Expenses  oj  Land  Offices — 

For  clerk  hire,  rent,  and  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  district  land  offices,  including  the  ex- 
change of  typewriters:  Provided,  That  this  appropriation  shall  be  available  for  the  payment 
of  per  diem  in  lieu  of  subsistence,  not  exceeding  $4  per  day,  of  clerks  detailed  to  examine  the 
books  and  management  of  district  land  offices  and  to  assist  in  the  operation  of  said  offices,  and 
in  the  opening  of  new  land  offices  and  reservations,  while  on  such  duty,  and  for  actual  neces- 
sary traveling  expenses  of  said  clerks,  including  necessary  sleeping-car  fares:  Provided Jurther, 
That  no  expenses  chargeable  to  the  Government  shall  be  incurred  by  registers  and  receivers 
in  the  conduct  of  local  land  offices  except  upon  previous  specific  authorization  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  General  Land  Office  (act  Mar.  4,  1911,  vol.  36,  p.  1414,  sec.  1)  


Note.— To  provide  for  the  necessary  clerical  assistance,  rent,  registration,  and  other  urgent  and  absolute  essen- 
tials of  the  service,  and  prevent  a  congestion  of  the  public  business,  as  well  as  to  avoid  annoyance  and  delay  to  set- 
tlers in  the  adjustment  of  their  entries,  the  full  amount  of  this  estimate  will  be  required  for  the  operation  of  the  local 
land  offices  for  the  fiscal  year  1913. 

Should  the  office  of  receivers  of  public  moneys  be  abolished,  as  proposed  in  the  above  estimate  for  salaries  and 
commissions  of  registers  and  receiver.i,  it  will  then  be  necessary  to  further  increase  the  appropriation  for  contingent 
expenses  of  land  offices  from  S320,(K)0  to  $445,000  in  order  to  provide  for  the  emplo\Tnent  of  the  necessary  financial 
clerks  in  place  of  the  receivers  (whose  salaries  are  to  be  fixed  by  the  Comiriissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  at  not 
to  exceed  .$2,(KX)  per  annum  each).  This  would  make  a  total  appropriation  of  .?730,0(XI  for  salaries  and  commissions 
and  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  district  land  offices,  in  lieu  of  S880,000  as  now  stated  in  these  estimates,  thereby 
resulting  in  a  net  decrease  of  $150,000  in  the  administration  of  said  offices. 

Expenses  oJ  Depositing  Public  Moneys —

and  swamp-land  indemnity:  To  meet  the  expenses  of  protecting  timber  on  the  public  lands, 
and  for  the  more  efficient  execution  of  the  law  and  rules  relating  to  the  cutting  thereof;  of  pro- 
tecting public  lands  from  illegal  and  fraudulent  entry  or  appropriation,  and  of  adjusting  claims

for  clerk  hire,  rent,  and  other  incidental  expenses  of  district  land  offices:  Provided,  That  agents 
and  others  employed  under  this  appropriation  shall  be  allowed  per  diem,  subject  to  such  rule 
and  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  prescribe  in  lieu  of  subsistence,  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  $3  per  day  each  and  actual  necessary  expenses  for  transportation,  including 
nece.ssary  sleeping-car  fares,  except  when  agents  are  employed  in  the  District  of  Alaska  they 
may  be  allowed  not  exceeding  $6  per  day  each,  in  lieu  of  subsistence  (act  Mar.  4,  1911,  vol.  36, 
p.  i416,  sec.  1)

— The  annual  approprialion  for  reproducing  worn  and  defaced  plats  is  in  the  nature  of  a  loan,  for  the  reason 
that  the  money  expended  is  in  great  part  later  returned  to  the  Treasury  by  the  sale  of  the  plats  rejiroduced.  (See 
act  of  May  29,  IHU.s,  35  Stat.,  4ti9,  amendiu);  sec.  401,  U.  S.  K.  S.)  The  additional  appropriation  will  also  enable 
the  General  Land  Ollice  to  reproduce  the  original  plats  prepared  by  hand  in  the  Surveyor  General's  Olfice  by  photo- 
lithograpliy,  and  will  save  thereby  to  the  Government  tne  cost  of' preparation  by  hand  of  the  additional  copies 
required  by  law,  varying  between  $15  and  $30  fur  each  plat. 

Examinations  oJ  Desert  Lands —

The  said  act  requires  publication  of  notice,  for  a  poriod  of  r  ot  less  than  four  weeks 
in  the  county  in  which  the  lands  are  situated,  of  all  lists  or  deseriptio;  s  of  th  j  laud  ?  ordered  restored  to  settlement 
and  entry  thereunder.  During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  190x,  1,200  lists  of  lands  to  be  restored  to  entry  under 
the  said  act  of  June  11,  1900,  were  received;  1,047  lists  durr^g  the  year  ended  Juiie  30,  1909,  and  3.007  lists'  during 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1910.  The  cost  of  publishing  the  notice  for  each  list  amounts  to  between  $4. ,50  and  $5.  In 
additio  1  to  the  amoimt  re;|Uired  for  publicatio  i  of  the  notices  of  la:  ds  restored  undei  the  act  of  June  11,  1900,  this 
otRce  us?s  somothiag  like  82,000  a  year  to  publish  the  restoration  of  la'ids  temporarily  wilhdiawn  for  forest  pur- 
poses and  of  la. ids  restored  by  Executive  order  u.-der  act  of  Jum  4,  1S97  (30  Stat.,  30). 

For  the  year  ended  Ju  le  30,  1911,  the  appropriation  of  S12,000  was  not  suiricient  as  there  were  pending  at  the 
end  of  said  year  about  700  lists,  for  wliich  noiiccs  could  not  be  published  until  the  appropriation  for  1912  was  avail- 
able. In  view  of  the  number  of  lists  carried  over  from  last  year  a'  d  the  present  rate  at  which  they  are  being  received 
at  least  $0,000  will  be  needed  in  addition  to  the  regular  appropriation  for  the  current  fiscal  year.

Surveying  the  Public  Lands —  , 

For  surveys  and  resur\'eys  of  public  lands,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Ollice  and  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  $450,000;  Provided.

This  policy  has  added  onorinously  to  the  work  of 
the  survey,  and,  since  added  worlc  ha.s  been  of  a  nature  reqnirinR  prompt  attention,  other  equally  impor- 
tant but  less  iireent  worls  has  suffrn  d  through  delay  and  postponement.  The  requested  increase  in 
the  appropriation  for  geolopic  work  has  for  its  chief  puri'ose  the  jirovision  for  an  increase  in  llie  facilities 
of  the  land  classification  board  to  handle  current  pul)lic-land  business.  It  would  not  permit  of  any 
expansion  of  the  scientific  and  economic  geologic  work,  although  such  expansion  is  demanded  along 
several  lines. 

(3)  Chemical  and  physical  researches,  $40,000  to  S.'jO.OOO.  The  investigations  of  the  present  year, 
especially  those  looking  toward  the  discovery  of  potash  and  nitrate  deposits,  deserve  to  be  continued 
with  greater  vigor,  and  the  recommended  increase  is  regarded  as  modest  in  view  of  the  importance  of 
this  work. 

(4)  Mineral  resources.  $75,000  to  $100,000.  There  has  been  no  increase  in  this  appropriation  since  iy05. 
In  that  vear  it  was  estimated  that  the  number  of  producers  with  which  the  Division  of  Mineral  Uesources 
corresponded  wixs  .50,000.  There  are  now  between  75,000  and  8(1,000,  and  in  this  period  the  total  value  of 
the  mineral  products  of  the  t'nited  vSlates  has  increased  about  one-third.  There  has  been  a  proportionate 
increase  in  the  amount  of  work  of  a  i^cientific  and  technical  nature,  and  in  the  general  correspondence. 
Under  the  present  approi)riation  it  is  not  possible  to  do  the  field  work  necessary  for  the  proper  study 
of  the  producing  localities  and  the  preparation  of  the  annual  report  on  the  nation's  mineral  resources. 
Unless  additional  f\mds  are  provided  some  lines  of  investigation  will  have  to  lie  abandoned  altogether, 
or  it  will  be  impossible  to  live  up  to  the  standard  which  the  public  has  a  right  to  expect. 

(5)  Gauging  streams,  Sl.W.OOO  to  S.300.000.  The  present  demands  upon  this  appropriation  by  the  reason 
of  the  larger  interest  which  is  taken  by  the  nation  in  its  water  resources  have  increased  during  the  present 
year  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make  the  inadequateness  of  the  present  appropriation  not  only  most  appar- 
ent but  actually  embarrassing  in  the  administration  of  the  public  domain. 

The  total  increases  are  thus  538.5,000.

rNCREASES. 

Gentral  ezpemes. — Having  been  based  upon  an  extensive,  varied,  and  well-developed  work  under  the  Geological 
Survey,  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  though  nominally  the  youngest  branch  of  the  Government  service,  is  in  reality  well 
organized,  in  close  touch  with  its  problems  for  which  it  was  created,  and  in  its  duties  and  responsibilities  one  of 
the  large  Government  bureaus. 

The  appropriations  for  its  work  are  less  to-day  than  were  those  covering  this  work  of  three  years  ago  imder  the 
Technologic  Branch  of  the  Survey.  Congress,  in  establishing  the  bureau,  greatly  enlarged  the  scope  of  the  work, 
without  increasing  the  appropriation  for  investigations. 

The  legitimate  demands  upon  it  from  the  Government,  from  the  mining  industry,  and  from  the  public,  have 
far  outgrown  its  appropriations  and  its  ability  to  meet  these  demands.  The  delays  in  the  work  are  now  bringing 
adverse  criticism,  especially  from  the  miners,  the  most  difficult  and  yet  the  most  important  element  to  reach. 

The  bureau  has  now  300  employees,  with  work  well  organized,  as  compared  with  12.5  employees  when  the  amounts 
of  its  present  appropriations  were  agreed  upon.  It  is  ready  to  use  efi3ciently  even  larger  appropriations  than  those 
now  asked  for. 

For  mine  accidents. — The  increase  now  asked  for  (from  $310,000  to  $360,000)  was  approved  last  year  by  the  depart- 
ment and  by  the  President. 

Nearly  one-half  of  the  present  appropriation  is  for  mine-rescue  cars  and  stations,  which  is  essential  educational 
work,  but  noninvestigative;  only  one-half  is  for  investigations.  Neither  half  of  the  work  can  be  adequately  cared 
for  without  this  increase.  During  the  present  year  the  work  of  the  mine-rescue  cars  has  been  suspended  for  3 
months  owing  to  a  lack  of  sulTicient  funds;  and  the  investigative  work  has  been  delayed  for  lack  of  funds. 

Ten  thousand  mines  of  every  kind  are  to  be  considered. 

One  and  one-half  million  men  are  to  be  reached;  which  is  all  the  more  dilHcult  as  half  of  them  are  non-English 
Speaking.   But  already  the  bureau  is  getting  results. 

The  confidence  and  cooperation  of  the  operators  and  miners  are  being  won,  and  the  work  is  well  organized. 
Already  the  loss  of  life  is  30  per  cent  less  than  before  this  work  was  begun.  All  conditions  are  favorable  for  larger 
re.s-ults  if  the  additional  funds  are  available.   A  much  larger  increase  could  be  used  effectively. 

Fuel  investigations.— This  increase  ($100,000  to  $135,000)  was  approved  last  year  by  the  department,  the  President, 
and  the  Senate. 

When  $100,000  was  appropriated  for  this  work  three  years  ago,  less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  Government  fuel  was 
inspected  by  this  ser\-ice.  Now  practically  all  of  it,  valued  at  over  $6,000,000,  is  purchased  under  the  advice 
of  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  Government  power  plants  are  being  examined,  and  general  problems  of  increased  efh- 
eiency,  spontaneous  combustion,  storage  of  coal,  etc.,  are  referred  to  it  by  various  Government  departments  (Navy, 
Arm'v,  Isthmian  Canal  Commission,  etc.). 

This  increase  is  necessary  to  efficient  work.  It  will  prove  a  good  investment  for  the  Government,  and  a  far  larger 
good  investment  for  the  general  public  t>y  reason  of  the  fact  that  data  obtained  for  the  Government  heating  and 
power  plants  in  different  parts  of  the  country  are  equally  beneficial  to  the  general  public,  whose  fuel  bills  average 
31,500,000,000  yearly.

Mineral  waste  investigations,  1 100,000.— The  demand  for  this  work  is  more  general  than  for  any  other  new  work. 

The  waste  or  losses  in  American  mining  and  metallurgical  industries  are  estimated  to  be  equivalent  to  not  less 
than  S4(X),000.000  yearly,  a  considerable  part  of  which  can  be  saved.  This  does  not  appeal  to  the  individual  who 
frequently  makes  larger  temporary  profits  by  following  wasteful  methods.  It  should  and  will  appeal  to  the  Nation. 
Public  opinion  and  resulting  State  legislation  will  enforce  the  remedial  measures  if  the  Bmeau  of  Mines  develops 
the  facts  and  points  out  the  way. 

The  plans  for  this  new  work  are  matured,  and  the  men  to  take  charge  of  the  investigations  are  in  sight.  The 
prolilems  are  national  in  scope  and  importance.  There  is  therefore  no  occasion  for  delay,  nor  for  commencing  with 
a  smaller  and  less  efficient  appropriation,  the  appropriations  being  small  when  considered  in  view  of  the  magnitude 
of  the  interests  involved. 

It  is  proposed  to  divide  the  appropriations  for  these  investigations,  if  secured,  about  as  follows,  along  lines  where 
the  waste  is  large  and  where  prompt  remedial  action  is  most  likely: 

For  wastes  in  metal  mining  industries  

For  wastes  in  coking  and  gas  industries  , 

For  wastes  in  petroleum  and  natural-gas  industries 
For  wastes  in  miscellaneous  mineral  industries  

Alaska  coals,  $50.000. — The  information  to  be  gained  by  these  investigations  is  essential  to  the  formation  of  intel- 
ligent plans  covering  the  mining  and  utilization  of  the  coals  in  Alaska  belonging  to  the  Government,  and  it  is 
especially  essential  to  any  plans  for  securing  high-grade  coal  for  the  use  of  the  .Vrmy  and  naval  vessels  in  Pacific 
waters.    These  vessels  must  now  purchase  coal  in  .Japan,  British  Columbia,  or  West  Virginia. 

In  view  of  the  difficulties  under  which  the  work  in  Alaska  will  have  to  be  done  and  the  importance  of  doing  this 
work  thoroughly  and  with  least  delay,  the  amoimt  of  the  appropriation  estimated  is  reasonably  small. 

Sidino"  for  rescue  cars,  fJ,,'m.—'Por  K  of  the  7  rescue  cars  now  operated  hy  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  no  sidmgs  for  head- 
quarters have  been  secured,  nor  can  be  secured  at  nroper  places  without  authoritv  of  Coneress. 

^^'ithoutsuchsi  lines  there  are  frequentlv  di' culties.  delavs  and  daneers  of  collisions.  In  several  cases  the  needed 
land  •>vill  be  donated  or  leaserl  at  a  no'Tiiual  titnire  if  Coneress  will  grant  the  necessary  authority:  and  in  certain  cases 
the  railwav  companies  will  contribute  the  rails  if  the  Bureau  of  Mines  can  contribute  the  necessary  labor  and  inci- 
denta's. 

Mine  Rescue  Station  at  Mo  Vlester.  Okla.: 

.\t  \fc  Mester,  Okla.,  a  site  and  building  for  the  mine-rescue  station  established  there  is  necessary  to  the  proper 
carrying  on  of  the  work.  .\  suitable  site  and  new  building  (costing  .$8,000  in  1910),  well  adapted  to  this  purpose,  can 
be  purchased  bv  the  department  for  .?4,000. 

Building  for  e'zjinimental  work^t5n,C)iifi  (to'i  ard  a  total  of  $200,000).— The  Bureau  of  Mines  has  now  no  buildings  of 
its  own  in  which  to  carrv  on  the  mvestieations  required  of  it  by  Congress. 

The  tiulldines  it  now  occupies  at  Pittshurt'h  are  unsuited  to  its  purpose  and  inadequate:  and  their  return  to  the 
War  Department  for  its  own  use  has  been  requested. 

Several  buildings  will  be  nee  led.  The  plan  here  recommended  contemplates  the  authorization  of  one  building 
now,  and  one  or  more  buildlnirs  subsequently  as  conditions  may  demand;  thus  following  the  plan  adopted  for  the 
Bureau  of  Standards  which  has  now  In  W  ashington  four  fireproof  buildings  of  this  type.

Sir:  In  connection  with  the  estimates  of  this  oflice  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1913,  of  S12,000  for  the  sup- 
pression of  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors  among  the  natives  of  Alaska,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  follo-wing 
statement: 

This  estimate  calls  for  a  renewal  of  the  appropriation  made  in  the  act  of  Mar.  4,  1911  (sundry  civil  act),  for  the 
fiscal  year  1912,  which  was  recommended  by  the  Department  in  view  of  the  ■nidespread  demoralization  of  the  native 
inhabitants  of  Alaska  by  the  illicit  sale  of  "liquor.  The  moneys  appropriated  became  available  on  the  1st  of  July 
last,  and  three  months,  therefore,  have  elapsed  during  which  vigorous  efforts  have  been  directed  auairst  the  so- 
called  "whisky  peddlers"  in  the  native  settlements.  The  results  have  exceeded  the  confident  expectations  of  this 
office,  15  of  the  most  notorious  "boot-leggers"  in  the  whole  Territory  ha^-ing  been  arrested  and  bound  over  to  await 
the  action  of  the  grand  jtu'y.  Special  efforts  were  put  forth  to  secure  in  advance  of  arrest  sufficient  evidence  to  con- 
vict the  accused  men  under  the  law  which  constitutes  the  sale  of  liquors  to  natives  a  felony. 

So  vigorous  and  successful  has  been  the  campaign  against  the  whisky  peddlers  that  the  natives  now  find  it  exceed- 
ingly difficult  to  obtain  liquor.  The  work  of  prosecution,  however,  has  but  just  beeun,  and  constant  vieilance  must 
be,  and  will  be,  exercised.  In  submitting  the  estimate  for  a  renewal  of  the  appropriation,  it  is  to  be  emphasized  that 
the  enforcement  of  the  liquor  law  for  the  protection  of  the  natives  against  themselves  is  a  highly  important  obliea- 
tion  of  government.  Protected  from  the  demoralizing  effects  of  liquor,  the  natives  of  Alaska,  especially  in  the  south- 
eastern district,  are  a  law-abiding  and  industrious  people,  engaging  in  useful  trades  and  occupations;  but  subjected 
to  its  influence  they  become  demoralized  and  disorderly,  abandoning  their  industries  and  civilized  modes  of  life. 
The  effort  to  eradicate  the  source  of  the  evil,  therefore,  is  of  high  economic  as  well  as  moral  importance.  It  is  not 
an  exaggeration  to  say  that  the  expenditure  of  a  few  thousand  dollars  annually  from  the  appropriation  in  question 
is  returned  many  times  in  the  form  of  productive  labors  and  industries  in  the  Territory. 

It  is  recommended  that,  since  by  your  general  instruction  the  appropriation  tor  the  suppression  of  the  liquor 
traffic  among  the  .\laska  natives  is  being  disbursed  and  the  law  administered  by  the  governor  of  Alaska,  the  next 
appropriation  will  contain  the  provision  "under  the  direction  of  the  governor  of  Alaska"  instead  of  "under  the 
du-ection  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior."  This  recommendation  is  made  with  a  view  of  simplifying  the  routine 
administration  of  the  law — a  consideration  of  which  is  the  more  important  in  ^^ew  of  the  distance  of  Alaska  from 
the  seat  of  the  National  Government.

So  much  of  which  sum  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purchase  of  supplies  shall  be  imme- 
diately available:  Provided,  That  no  person  employed  hereunder  as  special  agent  or  inspector, 
or  to  perform  any  special  or  unusual  duty  in  connection  herewith,  shall  receive  as  compen- 
sation exceeding  $200  per  month,  in  addition  to  actual  traveling  expenses  and  per  diem  not 
exceeding  $4  in  lieu  of  subsistence,  when  absent  on  duty  from  his  designated  and  actual  post 
of  duty:  Provided,  That  of  the  sum  hereby  appropriated  not  exceeding  $7,000  may  be  ex- 
pended for  personal  services  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

All  expenditures  of  money  appropriated  herein  for  school  purposes  in  Alaska  shall  be  under 
the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education  and  in  conformity  with  such 
conditions,  rules,  and  regulations  as  to  conduct  and  methods  of  instruction  and  expenditure 
of  money  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  recommended  by  him  and  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior.

including  purchase,  maintenance,  and  driving  of  necessary  horses  and  vehicles,  and  of  horses 
and  vehicles  for  official  use  of  the  superintendent,  for  the  indigent  insane  admitted  from  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  nonresident  insane  per.sons  under  temporary  care,  the  sum  of 
$657,800.  This  amount  is  based  on  2,990  patients  at  $220  per  capita.  This  number  is  arrived 
at  by  estimating  the  i)robable  increa.se  on  the  basis  of  what  the  increase  has  been  in  pa.st  years. 
Pursuing  the  same  metliod  of  calculation  for  the  District  of  Columbia  patients,  their  share  is

For  expenses  in  returning  escaped  patients  to  the  hospital  the  sum  of  $1,500  is  needed  to 
l)e  set  apart.  A  decision  of  the  comptroller  prevents  the  payment  of  these  expenses  out  of 
the  sujjport  fund  of  the  hospital  and  makes  it  necessary  that  a  special  app)ropriation  be  made 
for  this  purpose. 

The  usual  authority  should  be  given  in  the  sundry  civil  bill  to  use  $1,500  in  defraying  the 
expense  of  removal  of  patients  to  their  friends  on  leaving  the  hospital. 

A  further  provision  in  the  same  bill  is  necessary  authorizing  the  sum  of  $1,000  to  be  used 
in  the  jjurchase  of  books,  periodicals,  and  papers  for  the  use  of  the  hospital  and  for  the  medical 
library.

Sir;  I  have  the  honor  to  subniil  herewith  estimates  of  appropriations  required  for  the  services  of  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  :)(),  19Ki,  by  the  Columbia  Institution  for  the  Deaf. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  tlie  appropriation  desired  for  special  repairs,  buildings  and  grounds,  is  islO.OOO  instead  of 
$.5,000,  which  has  been  submitted  for  the  past  few  years.  By  vote  of  the  board  of  directors  of  this  institution  on 
May  9,  191 1 ,  it  was  agreed  that  the  increased  sum  should  be  asked  for  urgently  needed  repairs  to  our  kitchen  and  store- 
rooms and  for  the  equipment  of  a  small  kitchen  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  instruction.  I  believe  that  this 
increased  expenditure  will  tend  to  preserve  the  health  of  students  and  w  ill  lead  to  et  onomy  in  the  handling  of  future 
supplies. 

An  entirely  new  item  is  submitted  for  the  coiistiiiction  and  furnishin;/  cl  a  dorriilory  to  replace  the  old  one  now 
used  for  our  college  women  and  oHicers.  For  this  the  board  requests  the  sum  of  S75.0(K).  The  old  building  now 
in  use  was  begun  in  1857  and  was  added  to  for  a  number  of  years.  It  is  used  largely  for  dormitory  purposes  for 
deaf  yoimg  women.  It  is  unsafe  and  insanitary  and  in  case  of  fire  there  is  grave  doubt  whether  ail  who  occupy 
it  could  be  saved. 

We  earnestly  urge  the  granting  of  the  sum  asked  for  that  a  modem  fireproof  building  may  be  erected  in  the 
place  of  the  old  one.

In  an  institution  of 
this  capacity,  prudence  requires  that  provision  be  made  for  exceptional  and  emergency  repairs.

— The  present  Board  of  Commissioners  has  no  personal  interest  in  the  above  recommendation,  since 
the  otiicial  terms  of  the  two  civilian  commissioners  will  expire  in  January,  191:5,  and  the  commissioner  detailed 
from  the  Engineer  Corps  of  the  Army  is,  of  course,  subject  to  assiennient  to  otlier  duty  at  an\-  lime.  The 
board  makes  the  recommendation  because  it  ret  ails  the  dilHculty  of  the  l^resident  when  the  immediate  pred- 
ecessors of  the?  present  civilian  commissioners  resigned,  in  finding  men  who  in  view  of  the  limited  salary, 
would  assume  the  rcsponsibililics  of  the  oHice.

Horses 
arc  taken  to  the  hospital  only  when  in  serious  condition  and  in  neeii  of  strict  attention  from  the  veterinarian.

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  22.i  liorses  and  mules  purchiwed,  as  against  79  the  year  before.  This  in 
itself  has  taken  much  of  his  time  for  the  past  six  or  .seven  months.  During  the  year  just  past  there  were  alnio.st 
4..50i)  calls  made  upon  him.  This  is  in  addition  to  hundreds  of  visitsand  numerous  days  spent  in  tlu^  purchase  i 
of  animals  and  the  time  ne<'essary  to  t.est  the  District  horses  for  glanders  during  the  past  summer.  He  is  re- 
quired lo  travel  extensively  every  day,  both  during  the  day  and  night,  and  has  never  been  furnished  trans- 
portation.

Note. — Better  transportation  for  the  field  inspectors  is  urgently  recommended,  particularly  for  the  subur- 
ban sections,  where  the  only  available  means  of  access  is  by  trolley  car  or  bicycle.  Sufficient  inspections  in 
these  districts  are  not  physically  possible  with  the  force  now  available.  An  increase  in  personnel  or  some 
means  of  getting  across  country  is  imminently  necessary.  Transportation  by  means  of  horses  and  vehicles 
will  accomplish  the  desire<i  result  more  economically  and  satisfactorily  in  otfier  respects.  The  inspectors  in 
the  outlying  districts  use  from  one-third  to  one-half  of  their  time  going  from  job  to  job.  Where  an  average  of 
20  insi)ections  per  day  per  inspector  is  now  made,  30  will  be  entirely  practicable,  at  a  cost  of  $360  a  year  for 
each  inspector  supplied  with  transportation.  In  other  words,  one  man  will  be  enabled  to  do  one-half  as  nutch 
again  as  he  is  now  doing;  and  in  lieu  of  asking  for  2  more  inspectors,  at  SI, 200  a  year  each,  it  is  recommended 
tfiat  4  of  the  inspectors  be  supt)lied  with  hired  horses  and  buggies,  at  a  total  cost  of  $1,440— a  yearly  saving  of 
S960. 

General  note. — In  view  of  the  recommendation  made  it  is  desired  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  since 
the  inauguration  of  the  present  schedule  of  fees  the  BuiMing  Division  has  been  self-supporting.  This  schedule 
became  effective  July  1.5, 1909,  and,  notwithstanding  the  handicap  of  half  month  during  the  busiest  season  of 
the  year,  when  the  receipts  were  governed  by  the  old  fee  schedule,  the  total  revenue  derived  from  fees  since 
that  date,  or  for  the  two  fiscal  years  since  the  present  schedule  was  promulgated,  has  amounted  to  $fi4,473.13, 
as  against  SOO.TW)  disbursed  in'expenses,  or  a  difference  to  the  division's  credit  of  $;!,713.13.  Aside  from  the 
inherent  merit  believed  to  be  contained  in  the  respective  recommendations  and  the  fact  that  their  adoption 
would  be  no  more  than  just  to  those  affected,  this  showing,  it  is  thought,  is  a  self-evident  argument  for  their 
favorable  consideration,  particularly  as  indications  point  to  a  general  substantial  increase  in  building  opera- 
tions in  the  District  from  year  to  year  and  a  consequent  increase  in  the  revenue^s  of  the  division.

Note.— The  duties  of  the  numicipal  architect  and  the  superintendent  of  construction  require  them  to  super- 
intend the  construction  of  all  municipal  buildings.  There  are  at  present  19  buildings  under  construction,  and 
to  give  them  proper  supervision  the  municipal  architect  and  the  superintendent  of  construction  must  neces- 
sarily be  afforded  some  means  of  transjTOrtation.  .i.t  present  the  municipal  architect  has  a  light  wagon  and 
horse,  aud  this  will  su  lice  for  his  purposes,  as  it  is  not  necessary  that  he  visit  each  building  more  than  once  or 
twice  a  week,  but  it  is  recommended  that  a  driver  be  provided  to  care  for  this  conveyance  and  to  serve  as  a 
messenger  when  not  employed  in  driving.  The  superintendent  of  construction,  theoretically,  should  visit 
auii  inspect  e  ich  l)uil  lin;^  eacii  day,  for  he  is  not  only  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  contracts  according  to 
the  specifications  but  he  must  also  keep  a  close  check  on  the  several  inspectors  employed  on  these  buildings. 
His  only  means  of  transportation  heretofore  has  been  by  the  street  cars,  vrhich  frequently  do  not  reach  the 
buildings  under  construclion,  and  by  a  horse  and  carriage  divided  between  him  and  the" assistant  building 
inspector.  This  work  is  too  great  for  a  horse,  and  consequently  more  than  half  the  time  the  horse  is  not  in 
serviceablecondition.  For  three  days  during  the  past  summer  the  superintendent  was  afforded  an  automobile, 
and  it  was  found  that  in  order  to  reach  all  of  the  buildings  in  one  day  it  required  a  covering  of  more  than  40 
miles.  This  shows  that  the  service  is  too  great  for  any  horse,  and  it  is  therefore  recommended  that  an  automo- 
bile or  runabout  be  provided  for  inspection  purposes,  with  provision  for  repairs  and  maintenance. 

For  alterations  and  repair  of  the  repair  shop  and  storage  yard  by  day  labor  or  otherwise 
(submitted)  

Note. — The  building  occupied  by  the  repair  shop  was  formerly  used  as  a  pumping  station,  and  while  it 
affords  fair  accommodations,  it  can  not  be  used  to  the  best  advantage  for  the  reason  that  it  is  a  clear  story  from 
ground  to  roof.  The  yard  used  in  connection  with  the  repair  shop  does  not  afford  sufficient  protection  "for  the 
seasoned  lumber  and  other  materials  that  must  be  kept  on  hand  for  emergency  repairs.  The  recommendation 
made  last  year  that  .?3,500  be  appropriated  to  remodel  the  repair  shop,  in  order  that  materials  may  be  pfoperly 
stored  and  cared  for  in  a  more  orderly  and  systematic  manner,  and  to  construct  storage  sheds  in  the  yard  to 
protect  the  perishable  materials  from  the  weather,  is  renewed.

The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  here- 
after, when  in  their  discretion  it  shall  be  deemed  to  the  advantage  of  the  public  service,  to 
exchange  typevsTiters,  adding  machines,  pianos,  machinery,  and  other  equipment,  iu  part 
or  full  payment  for  new  articles  of  similar  or  improved  character,  credit  for  the  value  of  said 
personal  property  so  exchanged  to  be  allowed  on  vouchers  in  payment  for  such  new  articles 
as  may  be  purchased,  the  balance  remaining  due  after  said  credit  to  be  paid  out  of  the  appro- 
priation to  which  said  purchase  is  properly  chargeable  (act  May  18,  1910,  vol.  36,  p.  382,  sec.  1). 

Note. — The  commissioners  have  thus  far  found  that  the  authority  granted  by  the  District  of  Colimibia  appro- 
priation act  of  May  18, 1910  (36  Stat.,  382),  and  above  recommended  with  the  addition  of  the  words  "machinery  and 
other  equipment,"  lias  enabled  the  District  to  save  considerable  money  in  the  exchans;e  of  typewriters,  and  obtain 
fully  100  per  cent  more  for  the  same  in  this  manner  than  wlien  they  were  disposed  ot  by  auction,  ft  is  thought  that 
it  would  be  to  the  District's  interest  to  include  platimun  ware  used  in  chemical  laboratories,  motor  cycles,  and  also 
machinery  or  equipment  of  standard  manufacture  which  is  improved  from  time  to  time  or  superseded  by  later 
models.  In  explanation  of  tliis  recommendation  it  should  be  stated  it  is  the  universal  custom,  coiumerciallj-,  when 
platinum  ware  used  iu  chemical  laboratories  becomes  worn  out  tliat  it  be  returned  to  the  manufacturer,  who  makes 
an  allowance  per  gram  to  apply  on  a  new  purchase.  It  might  also  be  added  in  connection  with  the  above  recom- 
mendations that  this  method  of  disposing  of  worn-out  machinery  or  equipment  in  no  way  precludes  competition; 
as  stated  above,  it  only  enables  the  District  to  obtain  a  greater  consideration  for  the  article  to  be  disposed  of  than 
it  would  obtain  should  the  same  be  condemned  and  sold  at  public  auction.

Note. — This  estimate  is  for  surface  work.  An  estimate  is  also  made  under  the  estimates  for  sewers  for 
assessment  and  permit  work  ($150,000)  specifically  for  sewer  work. 

The  necessity  for  curb  and  sidewalk  construction  and  alley  pavement  coming  under  this  appropriation  has, 
as  is  well  known,  greatly  increased  in  recent  years,  due  to  the  large  and  scattered  development  and  the  neces- 
sity for  sewer  construction,  which  has  formerly  been  cared  for  from  this  appropriation,  has  so  vastly  increased 
as  "to  render  it  advisable  to  ask  for  a  separate  appropriation  for  the  latter  work.  There  are  numerous  dilapi- 
dated alley  pavements  throughout  this  city  that  should  be  speedily  replaced,  as  well  us  many  old  brick  side- 
walks to  which  the  same  remarks  apply;  nioreover,  it  is  most  desirable  that  suburban  de\  elopment  should  be 
promptly  followed  by  sidewalk  construction,  since  it  is  easily  several  years  before  roadway  improvements  in 
the  outlying  sections  can  be  undertaken.  The  increased  appropriations  for  resurfacing'  work  involves  an 
incidental  increased  need  tor  new  curbs,  which  is  chargeable  to  this  fiuid  imder  law.  For  the  above  reason 
the  amount  herein  asked  for  can  be  most  advantageously  expended  during  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

In  the  last  appropriation  act  a  lump  sum  of  $340,000  was  made  for  assessment  and  permit  work,  including 
both  surface  and  sewer  work.  If  separate  appropriations  are  not  made  for  surface  work,  and  for  sewer  work, 
the  total  appropriation  under  this  head  should  be  $390,000,  including  $240,000  for  surface  work  and  8150,000 
for  sewer  work.

Under  appropriations  contained  in  this  act  no  contract  shall  be  made  for  making  or 
relaying  asphalt  pavement  at  a  higher  price  than  $1.80  per  square  yard  for  a  quality 
equal  to  the  best  laid  in  the  District  of  Columbia  prior  to  July  1,  1886,  and  with  same 
depth  of  base,  nor  more  than  $1.80  per  square  yard  for  laying  standard  asphalt  block

Note.— Macadam  roads  and  streets  require  a  certain  amount  of  maintenance  and  repairs  each  year,  and 
as  the  mileage  of  improved  streets  and  roads  increases  annually  an  increasing  appropriation  is  necessary  for 
their  proper  maintenance.  A  considerable  portion  of  this  amount  will  be  necessary  for  oiling,  which  is  essen- 
tial for  the  preservation  of  macadam  roads  subjected  to  automobile  trafTic. 

The  county  road  foremen  in  the  outlying  sections  of  the  District  are  in  charge  of  scattered  work  covering  a 
large  area,  and  for  the  proper  supervision  of  the  work  of  the  different  gangs  it  is  essential  that  they  have  some 
means  of  transportation.  .\t  present  they  have  horse  transportation,  and  are  allowed  the  sum  of  S30  per 
month  for  this  transportation,  payable  from  the  appropriation,  mailing  the  cost  for  each  foreman  from  S330 
to  $360  per  year.  .\t  *22.">  for  the  purchase  of  a  motor  cycle  and  S7.0  per  year  for  maintenance,  a  saving  of  S30 
to  $60  per  year  for  each  fi)reman  will  be  effected,  and  the  efficiency  of  their  supervision  will  be  increased  by 
reason  of  their  ability  to  cover  the  territory  under  their  charge  more  rapidly. 

The  motor  vehicle  now  on  hand,  purchased  three  years  ago  at  a  cost  of  Sl.OQO,  will  not  be  in  good  serviceable 
condition  by  the  time  this  appropriation  becomes  available.  It  is  desired  to  replace  it  with  a  new  one,  using 
the  old  one  as  a  reserve. 

A  portable  mixing  plant  is  essential  for  efficient  work  in  the  improved  methods  of  road  building  with  the 
use  of  a  bituminous  binder.

The  plural  has  been  used  for  the  word  stable,  as  in  the  future  there  will  be 
two  stables  instea<i  of  one. 

After  the  sentence  "purchase,  maintenance,  and  repair  of  wagons  and  harness,"  the  words  "and  other 
equipment"  have  been  mserted  to  provide  for  the  repair  of  equipment  such  as  sweeping  machines,  flushers, 
squeegees,  etc.,  which  have  and  will  be  purchased  in  connection  with  the  street-cleaning  work  which  was 
formerly  done  under  contract. 

The  new  clause  "  Purchase,  maintenance,  and  repair  of  motor-propelled  vehicles  necessary  in  operation  and 
one  motor-propelled  vehicle  for  use  in  supervision"  has  been  inserted  because,  unless  Congress  acts  on  this 
question  during  the  next  session  of  Congress,  it  will  be  two  years  from  ,Tuly  1,  1911,  before  motor-propelled 
vehicles  can  be  used  in  this  department,  and  it  is  believed  from  present  developments  that  before  that  time 
there  will  be  street-cleaning  apparatus  of  this  character  on  the  market  which  will  be  more  efhcient  and  eco- 
nomical than  that  which  is  now  being  used.  The  department  is  now  interested  in  the  development  of  a  motor 
pick-up  machine,  which,  it  is  believed,  would  almost  entirely  take  the  place  of  white-wing  labor  at  a  very 
much  reduced  cost.  In  performing  the  work  in  connection  with  machine  cleaning,  alley  cle  aning,  and  the 
cleaning  of  unimproved  .streets,  which  previous  to  July  1,  1911.  was  done  by  contract,  the  force  of  men  and 
the  number  of  horses  under  the  iircct  control  of  this  department  has  been  more  than  double  1,  and  the  super- 
vision of  this  work  requires  much  more  careful  attention  than  the  inspection  which  was  formerly  given  to  it. 
It  is  impossible  for  the  sunerintendeut  to  get  over  the  work  with  the  horse  transportation  now  available. 

The  new  clause  covering  the  work  of  snow  removal  h:is  been  added,  as  it  is  desired  to  include  this  work  in  the 
general  work  of  street  cleaning,  payable  from  the  general  appropriation.  Snow  removal  is  but  a  particular 
class  of  street  cleaning  involving  the  use  of  the  same  organization,  the  .same  labor,  and  largely  the  same  equip- 
ment that  is  used  in  the  ordinary  work  of  street  cleaning,  and  there  is  no  logical  reason  for  separating  it  from 
the  general  work. 

The  following  wording  has  been  omitted  entirely:  "and  work  done  under  contract,  as  well  as  handwork 
done  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  commi.ssioners  without  contract:  Provid<d,  That  whenever  it  shall 
appear  to  the  commissioners  that  said  latter  work  can  not  be  done  under  their  immediate  direction  at  19  cents 
or  less  per  thousand  square  yards,  in  accordance  with  the  spccificnlions  under  which  the  same  was  last  adver- 
tised for  bids,  it  shall  at  once  be  their  duty  to  advertise  to  let  said  work  under  said  specifications  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder,  and  if  the  same  can  not  be  procured  to  be  done  at  a  price  not  exceeding  20  cents  per  tbou- 
.sand  square  yards,  they  may  continue  to  do  said  work  under  their  immediate  direction  in  accordance  with 
said  specifications:  Provided  furlher,  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  said  commissioners  that  the  work  now 
performed  under  contract,  namely,  street  sweeping  and  cleaning  allevs  and  unimproved  streets,  can,  in  their 
judgment,  be  performed  under  their  immediate  direction  more  advantageously  to  the  District,  then,  in  that

event,  said  commissiouprs  are  hereby  authorized  to  perform  any  part  or  all  of  said  work  in  such  manner,  and 
to  employ  all  ncH'Cs.-;ary  personal  services,  and  purchase  and  maintain  such  street-cleaning  apparatus,  horses, 
harness,  carts,  wa^onsj  tools,  and  equipment  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose;  and  of  this  appropriation 
the  sum  of  S-40,000  is  hereby  made  immediately  available."  On  April  25,  lUOO,  the  commissioners  advertised 
for  bids  for  hand-cleaning  work,  but  no  bids  were  received,  and  since  then  the  hand  cleaning  has  been  done 
under  the  direction  of  the  commissioners.  The  methods  of  hand  cleaning  have  materially  changed  since  the 
above  date,  and  it  is  not  deemed  advisable  to  continue  doing  work  under  these  specifications  as  provided  for 
above.  The  street-washing  work,  which  is  now  being  done  in  the  white-wing  section,  will  tend  to  reduce 
the  price  so  that  the  i)robabilities  are  that  it  will  never  again  be  equal  to  or  exceed  19  cents  per  thousand 
square  yards.  The  wordiug  in  the  second  provision  omitted  is  not  applicable  to  the  present  situation,  as  all 
street-cleaning  work  is  now  being  done  under  the  direction  of  the  commissicners. 

The  ix)sitious  of  blacksmith  at  $900,  mechanic  at  S7S0,  blacksmith's  helper  at  $720.  seven  dumpmen  at  $540 
each,  two  mechanic's  helpers  at  S540  each,  wheelwright  at  $900,  and  painter  at  $780  per  annum,  or  a  total  of 
S8,940,  being  held  by  employees  on  the  annual  roll,  they  are  entitled  to  30  days  vacation,  30  days  sick  leave, 
and  half  holidays  on  Saturdays  in  the  summer  season,  which  does  not  conform  to  the  requirements  mad&  of 
per  diem  employees  with  whom  they  work.  In  the  accounting  the  annual  roll  has  always  been  charged  to 
administration  and  not  to  the  cost  of  operation,  and  the  work  of  these  men  would  be  charged  to  operation. 
It  is  proposed  that  these  positions  be  put  on  the  per  diem  basis.

(a)  The  yardage  is  based  on  the  area  cleaned  per  day  at  the  present  time,  for  296|  days,  which  is  the  maxi- 
mum number  of  days  worked  per  year  in  the  last  five  years.  The  price  assumed  is  lower  than  it  has  ever  been 
before. 

(bj  The  yardage  is  based  on  the  area  per  day  which  is  being  cleaned  at  present,  for  276J  days,  which  is  the 
maximum  number  of  days  worked  per  year  in  the  last  five  years,  and  the  price,  plus  20  per  cent,  will  equal  the 
contract  price  prior  to  July  1,  1911. 

(c)  The  yardage  is  based  on  the  area  cleaned  per  day  at  the  present  time,  for  263  days,  which  is  the  maxi- 
mum number  of  days  worked  per  year  in  the  last  five  years,  and  the  price,  plus  20  per  cent,  will  equal  the 
contract  price  prior  "to  July  1,  1911.

The  cost  of  flushing  during  the  past  year  was 
approximately  31i  cents,  but  it  Is  believed  that  this  cost  can  be  redticed  to  some  extent. 

(ft)  In  assumiuglho  ir.aximum  mm:  \  cr  of  days  worked  {icr  year  in  the  last  five  years  for  hand-patrol,  machine 
and  alley  cleaning,  and  for  sfrcot  wasliin^',  it  is  believed  advisai)le  to  prepare  for  the  maximum.  In  cas.i  the 
weather  should  not  permit  this  amount  being  done,  the  amount  saved  can  be  used  in  extending  the  service  as 
it  becomes  necessary,  not  only  for  the  portions  of  the  work  m,entioned  but  also  in  extending  the  cleaning  of 
utdmproved  and  suburban  streets  which  it  has  been  thought  advisable  to  do  for  some  years  past  but  has  not 
berm  done  on  account  of  the  lack  of  funds. 

(i)  !n  the  recent  purchase  of  new  equipment  in  preparation  for  doing  work  under  the  direction  of  the  com- 
missioners instead  of  by  contract,  the  minimum  amoimt  of  equipment  necessary  has  been  bought  w^th  the 
idea  that  the  cleaning  will  be.  to  some  extent,  experinjental.  and  as  the  result  of  experience  it  ntight  be  fouud 
advisable  to  use  different  methods  and  a  different  character  of  equiijnient  for  this  worlr.  ft  is  still  impossiljle 
to  tell  in  detail  what  kind  of  equipment  will  be  iic;eded,  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  purchase  a  suitable  amount 
of  new  equipment,  either  of  a  new  character  or  of  the  same  character  as  that  which  was  bought,  in  order  to 
take  the  place  of  equipment  in  the  repair  shoj)  when  it  beghis  to  wear  out. 

(j)  In  times  of  snow  and  ice  in  the  future,  it  is  thought  advisable  to  use  the  full  resources  of  the  street  clean- 
ing department  in  this  work.

It  is  estimated  that  with  two  motor-propelled  vehicles  for  inspectors,  which  can  be  purchased  and  main- 
tained for  the  same  amount  that  was  paid  for  livery  for  inspectors'  horses  and  buggies,  that  this  service  can  be 
performed  by  two  inspectors  at  a  cost  in  succeeding  years  of  only  the  maintenance  and  depreciation  of  the  two 
motor-propelled  vehicles.

Frequently  the  men  engaged  in  this  work  are  called  suddenly  to  the  remote  engine  and 
police  stations,  as  well  as  to  the  outlying  fire-alarm  and  patrol  boxes,  to  clear  troubles  and  adjust  instruments.  The 
importance  of  immediately  making  such  minor  adj  :stments  can  not  be  overestimated,  as  the  reliability  of  both  sys- 
tems depends  upon  keeping  them  clear  of  troubles.  For  transportation  in  this  work  there  is  now  available  only  a 
wagon  and  one  horse.  It  is  more  than  one  horse  can  do  to  draw  the  wagon  with  two  men  and  their  tools,  particu- 
larly when  haste  is  important  and  tlie  trouble  at  a  distance  from  the  District  Building.  Such  a  conveyance  as  a 
motor  vehicle  will  enable  the  men  to  do  many  times  the  amount  of  work  now  performed  within  the  same  time.

NoTic  (by  Chief  of  Engineers  of  U.  S.  Army).— The  Conduit  Road  is  12^  miles  long  from  Foxhall  Roa<l  to  Great 
Falls.  Its  advantages  were  early  ajipreciated,  and  the  oflicer  in  charge  reported  in  ISO.s  that  it  should  be  macad- 
amized as  .soon  as  practicable.  Between  1870  and  1875,S4fi,000  were  appropriated  for  the  purpose,  and  9.4  miles  were 
surfaced.  Since  1875  but  $4,000  have  been  appropriated  for  the  road,  the  last  special  appropriation  being  ?2,000 
in  1900,  and  the  small  amounts  which  could  be  spared  from  the  general  appropriation  for  the  aqueduct  have  been 
Inadequate  for  maintenance.  It  is  now  estimated  that  a  total  of  .S.'>5,000  to  860,000  will  be  required  for  placing  the 
road  in  proper  condition,  including  the  sum  of  $15,0(XI  now  asked  for  commencing  the  work. 

For  care,  including  salaries  of  all  necessary  employees,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  the 
Washington  Aqueduct,  District  of  Columbia,  filtration  plant,  and  the  plant  for  the  preliminary 
treatment  of  the  water  supply,  authorized  water  meters  on  Federal  services,  and  for  each  and 
every  purpose  connected  therewith  (acts  June  11,  1878,  vol.  20,  p.  104,  sec.  3 ;  Mar.  2,  1911, 
vol.  36,  pp.  982,  983,  sec.  1)  •  91,  000.

Note  (by  president  of  Columbia  Institution  for  Deaf).— I  inclose  estimates  for  the  maintenance  and  tuition  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  beneficiaries  in  the  Columbia  Institution  for  tlie  Deaf  for  the  fiscal  year  to  end  June  30, 
1913.  This  estimate  is  for  $350  per  capita  for  33  pupils,  or  a  total  of  .$11,550,  and  I  request  that  you  include  the  same 
in  estimates  for  the  support  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  You  will  note  that  we  are  asking  for  an  api)ropria',ion  of 
$350  per  capita  for  the  said  beneficiaries.  The  expense  for  the  maintenance  and  instruction  of  the  deaf  children 
in  large  institutions  like  the  School  for  the  Deaf  at  Mount  Airy.  Pa.,  and  the  New  York  Institution  for  th?  Djaf 
at  Washington  Heights  has  varied  from  ?32C  to  $3()(;  per  capita  'during  the  past  year.  We  are  endeavoring  to  give 
to  the  pupils  from  the  District  of  Columbia  the  very  best  care  and  instruction,  and  I  do  not  see  how  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  do  this  at  a  less  cost  than  the  estimate  submitted.

One  of  these  is  employed 
at  police  hcadquiirtors,  wnere  he  receives  and  disposes  of  the  morning  and  special  reports  received  from  the  captains 
of  the  eleven  police  precincts,  forwarding  to  the  major  and  superintendent  those  which  should  receive  his  attention; 
he  also  passes  on  applications  for  leave  of  absence,  gives  to  the  captains  and  other  olTicers  of  the  force  such  general 
and  special  orders  and  instructions  ;is  directed  by  the  major  and  superintendent;  issues,  as  authorized,  permits  of  a 
general  and  special  character;  receives  all  callers  and  complaints  from  the  public;  keeps  all  data  regarding  transfers 
and  changes  in  the  force  as  well  as  of  detailed  matters  concerning  the  welfare  of  the  public  and  department;  acts  as 
chairman  of  the  retiring  board;  attends  fires;  makes  special  inspections  where  necessary;  is  present  at  emergency 
calls,  and  performs  other  duties  of  a  miscellaneous  character  both  by  day  and  night. 

A  second  inspector  is  in  charge  of  the  property  of  the  department  and  must  keep  a  record  of  all  that  is  received 
and  expended  at  the  various  station  houses,  taking  into  account  everything  charged  to  the  department;  observe  all 
deficiencies  in  the  care  of  such  property  as  wagons,  harness,  horses,  beds,  bedding,  furniture  of  all  kinds,  supplies, 
etc.:  inspects  clothing,  helmets,  and  equipments;  directs  the  measurement  and  making  of  all  new  garments  for 
members  of  the  force;  supervises  target  practice;  otliciates  as  a  member  of  the  Metropolitan  Police  Trial  Board  in  the 
hearing  of  charges  against  members  of  the  force  who  have  been  cited  to  appear  for  violating  the  regulations,  and  per- 
forms various  other  duties  unposed  upon  him  from  time  to  time  by  the  major  and  superintendent. 

The  third  inspector  is  employed  day  and  night  looking  after  the' working  of  the  force  on  the  various  beats  and 
posts;  supervises  the  keeping  of  the  records  at  the  several  station  houses,  observing  the  demeanor  of  the  men  gen- 
erally, noting  shortcomings  and  making  special  reports  thereof;  investigating  all  complaints  against  members  of 
the  force  as  may  be  made  to  headquarters,  and  directs  the  three  sergeants  who  act  as  his  assistants  in  seeing  that 
officers  perform  the  duties  assigned  to  them  in  the  various  precincts  on  the  hundreds  of  beats,  and  performs  multi- 
tudinous special  duties  which  are  assigned  to  him  at  usual  and  unusual  hours. 

The  growth  of  the  District  and  the  many  features  involved  in  its  progress  makes  it  absolutely  necessary  that  it 
be  divided  into  two  police  districts,  and  for  this  purpose  another  inspector  is  asked  for  to  conduct  a  similar  service 
to  that  just  recited.  Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  known  as  the  "Reorganization  act,"  there  were  4  captains  of 
police,  but  only  3  under  the  amended  act  were  promoted  to  be  inspectors.  This  reduced  the  niunber  of  men  for  the 
purpose  desired  by  1,  and  now  it  is  proposed  that  this  assistant  shall  be  had,  otherwise  the  major  and  superin- 
tendent will  be  forced  to  sacrifice  the  presence  and  aid  of  the  officer  now  at  headquarters.

Columbia,  may  be  extended  in  case.s  of  lUness  or  injury  incurred  in  line  of  duty  upon  recom-  \ 
mendation  of  the  board  of  surgeons  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  I 
for  such  period  exceeding  30  days  in  any  calendar  year  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioners  j 
may  be  necessary. 

Note.— The  appropriation  act  of  Mar.  2,  1911,  provided  that  members  of  the  fire  department  should  be  allowed  1 
30  days'  sick  leave  per  annum,  and  the  sundry  civil  act  of  Mar.  4,  1911,  provided  that  members  of  the  fire  department 
could"  be  granted  an  additional  30  days'  sick  leave  upon  the  recommendation  of  tlie  board  of  surgeons,  approved  by 
the  commissioners. 

If,  therefore,  a  member  of  tho  fire  department  is  absent  from  duty  on  account  of  sickness  or  injury  incurred  in 
line  of  duty  for  a  period  in  excess  of  (iO  days  in  any  one  calendar  year,  he  must  forfeit  his  pay  for  such  excess  period. 

Under  existini;  reetilalions  each  member  of  a  company  is  allowed  one  day  oil  in  every  five  days  and  tlie  balance 
of  the  lime  is  required  lobe  on  duly  both  day  and  night.  If,  however,  one  member  of  a  company  is  al>sent  on  account 
of  sickness  or  injury,  the  other  members  are  only  allowed  one  day  off  in  every  six  days;  if  two  men  are  absent  the 
others  are  only  allowed  one  day  off  in  every  nine  days:  and  if  more  than  two  men  are  absent  from  any  one  com- 
pany the  other  members  are  allow  ed  no  days  off  until  one  or  more  of  the  absent  members  return  to  duty.  This 
operates  to  check  any  tendency  to  abuse  of  the  privilege  of  sick  leave.  , 

It  is  l>elieved  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  Congress  to  deprive  the  members  of  the  fire  department  of  pay  for 
absence  caused  by  sickness  or  injury  incurred  in  line  of  duty.  If,  in  the  exceptional  cases  involved,  firemen  are 
not  to  1)6  paid  for  leave  of  absence  in  excess  of  60  days,  when  such  absence  is  the  result  of  sickness  or  injury  incurred 
in  the  line  of  duty— and  they  and  their  families  are  compelled  to  suffer  for  such  absence— it  is  apparent  that  the 
efficiency  of  the  department  may  be  seriously  impaired,  for  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  firemen  will  hesitate  to  take 
the  chance  of  being  more  or  less  seriously  injured. 

Under  authority  of  existing  law  the  commissioners  can  so  extend  the  amount  of  sick  leave  granted  to  members 
of  the  police  department,  and  members  of  the  fire  department  are  unquestionably  entitled  to  the  same  consideration.

Note.— This  appropriation  must  be  large  enough  to  allow  a  safe  margin  for  emergencies;  whether  much  or 
little  will  be  i:sed,  beyond  certain  fixed  charges,  depends  upon  the  prevalence  of  contagious  diseases,  and  the 
prevalence  of  such  diseases  can  not  be  definitely  foreseen.

authorized  and  dii-ected  to  institute  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  a  pro- 
ceeding in  rem  to  condemn  the  land  that  may  be  necessary  for  highway  and  park  pirrposes 
to  preserve  the  Klingle  Road  Valley,  comprising  approximately  28h  acres,  as  shown  on  plans 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  engineer  commissioner  of  the  District  of  Columbia:  Provided,  however, 
That  of  the  amount  found  to  be  due  and  awarded  by  the  jury  in  said  proceeding  as  damages  for 
and  in  respect  of  the  land  to  be  condemned  for  said  highway  and  park  purposes,  plus  the 
costs  and  expenses  of  the  proceeding  taken  pursuant  hereto,  not  less  than  one-fotu-th  shall  be 
assessed  by  the  jury  as  benefits. 
There  is  hereby  appropriated  $190,000  to  pay  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  condemnation 
proceeding  taken  pm-suant  hereto  and  for  the  payment  of  the  amounts  awarded  as  damages. 
The  amounts  assessed  as  benefits,  when  collected,  shall  be  repaid  to  the  revenues  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  of  the  United  States  in  equal  parts  (submitted)   190,000.  00 


Note. — The  amount  of  land  proposed  to  be  taken  by  this  condemnation  is  28.5  acres,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
8190,000,  but  it  is  provided  that  one-fourth  of  this  cost  shall  be  assessed  against  the  property  benefited.  The  improve- 
ment of  the  roadway  contemplates  the  construction  of  a  24-foot  macadam  roadway  with  3-foot  gutters.  The  land 
proposed  to  be  condemned  lies  on  both  sides  of  Connecticut  Avenue  along  Klingle  Road  from  Woodley  Road  to 
Rock  Creek  Park  and  consistsjof  some  of  the  most  desirable  land  in  the  District  of  Columbia  available  for  park 
purposes.  It  is  covered  with  a  magnificent  growth  of  trees  of  great  age  and  vrill  make  a  most  picturesque  and 
beautiful  addition  to  the  park  system.  Unless  the  land  is  acquired  at  an  early  date  improvements  which  are 
rapidly  being  made  in  this  vicinity  will  require  that  it  be  graded  for  building  purposes,  and  then  this  beautiful 
park  area  will  become  a  dump  until  it  is  filled  sufficiently  to  make  it  available  for  sale  as  building  lots.  This 
would  lose  to  the  District  of  Columbia  a  most  beautiful  natural  park  which  could  never  be  duplicated  in  this 
vicinity.  This  acquisition  is  more  essential  than  any  other  land  purchase  now  contemplated  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  as  Klingle  Ford  Valley  affords  the  only  convenient  entrance  to  the  park  system  from  a  large  portion  of 
the  District,  and  future! generations  may  rightly  condemn  the  present  one  if  it  permits  the  valley  to  be  lost  to 
public  use. 

The  true  value  of  the  land,  based  on  the  assessed  value,  which  is  two-tliirds  of  the  true  value,  is  $188,000.  On 
the  upper  end  of  the  Klingle  Valley,  about  1  mile  through  a  recently  made  subdivision,  a  parked  highway  is  being 
constructed  at  private  expense,  border  parkings  having  been  dedicated  without  cost  to  the  District.  This  dedicatea 
parkway  will  carry  the  entrance  to  Rock  Creek  Park  that  will  be  provided  by  the  Klingle  Valley  purchase  as  far 
as  Massachusetmts  Avenue. 

Another  item  in  these  estimates,  providing  for  Rock  Creek  Drive  and  Lovers'  Lane,  will  carry  the  route  through 
to  Georgetown,  so  that  there  may  be  expected  to  result  a  parked  highway  extending  from  Georgetown  and  aU  inter- 
mediate points  into  Rock  Creek  Park.  In  this  connection  see  note  attached  to  the  Rock  Creek  Drive  and  Lovers' 
Lane  item.

the  land  in  Lovers'  Lane  lying  between  land  taxed  as  parcels  39/10  and  39/11  and  Montrose 
Park  from  T  Street  southerly  to  R  Street  NW.,  as  shown  on  plans  filed  in  the  oflBce  of  the 
engineer  commissioner  of  the  District  of  Columbia:  Provided,  however.  That  the  entire  amount 
found  to  be  due  and  awarded  by  the  jury  in  said  proceeding  as  damages  for  and  in  respect  of 
the  land  to  be  condemned,  as  provided  for  herein,  plus  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  pro- 
ceeding hereunder,  shall  be  assessed  by  the  jury  as  benefits. 

There  is  hereby  appropriated  the  sum  of  $15,000  to  pay  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  con- 
demnation proceedings  taken  pursuant  hereto,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  amounts  awarded

In  addition 
to  this  driveway  lies  a  driveway  being  provided  at  private  expense,  connecting  Massachusetts  Avenue  with  VVoodley 
Lane  at  a  distance  of  about  1  mile.  Along  this  driveway  lies  land  that  has  been  dedicated  to  tlie  District  for  park 
purposes  that  will  make  this  mile  of  drive  almost  equally  desirable  from  a  public  standpoint  to  a  road  tlirough  a 
park,  as,  for  instance.  Rock  (  reek  Park  itself.  Tlie  Woodlcy  Road  end  of  this  road  being  constructed  at  private 
expense  connects  with  the  upper  end  of  Khngle  Valley.  Another  item  of  these  estimates  provides  for  the  acqui- 
aiUon  and  construction  of  a  road  into  Klingle  Valley,  at  a  distance  from  Woodley  Road  to  the  park  of  about  4,000 
feet.  The  two  items,  to  wit,  the  oue  to  which  this  note  is  attached  and  the  Klingle  Valley  items,  should  be  consid- 
ered together,  inasmuch  as  together  with  the  intermediate  link  above  described  they  will  afford  a  proper,  even  a 
beautiful,  entrance  to  Rock  Creek  Park  from  Georgetown  and  intermediate  points.  The  resulting  parked  highway  , 
will  be  about  2  miles  long,  and  the  cost  will  be  exceedingly  moderate,  ft  is  not  known  that  any  public  benefits  of' 
such  magnitude  can  be  obtained  anywhere  in  tlie  District  for  anything  like  as  small  cost.  The  estimated  cost  of 
acquiring  tlie  land,  U0,000  square  feel,  is  ?14,000,  but  it  is  provided  that  the  total  cost  of  acquiring  tlie  land,  includ- 
ing the  costs  and  expense's  of  the  proceeding,  shall  be  ass.^ssod  as  benefits.  It  is  proposed  to  widen  Lovers'  Lane 
by  establishing  a  building  restriction  line  between  R  and  T  Streets,  and  also  by  taking  a  small  part  of  Montrose  Park. 
This  will  make  Lovers'  l.ane.  now  a  narrow  highway,  80  feet  wide  between  R  and  T  Streets.  At  T  Street  the  high- 
way will  be  widened  to  110  feet  and  be  continued  at  this  width  to  Massachusetts  Avenue.  The  provision  providing 
for'the  transfer  of  a  jiart  of  Montrose  Park  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  commissioners  for  highway  purposes  would 
probably  involve  a  strip  of  the  park  20  fe«t  in  width  and  about  1,000  feet  in  length,  though  the  transfer  of  some  addi- 
tional land  might  be  necessary.  .\t  present  Montrose  Park  is  only  accessible  to  the  city  by  way  of  M  and  P  Streets, 
requiring  quite  a  detour  from"  the  other  park  sections  of  the  District.

Note. — These  parks  and  the  connection  provided  for  in  this  item  are  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  Senate  Park  Commission,  and  the  result  of  favorable  action  would  be  to  preserve  two  of  the  original  forti- 
fications erected  for  the  defense  of  the  Capital  City  during  the  Civil  War,  and  at  tne  same  time  provide  park  facili- 
ties to  a  section  of  the  District  not  now  possessed  of  that  much  to  be  desired  public  improvement.  These  fort 
sites  occupy  an  elevation  of  300  feet  above  the  Potomac  River  and  afford  a  magnificent  view  overlooking  all  of 
the  city  of  Washington.  The  area  of  the  land  proposed  to  be  taken  is  41.25  acres,  with  an  estimated  value  of  land 
and  iiiiprovements  of  .532,000.  This  figure  is  considerably  in  excess  of  the  assessment  for  the  reason  that  the  assess- 
ment covers  a  large  tract  with  an  average  value,  while  the  part  proposed  to  be  taken  for  park  purposes  is  the  choice 
part  of  these  tracts  and  llierefore  the  most  valuable.

when  specifically  and  in  writing  ordered  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District;  and  all 
such  necessary  expenditures  for  the  proper  execution  of  said  work  shall  be  paid  from 
and  equitably  charged  against  tlie  sums  appropriated  for  said  work;  and  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  District  in  their  annual  estimates  shall  report  the  number  of  such  employees 
performing  such  services,  and  their  work,  and  the  sums  paid  to  each,  and  out  of  what 
appropriation:  Provided,  That  the  expenditures  hereunder  shall  not  exceed  $70,000 
during  the  fiscal  j-ear  1913.

Sec.  3.  That  all  horses,  harness,  and  vehicles  necessary  for  use  in  connection  with  the 
construction  and  supervision  of  sewer,  street,  street  lighting,  road  work,  and  street  clean- 
ing work,  including  the  maintenance  of  said  horses  and  harness  and  the  maintenance 
and  repair  of  said  vehicles,  and  the  purchase  of  all  necessary  articles  and  supplies  in  con- 
nection therewith,  or  on  construction  and  repair  of  buildings  and  bridges,  or  any  general 
or  special  engineering  or  construction  work  authorized  by  appropriations,  may  be  pur- 
chased, hired,  and  maintained  exclusively  to  carry  into  effect  said  appropriations,  when 
specifically  and  in  wTiting  ordered  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and

For  the  rates  named  above  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  gaslight  company  and  each 
electric-light  company  doing  business  in  the  District  of  Columbia  to  erect  and  maintain 
such  street  lamps  as  the  Commissioners  of  said  District  may  direct;  and  each  such  com- 
pany shall  furnish,  install,  and  maintain  all  posts,  lamps,  lanterns,  burners,  wires,  cable, 
conduits,  gas  pipes,  street  designations,  and  fixtures  necessary  for  the  respective  lamps 
maintained  by  each  of  them,  including  lighting  and  extinguishing  lamps,  and  repairing, 
painting,  and  cleaning. 

Hereafter  the  cost  of  each  lamp-post  (exclusive  of  erection),  including  the  lantern, 
globe,  and  street  designations,  furnished  by  any  lighting  company  under  the  above  rates 
shall  not  exceed  $15  for  each  gas  or  electric  incandescent  lamp  nor  $50  for  each  electric 
arc  lamp,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  each  post  and  its  equipment  shall  be  of  a 
design  and  quality  acceptable  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  For 
each  such  lamp-post  furnished  by  a  lighting  company  by  direction  of  the  District  Commis- 
sioners which  shall  cost  in  excess  of  $15  for  gas  or  electric  incandescent  lamps,  or  which 
shall  cost  in  excess  of  $50  for  electric  arc  lamps,  the  company  furnishing  the  same  shall 
receive,  in  addition  to  the  above  rates,  11  per  cent  per  annum  on  such  additional  or  excess 
cost. 

Hereafter  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are  authorized  in  their  dis- 
cretion to  purchase  or  construct  from  street-lighting  appropriations  posts,  lanterns,  street 
designations,  and  all  necessary  fixtures  or  appurtenances  for  any  of  the  systems  of  lighting 
above  named:  Provided,  That  whenever  the  said  commissioners  shall  furnish  the  said 
equipment,  $1.65  per  lamp  per  annum  for  gas  or  electric  incandescent  lamps  and  $4.40 
per  lamp  per  annum  for  electric  arc  lamps  shall  be  deducted  from  the  rates  above  fixed.

That  a  sum  sufficient  to  carry  out  tlie  purposes  of  sections  17  and  18  of  the  act  approved 
May  30,  1908  (35  Stat.,  p.  552),  creating  the  "National  Monetary  Commission,"  to 
iuquii-e  into  and  report  to  Congress  at  the  earliest  date  practicable  what  changes  are 
necessary  or  desirable  in  the  monetary  system  of  the  United  States  or  in  the  laws 
relating  to  banking  and  currency  *  *  *  and  to  pay  the  necessary  expenses  of 
tlie  commission  and  its  members,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

tence of  court-martial,  but  shall  be  forfeited  by  desertion,  and  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  be  paid  until  final  payment  on  discharge,  or  to  the  heirs  or  representatives  of  a 
deceased  soldier,  and  that  such  deposits  be  exempt  from  liability  for  such  soldier's

SERVICE. 

Copijnt]ht  Office. — Of  tlie  total  animint,  $14,380,  req^uosted  for  additional  employees,  $10,620  is  chargeable  to 
the  Copyriglit  Ollice.  During  the  year  1910-11  the  receipts  of  the  odice  in  fees  exceeded  b}^  $17,013.95  the  appro- 
priation for  service.    During  the  ciurent  3'ear  they  will  certainly  exceed  it  by  $25,000. 

Distribufion  of  card  indexes. — (Increase  of  $2,700  requested.)  The  volume  of  business  increases  at  the  rate  of 
about  15  to20per  cent  per  annum.  During  the  year  1910-11  tlie  receipts  from  sales  covered  into  the  Treasury  exceeded 
b}'  S15.S37.0S  the  appropriation  for  service. 

Temjjorary  sen'ice. — Where  photographing  or  copying  (of  material)  in  a  library  such  as  this  is  desired  on  a  private 
account,  it  is  customarily  done  by  an  employee  of  the  Library  for  stipulated  fees.  In  matters  of  copyright  this  is  the 
practice  of  the  Copyright  Oflice,  authorized  by  law.  Increasing  demand  for  photographs  and  copies  render  desirable 
a  similar  authority  in  the  Library  proper,  with  a  provision  that  will  reimburse  to  the  appropriation  the  expense  of  the 
service  whicli  it  would  otherwise  be  unable  to  bear.  The  translators  requested  in  the  liivision  of  Documents  are, 
however,  for  the  routine  service  of  the  Library,  especially  the  service  to  Congress. 

INCREASE  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

For  general  increase  $100,000  per  annum  is  but  a  normal  sum.  From  1907  until  1910,  inclusive,  it  was  annually 
granted.  Last  year  it  was  reduced  to  $90,000.  The  estimate  for  the  coming  year  ($110,000)  is  merely  to  offset  in 
the  coming  vear  the  decrease  for  the  present  year.  It  does  not  therefore  imply  a  proposal  to  increase  the  sum  per- 
manently to  $110,000. 

Diimion  for  the  hlind. — From  1897  until  1911  tlie  Library  maintained  and  circulated  a  .-small  collection  of  books 
in  raised  type,  with  a  special  reading  room  for  the  blind  and  an  assistant  in  charge  at  a  salary  of  $1,200.  During 
the  past  year  the  books  have  been  transferred  to  the  Public  Ijibrary  of  the  District  and  the  salary  shifted  from  the 
rolls  of  the  Library  of  Congi'ess  to  the  rolls  of  the  Public  Library.  To  the  Public  Library  have  been  transferred  also 
the  readings  and  musicales  for  some  years  conducted  at  the  Library  of  Congress. 

This  change  (explained  in  my  report  of  last  year  and  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  of  the  House  and  of 
the  Senate)  was  an  experiment.  It  assumed  that  there  was  a  local  service  for  the  blind  of  the  District  which  it  was 
the  dut}'  and  right  of  the  Public  Library  to  perform,  and  which  could  be  more  efficiently,  and,  in  the  interest  of  the 
blind  themselves,  more  conveniently  performed  by  it  than  by  the  library  of  Congress.  However  this  may  prove, 
there  is  work  in  tliis  field  of  a  national  character  which  might  well  be  undertaken  by  the  Library  of  Congress.  How 
far  this  should  include  the  general  circulation  of  books  in  raised  type  throughout  the  country  w^ould  be  subject  to 
consideration:  but  it  should  at  any  rate  include  (1)  a  comprehensive  collection  of  such  books  in  the  various  types, 
for  reference  use  and  examination  wherever  desired,  and,  besides,  books,  maps,  music,  and  other  literature  so  far 
as  published;  (2)  samples  of  apparatus  used  in  the  education  of  the  blind;  (3)  complete  information,  printed  and 
other  (which  must  be  sought  by  travel  and  correspondence),  as  to  the  status  and  the  education  of  the  blind  and 
undertakings  in  their  behalf. 

The  interest  in  the  blind,  in  their  education  and  in  the  amelioration  of  their  condition  and  the  improvement  of 
their  opportunities,  is  very  keen  and  growing.  It  has  been  recently  expressed  here  in  Waidiington  in  disappointment 
and  protest  against  the  relinquisliment  by  the  Libraiy  of  Congress  of  a  department  concerned  with  them.  The 
reasons  for  the"  transfer  still  seem  good;  but  to  those  who  felt  deeply  the  genera!  advantage  to  the  cause  of  the  blind 
in  an  organized  dejjartment  at  the  Library  of  (.'ongress  I  stated  that  I  would  gbidly  recommend  the  establishment 
of  such  a  department,  provided  an  appropriation  could  be  secured  for  it  that  would  enable  it  to  render  a  service  truly 
scientific  and  national.  My  estimates  now  include  such  an  item.  Lf  the  sum,  $7,500,  seems  large,  it  must  be  noted 
that  during  the  first  year  a  large  outlay  would  have  to  be  made  for  the  books  themselves,  w^hich  are  very  costly.

In  explanation  of  the  estimates  for  tJie  office,  of  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  proposed  reorganization  and  consolidation 
of  the  m  echanical,  labor,  and  watch  force  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  see  pages  72  to  90.

Sir:  In  connection  with  the  estimates  for  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  I  desire  to  submit  the  following 
in  support  of  changes  in  the  n.iscellaneous  section  of  my  office  and  in  the  divisions  and  mechanical,  laboring,  and 
watcli  forces  under  my  control — in  some  instances  in  compensation,  in  otliers  in  the  number  of  emplo^-ees  in  a  particular 
grade  for  added  duties  in  lieu  of  positions  already  existing: 

The  first  change  is  in  connection  witli  the  position  of  assistant  attorney  on  the  roll  of  the  Secretary  at  a  compen- 
sation of  12, .500.  This  position  is  lield  and  lias  been  field  for  a  numl)er  of  years  by  the  assistant  attorne\-  in  charge  of 
the  miscellaneous  section  of  the  chief  clerk's  office,  and  under  him  and  his  immediate  supervision  are  performed  the 
following  duties:  Work  appertaining  to  national  parks  and  reservations,  eleemosynary  institutions,  Capitol  Building 
and  Grounds,  admission  and  disbarment  of  attorneys,  work  arising  under  the  act  of  June  8,  1906,  for  the  preservation 
of  American  antiquities,  and  other  miscellaneous  work.  It  is  well  in  this  connection  to  refer  to  the  fact  that  prior  to 
the  year  1907  there  were  in  the  ofTice  of  the  Secretary  the  following  divisions:  Division  of  Lands  and  Railroads, 
Division  of  Patents  and  Miscellaneous,  Division  of  Indian  Affairs,  Indian  Territorj- Division;  and  it  was  the  practice 
for  Congress  to  appropriate  from  year  to  year  for  assistant  attorneys,  both  on  the  roll  of  the  Secretar}^  and  on  tiieroll 
of  the  Assistant  Attorney  General.  By  orders  of  the  Secretary,  dated  Ajiril  4,  1907,  and  April  20,  1907,  these  divisions 
were  broken  up  and  the  clerlvs  and  vvork  transferred  to  the  bureaus  and  remaining  divisions  of  the  Secretary's  officer, 
and  the  assistant  attorn ej^s  have  gradually  from  year  to  year  been  transferred,  upon  recommendation  of  the  depart- 
ment, to  the  ofTice  of  the  Assistant  Attorney  General,  so  that  there  remains  m  the  appropriation  act  for  the  current 
fiscal  year  but  one  assistant  attorne}^  on  the  roll  of  the  Secretary'. 

I  desire  in  this  memorandum  to  call  attention  to  the  constantly  increasing  volume  of  business  incident  to  the 
administration  of  the  national  parks.  The  duties  incident  to  the  administration  of  the  national  parks,  especially 
during  the  park  season,  involving  leases  and  concessions,  building  of  roads,  trails,  letting  of  contracts,  etc.,  has  reached 
such  proportion  that  it  is  impracticable  any  longer  to  operate  with  the  clerical  force  supplied.  It  is  a  character  of 
work  tliat  requires  careful  attention  and  legal  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  one  supervismg  it.  The  increased  com- 
pensation of  $500  asked  is  deemed  but  fair  for  the  assistant  attorne}'  in  charge;  and,  in  addition  to  the  above,  he  does, 
under  an  order  of  the  Secretary,  acts  as  chief  clerk  in  the  absence  of  the  regular  incumbent  of  tliat  office. 

Assistant  attorney  at  $2,250. —  Since  February  10,  1910,  there  has  been  assigned  to  the  miscellaneous  section,  in 
connection  with  national-park  work,  an  assistant  attorney  from  the  office  of  the  Assistant  Attorney  General.  In  as 
far  as  the  Assistant  Attorne}"  General  desires  the  position  and  desires  the  office  of  the  chief  clerk  to  retam  the  present 
incumbent,  it  is  desired  to  mcrease  his  salary  to  .$2,250,  the. reasons  for  the  mcreased  compensation  for  the  assistarit 
attorne}'  in  charge  of  national-park  matters  applying  with  equal  force  here. 

Cleric  of  class  4,  additional,  for  editorial  worlc. — The  proper  supervision  of  tlie  increasing  quantity  of  publications 
issued  by  the  Geological  Surve}-,  the  Bureau  of  Education,  and  the  Bureavi  of  Mines  can  be  obtained  only  by  getting 
competent  additional  editorial  assistance.  There  is  needed  a  high-grade  clerk  who  is  familiar  with  printing  and  the 
reproduction  of  illustrations  and  who  has  judgment,  skill,  and  literary  ability,  so  that  he  can  revise  manuscripts  and 
prepare  them  for  the  printer. 

Cleric  of  class  2,  additional,  for  centrUl  wareroom. — In  the  mterest  of  economy  and  better  administration,  it  is  deemed 
advisable  to  establish,  vmder  the  supervision  of  the  supply  divisions,  a  central  storeroom  for  electrical,  plumbers' 
and  painters'  supplies,  lumber,  hardvrare,  and  tools — in  short,  supplies  for  mechanics.  Such  supplies  are  now  bought 
in  small  quantities  and  distributed  in  the  three  buildings  of  the  department  (Patent,  Pension,  and  old  Post  Office 
Department  Buildings),  in  charge  of  three  or  four  diu'erent  persons,  for  use  as  required.  It  is  proposed  to  carry  a 
small  stock  of  a  full  variety  of  such  supplies  in  a  central  storeroom  and  hr.ve  it  in  charge  of  one  clerk,  who  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  keephig  the  stock  up,  properly  caring  for  it,  and  for  its  distribution.  By  purchasing  in  larger  quantities, a 
saving  in  cost,  waste  of  material,  and  deterioration  will  be  effected.  An  additional  clerk  at  SI, 400  to  have  charge  of 
this  storeroom  is  therefore  recommended. 

Decrease  of  one  il,000  position. — There  is  estimated  for  on  the  roll  of  the  Assistant  Attorney  General  a  librarian 
at  $1,200  in  lieu  of  clerk  at  $1,000  on  the  roll  of  the  Secretary  serving  in  that  capacity.  If  such  position  is  created,  it 
is  recommended  that  the  number  of  $1,000  places  on  the  roll  of  the  Secretary  be  decreased  b}'  one. 
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Sei'en  copyists  increase. — As  explained  in  the  estimates,  these  are  in  lieu  of  messengers,  assistant  messengers,  and 
a  laborer  now  employed  and  have  been  employed  for  some  years  on  clerical  w'-ork.  By  reason  of  their  experience  and 
attention  to  duty  the}^  are  entitled  to  the  compensation  paid  for  such  work. 

Assistant  multograph  operator  is  requestea  in  order  to  provide  for  the  increase  in  the  multograph  work.  At 
present  only  one  operator  is  rogiUarly  emj^loyed,  and  an  additional  operator  is  necessary  to  handle  the  work  promptly 
and  to  serve  in  the  absence  of  the  regular  operator.  Multograph  work  is  materially  cheaper  than  printing,  and  the 
ilopartment  is  enabled  to  get  out  small  circulars  and  forms  in  much  less  time  than  is  required  for  work  sent  to  the 
Government  Prhiting  Office. 

Increase  to  ti/peimter  repairer,  $300,  is  recommended  because  of  increased  volume  of  work  over  that  when  the 
position  was  established  at  S900. 

Sii-itchboard  telephone  operator,  additional. — The  work  on  the  departmental  switchboard  has  increased  to  such 
an  extent  b}"  the  addition  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines  and  the  increase  in  divisions  in  other  bureaus,  adding  additional 
numbers  to  the  board,  that  two  operators  are  absolutely  imperative.  It  has  also  been  found  necessary  to  keep  the 
board  open  from  S.50  a.  m.  imtil  the  Secretary  leaves  in  the  evening,  which  is  oftentimes  7  or  8  p.  m.,  so  that  an 
additional  0]>erator  is  necessary  to  relieve  the  regular  operator. 

Decrease  of  four  assistant  messengers. — There  are  now  four  assistant  messengers  domg  duty  as  packers  in  the 
Supply  and  Publications  Divisions.  Should  the  recommendation  for  six  packers  estimated  be  enacted  into  law^, 
the  positions  of  assistant  messengers  may  be  decreased  by  four. 

dtief  engineer  and  superintendent  of  construction. — In  addition  to  the  note  which  lias  been  incorporated  in  the 
estimates,  I  desire  again  to  call  attention  to  the  madequate  compensation  attached  to  this  position,  originally  appro- 
priated for  in  connection  with  the  care  and  protection  of  the  old  Post  Office  Building,  housing  the  General  Land 
Office  and  Bureau  of  Education.  Since  that  time,  by  successive  orders  of  the  Secretary",  the  duties  appertaming  to 
this  position  have  been  increased,  until  they  now  embrace  the  general  supervision  of  the  entire  plant  for  heating, 
lighting,  and  power,  and  of  the  laboring  and  mechanical  forces  of  the  department.  The  old  Post  Office,  Pension 
Office,  Patent  Office.  Bureau  of  Mines,  and  Court  of  Ajppeals  buildings  are  heated  from  a  central  plant  in  the  old  Post 
Office  Building.  The  Patent  Office,  Pension  Office,  Bureau  of  Mines,  and  old  Post  Office  buildings  are  lighted  and 
motive  power  for  the  elevators  supplied  therefrom.  In  addition,  this  official  has  supervised  in  the  past  few  years 
all  the  various  improvements  in  the  buildings  mentioned,  as  .well  as  having  supervision  of  the  installation  and  com- 
pletion of  the  central  lighting  and  heatmg  plant  of  the  Freedmen's  Hospital  and  Howard  University,  and  is  still 
supervising  the  operation  of  the  central  plant  of  those  institutions. 

CMef  electrician,  at  SI  ,500. — As  explained  in  the  note  in  the  estimates,  the  duties  and  responsibility  connected 
witli  the  position  of  electrician  at  SI, 000  have  increased  the  same  as  those  of  chief  engineer  and  superintendent  of 
construction,  and  tlie  increased  salar}^  and  designation  submitted  are  fully  merited. 

Six  packers,  at  8840  each  (in  lieu  of  four  assistant  messengers,  at  $720,  and  two  laborers,  at  $660,  on  regular  roll 
of  the  Secratary). — Heretofore  little  importance  has  been  attached  to  receiving,  issuing,  and  packing  supplies,  pub- 
lications, and  forms.  Aside  from  the  storekeeper,  who  receives  $1,600,  the  remainder  of  the  force  is  macle  up  from 
assistant  messengers  and  laborers.  The  work  requires  superior  intelligence,  accuracy  in  taking  account  of  supplies 
received  and  issued,  a  knowledge  of  an  immense  variety  of  supplies,  stationer}^,  and  printed  forms,  and  care  in  checking 
up  invoices  and  requisitions.  Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  work  is  really  clerical  rather  than  messenger  or  laborer 
work.  The  salaries  should,  therefore,  be  of  a  higher  grade,  and  such  as  would  attract  ability  higher  than  those  of  an 
ordinary  laborer. 

PROPOSED  REORGANIZATION  AND  CONSOLIDATION  OF  THE  MECHANICAL,  ENGINEERING,  LABORING,  AND  WATCH  FORCE 
UNDER  THE  SUPERVISION  AND  MANAGEMENT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  BUILDINGS,  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE 
INTERIOR. 

This  proposition  was  earnestly  urged  by  me  in  a  memorandum  dated  October  18,  1909,  appearing  in  the  Book 
of  Estimates  for  1911,  page  571.  It  failed  of  approval  b}"  Congress,  and  I  have  been  advised  that  one  of  the  main 
objections  thereto  would  be  the  constant  inability  to  determine  the  cost  apportioned  against  the  particular  bureaus 
or  buildings.  Since  that  time  in  the  appropriation  act  making  appropriations  for  the  legislative,  executive,  and 
judicial  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  endmg  June  30,  1912  (36  Stat.,  1216),  the  following  theretofore 
appropriated  for  on  the  roll  of  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  were  subheaded  "For  care  of  buildings  under  the  chief 
clerk  of  the  Interior  Department": 

Superintendent  of  building,  $1,400. 

2  engineers,  $1,200  each. 

3  firemen. 
23  laborers. 

10  female  laborers,  $400  each. 
15  charwomen. 

Painter,  skilled  at  his  trade,  $900. 
Cabinetmaker,  skilled  at  his  trade,  $900. 
Captain  of  the  watch,  $840. 
3  sergeants  of  the  watch,  $750  each. 
20  watchmen. 

As  the  law  now  stands,  it  is  possible  to  determine  the  cost  of  the  upkeep,  so  far  as  the  mechanical  and  laboring  force 
are  concerned,  incident  to  the  care  and  protection  of  the  Old  Post-Office  Building.  In  the  case  of  the  Patent-Office 
Building,  the  following  are  provided  for  on  the  roll  of  the  Commissioner  of  Patents:  14  laborers,  at  $600  each;  45 
laborers,  at  $480  each;  yet  in  practical  operation,  6  laborers,  at  $600  each,  and  6  laborers,  at  $480  each,  under  the 
order  of  the  Secretary,  from  the  Patent  Office  are  detailed  to  and  under  the  control  of  the  chief  clerk  of  the  depart- 
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ment,  and  under  these  circumstances  it  is  not  possible,  without  much  computation,  to  determine  tlie  amount  actually 
chargeable  afjainst  the  Patent  Oflice  or  tlie  omce  of  the  Secretary;  while  in  the  Pensif>n-Ofnce  Buildin<^,  which  now 
houses  the  (Mlice  of  Indian  AH'niis,  as  well  as  the  Pension  Ollice,  the  entire  cost  has  been  char<((!d  to  the  roil  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Pensions,  and  the  Odice  of  Indian  Affairs  is  participatinf^  in  the  benefit,  without  beinj^  charged 
with  any  of  the  cost.  Consecjuently,  it  may  l)e  seen  at  a  glance  that  there  is  no  uniformity.  From  the  standpoint 
of  practical  ap|)lication  it  woidd  seem  best  to  transfer  and  consolidate  the  entire  laboring  and  mechanical  force 
under  tlie  chief  clerk  of  the  dei)artment  who  is  by  law  d(!signated  superintendent  of  buildings,  and  there  may  be 
readily  detennined  the  total  cost  of  upkeep  of  the  three  buildings,  which,  generally  s[)eaking,  constitute  the  ''Interior 
DepaitnuMit  liuiKliugs.''  Three  buildings,  the  J^atent  ()(lic<',  Old  Post  Oflice,  and  the  Pension  Oflice  Buildings,  are 
the  only  buildings  occupied  by  the  Interior  Department  pr()|)er  which  are  owned  by  the  department.  If  it  is  desired 
to  so  arrange  the  api)ropriation  act  as  to  enable  the  (!!ongress  to  determine  the  pro{)ortionate  share  of  the  total  cost 
charged  to  each  of  the  buildings,  it  is  very  easy  to  appropriate  under  subheadings  "Lor  the  care  and  protection  of  the 
Old  Post  Office  l)e])artment  Tiuilding,"  "For  the  care  and  protection  of  the  Pension  Office  Building,"  and  "For  the 
care  and  protection  of  the  Patent  (MHce  Building,"  and  consolidate  the  total  mechanical  and  laboring  force  on  the 
roll  of  the  Secretary  proper,  so  that  they  may  be  interchangeable.  Experience  indicates  that  tliere  must  be  an 
elasticity  because  of  tlie  fact  that  there  consistently  arises  a  demand  in  one  building  temporarily  for  a  larger  laboring 
and  jnechanical  force.  If  the  force  is  inflexible,  there  will  be  times  when  tliere  will  be  surplusage  in  one  building  and 
a  shortage  in  another.  It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  there  is  no  longer  in  either  the  Patent  Oflice  Building  or 
tlie  Pension  Office  Building  a  separate  heating  and  lighting  plant.  I  have  therefore  to  submit  the  proposed  plan 
of  reorganization  and  consolidation  of  the  mechanical,  engineering,  laboring,  and  wp-tch  force,  as  follows: 

Chiej  oferailng  engineer,  at  il ,600  (in  lieu  of  superintendent  of  building,  at  $1,400,  on  the  Pension  Office  roll). — 
It  is  proposed  to  turn  the  position  of  superintendent  of  building  in  the  Pension  Office  at  $1,400  into  a  position  of  ciiief 
operating  engineer  at  $1,600  under  the  chief  engineer  and  superintendent  of  construction,  at  $3,000,  heretofore 
mentionetl,  and  have  him  act  as  assistant  to  that  ofTicial.  The  present  incumbent  of  tlie  position  of  superintendent 
of  the  Pension  Office  Buihling  is  an  experienced  engineer  and  performs  such  duty  as  well  as  that  of  superintendent 
of  building.  Under  his  direct  supervision  are  the  laboring  force  employed  in  the  Pension  Office  Building,  all  repairs 
to  the  Pension  Office  Building,  such  as  painting,  relaying  floors,  installation  of  elevators,  upkeep  of  the  elevators, 
pipes,  and  lighting  and  heating  system.  The  responsibility  and  work  connected  Avith  the  position  fully  warrant 
$1 ,600  per  annum. 

CMef  machinist,  at  $1,380  (in  lieu  of  engineer,  at  $1,200,  regular  roll)  is  necessary  to  supervise  the  repairs  to  all 
engines,  dynamos,  and  other  machinerj^  used  in  the  department  which  are  now  done  in  the  well-equipped  macliine 
shop  of  the  department.  The  salary  fixed  is  based  upon  the  pay  of  the  average  machinist  doing  this  class  of  work 
at  the  navy  yard. 

Two  engineers,  at  il,200  (in  lieu  of  the  same  on  the  Pension  Office  roll). — It  is  recommended  that  these  positions 
be  placed  on  the  regular  roll  of  the  Secretary,  and  the  two  assistant  engineers  at  $1,000  each  are  in  lieu  of  one  on  the 
regular  roll  of  the  Secretary  and  one  on  the  Old  Post-Office  Department  Building  roll,  so  no  increase  in  compensation 
is  represented  by  these  two  items. 

Two  steam  fitters,  at  $1,000  each  (in  lieu  of  thi'ee  firemen,  at  $720  each,  on  the  Pension  Office  roll). — As  tliis 
department  has  no  regular  steam  fitters  on  its  rolls  at  the  present  time,  it  has  been  necessary  to  do  this  work  with 
inexperienced  men,  such  as  firemen  and  laborers,  and  this  manner  of  performing  such  skilled  labor  is  far  from  satis- 
factory.   This  change  represents  a  saving  of  $i60  per  annum. 

.  Eleven  firemen ,  at  $720  each,  are  in  lieu  of  seven  now  on  the  regular  roll  of  the  Secretary  and  four  on  the  Old 
Post-Office  Building  roll.    No  increase  is  involved  in  this  item — sim]ily  a  consolidation  of  two  rolls. 

Four  viremen,  at  $1,000  each  (in  lieu  of  one  laborer,  at  $660,  on  Pension  Office  roll,  one  laborer,  at  $480,  on  the 
old  Post  Office  Department  Building  roll,  and  two  wiremen  at  $3.50  and  $2  per  diem  on  repairs-of-buUding  roll). — 
The  uniform  compensation  of  $1,000  each  is  recommended  for  these  employees  receiving  different  salaries  from  differ- 
ent rolls  for  exactly  the  same  kind  of  work.  In  the  appropriation  for  repairs  of  buildings  a  limitation  of  $7,500  is 
placed  for  labor,  and  it  is  impossible  to  get  competent  men  for  the  amount  the  department  is  able  to  pay  from  this 
amount,  such  mechanics  receiving  not  less  than  $4  per  day  in  commercial  employment. 

CIdef  fainter  and  decorator,  at  $1,200  (in  lieu  of  skilled  mechanic,  at  $900,  on  regular  roll  of  the  Secretary). — For 
some  time  this  employee  has  acted  as  cliief  painter  and  decorator  under  the  cliief  engineer  and  superintendent  of 
construction,  having  charge  of  at  least  six  painters  and  being  responsible  for  the  painting  and  decorating  work  of 
the  department.    Such  work  requires  a  man  skilled  in  liis  trade,  and  $900  is  an  enthrely  inadequate  salary. 

Six  painters,  at  $900  each  (in  lieu  of  one  skilled  mechanic-painter,  at  $900,  on  old  Post  Office  Department  Build- 
ing roll,  one  painter  at  $900  on  Pension  Office  roll,  and  four  painters  at  $3.50  per  diem  on  repairs  of  building  roll). — 
It  is  proposed  to  make  the  salaries  of  these  men  uniform,  because  a  uniform  grade  and  character  of  work  is  performed 
by  them,  and  it  is  contemplated  will  be  rendered. 

Chief  cabinetmaTcer ,  at  $1,200  (in  lieu  of  carpenter,  at  $900,  on  the  regular  roll  of  the  Secretary). — In  line  with  the 
above  items,  proposes  to  increase  the  compensation  of  this  employee  $300,  making  him  a  subcliief  or  head  of  tliis  work, 
responsible  to  the  chief  engineer  and  superintendent  of  construction  for  the  work  done  under  liis  direct  supervision. 

Three  cahinetmaTcers,  at  $900  each  (in  lieu  of  one  carpenter,  at  $900,  on  regular  roll,  one  skilled  mechanic-carpenter, 
at  $900,  on  old  Post  Office  Department  Builchng  roll,  and  one  cabinetmaker,  at  $900,  on  Pension  Office  roll). — Repre- 
sents no  increase  in  the  appropriation,  but  simply  consolidates  on  the  regular  roll  of  the  Secretary  men  who  are  now 
on  dilFerent  rolls  working  under  the  chief  engineer  and  superintendent  of  construction. 

Three  carpenters,  at  $900  each  (in  lieu  of  one  at  $3.50  per  diem  on  repairs  of  building  roll,  one  copyist,  at  $900,  on 
Pension  Office  roll,  working  as  carpenter,  and  one  messenger  at  $840  on  Pension  Office  roll,  working  as  carpenter). — 
Groups  under  the  Secretary's  roll  proper  men  working  under  the  chief  engineer  and  superintendent  of  construction 
paid  from  various  rolls,  and  provides  an  equal  salary  for  the  same  work  performed. 
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(liicf  pluinhtr  <ni(i  pi  pijitt,  r.  at  SI,oOU  (in  lion  of  plumber,  at  .1900).— Is  intonilod  to  provide  for  a  subcluef  under 
tlie  chief  ensrineer  and  superintendent  of  construction,  who  shall  bo  responsible  for  the  plumbing  work  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  the  salary  asked  is  deemed  but  adequate  for  the  measure  of  responsibility  involved. 

Three  phimhers,  at  S900  each  (one  increase  and  one  in  lieu  of  skilled  mechanic-j)lumber,  at  $900,  on  old  Post  Office 
Department  Building  roll  and  one  in  lieu  of  messenger,  at  $840,  on  Pension  Olhce  roll,  working  as  [)lumber). — These 
men  would  be  under  tlie  »lirect  supervision  of  the  chief  phnnber  and  pipefitter  at  $1,500,  and  are  deemed  absolutely 
necessary,  giving  one  plumber  for  each  of  the  tliree  buildings — Patent  Oflice,  old  Post  Oflice,  and  Pension  Oilice— 
enabling  tiie  jilumbing  work  to  be  kept  in  iirst-class  condition  and  the  new  work  in  eitlier  building  to  be  done  by  the 
combined  force. 

Plasterer  and  tile  setter,  at  $900  (in  lieu  of  messenger,  at  $840,  on  Pension  Olhce  roll,  working  as  plasterer  and 
tile  setter). — This  item  designates  b}*  proper  title  the  work  now  done  by  a  messenger  on  the  Pension  Office  roll,  and  the 
salary  recommended  is  the  same  as  is  recommended  for  other  mechanical  work  of  like  grade. 

Kig/d  conductors  of  elevators,  at  $900  each  (four  increase,  and  four  in  lieu  of  two  on  regular  roll,  and  one  on  old 
Post  Ollice  Department  Building  roll,  and  one  messenger,  at  $840,  on  Pension  Office  roil). — There  are  at  present  two 
conductors  of  elevators  provided  for  on  the  regular  roll  of  the  Secretary  and  one  under  the  old  Post  Omce  Depart- 
ment Building  roll.  'Ihere  are  two  elevators  in  each  of  the  three  buildings  of  the  department — the  Patent  Office, 
Pension  Ollice,  and  old  I^ost  Office  Department  buildings.  i<\)ur  of  the  elevators  are  of  tlie  modern  electric  type 
and  two  of  the  liydra.ulic  t3-})e,  now  obsolete.  Six  men  must  be  on  dut}^  continuously.  Experience  teaches  that  with 
annual  leave  and  absence  due  to  sickness  there  will  be  almost  continuous  demand  for  two  supernumeraries.  Civil- 
service  rules  and  regulations  f(vbid  the  assignment  of  unclassified  laborers  to  running  elevators,  except  with  the 
commissibn's  approval  under  stated  conditions,  causing  embarrassment  in  that  respect,  and  eight  conductors  of  ele- 
vatoi-s,  at  a  uniform  salar}'  of  $720,  are  absohitel}'"  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work. 

Six  foremen  of  laborers,  at  $900  each  (in  lieu  of  the  following,  employed  as  foremen:  One  copyist,  at  $900,  and  one 
laborer,  at  $660,  on  regular  roll,  three  laborers,  at  $660,  on  Pension  Office  roll,  and  one  laborer,  at  $660,  on  General  I^and 
Oflice  roll). — As  to  the  manner  of  cleansing  and  sanitation  of  the  rooms  of  the  three  buildings  of  the  department — 
the  Pension  Office,  Patent  Office,  and  old  Post  Office  Department  buildings — f  quote  from  my  memorandum  of 
October  18,  1909,  Book  of  Estimates,  1911,  page  574,  as  follows: 

Uutil  recently  the  cleaiisiug  and  sanitati(jn  of  the  rooms  of  these  buildings  were  a  source  of  constant  complaint  ou  the  part  of  officials  and 
clerks.  Each  building,  or  rather  each  bureau  of  each  building,  had  its  own  force  of  laborers;  sometimes  these  laborers  were  used  for  other  pin-- 
poses;  no  centralized  supervision  appears  to  have  been  exercised  over  them.  It  was  a  common  occurrence  to  have  the  rooms  of  a  building  cleaned 
between  4.;^0  and  5.30,  or  (j  at  the  latest,  in  the  evening.  Instances  were  known  where  laborers  were  expected  to  clean  as  many  as  17  rooms. 
Immediately  after  the  so-called  cleansing  had  occurred  the  rooms  were  locked  tight,  dust  allowed  to  settle  and  accumulate  on  the  furniture,  papers, 
and  books  until  the  next  morning,  when,  shortly  before  the  hour  of  the  arrival  of  the  clerical  force,  the  rooms  were  opened,  given  a  sort  of  dust- 
ing, with  the  result  that  the  rooms  were  in  many  instances  filthy,  the  furniture  was  never  moved,  the  walls  accumulated  dust  and  diit,  the  corners 
and  nooks  were  filled  with  dust  and  debris.  The  following  plan  is  now  used:  The  laborers  have  been  divided  into  squads,  a  squad  under  a 
foreman  (generally  one  of  the  more  intelligent,  active,  and  responsible  laborers),  in  each  of  the  three  buildings,  each  building  divided  into  sec- 
tions; cleaning  begins  at  5  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  lasts  until  it  is  thoroughly  done,  often  as  late  at  10  or  11  o'clock  at  night. 

Rules  have  been  made  and  enforced  recjuiring  that  the  walls  be  washed,  vacuum  cleaning  machinery  used;  car- 
pets, mattings, and  books  aie  gone  over  systematically  for  the  purpose  of  removing  dust  and  filth;  furniture  must  be 
moved  and  the  space  beneath  cleaned  at  certain  periods.  In  order  properly  to  handle  the  laboring  force,  six  foremen 
of  laborers,  two  for  each  of  the  three  buildings,  are  deemeil  absolutely  necessary.  White  laborers  now  serve  in  that 
capacity,  but  the  |)osition  re({uires  some  executive  ability,  and  it  is  (.rulicult  to  secure  men  with  the  requisite  quali- 
fications for  the  salary  of  a  laborer.    The  salary  of  $900  each,  submitted,  is  deemed  reasonable. 

One  hvridred  and  two  laborers,  at  $660  each. — As  explained  in  the  estimates,  the  plan  is  to  transfer  laborers  from  the 
bureau  rolls  and  the  roll  of  the  Old  Post-Office  Building  and  consolidate  all  under  the  superintendent  of  buildings 
on  the  Secretaire's  roll  proj)er,  being  the  same  laborers  now  under  the  superintendent's  orders  doing  cleaning  and 
manual  work.  It  has  been  foimd  tiiat  more  work  is  obtained  from  them  under  the  consolidated  arrangement  than 
when  they  were  divided  up,  each  bureau's  laborers  to  themselves.  I^aborers  at  $600,  $480,  and  $400  do  exactly  the 
.same  work  as  those  at  $66():  for  that  reason  they  should  have  the  same  salary.  The  argument  might  be  advanced 
that  jiossibly  an  increase  in  salary  by  promotion  from  $480  to  $660,  the  highest  salary  paid,  might  be  an  inducement 
to  those  working  in  the  lower  grades  to  excel  in  their  work,  but  experience  has  demonstrated  that  this  is  not  the  case, 
but  rather  that  cfiscontent  and  dissatisfac^tion  is  caused  by  some  receiving  more  salary  for  the  same  amount  and 
character  of  work  performed.    Promotions  are  infiecjucnt,  as  vacancies  seldom  occur. 

Twentij-three  charwomen,  at  $£^0  each  (in  lieu  of  8  on  Secretary's  office  regular  roll  and  1 5  on  Pension  Office  roll). — 
Consolidates  two  rolls  and  represents  no  increase  in  compensation. 

Ten  female  laborers,  at  $400  each. — Merely  provides  for  the  transfer  of  that  number  on  the  Pension  Office  roll 
under  the  chief  clerk  of  the  Interior  De])artment. 

Captain  of  the  watch,  at  $1,400. — vSubmits  an  increase  in  compensation  of  $200.  His  compensation  was  fixed 
at  a  time  when  his  d.utics  were  confined  to  the  Patent  Office  Budding.  Subsecpiently,  in  1899,  the  watch  force  of 
the  Old  Post-Oflice  Department  Builfiing  was  placed  under  his  jurisdiction.  By  an  order  of  May  11,  1909,  the  Geo- 
logical Survey  watch  force  was  placed  under  him;  and  later,  by  an  order  of  June  29,  1909,  the  watch  force  of  the 
Pen.sion  Office  was  likewise  placed  under  his  jurisiliction.  At  tlie  present  time  the  watch  force  of  the  entire  depart- 
ment, including  the  Geological  Survey  and  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  is  operated  by  the  chief  clerk,  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  the  captain  of  the  watch,  on  the  roll  of  the  Secretary.  The  increase  of  $200  in  salary  submitted  is 
deemed  but  just  compensation  for  additional  service  and  responsibility  connected  with  the  position. 

The  item  of  nine  lieutenants  of  the  watch  at  $840  each,  in  lieu  of  two  on  regular  roll,  three  on  Old  Post-Oflice 
Department  Building  roll,  one  captain  of  the  watch  at  $840,  and  three  sergeants  of  the  watch  at  $750  each  on  the  Pen- 
sion Office  roll,  who  are  really  lieutenants  of  the  watch,  involves  an  increase  of  $270,  to  make  the  pay  of  the  sergeants 
the  same  as  the  lieutenants.    The  order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  of  June  29,  1909,  placed  the  captain  of  the 
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watcJi  on  the  roll  ol'  the  ConinussioucM-  of  Pensions  in  tlio  position  of  ii  liculciiiinl  (;f  tlic  WiitcJi  under  tin;  cuptainof 
tlio  watch  of  the  dopartnicnt,  and  it  is  rcconiniondcd  thai  his  dosi<;nMl  ion  he  chanj^od  accordinj^ly,  no  cliungo  in  Hulary 
bcinj?  made. 

Seventy-eight  watchmen,  at  $720  each,  roprosonts  the  consolidation  of  the  20  watchmen  on  the  (Jld  Post-Offiee 
Dei)artnient  I^uildin<^  roll  and  the  20  watchnuMi  on  the  Pension  Odiee  roll  with  the  'M  on  the  Secretary's  roll,  hut  no 
increase  in  compensation. 

The  recoiumenchitions  herein  for  miscellan(H)us  new  positions  iind  increased  salaries,  exclusive  of  the  proposed 
reorj2;anization  of  the  meciianical,  (Mij,nneerin<i:,  labor,  and  Wiitch  force,  make  a  net  incrciise  of  .Sll,:'.40  in  tlie  af)pro- 
priation  for  the  oHico  of  the  Secretary. 

The  proposed  revision  of  the  pay  roll  of  the  olllce  of  tlie  Secretary  by  tlu;  proposed  consorKhition  of  the,  mechanical, 
engincerin<?,  labor,  and  watch  force  makes  a  net  increase  in  the  cost  oi"  the  service  of  $1.3,592,  after  the  increases  arc 
offset  by  <;f)rresi)on(lini:  reductions  anti  transfers  from  items  and  bureaus  relieved  by  the  increa.se  under  the  appro- 
priation for  the  ollice  of  the  Secretary. 

The  other  increases  b}'  recommendations  of  the  Secretary  for  increase  of  the  salary  of  the  First  Assistant  Secre- 
tary, $1,900,  and  for  the  new  position  of  coiiddential  clerk  to  the  Secretary,  $2,000,  and  seven  members  of  a  board  of 
pension  appeals,  at  $2,000,  witli  $500  adciitional  to  chief  of  board  (net  increase  of  $S,500  over  and  in  lieu  of  two 
assistant  attorneys  at  $2,000  and  medical  expert  at  $2,000,  all  three  now  in  oiiice  of  the  Assistant  Attorney  Cieneralj, 
amount  to  $11,500. 

The  actual  net  increased  cost,  by  these  estimates,  is  $30, 4.32.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  ACCOMPANYING  ESTIMATES  OF  APPROPRIATIONS  UNDER  SMITHSONIAN  INSTITUTION,  1912-13. 


international  exchanges,  SMITHSONIAN  INSTITUTION. 


The  system  of  international  exchanges  is  based  on  the  convention  and  the  resolutions  of  Congress  briefly  referred 
to  below: 

Convention  between  the  United  States  and  several  other  countries  for  the  international  exchange  of  official 
documents  and  scientific  and  literary  publications,  concluded  at  Brussels  in  1886  and  proclaimed  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States  in  1889  (Stat.,  XXV,  1465).  (Since  the  ratification  of  this  convention,  several  additional  Gov- 
ernments have  signified  their  adherence  thereto;  wliile  a  number  of  other  countries,  though  they  have  not  olhcially 
adhered  to  the  convention,  have  established  international  exchange  bureaus.) 

Resolution  providing  for  the  exchange  of  certain  public  documents,  approved  March  2,  1867  (Stat.,  XIV,  573). 
This  resolution  provides  that  50  copies  of  all  documents  printed  by  order  of  either  House  of  Congress,  and  also  50 
copies  of  all  publications  issued  by  any  bureau  or  department  of  the  Government,  shall  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Joint  Committee  on  the  Library  for  exchange  with  foreign  countries  through  the  agency  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution. 

Joint  resolution  to  regulate  the  distribution  of  public  documents  to  the  Library  of  Congress  for  its  own  use  and 
for  international  exchange,  approved  March  2,  1901  (Stat.,  XXXI,  1464).  By  this  resolution  it  is  provided  that,  in 
lieu  of  the  50  copies  of  the  publications  referred  to  in  the  above-mentioned  resolution,  there  shall  be  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Library  of  Congress  for  its  own  use  and  for  international  exchange  62  copies  of  such  documents,  with 
the  privilege,  at  the  request  of  the  librarian,  of  enlarging  this  number  to  100. 

Joint  resolution  for  the  purpose  of  more  fully  carrying  into  effect  the  convention  concluded  at  Brussels  in  1886 
in  reference  to  the  immediate  exchange  of  the  ollicial  journal,  approved  March  4,  1909  (Stat.,  XXXV,  1169).  This 
resolution  provides  that  such  number  as  may  be  required,  not  exceeding  100  copies,  of  the  daily  issue  of  the  Congres- 
sional Record,  shall  be  supplied  to  the  Library  of  Congress  for  distribution  through  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  to 
the  legislative  chambers  of  such  foreign  Governments  as  may  agree  to  send  to  the  United  States  current  copies  of  their 
parliamentarj'  record  or  like  publication. 

The  estimate  here  submitted  for  the  International  Exchanges  is  the  same  as  the  appropriation  for  the  current 
year. 

AMERICAN  ETHNOLOGY,  SMITHSONIAN  INSTITUTION. 

The  Bureau  of  American  Ethnology  has  been  engaged  for  a  number  of  years  in  studying  and  recording  the  habits, 
customs,  and  beliefs  of  the  American  aborigines,  including  their  arts  and  industries,  government,  religious  and  socio- 
logical systems,  and  languages,  as  well  as  their  mental  and  physical  characteristics,  their  history,  and  antiquities. 
Much  has  been  accomplished  in  this  direction,  and  many  of  the  results  have  been  permanently  recorded  and  dissemi- 
nated by  means  of  publication;  but  a  large  body  of  material  awaits  final  study  and  arrangement,  and  much  work 
remains  to  be  done  both  in  the  field  and  in  the  office.  The  investigations  of  the  bureau,  however,  have  reached  a 
static  in  which  it  has  been  found  possible  to  summarize  some  of  the  results  in  the  form  of  handbooks,  designed  espe- 
ciafiy  for  the  use  of  schools  and  for  nonprofessional  students.  The  demand  for  those  already  issued  or  about  to  be 
pubfished  has  been  very  large.  ^Nlany  changes  are  taking  place  among  the  Indians,  owing  to  the  advance  of  many 
of  them  toward  civilization,  so  that  the  researches  are  being  pressed  W'ith  all  reasonable  speed  while  much  of  the 
knowledge  is  still  available. 

The  Indians  form  one  of  the  great  races  of  mankind,  and  the  world  looks  to  our  Government  for  this  contribution 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  human  family,  while  a  large  part  of  our  ow^n  people  regard  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  American 
Ethnology  as  the  very  basis  of  American  history. 

The  increase  of  $16,850  over  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  1911-12  is  designed  for  the  following  purposes:

For  supplying  photographs  of  Indian  subjects  to  schools  and  colleges,  and  for  other  educational  purposes   1, 000 

For  purchase  of  metal  cases  and  fireproofing  room  for  manuscripts   1, 350

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It  is  designed  to  expeiul  the  $4,000  requested  for  the  excavation  und  {>re8ervation  of  antiquities  in  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  work  in  this  direction,  especially  in  Arizona  and  New  Mexico.  This  work  should  be  prosecuted 
vigorously  before  many  of  the  important  rums  are  entirely  destroyed  by  vandalism  and  the  elements. 

The  appropriation  of  $4,500  for  ethnological  researches  in  Alaska  is  urgently  needed  by  reason  of  the  great  change 
taking  place  among  the  Indians  and  the  Eskimo  since  the  influx  of  white  people  a  few  years  ago.  Unless  this  inves- 
tigation is  undertaken  at  once  the  aborigines  will  have  become  so  modified  by  their  contact  with  white  i)e(;ple  that 
a  knowledge  of  much  of  their  primitive  character  will  be  lost. 

The  appropriation  of  an  additional  $1,000  is  urged  to  enable  the  more  speedy  extension  of  ethnological  researches 
among  the  tribes  of  the  Middle  West,  in  a  number  of  erases  represented  by  only  a  few  survivors  who  retain  the  lore 
of  their  people.  The  passing  of  these  Indians  makes  the  urgency  of  this  work  apparent,  as  it  will  soon  be  impossible 
to  gain  the  desired  information  respecting  them. 

The  demand  for  the  Handbook  of  American  Indians  has  been  so  great  (the  number  of  applications  received 
by  the  bureau  approaching  20,000)  that  the  volumes  passed  out  of  ])rint  as  soon  as  publisheci.  A  reprint  of  the 
Handbook,  authorized  by  Senate  resolution  as  this  statement  is  being  prepared,  will  serve  only  a  temporary  purpose. 
As  the  researches  of  the  bureau  are  continued,  much  new  information  regarding  the  history,  migrations,  manners, 
customs,  beliefs,  and  traditions  of  the  American  Indians  is  accumulated,  consequently,  like  every  popular  work  of 
reference,  the  Handbook  of  American  Indians  should  be  revised  and  extended  to  meet  the  increasing  interest  in  the 
subject  and  the  large  demand  for  this  publication. 

The  activities  of  the  bureau  have  recently  been  such  that  the  manuscript  material  submitted  for  publication 
has  been  more  voluminous  than  the  regular  editor  could  prepare  for  and  see  through  the  press.  The  sum  of  $1,200 
is  required  for  the  employment  of  additional  assistance  in  order  that  the  issuance  of  the  reports  and  bulletins  may 
not  be  further  delayed. 

The  Bureau  of  American  Ethnology  has  many  demands  on  it  from  various  colleges,  schools,  libraries,  historical 
societies,  etc.,  for  photographs  of  Indian  subjects,  but  except  to  a  very  limited  extent  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
supply  them  owing  to  lack  of  funds.  As  these  photographs  serve  an  educational  purpose,  it  is  desirable  that  they  be 
supphed  when  promotive  of  a  public  good,  and  for  this  purpose  the  sum  of  $1,000  is  requested. 

The  request  of  $1,350  for  providing  metal  cases  and  fireproofing  room  for  safeguarding  the  many  hundreds  of 
manuscripts  belonging  to  the  bureau  scarcely  needs  explanation.  These  manuscripts  are  of  priceless  scientific  value. 
Indeed  many  of  them  if  lost  could  not  be  replaced,  since  they  represent  the  results  of  studies  of  Indians  that  have  become 
extinct. 

INTERNATIONAL  CATALOGUE  OF  SCIENTIFIC  LITERATURE,  SMITHSONIAN  INSTITUTION. 

The  purpose  of  the  International  Catalogiie  of  Scientific  Literature  is  to  collect  and  publish  in  17  annual  volumes 
a  classified  index  of  the  current  scientific  publications  of  the  world. 

This  is  accomplished  through  the  cooperation  of  32  of  the  principal  countries  of  the  world,  which  b}'  means  of 
regional  bureaus,  one  in  each  country,  prepare  the  data  necessary  to  index  all  scientific  publications  published  within 
their  domains.  The  material  thus  prepared  is  forwarded  to  a  central  bureau  in  London  for  publication  in  the  annual 
volumes. 

The  various  subscribers  throughout  the  world  bear  the  entire  cost  of  printing  and  publishing  by  the  central 
bureau.    Each  country  taking  part  in  the  enterprise  bears  the  cost  of  indexing  and  classifying  its  own  publications. 
The  17  annual  volumes  combined  contain  between  10,000  and  12,000  printed  pages. 

The  regional  bureau  for  the  United  States  furnishes  yearly  about  30,000  classified  citations  to  American  scientific 
literature,  which  is  between  11  and  12  per  cent  of  the  total  work. 

Millions  of  dollars  are  being  spent  each  year  in  scientific  investigation,  and  many  of  the  foremost  men  of  the 
day  are  devoting  their  entire  time  to  such  work.  The  results  of  their  labors  find  publicity  through  some  scientific 
journal,  of  which  there  are  over  5,000,  being  regularly  indexed  by  the  various  regional  bureaus,  over  500  in  the  United 
States  alone.  In  addition  to  these  periodicals  are  hundreds  of  books  and  pamplilets,  all  of  which  the  international 
catalogue  aims  to  index  in  its  yearly  work. 

The  international  catalogue  furnishes  in  condensed,  accurate,  and  permanent  form  a  minutely  classified  index  to 
all  of  these  publications.  It  is  necessary  for  each  paper  to  be  carefully  studied  by  a  person  competent  to  thoroughly 
understand  the  subject  treated,  as  the  method  of  classification  actually  furnishes  a  digest  of  the  contents  in  addition 
to  the  usual  bibliographical  data. 

The  catalogue  is  to  science  what  the  legal  digest  is  to  law. 

The  estimate  here  submitted  is  the  same  as  the  appropriation  for  the  current  year  and  the  year  preceding. 

ASTROPHYSICAL  OBSERVATORY,  SMITHSONIAN  INSTITUTION. 

The  Astro  physical  Observatory  from  1908  to  1911,  inclusive,  has  been  engaged  in  perfecting  and  completing 
discoveries  of  universal  interest  on  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  sun's  radiation,  on  which  all  life  on  earth  depends. 
In  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1913,  it  is  proposed  to  prepare  for  publication  and  to  print  Volume  III  of  the  Annals 
of  the  Astrophysical  Observatory,  to  contain  the  results  of  all  its  work  since  the  publication  of  Volume  II  of  its  annals 
in  1908.  The  labor  of  preparation  of  Volume  III  will  be  very  great,  and  will  require  additional  services  of  computers 
and  draftsmen.  In  addition  the  researches  of  the  observatory  will  he  continued  vigorously,  as  heretofore.  For 
thesepurposes  $15,000  is  required. 

The  sum  of  $3,000  is  asked  for  printing  Volume  III  of  the  annals,  and  for  ordinary  printing  and  binding. 

The  cost  of  printing  Volume  II  of  the  annals  (1,500  copies)  was  practically  $2,000,  but  the  cost  of  such  a  publica- 
tion is  now  somewhat  higher.  Besides,  it  will  be  necessary  to  include  more  tabular  matter  in  the  contemplated  Vol- 
ume III  than  was  contained  in  Volume  II. 
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NATIONAL  MUSEUM,  SMITHSONIAN  INSTITUTION. 


FurnHuir  and  fijtures. — Of  the  amount  estimated  imder  this  lieading,  namel}-,  $75,000,  about  two-thirds  is 
required  for  furniture  for  the  exhibition  halls,  and  about  one-third  to  pro\'ide  accommodations  for  additions  to  the 
reserve  collections  and  to  meet  tlie  needs  of  the  laboratories  and  offices.  Besides  the  building  of  cases  for  both 
exhibition  ami  storage,  this  appropriation  covers  the  cost  of  their  fittings,  and  also  the  purchase  of  drawers,  trays, 
boxes,  jars,  vials,  etc.,  used  in  the  preservation  and  arl'angement  of  specimens. 

Hinting  and  lighting. — The  mechanical  plant  installed  in  the  new  building  has  so  far  proved  to  be  of  sufficient 
capacity  for  hcatint;  all  of  the  buildings  occupied  by  the  National  Museum,  as  well  as  for  furnishing  the  electric  cur- 
rent needed  for  lighting  and  power  purposes,  and  has  demonstrated  its  economy  in  service.  This  item  also  covers 
the  cost  of  telephone  service,  electric  call  bells,  telegrams,  repairs  to  machinery  and  plumbing,  and  the  necessary 
su])plies.  The  entire  amount  estimated,  namely,  $50,000,  which  is  the  same  as  the  current  appropriation,  will  be 
required. 

Preservation  of  collections. — From  this  a])pro])riation  are  y)aid  all  expenses  for  the  maintenance  of  the  National 
Mu.><eum  except  such  as  are  otherwise  specifically  ])r()vide(l  for.  The  principal  expenditure  is  for  the  salaries  of  the 
scientihc-technical  staff,  })rei)arators,  cataloguers,  clerks,  watchmen,  laborers,  and  cleaners.  Other  important  items 
are  suj)plies  and  })reservatives,  materials  for  cleaning  the  building.s,  stationer}^,  freight  and  express  charges  on  col- 
lections, travel  and  incidental  field  work,  illustrations  for  reports,  and  special  services. 

Under  the  current  appropriation  t)f  $300,000  the  work  of  preparation  and  installation  of  collections  in  the 
extensive  exhibitit)n  halls  of  the  ^Museum  must  necessarily  proceed  slowly.  In  oi'der  to  hasten  this  work  and  permit 
all  the  halls  to  be  opened  to  the  public  with  as  little  delay  as  ])o.ssible,  it  is  requested  that  the  amount  of  the  appropri- 


Bools. — The  classification  and  arrangement  of  the  collections  in  the  National  Museum  is  greatly  hampered  by 
the  inability  to  secure  reference  books  and  periodicals  to  the  extent  necessary  for  that  purpose  from  the  appropria- 
tions hitherto  made,  which  have  never  exceeded  $2,000  annually.  The  library  of  the  Museum  is  restricted  to  the 
subjects  with  which  the  Museum  is  officially  concerned,  and  there  is  no  intention  to  duplicate  works  contained  in  the 
I^ibrarv  of  Congress  or  in  the  libraries  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and  the  several  scientific  bureaus  of  the 
Government.  Every  year,  however,  there  are  issued  many  publications  essential  to  the  operations  of  the  Museum 
which  are  not  obtainable  from  the  above  sources  and  which  the  small  fund  available  is  inadequate  to  supply.  It  is 
therefore  earnestly  requested  that  the  entire  amount  of  the  estimate,  $4,000,  be  allowed. 

Building  repairs. — The  estimate  submitted  under  this  heading  is  the  same  as  the  appropriation  for  the  current 
and  several  past  3'ears,  namely,  $15,000.  The  building  area  occupied  by  the  Museum  has  recently  been  increased 
over  threefold,  but,  unless  some  unforeseen  contingency  arises  it  is  expected  that  this  amount  will  be  sufficient. 


The  library  of  the  Bureau  of  American  Ethnology  is  at  present  installed  in  wooden  bookcases  on  the  galleries 
of  the  main  hall  of  the  Smithsonian  Building.  The  galleries,  stairways,  and  window  sash  and  frames  are  very  old 
and,  like  the  bookcases,  highly  inflammable.  The  appropriation  now  asked  for  is  for  the  purpose  of  removing  these 
wooden  structures,  restoring  the  walls,  columns,  and  floors,  and  substituting  fireproof  book  stacks,  stairways,  and 
windows.  The  new  book  stacks  and  cases  would  accommodate  the  books  belonging  to  the  several  bureaus  under 
the  direction  of  the  Institution,  including  a  part  of  the  library  of  the  National  Museum,  which  should  be  kept  in  a 
central  location.  They  would  also  provide  a  safe  place  in  which  to  assemble  the  Smithsonian  books  constantly  used 
by  the  bureaus,  of  which  several  thousand  are  now  scattered  through  various  rooms  of  the  Smithsonian  Building. 

The  estimate  is  also  intended  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  necessary  steam  radiators  and  electric  lights,  and  a  simple 
carrier  for  books  passing  between  the  Smithsonian  Building  and  new  National  Museum  Building,  to  be  installed  in 
the  heating  tunnel  connecting  the  two  buildings. 


The  equipment  of  the  National  Zoological  Park,  as  regards  both  the  accommodations  for  its  collections 
and  facihties  for  visitors,  is  inadequate,  and  is  inferior  to  that  of  other  establishments  of  tliis  kind  that  are  of  equal 
importance. 

To  a  large  extent  the  collections  still  have  to  be  kept  in  temporary  quarters  which  are  insufficient,  insanitary, 
and  costly  to  maintain.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  birds,  of  which  the  j)ark  has  a  fine  series,  including  some  of 
exceptional  interest  and  rarity.  The  rough  tem})orary  building  which  they  now  occupy  does  not  provide  enough 
space  to  exhibit  the  whole  collection  nor  the  conditions  necessary  to  keep  the  birds  in  healthy  condition.  In  a  suitable 
building  this  collection  would  be  one  of  the  most  notable  features  of  the  park. 

In  order  to  ])rovide  properly  for  the  great  number  of  visitors  who  frequent  the  park,  there  should  be  a  pubUc- 
comfort  building  which  would  afford  shelter  at  all  times  of  the  year,  with  toilet  facilities  and  a  place  where  lunch 
could  be  procured.    There  is  no  such  accommodation  at  present,  and  it  is  seriously  needed. 

A  series  of  permanent  paddocks  for  hardy  deer,  wild  sheej),  goats,  and  cattle  is  much  needed,  as  these  animals 
are  now  in  scattered  temporary  inclosures,  some  of  which  are  altogether  unsuitable. 

In  order  to  provide  more  adequate  conveniences  for  visitors,  a  shelter  house  should  be  built  near  the  main  entrance, 
and  toilet  facilities  provided  in  connection  with  it. 

It  vi'l  be  necessary  to  build  immediately  a  new  bridge  across  Rock  Creek  to  replace  the  present  temporary  log 
structure,  wliich  has  been  seriously  weakened  by  decay.    The  roadway  which  crosses  here  is  very  largely  used  and 
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the  bridge  sJiould  bo  pcriiianent  in  character  and  of  suflicient  wi»ltJ)  to  ])rovidc  for  tlie  greatly  increased  truveJ  v.iiicii 
will  pass  over  it  when  the  valley  of  Rock  Creek  is  fully  developed. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  desirability  of  securing  for  the  park  at  once  the  narrow  tract  of  land  lying  between 
its  boundary  and  the  recently  established  highway  on  the  southeast.  Tliis  highway  was  located  by  the  engineer 
commissioner  of  the  District  as  close  to  tlu'  boundary  of  the  j)ark  as  the  topography  wouhl  permit,  in  order  to  reduce 
the  tract  of  land  betwec^n  to  a  niininuun,  witli  the  exjx'ctation  that  it  would  be  acquired  by  tlx;  Government.  TiiLs 
land  is  as  yet  unused,  and  can  probably  be  secured  at  less  cost  now  than  at  any  future  time.  The  possession  of  this 
land  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  tlie  park  in  order  to  guard  against  the  destructive  encroachment  of  adjacent 
grading.  Taking  as  a  basis  the  valuations  placed  on  this  land  by  the  assessors  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  1910, 
it  is  estimated  that  the  tract  can  be  purchased  for  $15,000. 

PRINTING  AND  BINDING,  SMITHSONIAN  INSTITUTION. 

The  only  increases  requested  uiuler  this  item  are  as  follows: 

Astropliysical  Observatory. — The  sum  of  $3,000  is  asked  for  the  i)ubUcation  of  volume  3  of  the  AnnaLs  of  the 
Astrophysical  Observatory  and  for  miscellaneous  piinting  and  binding.  The  volumes  of  annals  are  not  issued  at 
regular  intervals,  but  at  such  times  as  the  results  of  the  investigations  require  publication.  Volume  3  will  contain 
the  results  of  the  work  of  the  observatory  since  1908,  at  which  date  volume  2  was  published  at  cost  of  about  $2,000. 
It  is  estimated  that  volume  3  will  cost  considerabh*  more  than  the  preceding  volume  on  account  of  th(!  present  Jjigher 
cost  of  printing  and  the  n(>cessity  of  including  more  tabular  matter. 

National  Museum. — The  customary  appropriation  of  $34,000  for  printing  and  binding  for  the  National  Museum 
has  become  inadequate  to  meet  the  necessary  requirements  in  this  direction,  owing  in  part  to  the  increased  co.st  of  the 
work  and  in  part  to  the  additional  demands  resulting  from  the  enlarged  operations  of  the  Museum  with  the  occupation 
of  the  new  building.  The  ]\iuseum  has  been  called  upon  to  make  use  of  a  greater  number  of  blank  forms  than  heretofore, 
and  the  printing  of  labels  for  specimens  and  cases  has  become  a  much  more  important  item.  The  binding  of  books 
and  periodicals,  the  majority  of  which  reach  tlie  Museum  in  paper  covers,  has  been  so  much  retarded  as  to  endanger 
the  condition  of  a  large  part  of  the  library  and  greatly  increase  the  difliculties  of  library  administration.  Additional 
means  are  also  required  for  the  publications  of  the  Museum,  which,  though  restricted  to  reports  based  upon  its  col- 
lections and  to  accounts  of  its  work  and  methods,  comprise  some  of  the  most  important  scientific,  educational,  and 
practical  contributions  issued  by  the  Government.  It  is  requested  that  the  sum  of  $50,000,  as  submitted,  be  appro- 
priated for  next  year. 

SAFE  FOR  OFFICE  OF  DISBURSING  AGENT,  SMITHSONIAN  INSTITUTION. 

The  only  protection  for  money  and  books  against  fire  and  burglary  at  present  in  the  office  of  the  disbursing  agent 
of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  who  is  charged  with  the  disbursement  of  the  appropriations  for  the  Government 
brandies  under  the  Institution,  is  a  small  safe  of  ordinary  construction,  which  is  not  sufficiently  large  to  contain  the 
account  books  and  the  paid  vouchers.  It  frequently  becomes  necessary  to  have  several  thousand  dollars  in  cash  on 
hand  overniglit  and  the  present  facilities  are  not  adequate  for  its  protection.  The  amount  requested,  namely, 
$1,500,  is  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a  fireproof  and  burglar-proof  safe,  with  triple  time  lock,  which  will  be 
capacious  enough  to  hold  the  account  books  and  paid  vouchers  and  will  adequately  secure  the  safety  of  cash  needed 
for  current  demands.

Explanations  to  estimates  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  National  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1913.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  instructions  contained  in  letter  from  your  department  dated  July  20,  1911,  I  have  the 
honor  to  forward  herewith  inclosed  estimates  for  appropriations  required  for  support  of  the  National  Home  for  Dis- 
abled Volunteer  Soldiers  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1913,  together  with  statements  of  expenditures  for  salaries, 
etc.,  of  officers  and  employees  of  the  Board  of  Managfrs  and  of  compensation  and  allowances  of  the  officers  of  the 
several  branches  of  the  National  Home  for  Disabled  \  o!ui\teer  Soldiers  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1911,  as 
required  by  act  of  August  5,  1892;  also  to  submit  the  following  exi)lanations  relating  to  the  estimates. 

Slight  changes  are  desired  in  the  wording  of  the  ;i})propriations  for  hospital  and  farm.  The  cemetery  has  been 
considered  a  part  of  the  park  S3'stem,  and  as  such  the  cost  of  its  care  has  been  defra^'ed  from  the  appropriation  for 
farm.  The  appropriation  for  hospital  has  heretofore  provided  for  pay  of  gravediggers  and  for  tools  for  gravediggers. 
It  is  inconvenient  for  the  hospital  department  to  supervise  the  digging  of  graves,  and  such  work  can  be  more  con- 
veniently and  satisfactorily  performed  by  the  farm  laborers  employed  in  the  care  of  the  cemetery.  It  is  therefore 
requested  that  the  words  "gravediggers"  and  "tools  for  gravediggers"  be  omitted  from  the  appropriation  for  hos- 
pital, and  the  words  "including  cemetery"  added  to  the  appropriation  for  farm  after  the  word  "park."  Anticipating 
approval  of  this  recommendation,  the  amount  required  for  pay  of  gravediggers  has  been  omitted  from  the  appropria- 
tions of  the  several  branches  for  hospital  and  included  in  tlie  appropriations  for  farm.  The  increased  amounts  over 
the  appropriations  for  the  current  fiscal  year  under  the  several  heads  of  expenditure  and  special  object*!  for  which 
appropriations  are  desired  are  as  follows:

For  cement  curbing  and  gutters,  $7 ,500. — A  needed  improvement  for  the  protection  of  the  roadways. 

I'or  tiro  steam  boilers,  810,000. — Required  to  replace  two  boilers  that  have  been  in  use  more  than  twenty  years 
and  are  no  longer  safe,  except  at  a  greatly  reduced  steam  pressure. 

EASTERN  BRANCH. 

Household  {increased),  $6,000. — To  provide  for  the  cost  of  heating  new  buildings. 

Farm  {increased) ,  $200. — To  provide  for  pay  of  gravediggers,  as  explained  for  the  Central  Branch. 

For  improveuient  and  enlargement  of  cemetery,  $5,000. — The  capacity  of  the  cemetery  now  in  use  will  be  exhausted 
within  another  year,  and  the  enlargement  and  improvement  calletl  for  by  the  estimate  is  necessary  to  provide  a  suit- 
able ])lace  for  the  burial  of  the  dead. 

For  chapel,  $7,500. — This  chapel  is  required  for  the  use  of  Roman  Catholic  members  of  the  Home,  who  have 
heretofore  made  use  of  the  same  building  as  the  Protestant  members. 

SOXJTHERN  BRANCH. 

Repairs  (increased),  $8,000. — To  provide  for  conversion  of  heating  system  in  old  buildings  to  the  vacuum  system, 
in  conformity  A\-ith  that  installed  for  new  buildings;  a  measure  of  economy. 

For  sea  wall  on  Johns  Creelc,  $22,000. — The  tide-water  overflow  along  the  banks  of  this  creek  creates  a  bad  san- 
itary condition,  which  the  proposed  wall  is  designed  to  correct. 

For  two  additional  boilers  in  power  house,  $12,000. — Required  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  heating  and  power 
plant,  the  number  of  boilers  now  in  use  being  insufficient  during  cold  weather. 

For  addition  to  hospital,  $55,000. — Required  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  hospital  in  accordance  with  the  needs 
of  the  branch,  and  to  replace  an  old  buildmg  now  used  for  some  of  the  patients,  which  is  in  bad  condition  and  not 
worth  repairing,  is  inconveniently  located,  and  not  suitable  for  hospital  purposes. 

WESTERN  BRANCH. 

Subsistence  (increased),  $10,748. — Required  to  provide  subsistence  for  estimated  number  of  members  and  civil- 
ians at  a  per  capita  allowance  of  20  cents  per  day. 

Repairs  (increased),  $5,000. — Required  for  necessary  repairs  to  buildings,  electric-lighting  plant,  and  refrigera- 
ting plant. 

Farm  (increased),  $360. — To  provide  for  pay  of  gravediggers,  as  explained  for  the  Central  Branch. 

PACIFIC  BRANCH. 

Household  (increased),  $3,000. — Required  on  account  of  increase  in  price  of  fuel  oil. 

Repairs  (increased),  $10,000. — Required  for  necessary  repairs  to  buildings  and  for  improvement  of  heating  and 
water-supply  systems. 

Farm,  (increased) ,  $260. — To  provide  for  pay  of  gravediggers,  as  explained  for  the  Central  Branch. 
For  cement  curbing  and  gutters,  $2,000. — A  needed  improvement  for  the  protection  of  the  roadways. 
For  elevator  in  convalescent  barrack,  $1,000. — Required  for  the  use  of  old  and  decrepit  members  who  are  unable 
to  climb  the  stairs. 

For  sewage-disposal  plant,  $20,000. — The  sewage  is  now  treated  in  two  septic  tanks,  which  are  only  effective 
to  about  50  per  cent  purity.  The  odor  from  the  effluent  is  consequently  very  offensive,  especially  to  the  sick  in  hos- 
pital. It  is  desired  to  increase  the  effectiveness  of  the  plant  by  the  installation  of  another  tank  with  contact  and 
filtration  beds.  The  improvement  is  believed  to  be  necessary  as  a  sanitary  measure,  and  will  permit  of  the  water 
of  the  sewerage  system  being  used  for  irrigation  purposes,  for  which  it  is  needed. 

For  repairs  to  barracks,  $8,500. — There  are  four  barrack  buildings  that  have  been  m  use  for  more  than  20 
years;  they  are  in  bad  condition,  and  it  is  desired  to  give  them  a  thorough  overhauling,  especially  as  to  the  plumb- 
ing, in  order  that  they  may  be  preserved  and  placed  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

For  additional  toilet  rooms  and  remodeling  hospital,  $36,500. — The  lavatories  and  toilet  rooms  are  now  located 
outside  the  building,  which  renders  them  inconvenient  and  hazardous  to  the  health  of  the  patients.  The  floors  are 
worn  out;  the  ceilings  are  broken  and  dangerous.  The  heating  and  ventilating  systems  are  inadequate  and  inef- 
ficient. After  the  work  of  remodeling  and  repairing  has  been  done  the  entire  interior  and  exterior  of  the  building 
should  be  painted.  The  amount  incuided  in  the  estimate  is  necessary  to  make  the  building  suitable  for  use  as  a 
hospital.

For  increase  and  iynproveinent  of  water  supply,  $3,000. — I)iirin<^  the  last  tlirer;  years  u  system  of  water  su{)|)ly 
has  been  developed  by  means  of  driven  wells.  Wliile  the  present  suppl}'  is  sufficient  unrler  normal  conditions  when 
careful  economy  is  exercised,  it  would  not  bo  adequate  durin<;  a  season  of  drou};ht,  which,  acconhnj^  to  past  expe- 
rience, must  be  anticipated. 

MARION  BKANCII. 

Subsistence  (increased),  $829. — Jiequired  to  provide  subsistence  for  estiinatcid  nund)er  of  members  and  civilians 
at  a  per  capita  cost  of  20  cents  per  day. 

Farm  {increased),  $180. — To  provide  for  pay  of  gravediggers  as  exjjlained  for  the  Central  Branch. 

DANVIM.K  HRANCII. 

For  connecting  corridor  between  barnicJcs,  $2,700. — It  is  desircid  to  connect  one  of  the  barracks  Avith  a  barrack 
which  is  provided  with  a  kitchen  and  messing  facilities,  in  order  that  tlie  old  and  feeble  men  quartered  therein  may 
be  able  to  go  to  their  meals  without  being  exposed  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather. 

MOUNTAIN  BRANCH. 

Subsistence  {increased),  $2,760. — llequired  to  provide  subsistence  for  estimated  number  of  members  and  civilians 
at  a  per  capita  cost  of  20  cents  per  day.  • 

Transportation  {increased),  $500. — Aspecial  ward  for  the  out-door  treatment  of  tuberculous  patients  has  been  pro- 
vided at  this  branch,  and  the  increase  asked  for  is  to  furnish  transportation  for  tubercidous  members  at  other  branch 
homes  that  may  be  ordered  to  the  Mountain  Branch  for  treatment. 

BATTLE  MOUNTAIN  SANITARIUM. 

Repairs  {increased),  $5,000. — The  amount  asked  for  is  necessary  in  order  to  keep  the  buildings  and  their  equip- 
ment in  a  proper  condition  of  repair.  The  amount  appropriated  for  the  current  year  is  insufficient.  The  buildings 
have  now  been  occupied  for  nearly  five  years  and  all  need  repainting.

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sir:  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  transmit  herewith,  as  required  by  law  (31  Stats.,  1909), 
their  estimates  of  appropriations  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the  government  of  said  District  for  the  fiscal  year 
to  end  June  30,  1913. 

These  estimates  are  slightly  less  in  the  aggregate  than  twice  the  amount  of  the  total  estimated  revenues  of  the 
District  for  that  fiscal  year,  after  taking  into  consideration,  pursuant  to  the  act  of  March  3,  1909  (35  Stats.,  1728), 
all  charges  against  such  revenues  arising  under  appropriations  other  than  the  regular  District  appropriation  act. 

The  aggregate  of  these  estimates  is  as  follows: 

Chargeable  to  the  general  revenues   $12, 429, 935.  50 

Chargeable  to  the  revenues  of  the  water  department   135,  785. 00 

The  estimated  appropriation  fund  applicable  to  the  portion  of  the  foregoing  estimates  other  than  the  estimates 
for  the  water  department  is  $12,431,480,  leaving  a  balance  of  SI, 544. 50  in  favor  of  that  fimd. 
The  estimated  revenue  of  the  water  department  for  the  fiscal  year  1913  is  $760,000. 

The  appropriation  fund  is  based  on  an  estimate  of  the  revenues  of  the  District  government  derived  from  taxes, 
licenses,  and  other  private  sources,  less  the  definite  and  potential  items  chargeable  wholly  against  such  revenues; 
then  doubling  the  remainder  in  order  to  include  the  proportion  due  from  the  United  States,  according  to  the  terms 
of  the  organic  act  of  June  11,  1878;  and  linally,  deducting  from  such  combined  fund  an  estimate  of  appropriations 
for  the  fiscal  year  1913  Avhich  will  be  contained  in  other  acts  than  the  regular  District  of  Columbia  bill,  based  on  such 
appropriation  made  for  1912. 

Among  the  items  chargeable  wholly  to  the  District  revenues  is  one  to  reimburse  to  the  United  States  $680,000 
on  account  of  advances  made  to  the  District,  with  ■S4 1,000  interest  due  thereon.  The  proposed  payment  is  approxi- 
mately one-third  of  the  estimated  amount  that  will  be  due  on  that  account  on  June  30,  1912,  for  which  one-third 
they  have  thus  made  allowance  in  conformity  with  their  view  of  the  intent  of  Congress  in  requiring  the  liquidation 
of  that  obligation  within  five  years  from  July  1,  1910. 

Notwithstanding  the  diminution  of  the  estimated  appropriation  fund  by  the  necessity  to  meet  that  repayment 
on  the  floating  debt,  the  commissioners  have  been  able  to  provide  for  a  reasonable  increase  in  expenditure  for  the 
conduct  of  municipal  business  and  for  public  improvements,  and  to  recommend  a  number  of  special  projects  of  general 
public  benefit. 

The  most  important  of  the  special  projects  recommended  are  the  preservation  of  Klingle  Valley  for  park  purposes; 
the  acquisition  of  property  for  parks  at  Mount  Hamilton,  Piney  Branch  Valley,  Fort  Davis  ana  Fort  Dupont,  and 
Rock  Creek  and  Lovers  Lane;  and  the  beginning  of  the  construction  of  a  municipal  hospital. 
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With  the  exception  of  the  Klinp:le  Valley  project,  it  i.s  not  proposed  to  pay  lor  tlie  i)ark  sites  rrumtioned  out  of  the 
revenues  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  1913,  but  that  the  ncHcssary  monciy  shall  be  advanced  out 
of  the  United  States  Treasury;  that  ono-half  of  the  total  amount  thereof  Ix;  refunded  to  the  United  States  from  the 
revenues  of  the  District  in  four  equal  annual  installments,  and  that  not  less  tlian  one-fourth  of  the  amount  expended 
shall  be  repaid  to  the  United  States  and  J^istrict  of  Columbia  in  equal  parts  by  special  assessments  against  the  property 
specially  benefited  by  the  acquisition  of  the  parks. 

The  j)ublic  schools  have  received  attention  by  the  inclusion  among  other  provisions  of  S772,000  for  school  buildings 
and  sites,  embracing  a  new  Central  High  School  building,  and  a  building  for  a  n(!w  colored  high  school. 

Provisions  for  street-lighting  service  and  for  improving  the  street  cleaning  department  have  been  made.  Items 
to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  lire  and  police  departments  have  been  recommended,  including  a  new  luirljor  boat. 

Pursuant  to  the  requirement  of  law  that — 

The  board  of  education  shall  annually  on  the  first  day  of  October  transuut  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  aii  estimate  in  detail 
of  the  amount  of  money  required  for  the  public  schools  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  said  commissioners  shall  transmit  the  same  in  their  annual  estimate 
of  appropriations  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  with  such  recommeudations  as  they  may  deem  proper — 

the  Commissioners  transmit  herewith  the  estimates  for  the  })ublic  schools  for  1913,  as  those  estimates  were  submitted 
to  them  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Also  the  estimates  of  the  Board  of  Charities  for  the  fiscal  year  1913,  as  submitted  by  that  board,  pursuant  to  the 
act  creating  the  board,  which  prescribes  that  it  shall  prepare — 

such  estimates  of  future  appropriations  as  will,  in  the  judprraent  of  a  majority  of  its  members,  best  promote  the  effective,  harmonious,  and  economical 
management  of  the  affairs  imder  its  supervision;  and  such  estimates  submitted  shall  be  included  in  the  regular  annual  Book  of  Estimates. 

The  commissioners  also  transmit  herewith  a  schedule  of  proposed  work  on  streets  and  avenues;   a  copy  of  the 
estimate  of  the  general  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  1912 ;  and  a  list  of  rented  buildings.

Dear  Sir:  The  board  of  education  has  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  four  copies  of  the  estimated  needs  of  the 
public  schools  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1913. 

In  the  preparation  of  these  estimates  the  committee  on  ways  and  means  of  the  board  has  noted  your  wishes  as 
expressed  in  your  communication  under  date  of  June  14,  1911,  that  the  figures  be  kept  to  approximately  $3,060,000. 
Consequently  the  board  has  restricted  the  estimates  to  such  items  as  in  its  judgment  are  absolutely  essential  for  the 
proper  conduct  of  the  schools.  These  items  aggregate  13,247,000.  The  order  of  arrangement  follows  the  usual  plan, 
and  where  the  estimates  call  for  permanent  imj^rovements,  as  buUdings  and  grounds,  the  several  items  therefor  nave 
been  placed  in  the  order  of  their  relative  importance,  though  every  item  is  regarded  as  necessary. 

In  com])liance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  submitted  by  you,  the  estimates  for  rents 
are  presented  in  detail,  the  rental  figures  for  1912  being  used  as  a  basis. 

Inasmuch  as  there  are  additional  items  for  buildings  and  grounds  and  a  few  minor  needs  which  are  highly  impor- 
tant, though  less  vital  than  those  listed  in  the  estimates  proper,  which  the  board  feels  should  be  submitted  but  which 
are  withheld  because  of  the  board's  recognition  of  the  restrictions  placed  upon  the  commissioners  by  the  statutes, 
such  items  have  been  included  separately  and  are  transmitted  for  consideration  in  a  supplemental  list,  in  which  the 
items  are  also  placed  in  the  order  of  tiieir  importance.
